Proposition  of  Operators  Rati- 
fied by  Big  Majority. 

<"  ihimlu;--.  (Jhi...  Jun»>  10.— Th.-  \<<t-' 
•  :'  t!.--  «'hi->  miners  as  to  whether  they 
would  accept  or  not  the  proposition 
of  the  operators  to  pay  51  e^mts  per  ton! 
for  mininjr.  r-sulied:  For  acceptance, 
r»«Wl:  against.  4a51;  majority,  74rt.  The 
state  miners'  officials  say  in  their  cli- 
eular  trxJay  to  the  miners  of  Ohio:  "You 
will  thus  see  that  the  provisional  agree- 
ment made  between  the  ^>perators  and 
your  delegates  on  June  1,  1895,  has  beeni 
ratified  and  accepted  by  the  popular 
vote  of  the  district.  This  makes  the 
ajrreement  valid.  Locals  will  govern 
themselves  accordingly  and  will  resume 
work  iindt  r  the  provisions  of  said  agree- 
ment. 

"It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  that  dis- 
tasteful as  the  terms  of  this  agreemtnt 
are.  we  have  hope  of  its  b'-ing  only  tem- 
porary. It  is  only  binding  in  so  far  as 
the  circum.stances  continue  which  forced 
its  acceptance.  If  those  circumstances 
change,  which  we  are  in  hope  of,  we 
expect  better  terms  will  be  within  our 
probabilities  ere  long."

The  Next  Surveyor  General  of 
Minnesota  is  Chosen. 

Wa.^hington,  June  10.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)- -A  lively  fight  is  going  on  hero 
over  the  appointment  of  surveyor  gen- 
eral of  M  nnesota.  The  president  prom- 
ised ex-llepresentativfj  Hall  that  he 
would  appoint  Kerwin,  of  Flenville 
county,  imt  today  E.  W.  Durant.  of 
Stillwate  •,  arrived  here  to  push  his  own 
claims.  Fie  saw  the  president  i()day  but 
it  is  not  believed  that  he  can  induce 
President  Cleveland  to  ehange  his  miml. 
Kerwin  vill  undoubtedly  get  the  place. 

H  )KE  SMITH  SILENT. 
Atlanta.  Ga..  June  10. — Secretary 
Hoke  Smith  arrived  here  this  morning 
from  Ath  ms.  He  left  at  noon  for  Wash- 
ington. He  had  nothing  to  say  con- 
cerning t  le  rumors  of  his  candidacy  to 
succeed  Senator  Gordon,  who  has  an- 
nounced hat  he  will  not  stand  for  re- 
election. 


Washingtcm.  June  10. — The  Chinese 
legation  has  received  no  information 
:!s  to  tho  reported  massacre  of  Ameri- 
can mi.ssionaries  in  Ching  Tu.  It  is 
stated  at  the  legation  that  Ching  Tu  is 
a  large  city.  The  pei^ple  are  far  re- 
moved from  the  centers  of  foreign  com- 
merce, such  as  Canton  and  Shanghai. 
Recently,  however,  liy  the  treaty  of 
peace  with  Japan,  this  interior  city  wafi 
one  of  several  places  to  be  opened  to 
'■^rf  Igners  and  foreign  commerce.  This 
ha;^,  it  is  claimed,  agitated  the  popu- 
lace who  have  livetl  by  themselves  frojn 
time  immemoHal.  The  missionaries 
aie  the  only  foreigners  who  have  here- 
tofore lived  in  Ching  Tu. 

Tsung  Li  Yamen  sought  to  secure 
from  eacli  foreign  government  a  com- 
plete list  of  the  missionarit'S  and  Iht  ir 
V>lace  of  service,  but  this  is  not  given. 
it  is  said  that  the  emperor  of  China  and 
Tsung  I..1  Yamen  have  given  every  pi>s- 
silde  jirotection  ti>  the  mi.'-sionarles.  al- 
though it  has  been  foun<l  impossible 
to  guard  against  mob  violence,  par- 
ticularly  at  remote   interior  points. 

The  Chinese  government  l:as  asked 
foreign  governments  to  appreciate 
these  difficulties  and  has  advised  that 
the  missions  should  be  kept  within  safe 
limits,  but  the  missionaries  zeal  has 
led  them  to  push  inwarsl.  without  fear 
of  results,  to  plac»  s  where  the  Chinese 
officials  have  had  difficulty  in  afford- 
ing full  protection  to  them.  Notwith- 
standing this,  the  authorities  at  Pekin 
have  done  th"ir  utmost  to  prevent  vio- 
lence and  to  prot»'ct  the  missionaries 
and  thoir  pj-oijcrty.  The  viceroys  un- 
derstand that  they  will  be  degraded 
if  mobs  are  permitted  to  di.sturb  the 
missions.  As  a  result  the  viceroys  and 
their  perfects  nf  pidlce,  are  activo  in 
ristraining  mob  outbreaks. 

The  ofllcial  gazette  of  China  recently 
received  here  shows  that  a  change  has 
been  made  in  the  viceroy  in  Ching  Tu. 
and  that  a  new  on"  has  just  assumed 
his  iluties.  This  added  to  the  agitation 
of  opening  the  city  to  foreigners  may 
account  for  disturbances,  although  as 
already  stated,  the  fact  that  disturb- 
ances have  occurred  is  not  known  to 
th>»  Chinese  officials  here.  It  is  said 
that  Wu  Chang,  the  place  to  which  a 
French  shii>  has  been  sent  is  another 
large  interior  town  on  the  river  Yang 
Tse  Kiang.  The  river  affords  inland 
navigation  to  large  vessels  uj)  to  Wu 
Chang,  but  it  is  not  navigable  further 
up.  It  is  probable  therefore,  that  the 
French  ships  will  go  to  Wu  Chang  as 
it  is  the  farthest  western  point  reached 
by  navigation  and  is  on  the  way  to  tho 
remoter  r>"int  of  Ching  Tu. 

At  the  French  legation  no  Information 
had  bfen  received  concerning  the  re- 
ported massacre.  The  Frencli  ambas- 
sador, M.  Patenotre.  who  represented 
his  government  at  Pekin  some  ten  years 
ago  and  who  negotiated  the  treaty  by 
which  Tonquin  becani>*  a  French  pro- 
vince, expressed -his  dwubt  of  the  cor- 
iictness  of  the  report  that  the  Chinese 
were  interrupting  dispatches  bearing 
upon  the  alleged  massacre.  When  he 
was  in  China,  he  .«aid,  dispatches  were 
never  lnterrupte<l  and  he  always  had 
free  communication  with  his  govern- 
ment and  with  the  admiral  of  the 
French  fleet.  He  says  it  is  possible 
for  a  French  gunboat  to  go  up  the  river 
which  is  navigable  as  far  as  Han  Kow.

Debs  and  Others  Will  do  Time 
at  Woodstock. 

Chicago.  June  10.-  K.  v.  Debs  and 
the  <tther  officials  of  the  American 
Hallway  Union  will  be  sent  to  the 
Wtxidstock  Jail  tomorrow.  The  certi- 
fied i-ojiy  of  the  onler  of  tlie  sui)reme 
court  was  received  here  today  antl  the 
I'nitt  d  States  marshal  was  notilli-d  to 
return  the  men  to  jiil.  The  men  under 
sentence  of  imprisonment  are:  K.  V 
Debs,  (5.  W.  Howard.  S.  Keliher,  L.  W. 
Rogers.  James  Hogan.  W.  K.  Hums, 
H.  M.  (Joculwin  and  Martin  Klliott. 

There  Is  a  t|Uesiion  as  to  the  time  the 
men  will  serve.  The  original  .sentence 
was  six  months  for  l>ebs  and  three 
months  f^ir  his  associates  in  two  dif- 
ferent contempt  cases,  the  sentences 
being  made  concurrent  by  the  court. 
The  defendants  attorneys  later  had  the 
sentences  made  cumulative  in  order  to 
take  a  deslreil  legal  action,  and  the 
time  to  be  served  by  thi»  prisoners  is 
conseriucntly  a  matter  of  dl.spute.  It 
is  thought  probable  howeV(>r.  that  an 
effort  will  be  made  to  have  Judge 
Woods  rein.><tate  the  concurrent  sen- 
tences.

MISSIONARIES  SAFE. 

But  Mission  Property  Has  Been 
all  Destroyed. 

Xew  York,  June  1«>.— The  officials  of 
the  Methodist  Missionary  society  in 
this  city  are  very  hopeful  that  the  re- 
port of  a  ma.s.sacre  of  missionaries  at 
Ching  Tu  has  been  exaggerated.  Dr. 
St»^phen  J.  Baldwin,  the  recording  sec- 
retary said:  "I  cannot  think  that  these 
rumors  are  subaeo.uent  to  assurances 
we  received  by  cifble  from  our  mission 
in  Ching  Tu,  under  date  of  June  3. 
The  cable  read:  'Property  destroyed, 
all  safe,  inform  Toronto.'  This  would 
indicate  that  all  our  peojde  .ire  safe, 
although  the  property  has  been  des- 
troyed." 

The  missionaries  who  are  at  Ching  Tu 
are  Rev.  11.  Odin  Cady  and  his  wife. 
F.  L.  Cartwright,  M.  D.,  and  wife.  Rev. 
J.  F.  Peat  and  wife.  Rev.  J.  O.  Curnow 
and  wife.  Rev.  Dr.  11.  V.  C.  Hart,  for- 
merly of  the  Central  Chinese  mission 
and  sevei-al  of  his  as.'^ociates  of  the 
Canadian  Methodist  church.  In  the 
seventy-sixth  annual  report  for  last 
year  the  property  "f  the  mission  in- 
cluded dwellings.  chai>els,  schools,  etc., 
is  \aku>d  at  $4000.

Dover.  Eng..  June  10.— In  the  regatta 
of  the  Royal  Cinque  Yacht  club  tmlay.

12:02  p.  m.  The  prince  of  Wales  ?nd 
the  duke  of  York  on  board  the  former 
yacht.

HULETT  CASE. 

Decision  Affecting  it  From  the 
Supreme  Court. 

St.  Paul.  June  10.- Four  decisions 
were  handed  down  by  Chief  Justice 
Siart.  of  the  supreme  court,  this  morn- 
ing, none  of  them  of  special  import- 
ance and  the  order  of  the  lower  court 
In  each  of  them  is  affirmed.  Probably 
the  most  interesting  of  the  four  is  the 
decision  In  the  ca.se  of  John  P.  Jacob- 
.son  against  the  Connecticut  Mutual 
Life  Insurance  company.  It  appears 
that  Jacobson  was  employed  under  con- 
tract as  general  agent  of  the  company 
and  was  discharged  for  cause  before 
the  exi)iration  r>f  the  contract,  and  he 
afterwards  sued  the  company  for  com- 
missions on  renewal  premiums.  The 
supreme  court  sustained  the  decision  . 
of  the  lower  court  that  he  -.vas  not  en-  I 
titled  to  the  premiums  after  the  deter-  I 
mination  of  his  agency  Ly  discharge 
for  cause.

When  good  progress  had  been  made 
in  putting  up  the  tmttery  and  machin- 
ery the  contractors  found  to  their  dis- 
may that  not  a  drop  of  fresh  water  was 
to  be  found  on  the  site.

They  have  contended  that  the 
government  should  defray  the  expense 
of  their  wor!<  as  the  water  is  intended 
for  the  supply  of  the  fort,  but  as  the 
contract  was  so  worded  as  to  require 
them  to  furnish  every  appurtenance 
necessary  to  the  cq>eration  of  the  bat- 
tei->-.  the  success  of  their  application  is 
doubtful. 

This  battery  Is  composed  of  three  15- 
inch  guns,  one  more  than  the  battery 
installed  at  Sandy  Houk.  for  the  de- 
fens^'  of  New  York  harbor  and  It  is  so 
tilMced  as  to  give  it  a  complete  sweep 
.<f  thw  main  channel  leading  up  to  San 
Franci.''Co.  At  present  there  are  but 
two  of  these  batteries  In  the  United 
States,  and  while  it  is  contemplated  to 
insitall  another  in  Boston  hart)or.  this 
pn>j»x?t  may  have  to  be  abandoned. 
The  difficulty  lies  not  In  the  lack  of 
money,  but  In  a  serious  objection  that 
has  been  made  by  engineer  officers. 

Wherever  the  depth  of  water  is  not 
too  great  at  large  harbors,  the  engi- 
neers have  placed  or  intend  to  place, 
in  case  of  war.  submarine  mines  and 
anchored  torpedoes  lying  beneath  the 
surface  of  the  water.  The  accepted 
plan  of  operations  against  such  ob- 
stacles to  the  entrance  of  a  fleet  is  to 
send  ahead  small  torpedo  boats  which, 
by  firing  torpedoes  or  heavy  charges  of 
powder  In  the  channel,  succeed  in  ex- 
ploding the  hidden  mines  by  the  shock, 
and  thus  clearing  the  way  for  the 
larger  ships.  This  plan  was  used  with 
success  by  th^  Japanese  at 
Arthur  and  Wei  Hal  Wei 
that  the  engineer  officers 
that  it  is  necessary  to  protect 
mines  in  turn  by  placing  them  under 
the  line  of  fire  of  their  shore  batteries, 
which  would  be  relied  upon  to  keep  off 
the  torpedo  boats. 

But  in  the  case  of  the  dynamite  bat- 
terries,  it  has  been  urged  that  the  effect 
of  a  miss  in  a  shot  would  be  to  explodiS 
the  mines,  this  would  open  the  very 
channels  that  the  guns  are  designed  to 
akl  In  keeping  closed  against  the  hostile 
fleet.  Fortunately  the  objection  does 
not  lie  against  such  harbors  as  that  at 
San  Francisco,  for  there  the  water  is 
so  deep  that  submarine  mines  cannot 
be  effectively  used,  hut  it  undoubtedly 
does  apply  to  many  of  our  other  har- 
bors.

Mil\vauke(>,  June  10.«— Plre  which 
broke  out  at  2  o'clock  (this  mtirning  in 
the  barns  of  the  Forester  Luniber  com- 
pany, Ca|>e  nnd  Cherry  streets,  spread 
rai»itlly  to  ailjoinlng  coal  and  lumber 
yards  and '.soon  C4>vered  Hn  area  of  thret> 
bltx-ks  ahjTig  the  sides  of  the  canal  at 
that  point.  Sparks  communicate<l  the 
flames  to  the  large  barns  of  the  Schlltz 
Brewing  comjiany,  and  tftie  roof  waa 
destroyed  before  the  fire  wnas  gotten  un- 
der ciontrol.  The  steamer  Raleigh,  lying 
at  Uhrlg's  coal  dock  hail  her  upper 
works  badly  damaged,  the  schooner 
Lucy  Graham's  spars  a^nd  rigging  were 
destrfvyed. 

The  principal  losers  were  B.  TTlirig  & 
f=*ons,  coal  dealers  and  the  Fores.ter 
Lumiber  company.  The  coal  hoisting 
apparatus  and  coal  Sheds  were  swept 
away  and  a  large  amount  of  coal  ruined. 
Forester  &  Co.  lost  the  greater  part  of 
their  lumber,  besides  their  barn  and 
sixteen  horses.  Bams  In  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  Che  fire  ct>ntalned  at  least 
.''.00  httrses  ami  as  the  Inmates  were  re- 
leasiKl  by  the  firemen,  they  ran  through 
the  streets  to  the  terror  of  the  crowd 
which  had  been  attracted  to  the  .scene. 

When  the  tire  reached  the  loft  of  the 
Schlltz  barns  nbout  1000  tons  i>f  hay 
went  up  in  a  puff  and  sent  a  i)yramid 
of  tlam»>s  hundreds  of  feet  into  the  nlr. 
Ftirtunately  ther«'  wa.s  little  wind  bbnv- 
Ing  at  the  time.  Had  there  been  a  stiff 
southerly  wind  the  loss  would  have 
reached  millions,  as  the  river  and  canal 
in  that  vicinKy  in  lined  with  immense 
tanneries,  the  plants  of  which  embrace 
combustible  oil  and  bark  sheds.  Two 
fire  tugs  did  remarkably  good  service, 
one,  the  Fo^ley.  stt'amed  through  a  long 
lane  of  living  flames  in  order  to  reach 
the  steanu^r  Raleigh  and  save  her  from 
total  ilestructltjn. 

Several  lines  of  freight  cars  stood  up- 
on the  tracks  of  tlie  St.  Paul  road  In  the 
vicinity  of  the  Schlltz  barns  but  they 
were  saved  by  constant  watching.  At 
3:15  the  danger  to  surrounding  property 
was  over  and  the  firemen  turned  their 
attention  to  the  blazing  lumber  piles. 
They  were  still  at  work  on  the  ruins 
this  morning. 

The  plant  of  tihe  Brwlesser  Manu- 
facturing comi»any.  elevator  manufac- 
turers on  Commerce  srtreet.  the  rear 
abutting  on  the  canal  was  damaged 
$.'>000.  Insurance  men  say  the  loss  will 
not  exceed  $50,000  as  most  of  the  lum- 
ber piles  are!  simply  charred  on  the  ends 
and  the  lumber  c^n  be  resawed.  They 
figure  that  the  loss  on  the  Uhrig  com- 
pany's coal  will  be  small.  Considering 
the  extent  of  the  territory  embraced  by 
the  flames  and  the?  character  of  the  sur- 
rounding property  the  loss  is  very  small. 
Insurance  people  attribu/te  their  escape 
frtjm  disastrous  losses  to  the  fact  that 
weather  conditions  were  all  favorable 
to  them.

POMOLOGICAL    REPORT. 

Figures  Regarding  the    Last 
Years  .Yield. 

Washington,  June  10.— The  review  of 
the  fruit  condition  of  the  country  for 
the  calendar  year  of  1S94  l)y  the  pomo- 
loglst  of  the  agricultural  dep'ti'tnient 
is  printetl  for  the  first  time  in  the  year 
book  now  almost  eoinpleteil.  It  ehai- 
;ieterl'/es  the  sea^■.on  as  a  jn'cultarly 
tli.sastrous  anti  unpii)lltabl<'  one  in  most 
lines  of  fruit  cult  tire.  In  the  East  ati«l 
South  the  result  was  largely  ilue  to  the 
uiit'avorable  elimatie  comlilions  that 
have  prevalleil  during  the  late  wint.-r 
anil  early   spring  months. 

Fair  fruit  eiops  were  harvested,  how- 
ever, in  the  New  l':nKland.  Middlv  At- 
lantic anil  l:ike  states,  and  in  portions 
of  Mi.s.souri,  Kansiis  ami  Nebraska, 
West  of  the  Ilocky  mountain.'?  there  was 
an  abundant  yield,  liut  losses  owing  to 
the  paralysis  of  freight  traffic  by  the 
strikes  In  June  ami  July  together  with 
low  prices  caused  by  the  jjrevailing  in- 
dustrial depression  resulted  in  very  low 
net  returns  to  the  growers  and  ship- 
pers of  that  region. 

The  year  was  characterized  to  be  ex- 
ceptlimal  as  to  extreme  heat,  drought 
and  cold  in  different  sections.  The 
average  value  of  apples  per  barrel  ex- 
ported was  abt)Ut  20  per  cent  less  than 
In  189;{  and  exports  of  dried  apples 
showed  an  Inerease  of  but  5  per  cent 
over  those  In  1S93,  which  exports  were 
smaller  than  during  any  year  since 
1S7S.  Peaches  were  almost  a  total  fail- 
ure in  thie  commercial  peach  districts  of 
the    South   except   in    Florida.

THE  DIOCESE   OF  DULUTH. 

The  Episcopalian  council  held  at 
Faribault  dtcided  to  recommend  to 
the  general  convention  which  meets 
at  Minneapolis  next  September  that  the 
uioeese  of  Aiinnesota  be  divided  and 
that  the  northern  part  of  the  state  be 
set  apart  as  i  missionary  diocese  with 
a  bishop  resi  lent  in  Duluth.  It  is  not 
likely  that  i  his  recommendation  will 
meet  with  th  "  approval  of  the  general 
convention.  The  decision  at  the  Fari- 
bault council  was  reached  after  a  hard 
light,  as  the  Minneapolis  clerical  and 
lay  delegate;!  were  anxious  to  divide 
the  diocese  f  n  a  line  running  between 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  and  make  the.' 
latter  the  se<  city  of  the  northern  dio- 
cese. By  the  energetic  work  of  the  Du- 
lutli  delegate  ^  this  plan  of  division  was 
defeated  and  Duluth  was  named  as  the 
see  of  the  ne'V  diocese. 

This  is  a  mutter  in  which  the  people  of 
Duluth  shoul  I  take  a  deep  interest.  Not 
only  is  it  of  importance  to  the  Episco- 
pal church  ii  Duluth,  but  also  to  the 
people  generally,  because  it  will  give 
Duluth  special  prominence  in  the  ec- 
clesiastical n-orld,  which  cannot  fail 
to  benefit  t!  e  city  to  a  large  extent 
from  a  purdy  material  standpoint. 
The  location  of  a  bishop  here  means,  of 
course,  that  provision  must  be  made 
for  his  suppt  rt,  and  The  Herald  would 
strongly  urg.;  that  the  members  of  the 
Episcopal  ch  arch  who  have  the  matter 
in  hand  be  f.^ven  a  generous  response 
when  they  make  their  appeal  for  finan- 
cial assistance  for  this  object.

Rockefeller  Will  Claim   His

.\t  the  Morrltt  trial  on  Saturday  af- 
ternoon Alfred  Merrltt  testldetl  that  he 
believed  the  representations  of  F.  T. 
Gates  as  to  RtK-kefellers  propertle.s  to 
be  true  and  relied  upon  them.  He  did 
not  know  until  several  months  later 
that  the  properties  were  not  what  they 
had  been  represented  to  be. 

On  cross-examination  Mr.  Merrltt 
said  Mr.  Ctates  told  him  he  was  John  l>. 
Rockefeller's  agent.  The  matter  of  the 
Misi^abe  rixids  Indebtedfie.ss  was  ad- 
mitted by  the  witness.  He  admitted  he 
thought  considerable  of  Mr.  Wetmore. 
He  understiHid  Lon  was  putting  up  the 
Merrltt  collaterals  with  Mr.  Rixkefeller 
to  help  out  Mr.  Wetmure  in  his  con- 
tract with  the  rallrosid.  There  were  a

L'.n  Merrltt  was  ithen  recalled.  He 
testified  that  hie  owned  Mls«abe  rall- 
r..ad  stock  In  August.  1893,  and  that  It 
was  worth  par  and, over.  A.  R.  Merritt 
was  recalled  and  testified  to  the  same 
effe?t.  Tho're  ^'as  no  cross-examination. 
The  traffic  contracts  made  be^tween 
several  of  the  mining  companies  and 
the  Duluth,  Mlssabe  &  Northern  rail- 
road were  then  introduced  in  evidence 
and  read. 

John  K.  Merrttt  was  then  called.  He 
ijave  testimony  as  to  the  mines  around 
Hibbing  tapped  by  the  Mlssabe  railroad. 
He  s«\id  the  atocki  of  the  road  was  worth 
par.  On  cross-examination  he  said  none 
of  the  mines  mentioned  had  shipped  any 
ore  over  the  i^llroad. 

At  this  point  the  plaintiff  rested. 

THE    DEFENSE   OPENS. 
J.    B.    Cotton   made    the   opening   ad- 
dress to  the  jury   for  the  defense.     He 
confessed    that    he    began    with    some 
hesitation.     It    Is   an    action    in    deceit. 
What  has  not  been  expresse<l  has  been 
left  for  Infdnuatlcm  and  Innuendo.  .V  few- 
words   as   to   the  responsibilities   of  the 
jury  were  spoken  and  Mr.  Cotton  said 
all  the  defendartt  wants  is  a  fair  trial. 
A  narrative  of  the  negotiations  of  1893 
and  the  conitract  of  Aug.  28,  that  year, 
was  given.    The  discovery  of  ore  on  the 
range,   the  j>assage  of  the  law   provid- 
ing for  mining  leases  and  the  lease  of 
many  lands  to  the  Morrltts  and  others 
was    briefly    sketdhed.      The    statement 
was  made  that  moet  of  the  lands  stipu- 
lated in   the  case   were  acquired   under 
these  leases.     TIhe  building  of  the  Mls- 
sabe road  was  also  narrated.     The  dis- 
agreement  between   the   Merritt-Chase- 
Grant  people  and  the  sub.se<iuent  build- 
ing  of   the    road    Into    Duluth    and   the 
cancellation    of    the    contract    with    the 
DulutJi  &  Winnipeg  road  wai?  discussed. 
Wetmore's  connection  with  the  road, 
as  financier,  was  touched  on.     In  June. 
1893.    the    first    symptoms    of    financial 
stringency  became  manifest.     Wetmore 
got  behind  in  furnishing  the  money.  Lon 
Merritt  went  to  New  York  to  assist  him. 
In  tiie  summer  the  railroad  peojde  had 
contracte<l  for  $1,000,000  more  than  Wet- 
more had  agreed  to  furnish.    The  panic 
affected   them  badly  as  It  did   all   who 
were   in    business.      Lon   and    Wetmore, 
he   said,    were    partners    raising   money 
for   their   several    enterprises,    also    In 
eflectlng  a  consolidation  of  interests,  a 
thing  which  had  been  desired  for  a  long 
time  and  whlcJi  did  not  grow  out  of  the 
contract    of    July    1.     1893.      The    New- 
York  and    .Mlssabe   Iron   company    was 
organized    In   April.   1S93,   as  the   parent 
company  of  the  consolidation.     To  con- 
tnd  the  ore  market  of  the  Pnlted  States 
was    their   desire.      It    wouM    be   shown 
that    a   mentlng   of   this   company    was 
held  in  Superior  In  May.  1893,  at  which 
.Alfreil   and    Lon    Merritt    were   present. 
Lon  Merritt  signed  a  contract  at  w-hlch 
the  valuation  of  the  Penokee  and   Go- 
gebic properties  were   placed  at  $4,000,- 
000  and  which  provided  for  con.solidatlon 
with  the  Merii'tt  properties  and  a  plan 
for  fixing  the  valuation  of  the  Merritt 
interests.    This  consolidation  only  failed 
because   the  panic  laid   Its  heavy  hand 
on  everything*  In  May  and  June. 

WANTED  CONSOLIDATION. 
The  contract  of  July  1.  1893.  w-as 
drawn  with  the  same  Idea  of  effecting 
consolidation.  In  this  they  agreed  to 
buy  RockefelKr's  properties,  paying 
him  in  bonds.  The  Merritts  w-ere  dis- 
satisfied with  the  valuations  placed  on 
their  i)ropertU's.  Alfred  and  Andrus 
went  tf>  Now  York  and  with  Lon  suc- 
ceedt^l  In  raising  the  values.  The  in- 
creast'S  amounted  to  more  than  $3,200.- 
«!00.  At  that  titn*'  the  Mlssabe  road  was 
prarstlcally  bankrupt.  Mr.  Merrltt  was 
in  New  York  to  get  money  and  he  got 
it  under  the  omtract  of  Aug.  28,  1893. 
Money  wa.M  worth  from  .^>  per  cent  a 
month  ito  1-12  of  1  i>er  cent  a  day,  yet  he 
got  $.'»00,<M)0  to  save  his  road. 

The  theory  of  the  defense  was  then 
outlined.  There  Is  no  claim  made  by 
the  plaintiff  that  the  mere  act  of  con- 
solidation was  In  and  of  Itself  a  fraud. 
The  claim  Is  that  Mr.  Rockefeller  mis- 
represented three  of  his  properties,  the 
I'enokee  and  Gogebic,  Aurora  and  the 
Spanish  and  American  comi)anles. 
Later  the  olaim  of  fraud  as  concerning 
the  Aurora  wa.s  withdrawn.  The  claims 
of  the  plaintiff  hm  to  the  repre»entatit)ns 
made  by  Mr.  Gates  were  rehearsed.  H" 
claims  he  was  damaged  by  reason  of 
the  taking  In  of  these  properties,  wiilch 
he  says  are  worthless.

THE   FARMERS^SHORT  CUT. 

Enthusiastic  Meeting  For  the 
Hines  Road  at  Drayton. 

A    meeting   of  f.fficers   and    directors 
of  the  Duluth  &  North  Dakota  railroad 
company  was  held  in  this  place  yester- 
day afternoon,  says  the  Drayton,  N.  D.. 
Echo  of  June  6.  to  receive  and  confer 
with    representative    committees     from 
Duluth  and  West  Superior,  who  arrived 
on  the  11:09    a.  m.  train.     Ex-Governor 
Burke,  turmerlv    of    this  state,     repre- 
sented  Duluth,  and  Judge  F.   Windsor 
and  W.     B.     Kellogg,     West     Superior. 
None  of    the  three  gentlemen     seemed 
to  have  heretofore     comprehended  the 
wealth  of  the  resources  of  the  country 
through  -rt-hlch  the  road  Is  designed  to 
pass,  and    w-hen    this  matter  w-as  fully 
explained     to     them     by     Mr.     Hines. 
president    of    the    company,    who  had 
thoroughly   explored   the   country,     all 
seemed   convinced   that  the   new     road 
could  not  but    become    the  best  paying 
piece     of     railroad     property     in       the 
Northwest,     and.     moreover,      it      was 
a    railroad  that  the    cities  at  the  head 
of  the  lakes  greatly  needed  and     must 
hive.     Without    fir.^t    reporting      what 
thev  had  seen     and     heard  concerning 
the"  new  road,  the  visiting    committees 
could  not  say  how  their  people  would 
feel  about  putting  money  Into  the  en- 
terprise at  the  present  time. 

Governor  Burke  said  'he  came  to  learn 
more  about  the  road  and  the  resources 
of  the  country  It  wa#  to  pass  thi-ough. 
He  under-stood  it  was  intended  to  con- 
nect the  Hines  road  with  the  Duluth 
&  Winnipeg  at  Deer  River.  If  so  a 
ninety-nine-year  contract  ought  to  be 
entered  into  with  that  road.  That  piece 
of  road  was  now-  in  the  (hands  of  a  re- 
ceiver and  nrithing  could  be  done  about 
it  until  it  passed  into  other  hands.  He 
understood  that  it  w-ould  be  sold  socn 
hy  the  mortgagees  for  interest  money 
past  due.  Un'til  taken  out  of  the  hands 
of  the  receivers  there  was  nobody  to 
talk  to  or  m.ake  arrangements  with  for 
connection  or  to  learn  what  the  pur- 
pose of  the  road  was.  Duluth  was  con- 
vinced of  the  value  of  this  new  railroad 
enterprise  and  no  doubt  would  put 
money  into  it  after  it  had  advanced 
tarther   and    taken    on    more    tangible

USURY  IS  ALLEGED. 

Suit  to  Set  Aside   a  Mortgage 
on  Trial. 

This  morning  Judge  Ensign  was  hear- 
ing the  case  of  O.  W.  Brenizer  against 
E.  E.  l.»lcklnson.  to  set  aside  a  mort- 
gage foreclosure  on  the  grfjund  of  usu- 
ry. The  case  Is  of  some  Imitortance  In 
that  there  are  i>rol<ably  many  other 
mortgage.'-  In  existence  against  which 
the  same  claim  could  be  made,  and  the 
decision  in  this  case  will  jjrf/bably  reg- 
ulate the  conduct   In  the  others. 

Till-  plaintiff  all<-ges  as  a  ground  for 
usury  that  the  interest  after  the  ma- 
turity of  the  note  on  which  the  mort- 
gage was  extentled  wa.s  greater  than 
before,  w-hlch,  It  Is  claimed,  w-orlts  a 
f<»rfeiture  of  rights  under  the  mort- 
gage. The  cascj  was  still  on  trial  at 
nofm. 

Before  Judge  Lewis  the  partnership 
dispute  of  A.  R.  Bayne  again.'^t  Fred 
Meng  wfts  taken  under  advisement. 
The  parties  to  the  case  started  a  "1- 
cent  store"  on  Sup<Tior  street  a  few- 
weeks  ago.  Bayne  claims  that  Meng, 
who  had  money  offered  him  an  interest 
in  the  jjartnershlp  for  his  experience. 
so  he  left  a  p(»«ltlon  In  Milwaukee  to 
come  up  here  and  go  In  with  Meng.

Judge  Ensign  has  filed  an  order  set- 
ting aside  the  verdict  and  granting  a 
new  trial  in  the  case  of  August  Reh- 
l^eln  against  the  city,  in  which  a  ver- 
dict of  $1000  was  returned  at  the  pres- 
ent term  of  court.

MUNICIPAL  FOLLY. 

Free    Grants    of    Franchises 
Should  Never  Be  Made. 

The  time  lias  come  to  call  a  hall  up<3n 
the  granting  of  public  franchises  In  this 
way,  says  A.  C.  Bernheim  in  the  Cen- 
tury. If  New  York  city  cannot  itself 
undertake  to  operate  its  street  rail- 
roads, and  if  it  is  not  practicable,  or  it 
it  is  deemed  unwise  that  it  should  sup- 
ply gas  and  electricity,  certainly  it  can- 
not be  urged  that  it  should  give  aw-ay 
these  valuable  franchises  w-ithout  ade- 
quate return;  and  adequate  return  can 
be  secured  only  by  granting  these  privi- 
lege«s  to  private  companies  for  a  limited 
time,  and  requiring  that  at  the  end  of  a 
sitated  period — not  exceeding,  .s^y,  twen- 
ty-one years — ^there  shall  be  a  revision 
of  the  c-ompensation  to  be  paid  to  the 
city. 

The  net  earnings  of  any  street  rail- 
road or  gas  company,  or  even  now-  of 
any  electric  light  company,  are  so  well 
assured  that  there  Ls  no  doubt  capital 
would  enter  into  them  even  under  se- 
vere restrictions.  This  is  also  true  of 
the  telephone  business. 

This  is  not  a  new-  principle,  but  only 
the  application  to  these  privilege?  of  the 
practice  that  h.as  alw-ays  prevailed  in 
regard  to  the  city's  dix-ks.  pier.*,  mar- 
kets and  ferries.  The  city  of  New  York 
has  wisely  retained  the  ultimate  con- 
trol of  its  own  water  fi-oni.  and  by  a  re- 
adjustment every  year  of  reniaL«  fur  its 
docks  and  piers,  and  at  longer  intervals 
of  its  fein-y  privileges,  it  is  deriving  the 
benefit  of  municipal  growth  and  ex- 
pansion from  these  s.^urces.  The  result 
is  gratifying,  even  though  millions  may 
have  been  lost  by  official  negligence  or 
corruption.  The  utmost  advantage  can 
at  any  time  be  obtained  by  the  city  by 
greater  economy  and  w-atchtulness  on 
the  t>art  o*  it:s  public  officials. 

These  figures  of  Inci-eased  revenue 
will  carry  conviction  of  the  value  of 
public  franchises  in  New-  York  city.  The 
dock  department  was  organized  in  1870. 
and  since  then  its  gross  annual  reve- 
nue.<5  have  shown  an  increase  from 
$31.-.,524  in  1S71  to  $l.S:i5».6.i8  for  the  year 
1S94.  and  its  net  yearly  revenues,  w-hich 
in  1S71  amounted  to  $143,000.  had  in- 
creased twenty-thre?  years  later  to  $1.- 
.500,0W.  The  ferry  rents,  w-hich  in  the 
year  1S79  were  only  $64,441,  have  been 
increased  to  $3.^4.280. 

We  need  only  record  the  earnings  of 
the  Brooklyn  bridge  to  realize  what 
has  been  gained  to  present  and  future 
generations  by  retaining  in  public 
hands  the  control  and  ownership  of 
this  great  highw-ay.  The  gross  earn- 
ings have  steadily  Increased  from  $622,- 
680. ?.l  in  ISSo  to' $1,326,598.85  in  1894. 

The  pn^flts  from  public  enterprises 
are  s^o  well  assured  that  the  public 
should  be  continually  on  guard.  Only 
a  few  yeijra  ago  practically  an  exclusive 
contract  for  underground  subways  was 
authoiized  by  the  legislature,  without 
substantial  consideration  to  the  city, 
which  will  make  It  almost  Imix  sslble 
ever  to  Interfere  with  the  monopoly  of 
the  Metropolitan  telephone,  the  West- 
ern Union  and  the  Edison  Illuminating 
companies,  the  virtual  ow-nei.^  of  this 
new-  corporation  controlling  the  sub- 
ways.

thrown  open  to  settlement,  under  a  ml.s- 
tuken  ruling  of  the  Interior  department, 
los+-  their  (title  ti)  the  pri>)>erty  on  which 
they  filed  at^that  time. 

The  land  is  located  within  a  short  dis- 
tance of  Ashiand  and  has  lieen  claimed 
for  y(»ai-s  jmst  by  the  Wisconsin  Cen- 
tral Railnvad  company-  under  a  con- 
gressbjnal  grant  of  I mds  made  to  the 
state /in  aid  of  its  railway.  The  govern- 
ment lan<l  deijartment  has  always  re- 
fusevrto  recognize  the  claim  of  ihe  rail- 
road company.  Viarious  parlies  then 
sought  to  ac(|ulre  titles  by  homestead 
entries  and  "squatted"  on  the  land.    ' 

The  railroad  company  was  thus  com- 
pelled in  .siedf  defense  to  bring  action  of 
ejectment  against  the  squatters.  In 
ISitl  two  such  cases  were  tried  in  the 
United  States  circuit  court  at  Madis(m 
and  resulted  in  a  victory  for  the  s<juat- 
ters.

Debs  and  His  Officials  Are  Now 
Doing  Time. 

Chicago,  June  11.- Eugene  V.  Debs 
reported  to  the  United  States  marshal 
at  noon  today  and  signified  his  readi- 
ness to  begin  his  term  of  imprisonment 
with  the  other  officials  of  the  Ameri- 
can Railway  union.  He  and  the  others 
were  given  their  liberty  until  this  after- 
noon, when  all  but  George  W.  Howard 
will  be  taken  to  Woodstt>ck,  111.,  where 
they  are  to  be  confined.  Howard  had 
asked  to  be  taken  to  the  jail  at  Joliet, 
and  his  request  was  granted. 

The  prisoners  are:  Eugene  V.  Debs, 
(I.  W.  Howard.  Sylvester  Keliher,  L. 
W.  Rogers.  W.  E.  Bums,  James  Hogan, 
R.  M.  Goodwin.  M.  J.  Elliott.  Debs  is 
under  two  .sentences  of  six  m<mths 
each,  and  the  others  for  two  sentences 
of  three  months  each.  But  it  is  doubt- 
ful if  they  will  serve  more  than  one 
sentence,  as  an  effort  will  be  made  to 
have  the  sentences  made  concurrent.

A  SPURK)US  LARD. 
Washingt(m,  June  11.— The  depart- 
ment of  agriculture  has  received  fnjm 
France  an  extended  notice  of  the  con- 
demnation by  the  municipal  chemist 
of  Paris  of  a  compound  which  is  b  •- 
ing  sold  in  France  under  the  name  of 
American  lard.  The  chemist  has  es- 
certalned  that  the  compound  consists 
of  hog  offal  treated  chemically  at  a  high 
temperature  and  under  strong  pres- 
sure. It  is  deodorized  and  bleached 
with  chlorides.  The  Journal  Des  Debats 
<lenounces  this  compound,  sold  in 
France  under  the  name  of  American 
lard,  as  unfit  for  dogs  to  eat.  The 
authorities  at  the  agricultural  depart- 
ment know  nothing  of  this  ailej^ed  pro- 
duct and  intimate  that  it  may  not  be  of 
American  origin  at  all.

Notable  Crowd  oF  Public  Men 
and  Prelates  to  Be 
Present. 


Brief  Sketch  of  This  Well  Re- 
nowned Educational 
Institution. 


South  Bemi.  In.l..  June  11.— The  cole- 
hralk'n  of  the  goKlen  Jubilee  of  the 
fi-undlnff  of  the  I'nlverslty  of  Notre 
Datno.  takes  plaee  today  ami  the  fol- 
lowing days.  The  exercises  will  treat 
of  Notre  Dame  of  the  past,  present  an»l 
future.  The  orators  who  are  expected 
to  take  part  are  Arehbishop  Ireland,  of 
St.  Paul;  Bishop  SpauldlnK,  of  Peoria; 
Hon.  Claude  Matthews.  Kovernor  of  In- 
diana: ex-President  Harrison  and 
others.  Ver>-  Rev.  H.  K.  Kllroy.  of 
Stratford.  Ont..  the  oldest  livlnK  ^'rad- 
uate  of  the  university,  will  be  present 
and  deliver  an  address.  Other  speak- 
ers will  be  Rev.  E.  J.  McLaughlin,  of 
Clinton.  Iowa:  Hon.  William  P.  Breen. 
of  Fort  Wayne.  Indiana:  and  Hon.  T. 
E.  Howard.  LL.D..  Judge  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  Indiana,  all  graduates 
of  the  university.  Ma.ss  will  be  cele- 
brated by  Archbi.shop  Elder,  of  Cin- 
cinnati, and  Hishop  Raumacher.  of 
Fort  Wayne.  Ind. 

The  annual  commencement  will  occur 
in  connection  with  the  golden  Jubilee 
celebration.  and  twenty-tive  arch- 
bishops and  bishops  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  numbers  of  priests, 
numerous  delegations  of  alumni,  be- 
sides hundreds  of  friends  of  the  insti- 
tution from  all  over  the  world  will 
honor  the  occasion  with  their  presence. 
The  largest  crowd  ever  assembled  at 
Notre  Dame  is  expected.  On  Nov.  -7. 
1892.  the  flfti»-th  anniversary  was 
quietly  celebrated,  but  no  public  de- 
monstration wa-s  held  on  account  of  the 
failing  health  of  the  venerable  found- 
er. Very  Rev.  Kdward  Sorrln.  His 
subsequent  death  closely  fidlowed  by 
the  demise  of  Rev.  Father  Walsh,  post- 
poned the  event  another  year. 

Notre  Dame  is  situated  «>n  the  out- 
skirts of  this  city,  close  to  the  pictur- 
esque St.  Joseph  river.  The  land  on 
which  it  is  situated,  consisting  of  6«J0 
acre%  was  purchased  from  the  Indians 
in  1830  by  Veo'  R«?v.  S.  T.  Badin.  the 
first  ordained  priest  In  the  United 
States.  The  tract  of  land  was  known 
as  'St.  Marys  of  the  Lake."  taking  its 
name  from  two  beautiful  lakes  on  the 
banks  of  which  the  college  buildings 
have  been  erected,  and  for  a  number 
of  years  was  made  the  center  of  the 
scattered  missions  in  what  are  now 
Northern  Indiana.  Notre  Dame  was 
chartered  by  the  legislature  in  1844. 
and  the  first  commencement  exercises 
were  held  in  June  of  the  same  year. 
Father  Sorrln  was  the  first  president, 
holding  the  oflRce  until  1865.  He  contin- 
ued practically  attending  to  his  duties 
up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  which  oc- 
curred in  Nov.  1893. 

The  walls  of  the  corridors  of  the  new- 
building  are  covered  with  paintings, 
representing  scenes  in  the  life  of  Col- 
umbus, the  work  of  Tuigi  Gregori.  the 
distinguished  artist  who  was  a  profes- 
sor In  the  university  for  fifteen  years. 
One  of  these  masterpieces — the  recep- 
tion at  court — was  reprtKluced  on  the 
10-cent  stamp  of  the  Columbian  series 
Issued  by  the  I'nited  States  govern- 
ment. Rev.  Andrew  Morris,  the  presi- 
dent, is  a  man  of  broad  and  energetic 
nature  and  understands  the  most  min- 
ute affairs  of  the  institution.  Maurice 
Francis  Egan.  LL.D.,  the  poet  and 
novelist  Is  at  the  head  of  the  chair  of 
belles  lettres.  and  Rev.  John  A.  Sea- 
hem  heads  the  scientific  faculty. 


HOW  ORCHARDS  ARE  ABUSED. 

Washln^on.  June  11. — Common  abuse 
of  orchard  tracts  is  pointed  out  in  a 
statement  to  be  issued  by  the  agricul- 
tural department.  This  abuse  is  the 
custom  which  prevails  generally  of 
counting  the  orchard  as  a  field  of  the 
farm  and  calling  upon  It  for  its  crop  o& 
corn,  oats,  wheat,  grass  and  hay  in 
rotation  with  the  other  crops.  The  or- 
chard can  be  injured  more  by  such 
work  than  In  any  other  way.  The  cul- 
tivation and  fertilization  of  orchards 
should  be  as  r»-gular  and  constant  as  if 
a  crop  was  annually  removed.  This 
plan,  it  is  pointed  out.  would  revolu- 
tionise orchard  culture  in  many  sec- 
tions, and  make  many  seemingly  use- 
less orchards  profitable.

Murdered  in  Florida  For 

an  Assault. 


Chased  for  Miles  by  an  In 

furiated  Posse  of  White 

Citizens. 


Two  Were  Shot  and  One  was 

Hung.  Shot  and  Sunk 

in  River. 


Live  Oak.  Fla..  June  11.— Three 
negroes  have  been  done  to  death  by 
Lafayette  county  citizens  for  that  un- 
pardonable sin.  assault  upon  a  whit  ' 
woman.  The  press  dispatches  reported 
one  negro.  Hill  (^>llins.  having  been 
lynched,  but  reliable  information  re- 
ceived makes  It  certain  that  the  lynch- 
ers claimed  three  victims.  The  woman 
vipon  whom  the  outrage  was  attempted 
is  Miss  Jeanette  Allen,  IS  years  old. 
Friday  morning,  about  3  o'clock.  Miss 
Allen  was  awakened  by  a  noise  in  her 
i\>om.  As  she  moved,  her  arm  was 
clutched  by  a  negro,  whom  she  recog- 
nized as  Mill  Collins,  one  »>f  her  father's 
employes.  The  negro  threatened  the 
girl  with  death  If  she  made  a  noise,  bulj 
Allen,  fearing  a  fate  worse  than  death, 
Miss  Allen  fe«ring  a  fate  worse  than 
death,  gave  a  scream  which  alarmed 
the  household  and  caused  the  negro  to 
flee. 

The  negro  was  chased  all  Friday  and 
about  nightfall  was  captured.  Collins 
was  Identltted  by  Miss  Allen,  but  while 
preparations  were  being  made  to  lynch 
him,  he  escaped.  All  Saturday  and 
.'Saturday  night  the  negro  was  pur- 
sued. The  cha.se  led  through  the  j>hos- 
phate  region,  where  negroes  are.  numer- 
ous, and  two  of  Collins'  friends  .at- 
tempted to  conceal  him.  Thes».>  two 
negroes  were  shi>t  by  the  pursuers,  and 
their  bodies  were  placed  on  the  rail- 
road track  where  they  were  cut  to 
pieces  by  passing  trains.  The  mangled 
remains  of  these  two  negroes  were  dis- 
covered Sunday  morning.  Several 
trains  had  passed  over  the  bodies  and 
identification    was    impossible. 

Collins,  the  assaulter  of  Ml.ss  Allen, 
ivas  recaptured  by  the  pursuers  early 
Sunday  morning.  He  was  taken  to  the 
scene  of  the  attempted  outrage,  and 
notices  sent  out  for  people  to  gather  to 
aid    in    lynching   him.     A    great    crowd

MEXICAN  MINING. 

New  Regulations  of  Interest  to 
All  Mine  Owners. 

Washington.  June  11. — C.  L.  Tomkin- 
son.  a  resident  of  Mexico,  who  Is  In- 
terested in  mining  there,  and  who  is 
temporarily  in  this  city,  in  explaining 
the  new  ivgulation  concerning  the  tax- 
ation of  mines  in  that  country,  said  it 
grew  out  of  the  fact  that  the  Mexican 
government  had  recently  decided  to  re- 
sume cHintml  of  the  mints.  It  appears 
that  the  mlnei^  have'  for  the  j>ast  .several 
years  been  leased  to  private  individuals, 
who.  while  they  have  charged  a  mintage 
tax.  have  put  It  on  a  small  and  ineffici- 
ent basis  from  tl>at  proposed  by  the 
government. 

The  charge  for  minting  gold  and  sil- 
ver has  been  almost  4Va  per  cent  while 
the  governmeiit  has  collected.  In  ad- 
dition, a  tax  of  6  1-1000  of  1  per  cent, 
making  in  all  a  tax  of  over  5  per  cent 
to  l>e  p.iid  by  Mexican  mine  owners 
having  their  ores  coined  into  money  in 
Mexico,  Willie  those  who  Fent  their  pr<i- 
ducts  to  smelters  either  in  Mexico  or 
the  Unlte<l  States  escaptd  the  pay- 
ment of  the  bulk  of  the  tax. 

The  govet^nment  on  resuming  control 
of  the  mints  on  July  1  next  propo.ses  to 
levy  a  uniform  tax  of  ^t  per  cen<  on  the 
gold  antl  sllvir  contained  In  all  the  ore 
mined  in  the  courttry  without  regard 
to  where  it  is  treated.  "The  change.  ' 
said  Mr.  T<mikin.son,  "is  in  the  greatest 
of  fairness  to  all,  and  while  it  is  prob- 
ably intended  to  encourage  home  In- 
du.'»try,  no  one  can  really  safely  find 
legitimate  r«i.son  for  complaint.

MOUNTED  CARRIERS. 


Government   Encouraging    Bi- 
cycles in  Postoffice. 

Washington.  June  11. — Modern  appli- 
ances   for   hastening   work    are     being 

rapidly  adopted  by  the  postoffice  de- 
partment. In  addition  to  the  wide  use 
being  made  of  the  trolley  cars  in  the 
various  cities,  the  department  is  en- 
couraging the  use  of  the  bicycle  by  in- 
dividual carriers,  both  in  delivering  and 
collecting  mails  where  ever  the  condi- 
tions of  the  streets  and  roads  make  it 
probable  that  a  saving  of  time  can  b - 
effected. 

Scarcely  a  day  passes  without  re- 
quests being  received  from  one  or  more 
p<)stmasters  that  the  carriers  attached 
to  their  offices  be  permitted  to  use 
bicycles  and  to  retain  as  an  offset  to 
the  cost,  the  car  fares  now  given  to 
them.  In  every  case  the  department 
declines  to  permit  the  diversion  (jf  the 
car  lares  for  the  purpo.se  stated,  but 
agrees  to  grant  a  certain  sum  ranging 
from  $2  to  $3  per  month  to  each  carrier 
to  be  applied  to  payments  for  his  wheel. 
During  the  winter  months,  or  in  any 
month  when  the  carrier  gives  up  the 
use  of  his  wheel,  he  again  receives 
fare  for  his  transportation. 

Although  the  department  favors 
use  of  wheels,  when  the  conditions 
favorable,  it  does  not  in  any  case 
quire  their  use.  In  Buffalo.  Cleveland. 
Washington  and  Grand  Rapids,  wheels 
are  gradually  coming  into  general  use. 
The  plan  of  having  the  wheels  owned 
by  the  government,  instead  of  by  the 
carriers  was  tried  seven  years  ago,  In 
this  city,  and  was  abandoned  after  a 
fair  test.  It  was  found  impossible  to 
get  the  carriers  to  keep  their  wheels  in 
proper  order  and  the  cost  of  repairs 
soon  became  too  great.

THREE  DEAD. 


Demented  Mother  Kills  Herself 
and  Two  Children.

IN  DAYS  OF  TALLOW  DIPS. 
In  these  days  of  cheap  ami  universal 
llluminatloti  we  almost  forget  the  humble 
tallow  dips  of  our  grandmothers,  and  the 
way  they  were  made,  writes  Alice  Morse 
Kafle  in  a  most  interesting  article  on 
"Householding  in  OM  New  England,"  In 
the  June  I„adles'  Home  Journal.  Candle- 
making  was  the  great  household  event  of 
the  late  autumn  or  eail.v  winter,  as  soap- 
making  was  of  the  spring.  Careful  and 
laborious  preparations  were  made  for  this 
labor.  The  small  wooden  rods  that  hati 
been  lalil  up  above  the  great  beams  of  the"' 
kitchen  or  thrust  und.r  the  Kairet  eaves 
since  th»-  previous  >ear,  were  iirought 
ilown  stairs  to  the  scene  of  the  <andle- 
dipping,  and  cotton  wicks  that  had  pre- 
viously been  cut  and  sometimes  soaked  in 
saltpetre  were  placed  three  or  four  inches 
apart  the  entire  length  of  each  rod. 
Usually  eight  or  ten  wicks  were  fastened 
to  a  rod.  Sometimes  "cat-tails,"  or  flags, 
were  used  instead  of  wooden  rods.  Then 
long  poles  were  placed  in  a  cool  room, 
supported  on  two  straight-backed  chairs, 
and  across  these  poles  the  be-wlcked  rods 
were  hung  like  the  rounds  of  a  ladder. 
This  work  was  all  dode  on  the  dav  pre- 
vious to  that  appointed  for  the  candle- 
dipping,  and  on  the  fullowinK-  morning  all 
In  the  householil  were  astir  before  dawn.

of  operations.  The  different  states 
liave  ilitYerent  1;  ws  governing  the  U'vy- 
ing  of  taxes  up<  n  railroads,  and  one  of 
the  bureau's  ii  quiries  will  be  in  the 
lUreciion  of  aac*  rtaining  aiS  far  as  prac- 
tiiable  what  system  of  taxation  leads 
to  the  I'olliH'tion  from  these  corpora- 
tions of  the  mo!^t  equitable  share  of  the

1S90,  31.9  per  cent  of  that  shara  The 
relatively  low  "ate  of  taxation  borne 
by  the  railroad*  in  1870  was  doubtless 
justified  by  the  recent  construction  of 
railroads  and  their  prospective  rela- 
tion to  the  future  growth  of  the  state. 
The  low  rate  was  a  sort  of  bounty  al- 
lowed as  an  irducement  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  railroads.  It  is  no- 
ticeable that  from  1870  to  1890  the  per- 
centage of  all  property  in  Minnesota, 
owned  by  the  r:  ilroads,  decreased  from 
23.47  per  cent  o  16.24  per  cent.  The 
railroad  wealth  in  the  intervening 
twenty  year«  increased  over  fivefold, 
but  the  accomj  anying  development  of 
general  wealth  'xhibited  a  still  greater 
ratio  of  increase,  and  so  the  relative 
wealth  of  the  r;  ilways  decreased  as  in- 
dicated by  the  percentages. 

Comparisons  with  the  statistics  of 
other  states  sh  Kw  that  this  relative 
growth  of  railv  ay  and  other  property 
in  the  new  communities  is  universal.

In 
South  Dakota  tl  is  percentage  was  29.89; 
In  North  Dakota.it  was  30.54;  in  New 
Mexico,  it  was  J!  2.64.  These  percentages 
in  new  and  bit  partially  developed 
communities  st  ind  in  sharp  contrast 
v.ith  those  of  veil  settled  and  devel- 
oped states.  Thus,  the  corresponding 
percentage  in  New  York  was  only  4.69; 
that  of  Marj'land,  5..53,  of  Massachu- 
setts. 3.11,  and  that  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  only  0.27.  Commissioner 
Powers  argues  'rom  this  showing  that 
with  the  more  perfect  development  of 
a  given  state,  railroad  legislation  and 
railroad  taxatit  n  become  of  less  rela- 
tive importance,  and  hence  the  rail- 
road question  is  In  a  mea.sure  eliminated 
from  politics  In  any  given  state  by  the 
growth  of  that  ^tate,  its  settlement  and 
the  development  of  Its  general  indus- 
tries. It  is  an  interesting  point,  and 
the  labor  bure;  u  is  doing  a  great 
public  ser\'ice  by  collating  the  statis- 
tics in  relation  to  it.

-V.  I>.  Thomson  was  next  calletl.  Hi' 
testitled  to  meeting  Lon  Metritt  in  New 
York  in  1N<>:!.  He  had  read  Lon  Mer- 
rltt's  testimon.v.  in  regard  to  Ltm's 
statements  that  Thomson  was  threat- 
ening to  commit  suicide  and  jump  into 
the  North  river  and  that  he  wn.<*  crazy. 
he  denied  It  and  saUl: 

MR.    THO.MSO.V     DENIES. 

"It's  all  rf»t  and  Lon  Merritt  knows 
It.  .\t  the  same  time  1  will  say  that  I 
would  nof  blame  any«>ne  who  had 
transactions  with  Lon  Merritt  at  that 
time  for  throwing  himself  Into  the 
river." 

Lon  Merritt.  Mr.  Thomson  said. 
toKl  him  at  that  time  that  he  and  Wet- 
more were  trying  to  get  Rockefeller  in 
little  by  little  .so  deep  that  he  would 
have  to  go  in  and  save  them  all  to  get 
>ut  himself.  ,\t  a  roof  garden  c<mcert 
witness  said  Lon  Merritt  told  him  of 
the  proposed  consolidation  and  of  tln' 
benellts  of  it.  that  It  would  control  the 
)re  market  of  the  country. 

On  cross-examination  he  admitted 
that  he  had  lost  money  about  the  time 
if  his  visit  to  New  York  and  was  feel- 
ing pretty  tough.  A  conversation  with 
.\.  R.  Merritt  wa.s  referred  to  and  Mr. 
Washburn  wanted  to  Introduce  It  but 
the  court  ruled  It  out.  Later  on  Mr. 
Washburn  tried  to  introduce  a  portion 
>f  it  in  a  question  and  was  sharply 
called  to  time  by  the  court. 

S.  R.  Payne,  secretary  of  the  Duluth.

He  was  asked  as  to  the  conver- 
sation In  November.  l!>9o,  with  Lon 
Merritt  on  the  train.  In  which  Lon  said 
they  took  In  Rockefellers  i>ropertles  to

of  this,  but  Mr.  Payne  said  It  occur- 
red. This  was  all  t>f  the  direct  examin- 
ition. 

John  S.  Rossell,  of  Brooklyn,  was  the 
lefendanfs  next  witness.  He  Is  a  book- 
keeper for  the  Consolidated  Iron  mines. 
He  had  never  seen  Mr.  Gates  at  the 
ailroad  office  In  Wall  street  until 
ifter  Sept.  19.  This  evidence  was  to 
.'orroborate  Mr.  Gates'  statement  that 
le  had  not  been  In  the  office  before  that 
iate.     .  1 

PROVING    THE    PROPERTIES. 

Charles  P.  Rand  was  next  called.  He 
s  president  of  the  Aurora  and  Span- 
sh-American  Mining  companies,  and 
reasurer  and  receiver  of  the  Penokee 
4  Gogebic  company.  Witness  said  he 
lad  visited  the  Spanish-American 
oroperty  in  Cuba.  He  described  the 
iroperty.  The  company  owns  the  sea- 
jort  Pown.  the  railroad  and  equipment, 
che  ore  dock,  a  commercial  dock,  store- 
houses, etc.  The  mine  Is  well  de- 
veloped. The  character  of  the  ore  was 
lescrlbed.  Some  photographs  were 
*hown  but  they  were  ruled  out.  The 
ire  Is  of  a  hard  hematite,  of  very  high 
?rade.  The  mine  has  an  earning  ca- 
pacity of  about  $200,000  a  year  and  la 
low  shipping;  ore. 

The  properties  of  the  Penokee  &  Go- 
crebic  Consolidated  mines  was  then 
le.scribed.  The  company  in  1893  owned 
ibout  8000  acres  of  land  in  fee.  A 
general  description  of  the  mines  was 
given. 

On  cross-examination  he  admitted 
that  the  Comet,  Palms.  Colby  and  Su- 
perior mines  were  considered  an  Incum- 
brance on  the  company  In  August, 
1893.  They  were  clo.<«ed  In  March.  1893 
and  never  operated  since.  The  first 
?argo  of  Spanish-American  ore  arrived 
in    America  three  weeks   ago. 

Samuel  B.  Ely.  of  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  formerly  of  Cleveland,  and  previ- 
ous to  that  a  resident  in  Cuba, 
was        the  next  witness.  He 

testified  as  to  the  Spanish-American 
property  and  the  character  of  the  ore 
deposits  thereon. 

William  E.  Dickinson,  of  Virginia, 
Minn.,  was  next  called.  He  was  fa- 
miliar with  the  Spanish-American  prop- 
erty and  testified  as  to  the  extent  and 
character  of  the  deposits  In  about  the 
same  manner  as  Mr.  Ely.  He  was  there 
during  the  development  of  the  prop- 
erty. The  photographs  were  introduced 
at  this  time  being  Identified  by  Mr. 
Dickinson. 

At  this  point  court  adjourned  to  2 
o'clock. 

THIS    AFTERNOON'S    DOINGS. 

This  afternoon  Charles  Ju.  Colby  was 
placed  on  the  stand  by  the  plaintiff. 
He  was  president  of  the  Penokee  & 
(logeblc  Consolidated  mines  In  1893.  He 
placed  the  value  of  the  Tllden  mine  at 
about  $4,000,000  to  $5,000,000. 

Capt.  C.  M.  Bo.ss,  of  Bessemer,  Mich., 
was  the  next  witness.  He  testified 
also  as  to  the  Tllden  mine,  the  deposits 
and  grade  lof  ore. 

E.  W.  Oglebay,  the  Cleveland  ore 
dealer,  was  the  next  witness.  He  gave 
the  rates  of  Gogebic  iron  ore  In  the 
summer  of  1893.  They  were  sold  at 
Lake  Erie  ports  at  $3.75  and  $4  a  ton. 
In  the  fall  and  winter  of  the  same 
year  the  same  rates  carried  through 
the  year  because  of  contracts.  Prices 
broke  on  the  following  year  beginning 
possibly  as  late  as  December,  1893, 
when  witness'  firm  made  one  sale  at 
$3.50.         < 

C.  E.  Bailey,  of  Virginia,  civil  and 
mining  engineer,  was  the  next  witness. 
A  few  words  as  to  the  Shaw  property 
were    then    asked. 

An  objection  was  raised  by  Attorney 
Baldwin,  and  Judge  Riner  said  if  it  was 
Intended  to  prove  the  value,  he  would 
.say  that  he  would  instruct  the  jury  to 
abide  by  the  valuation  fixed  In  the  ctm-« 
tract.  This  Is  an  important  ruling,  and 
was  pleasing  to  the  plaintiff's  at- 
torneys. 

Judge  Riner  al.so  said  that  unless 
further  evidence  was  brought  in  on  re- 
buttal, he  did  not  think  the  plaintiff 
could  recover  on  the  Great  Western  and 
Great  Northern,  properties.  His  rul- 
ing was  n-ot  made,  however,  but  will  be 
when  the  matter  Is  reached.

Sue  to 

Recover  Title. 


They  Claim  to  be  Owners  of 

iron     Lands    Worth 

$500,000. 


Auburn,  Wyoming  and  Chi- 
cago &  Minnesota  Com- 
panies Interested. 


A  very  .Interesting  suit  came  up  in 
district  court  this  morning  Involving 
the  title  to  Iron  lands  on  which  the 
properties  of  the  Auburn  lion  <'omi»any. 
the  Wyoming  Iron  company  and  the 
Chicago  and  Minnesota  Ore  company 
are  situated.  The  ca.se  is  that  of  Robert 
and  .\nnle  Ci'owley,  an  aged  couple  re- 
siding in  Nova  Scotia,  against  the  C. 
N.  Nelson  Lumber  company  and  the 
above-named    iron   companies. 

The  papers  in  the  case  make  an  inter- 
esting story.  In  the  complaint  it  is 
claimed  that  In  February,  1882,  Crow- 
ley located  on  land  In  sectl m  20-58-17. 
and  received  a  patent  for  It  from  the 
government.  Later    he    removed    to 

Nova  Scotia,  his  old  home,  and  appar- 
t'ntly  forgot  all  about  his  St.  Louis 
county  property.  In  December,  1S93. 
one  Andrew  Oowan.  who  had  known 
Crowley  In  the  old  days  In  Neva  Sco- 
tia, but  who  had  lived  in  Cloquet  for  the 
preceding  twenty  years,  appeared  on  the 
.scene  and  called  upon  the  Crowleys. 
Gowan  stated  that  he  had  come  to  close 
up  his  father's  estate,  and  in  the  course 
of  the  conver.s4ition  he  brought  up  the 
subject  of  Crowley's  land  In  Minnesota. 
He  then  said  that  he  had  called  to  ob- 
tain Mrs.  Crowley's  signature  to  a  deed 
to  the  property.  He  represented  to 
Crowley  that  he  had  already  parted  with 
his  interest  In  the  land,  and  that  as  a 
mere  formality  his  wife's  signature 
was  desired.  Gowan  claimed  to  have 
the  deed  which  Crowley  had  signed, 
and  he  exhibited  .a  paper  which  he 
neither  read  nor  unfolded. 

Gowan  .said  that  the  land  was  now 
practically  worthless,  fire  having  de- 
stroyed the  timber  which  was  its  only 
value.  He  had  a  deed  all  ready  for 
them  to  execute,  and  believing  Gowans 
story  that  the  land  was  of  no  value 
and  that  Crowley  had  parted  with  It 
anyway  the  old  couple  signed  the  deed, 
the  nature  of  which.  It  Is  claimed,  was 
not  explained  t  >  them.  The  complaint 
asserts  that  they  did  not  receive  a 
cer>t  in  consideration,  though  Gowan 
took  Mrs.  Crowley  aside  and  gave  her, 
as  he  said,  a  present  of  $40. 

Crowley  can  neither  read  nor  write, 
and  the  coraplnint  says  for  him  that  he 
Is  easily  impeded  upon  by  designing 
men.  When  he  located  the  land  It 
was  covered  with  timber,  and  not  hav- 
ing been  In  Minnesota  felnce  1882  he  had 
not  heard  of  the  discoveries  of  iron  ore, 
so  he  bellevt'cl  that  the  timber  was  the 
only   valuablij   part   of   the   property. 

Since  executing  the  deed  as  requested 
by  Gowan.  Crowley  has  dlsoovered  that 
by  reason  of  discoveries  of  Iron  ore  the 
land  is  worth  $300,000.  He  has  also  dis- 
covered   that    Gowan's    representations 
were  false,  andjthat  the  timber  was  not, 
destroyed   hut    Is   sfill    standing   and    is 
worth      $2000    alone.      He    alleges    that 
.Andrew   Gowan,   Instead    of  coming   to 
Nova  Scotia  on  private  business,  as  he 
claimed,  came  as  the  agent  of  the  C.  N. 
Nelson  Lumlier  company,  to  whom  the 
quit    claim    deed   signed    by   the    Crow- 
'  leys  was  made,  land  for  the  expresre  pur- 
I  pt:)se    of    obtaining   their    signatures    to 
.  the  deed.     The  complaint    alleges   that 
the  deed  is  void  because   there  was  no 
,  con.sideratlon      for    its      execution,     al- 
i  though   a  consideration   of  $5  is  stated 
\  therein,   and   the  court   Is   requested    to 
:  annul  the  deed  and  declare  the  title  to 
'  the  land  to  be  in  the  plaintiffs. 
I      The  defense  is  that  Crowley  sold  the 
I  land   In   1882  to  one   pan   Mcintosh   for 
j  $500,  and   that  he  transferred  it  to  the 
'  C.    N.    NeJson    company    for  $3000.     The 
I  Nelson    company    gave   A.    E.    Humph- 
reps  a   99-year  lease  on   the  land,   and 
I  he  transferred  the  lease  to  the  Auburn 
I  Inin    company,    from    whom    the    other 
Iron  componies  derive  their  Interests. 
I     The  Chicago  and  Minnesota  Ore  com- 
1  pany   in   its   answer   charge*   plaintiffs 
and    H.    H.    Hoyt,  their   attorney,    with 
entering   into   a  conspiracy   to  defraud 
the    defendanits    bt    their    title    to    the 
land.     It  is  also  alleged  that  the  Crow- 
leys    signed    an      agreement    to    secure 
Hoyit  in  his  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
suit   and   In   furtherance   of  an   alleged 
champertous   and    Illegal   contract    with 
plaintiffs.     In   their  reply   the  plaintiffs 
deny  having  said  tihe  land  to  Mcintosh, 
as  well  as  the  charge  of  conspiracy. 

The  case  came  up  before  Judge  Lewis 
just  before  noon  and  is  on  trial  this 
afternoon.  H.  H.  Hoyt  appears  for  the 
plaintiffs  and  Drajier,  Davis  &  Holllsiter 
and  Warner,  Richardson  &  Lawrence 
for  the  defendants. 

A  small  echo  of  the  great  fight  now 
on  In  the  iTrtited  States  court  was  heard 
before  Judge  En.'?ign  this  morning  in 
the  three  cases  of  H.  W.  Blals,  E.  K. 
Bull  and  M.  M.  Clark  against  Clark  & 
Crossley,  wihlch  were  taken  under  ad- 
visement. The  cases  are  similar  and 
that  of  M.  M.  Clark,  which  follows, 
will  explain  the  others:

Miss  Lawrence  was  re-elect- 
e«l  practice  teacher  and  President  Car- 
hart failed  of  a  re-election  as  presi- 
dent. Miss  Lawrence  would  not  re- 
turn to  work  unless  a  new  president 
was  electetl,  and  she  carried  the  day 
through  her  frlend.s.  Miss  I.,awrence 
has  been  a  practice  teticher  for  about 
eighteen  years,  while  President  Car- 
hart had  been  there  but  a  short  time 
comparatively.  President  Carhart 
wanted  ti>  have  some  changes  made  In 
the  methods  of  the  practice  teacher 
and  Miss  Lawrence  preferred  to  pur- 
sue her  own  methods. 

When  the  president  insisted  upon  the 
change,  she  resigned  and  then  her 
friends  took  up  the  fight  to  have  the 
president  removed.  Both  the  president 
and  Miss  Lawrence  are  very  highly 
spoken  of  In  St.  Cloud.  The  pn-sident 
has  made  a  good  record  in  building  up 
the  school  and  Miss  Lawrence  has  been 
a  Very  popular  and  succes.sful  tencher. 

Now  that  there  is  a  vacancy  In  th*- 
preshlency  at  St.  Cloud,  candidates  for 
the  position  may  be  expe<'ted  to  be  as 
the  .sands  of  the  .s»-a  f(  r  number*.  Pend- 
ing the  settlement  or  the  difficulties 
there  have  been  no  applications,  and  it 
is  not  thouglJt  that  the  president  to  suc- 
ceeil  Mr.  Carhart  will  be  seh^cted  be- 
fore the  end  of  the  summer  vacation. 

All  the  old  faculty  at  St.  Cloud,  save 
President  Carhart,  were  re-elected. 
The  appeal  of  two  candidates  for  grad- 
uation at  the  Mankato  school,  who 
failed  to  secure  diplomas  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  faculty  and  the  examina- 
tion Ixiard  was  referred  to  State  Sup- 
erintendent Pendergast  and  Mr.  Kng- 
strom.

CITIES  OF  THE   INCAS. 

Recently  published  letters  of  Profes- 
sor Bandelier  to  the  Smithsonian  insti- 
tute show  his  explorations  among  the 
cities  of  Peru  to  have  been  successful 
beyond  his  expectations,  says  the  St. 
I..f)uis  Republic.  Buried  houses  have 
been  discovered  whose  walls  were 
pai)ered  with  gold  leaf.  Hundreds  and 
even  thousands  of  articles  for  house- 
hold use.  mostly  pottery,  have  been 
unearthed.  Many  are  of  gold  or  silver. 
Some  are  of  bronze,  and  f>thers  of 
wood.  In  the  ruins  of  one  city  alone — 
Pachacamac — he  obtained  .'>00  grotesque 
looking  vessels.  In  the  ruins  of  Surco 
straw  mats  of  remarkable  workman- 
ship were  discovered.  Although  many 
centuries  (dd.  the  straw  looks  as  fresh 
as  last  season's  article.  In  fact,  al- 
most everything  dug  up  Is  In  a  good 
state  of  preservation. 

The  principal  excavations  so  far  made 
are  in  the  cities  of  Chimbote.  Chepen. 
Chimu.  and  Chanchan.  The  custom  of 
embalming  the  remains  of  the  dead 
which  prevailed  among  the  natives  of 
Peru  when  the  country  was  conquered 
by  the  Spaniards  must  have  been  kept 
up  a  long  time  after  the  conquest.  In 
the  wrappings  of  one  of  the  mummies 
discovered  was  a  well-preserved  copy 
of  a  papal  bull  of  CJregory  XIII,  dated 
in  1.'>7S. 

These  articles  form  the  largest  and 
most  valuable  archaeological  collection 
of  its  kind  in  existence.  They  are  In- 
tended for  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural  Histor>-.  A  great  many  have 
already  been  shipped.  A  considerable 
portion  *>f  the  cargo  of  the  steamer 
Allianca  at  the  time  the  boat  was  fired 
on  by  a  Spanish  cruiser  off  the  coast 
of  Cuba  a  few  weeks  ago  consisted  of 
articles  from  Professor  Bandeller's  Inca 
collection.

PECULIAR  FISH. 
More  than  one  species  of  fish  is  met 
with  which  cannot  swim,  the  most 
lingular  of  which,  says  the  Fishing 
Journal,  perhaps,  is  the  maltha,  a  Bra- 
zilian fish,  whose  organs  of  kxomotion 
only  enable  It  to  crawl,  or  walk,  or  hop, 
after  the  manner  of  a  toad,  to  which 
animal  this  fish  to  .some  extent  beats  a 
resemblance,  and  It  is  provided  with  a 
long  upturned  smmt.  The  anterior 
(pectoral)  fins  of  the  maltha,  which  ara 
quite  small,  are  not  capable  of  acting 
on  the  water,  but  can  only  move  back- 
ward and  forward,  having  truly  the 
form  of  thin  paws.  Both  these  and  the 
ventral  and  anal  fins  are  ver>-  different 
from  the  similar  fins  in  other  fishes.  an<l 
coulil  not  serve  fur  swimming  at  all. 
Other  examples  of  non-«wimming  llshes 
include  the  seahorse,  another  most  pe- 
culiarly shaped  inhabitant  of  the  sea, 
which  resembles  the  knight  in  a  set  of 
chessmen;  and  the  starfish,  of  which 
there  are  many  specimens,  which 
mostly  walk  and  crawl  on  the  shore  or 
rocks,  both  being  unablt^  to  swim.

In  the  Paciflc  a  few  w«'(-ks  ago  in  a  novel 
manner.  It  was  not  acquired  by  eoii- 
quest,   annexation   or  purchase,   but   va  s 

a  gift  from  nature  herself,  who  v»ushed  it 
up  from  the  bottom  of  the  Pacific  oceHii 
and  gave  it  unasked. 

(leologists  say  that  nature  is  constan'lj* 
giving  and  taking  land  after  this  fashic  i< : 
that  some  portions  of  the  earth  urn 
steadily  siiljsidiiig  and  others  rising:  si.ni.t 
coast  lines  are  advanoirig  and  .some  •^- 
ce<ling.  New  Jersey  Is  gradually  losing 
territory  along    the  coast,    while   In   oil  ep 

regions  new  land  is  beiUK  added  to  the 
area  of  the  United  States.  But  ttio 
usual  process  is  slow.  Once  in  a  while 
a  new  island  is  lifted  suddenly  out  of  ih>- 
sea  by  volcanic  action,  and  this,  |)racti''. il- 
ly. Ls  what  occurred  off  the  coast  of  Cali- 
fornia several  weeks  ago  when  ali.^ur 
thirty-five  thousand  square  yards  of  r<f  ic 
was  added  to  one  of  the  Santa  Barb;ii:i. 
islands  witii  a  suddenness  that  surpri.'-i  <l 
the  people  living  on  liie  island.  Not  oiiiv 
was  the  new  land  ad'le«l  to  the  island,  '..iil 
that  already  existing  was  moved  aro..;id 
in  an  eml<arra.ssing  manner.  Biiiidii  us 
erected  in  the  shelter  of  the  cIlfTs.  with  u 
se;iward  exposure,  were  lifted  up  fotiy 
or  fifty  feet  to  the  level  of  the  plat«:'il 
and  twlste<l  around  so  as  to  face  direi  ily 
Inland. 

The  Santa  Barbara  Krotip  of  isla-^  !s 
lies  alHjUt  sixty  miles  off  the  4-oast  of  <'.:! 
ifornla.  in  about  the  latitude  of  Los  .\:i- 
geles.  The  island  iif  San  Miguel.  t.> 
which  tile  new  land  has  been  added,  is 
one  of  the  smaller  islands  and  Is  owthhI 
by  ('apt.  W.  <;.  Waters,  who  has  a  bijr 
«lie.p  ranch  on  it.  The  only  i^eople  llviiur 
on  the  island  are  f'apt.  Waters  and  lii"* 
sheep  herders  and  laburiTS.  Some  of  )tu« 
islands  of  the  group  are  notable  for  lliel.- 
scenlc  beauties,  but  San  Miguel  l.s  bleak 
and  comparatively  uriintorestlng.  It  i:» 
plainly  f'f  volcanic  origin.  an<l  it  is  safd 
that  at  various  times  witliin  the  last  half 
century  str»'iches  of  the  cliffs  along  •!>•• 
southern  shore  of  the  island  have  fall'i: 
away  and  been  swallowed  up  in  the  S'a. 
But  no  one  knows  of  any  land  having 
been  given  back  by  the  ocean  before  the 
event  of  the  second  week  in  March,  (""ajit. 
Waters  was  on  the  island  when  the  ear;h-« 
quake,  j'ruptlon.  or  whatever  it  was,  oc- 
currecl.  He  took  the  information  to  th« 
mainland,  an<l  the  San  Francisco  Exam- 
iner sent  a  correspondent  to  San  Ml«:iiel 
to  get  all  the  farts  and  some  pictures  of 
the  new   territory  of  the  I'nlted  States. 

(.'apt.  Waters  lives  In  his  ranch  housri 
on  the  southwest  siile  of  the  island,  a 
considerable  distance  from  the  i>oint 
where  the  new  land  wu.s  added.  On  ;h'» 
night  when  the  disturl)ance  occurred  h^ 
was  sitting  in  his  liouse  reading.  i;« 
felt  the  earth  shiver,  but  as  earthquakes 
are  not  uncommon  therealiout.  he  took 
little  notice  of  the  occurrence.  The  n.-xr 
morning  he  started  out  around  the  l»eacli 
towards  his  l>oathouse  to  look  for  his 
sloop,  which  was  due  from  the  mainla:  d. 
When  he  iieaied  the  harbor  and  the  p!  ■  « 
where  his  lioathouse  should  have  : 
he  had  to  stop  and  rub  his  eyes  bee;,  - 
of  the  remarkable  appearance  of  the  .s.u- 
roundings.  The  beach  had  disapjiearid. 
and  where  a  Ijay  of  placid  w.-iler  hud 
been  rose  a  high  mass  of  broken  elitT--. 
He  climbed  Up  on  the  hijfh  jfrouii'l  ov-i- 
looking  tlie  bay,  and  there,  on  the  cl.-i- 
teaii.  forty  feet  or  more  alx>ve  the  waui- 
line,  and  Smt  feet  intanil,  were  the  bnai- 
house  and  sheep  corral  which  the  prcvi-.u-i 
evening  had  been  right  on  the  waters, 
edge.  On  reaching  the  l)oathoiise  he  found 
another  surprise.  The  bulIdinK  stood  ;t.s 
tirm  as  tver,  but  whereas  It  iiad  ori«i:  - 
ally  faced  seaward  it  was  now  turn«d  ii.- 
most  completely  around  and  faced  it!- 
most  dlrectlv  away  from  the  bay.  The 
tra<ks  of  the  sheep  were  still  plabilv 
visible  on  the  ground,  iiut  Instead  of  Ixirn* 
on  the  left  of  the  boathouse,  where  ih.« 
path  had  always  been,  they  were  now  <<i\ 
tp.e  right. 

He  walked  out  on  the  top  of  the  newly- 
formed  cliffs  toward  the  water,  and  foi;ii  1 
the  great  mass  of  rock  still  treml>IinK  m;  ! 
swaying.  There  was  a  sound  of  grin  liw^c 
and  churning,  and  every  now  and  then  ;». 
chunk  of  rock  would  settle  a  little.  Thf» 
mass  was  evidently  still  adjustOiK  Its.-lf 
in  Its  new  position.  The  buoy  to  wh'  i 
his  sloop  was  moored  when  in  harl>or  vn.«^» 
formerlv  +J<t  feet  from  the  sandy  l<ea  I.. 
Now  it  was  alKjut  IW  feet  from  the  al>r  iprt 
face  of  the  new  dlffs.  He  set  up  soni'- 
I»ost8  to  serve  as  marks  ny  which  to  ot- 
serve  any  further  changes  and  with<lre\v 
to  more  solid  ground.  The  next  moriiitig 
he  found  that  in  its  readjustment  the  laii'l 
had  moved  .seaward  twelve  ur  fifteen  fee:, 
ami  tile  mass  of  new  land  seemed  qi.i«t 
and  j)ermanently  settled.  Then  Cap!. 
Waters  went  to  the  mainland  and  told 
of  the  happenings  on  San  Miguel,  and  a, 
day  or  two  later  some  scientific  folk, 
with  surveyors'  Instruments  and  camera, 
went  over  and  verified  his  story. 

The  n«-w  land  thrust  ui>  from  the  se;.  \s 
is  a  mass  of  rock  HM>  feet  long  by  »•'  f'  etj 
wide.  It*  appearance  an<l  the  deduct  ui.s 
<liawn  from  soundings  and  othi-r  oli.serva- 
tions  Seem  to  show  that  the  mass  w.js 
wrenched  from  the  base  of  tlie  island  and 
pushed  upward  and  shoreward.  In  th.* 
shoreward  movement  the  beach,  on  w 
stood  the  l>oathou.««'  and  sheej.  ci.; 
was  also  pushed  upward  and  furthei  u  - 
ward. 

While  the  land  has  been  nevated  il 
sea  l>ottom  has  been  greatly  depre- 
and  in  some  places  where  formerly  t. 
was  only  six  fatiioms  of  water  no  l>otti>ti)i 
<ould  be  found  with  the  lines  available  on 
the  expIoriuK  l>oat.  The  new  land  pros,  iil'l 
a  singular  appearance.  Ltinc  str»-amer>  <  f 
seikweed  hang  rfom  the  fa>  1-  of  tiie 
cliffs,  and  shelltish  of  all  kinds  are  dus- 
tvred  aliout  it.  The  surface  of  the  ro<  k.t 
is  covered  with  marine  growths,  includ- 
ing lolisters.  mussels.  cral».s.  large  and 
small  tish  of  \arious  snecies.  weeds  :i  >  I 
flowers  and  all  the  od<l  things  usually 
hUlden  from  the  sight  of  man  on  the  s.:i 
bottom,  or  se«-n  only  in  an  aquarinni. 
i'nder  a  mass  of  seaweed  tlie  searcliein 
found  a  human  skull,  which  is  de<  tared  trp 
be  a  relic  of  the  ancient  Indian  inhabitants 
of  the  island.  A  hundred  feet  inland  wa* 
found  some  ballast  iron  and  pieces  of  an 
anchor  chain,  and  other  relics  of  Pom« 
unfortunate  craft  sunk  in  the  harbor. 

"The  surface  of  the  old  land  for  a  con- 
siderable distance  inland  showed  traces  of 
the  violent  convulsifui.  Biif.  ja»;eed  roi'kfi 
were  found  sti<  king  up  through  what  had 
l>een  sandy  beach,  old  landmarks  had  liet  n 
curiously  changed  aixiut,  and  several 
springs  had  been  choked  up  altogether.  .V 
new  reef  was  also  lifted  up  almost  10 
the  surface  of  tlie  water  at  tbe  en- 
trance of  the  harbor,  half  a  mile  or  so 
seaward  from  the  cliffs.  One  of  tho 
strangest  things  ;il>out  the  occurrence  i% 
the  manner  in  which  the  »>uildings  were 
movefl  and  turned  around  without  being 
In  anv  way  Injured.  While  Capt.  Waters 
had  gained  a  considerable  slice  of  real  es- 
tate without  coat,  there  Is  a  feellnx  o'l 
the  Island  that  the  curious  caper  of  n.i- 
tiire  is  more  comfortably  interesting  to 
scientific  folk  living  at  a  distance  than  tu 
residents  on  San  Miguel.

for  the  foreign  ofllce.  and  which  pas.sed 
its  first  reading  ui>on  that  occasion. 
rei)laces  the  act  of  1>*'.'3,  wlii»h  expires 
in  July,  and  will  enable  the  government 
to  c-arry  out  its  agreement  with  Russia. 
It  empowers  the  government  by  ordi- 
nance to  prohibit  seal  catching.  The 
act  retains  in  force  the  act  of  January. 
l'^93.  In  addition  to  the  Bering  sea 
award,  in  regard  to  seizure. 

It  emfiowers  the  officers  of  foreign 
states,  which  are  parties  to  the  agree- 
ment, tf)  seize  British  ships  and  efjuip- 
ment  when  they  violate  the  order. 
British  offlcers  have  the  .same  powers  in 
regard  to  foreign  ships. 

An  impression  prevails  here  that 
Canada  will  vigorously  oppose  the  pas- 
sage of  the  new  act.

Records. 


Southampton,  June  12.— The  St.  Louis 
pa.«sed  the  Scilly  islands  at  :':45  p.  m. 
A  crowd  surged  In  front  of  the  offices 
of  the  American  line  eagerly  watching 
the  flagstaff,  the  raising  of  a  flag  upon 
which  would  announce  the  coming  of 
the  new  American  liner,  St.  Louis, 
which  left  Xew  York  last  Wednesday 
on  her  maiden  voyage  across  the  At- 
lantic. There  is  much  local  Interest  in 
the  event  and  the  office  of  the  com- 
liany  is  delu;;ed  with  telegrams.  Many 
London  reporters  are  here  walling  for 
news  of  the  new  liner  and  great  interest 
is  manifested  in  her  j)erformance  by 
the  officials  of  either  steamship  lines 
here.  Many  opinions  were  expres.s«-d 
as  to  the  lime  the  new  liner  would 
make,  but  as  time  wore  on  the  opinion 
that  she  would  break  a  record  lust 
ground. 

The  ufRcialH  of  the  American  line  ex- 
pressed their  gratitude  to  the  Associat- 
ed Press  for  Information  conveyed  to 
them  regarding  the  Teutonic  passing 
the  St.  Louis  at  anchor  in  a  fog  near 
Sandy  Hook  on  Wednesday.  This  was 
the  first  news  of  her  from  any  source 
since  the  St.  I.K)uis  left  New  York. 


A  NEW  YORK  ESTIMATE. 
Xew  York,  June  12.— The  St.  Louis 
left  her  dock  in  this  city  at  11  o'clock. 
Wednesday,  June  ',,  passing  (juarantine 
forty-seven  minutes  later.  A  dense  fog 
prevailed  at  the  time  and  the  steamer 
anchored  Inside  Sandy  Hook.  Later  in 
the  day,  the  fogilifted  and  the  St.  Louis 
resumed  her  voyage,  passing  the  Sandy 
Hook  lightship  at  5:32  p.  m.  Her  time 
therefore  from  the  lightship  to  Scilly 
island  is  six  days,  s^ventt^n  hours 
and  thirteen  minute*?,  .md  allowing 
nine  hours  for  the  run  from  Scilly  to 
the  Xeedles,  her  time  will  be  seven 
days,  two  hours  and  thirteen  minutes. 
The  time  taken  by  the  St.  Ijouis  on 
this,  her  firs»t  trip,  confirms  the  sUite- 
ment  made  by  the  officers  of  the  Amer- 
ican line,  as  well  as  of  the  officers  of 
the  steamship,  that  no  effort  wouM  be 
made  to  beat  existing  records.  She  is 
only  about  fifteen  hours  behind  the 
best  eastw.'iril   reconl.

.Mr.  Debs  said  that  he  ha<l  gone  to  sleep 
.It  a  friend's  hou.se  and  liad  not  av^'aken- 
ed  until  this  morning. 

Debs  surrendered  ."^hortly  after  the 
entire  force  of  federal  deputy  marsnals 
in  Chicago  had  l>een  tsent  out  to  search 
foi-  him,  and  explained  his  absence  by 
siiying  tliat  he  was  ill  yesterday.

Aside 
from  a  bad  head.a«-he  he  seemed  in  gortd 
he;ilth  when  he  arrived  at  the  marshal's 
office.  He  deeply  regretted,  he  .said, 
that  he  had  failed  to  keep  his  ai>point- 
nient  with  the  deputy  marshal  who  was 
lo  have  taken  him  to  jail  last  night  and 
was  much  surprised  to  hear  of  th.- 
s.  arch  that  had  ben  mad*'  for  him. 

DelKs  was  emi-hatic  in  his  denial  of 
the  story  that  his  tardy  surrender  was 
the  result  of  a  too  free  indulgence  in 
Ibjuor.  He  was  kejit  in  the  marshal's 
ofllce  during  the  afternoon,  arrange- 
ments being  made  to  take  him  to 
Woodstock  at  r>  p.  m..

WHY  NOT  DISASTER. 

Particulars  About  the  Desertion 
of  the  Vessel. 

St.  JIalo.  June  12.— Particulars  have 
been  received  here  of  the  desertion  of 
the  passengers  of  the  ISritisJi  vessel 
Why  Not.  by  the  crew,  after  fire  broke 
out  on  board  the  vessel,  while  on  her 
way  to  th»  Island  rif  Jt^rsey.  It  api)ear.s 
that  fire  was  discovered  in  the  Why 
Xofs  hold  on  Saturday,  and  while  the 
sailors  were  atten«jting  to  quench  the 
flame.s,  a  bucket  was  dn^pped  over- 
board. A  boat  was  lowered  to  recover 
it  and  the  captain  jumped  Into  this 
b'>at  and  was  followed  by  tlw  crew.  One 
passenger  sjirang  overboard  and  swam 
after  the  bfiat  into  which  he  was  re- 
luctantly taken. 

The  deserted  pa.ssengers  were  greatly 
alarmtvl  and  the  excitement  among 
them  increased  when  the  small  boat 
was  seen  to  be  pulling  for  Eruquay. 
where  the  crew  eventually  landed.  Tak- 
ing advantage  f>f  a  breeze  the  passen- 
gers handled  the  Why  Xot  as  best  they 
could  and  (succeeded  in  beaching  her 
near  Eruquay.  The  incident  has  caused 
intenst?  excitement  at  St.  Brieux.  the 
nearest  town  to  Eruquay  .ind  the  mat- 
ter Is  being  thonaighly  investigated  bv 
the  local  authoritie.v;. 

The  captain  of  the  Why  Not,  although 
not  under  arrest.  Is  closely  watched  bv 
the  police.  It  is  understood  that  the 
British  consul  here  will  take  the  matter 
up  and  iii.on  his  report  will  depend 
further  aotion. 


CALL  ON  OLNEY. 


Diplomatic  Corps  Will  Visit  the 
Secretary  of  State. 

Washington,  June  12.— Senator  Mor- 
gan called  upon  Secretary  Olney  today 
to  pay  his  respects  and  discuss  briefly 
the  condition  of  our  foreign  relations. 
The  new  secretry  has  addressed  formal 
notes  to  the  various  embassies  and  le- 
gations in  AVashington.  advising  them 
of  his  appointment,  and  notifying  them 
that  he  will  be  pleased  to  receive  them 
tomorrow  ^t  10 'a.  m. 

The  diplomatic  corps  will  call  in  a 
body  Snd  will  be  presented  to  the  .sec- 
retary by  Baron  Fava,  the  Italian  am- 
bassador, who  is  dean  of  the  corps  in 
the  absence  of  Sir  Julian  Pauncefote. 


ENGLISH  LAWYER'S  FORGERIES. 
T.,ondon,  June  12.— It  transpires  that 
L.  A.  Wooley.  a  prominent  lawyer,  who 
committed  suicide  In  March  last,  was 
involved  in  extensive  forgeries  ex- 
tending over  a  period  of  several  years. 
It  is  estimated  that  thev  amount  tf> 
from  f.W.OOO  to  £140,000.  He  effected 
mortgages  on  the  property  of  others 
In  some  Instances  mortgaging  the  same 
property  two  or  three  times.  His 
frauds  were  discovered  by  accident 
when  he  was  ill.  Many  well  known 
lawyers  have  been  victimized  through 
his  fraudulent  transactions  and 
through  these  lawyers  hundreds  of 
families  throu  ,  out  the  country  have 
suffered. 


MURDERED  AT  IRON  RIVER. 
St.  Paul,  June  12.— An  Iron  River  spe- 
cial to  the  Dispatch  says:  Mick  Flynn. 
a  restaurant  keeper  here, shot  and  killed 
William  Sullivan  last  night.  Sullivan 
was  .1  boarder  at  the*  restaurant.  The 
trouble  was  over  Flynn's  saloon  being 
closed  on  complaint  of  Sullivan.  Flynn 
fired  four  shots,  three  of  which  took 
effect  and  Sullivan  died  within  a  few 
minutes.

It  may  more  properly  be  called  a 
mon-sler  mass  meeting  than  a  conven- 
tion for  there  is  no  tixed  basis  of  repre- 
sentation, and  it  is  n«,t  held  under  the 
auspices  of  any  political  organization. 
The  promitters  of  the  conference  claim 
no  credit  for  bringing  about  this  im- 
posing demonstration.  This  they  are 
genenms  enough  to  accord  to  their  op- 
ponents, the  "sound  money"  adviK^-ates. 
They  sav  this  spontaneous  manifesta- 
tion of  a  strong  and  growing  public 
sentiment  may  be  traced  directly  to  ihq 
convention  of  May  ::S,  at  which  Secre- 
tarv  Carlisle  was  the  guest  of  honor. 

Taking  their  cue  from  that  gathering 
an  invitation  was  extended  to  the 
friends  of  free  silver  to  participate  in 
a  counter  demonstration  with  a  re- 
sult that  far  exceeds  the  expectations 
of  any  of  the  leaders  of  the  movement. 
A  number  of  addresses  were  delivered. 
Including  a  speech  by  Senator  Turpie. 
which  was  largely  satirical  and  one  of 
great  interest  by  ex-Dlrector  Delmar. 
of  the  buivau  of  statistics.  Mr.  Delmar 
spuke  as  follow*: 

•Mr.  Chairman:  Although  it  is  a  con- 
flict of  money  theories,  doctrines  and 
assumptions  which  divide  the  entire 
civilized  world.  I  can  discern  but  a 
single  principle  upon  which  all  parties 
unite  and  that  is  stability.  It  is  be- 
cause I  am  profoundly  convinced  that 
no  institution  can  enjoy  a  permanent 
footing  in  this  countr>'.  unless  it  is 
founded  upon  principles  of  equality;  it 
is  because  I  believe  that  any  system 
of  money  which  does  not  point  to  sub- 
stantial stability  of  prices  is  designed 
to  speedy  overthrow,  that  I  stand  here 
today  to  support  the  demand  for  the 
restoration  of  ancient  coinage  laws  of 
the  republic.  At  no  time  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  world  have  such  enormous 
disturbances  of  prices,  such  undeserved 
changes  of  opportunity  and  fortune  oc- 
curred, as  have  occurred  since  the  evil 
day— now  some  thirty  years  ago— when 
the  coinage  of  silver  began  to  be 
checked  throughout  the  civilized  world. 

"The  fact  that  more  that  half  of  the 
combined  circulation  of  all  the  states 
of  the  Occident  consists  of  legal-tender 
paper  notes;  the  fact,  which  all  ad- 
mit, that  over  95  per  cent  of  all  the  ex- 
changes of  the  world  are  transacted, 
not  with  money,  whether  metal  or  pa- 
per, but  with  orders  for  money,  such  as 
checks  and  bills  of  exchange— these 
facts,  together  with  others,  prove  that 
metallic  coin,  though  made  of  both  sil- 
ver and  gold  are  quite  inadequate  to 
justly  measure  the  parity  of  exchanges. 
What  now  shall  be  thought  of  the  man 
or  the  men  who  thirty  years  ago  de- 
liberately destroyed  one-half  of  the 
scant  support  upon  which  the  stupen- 
dous superstructure  of  the  w^orld's  cf>m- 
merce.  contracts  and  expectations  de- 
l>ends?    And  what  now  shall  be  done  to

We  shall 
presently  s?e  why  these  cheaper  dol- 
lars were  preferred  to  silver  ones.

This 
principle  c:  me  down  from  the  Roman 
commonwe;  1th.  It  was'  supported  with 
great  emphasis  by  Sir  Matthew  Hale 
in  the  celt  brated  case  of  the  mixed 
moneys,  an  i  it  was  maintained  by  the 
United  Stiites  supreme  court  in  the 
great  cases  which  were  adjudicated  by 
Chief  Justii  e  Chase  and  a  full  bench. 

•At  the  t  ime  when  the  necessities  of 
our  government  compelled  i»  to  Issue 
hundreds,  ray  almost  thoupands  of  mil- 
lions of  6  prr  cent  and  5  per  cent  bonds, 
with  interest  paya.ble  in  coins,  the 
French  court  of  cessation  promulgated 
a  decision  in  perfect  accordance,  not 
only  with  the  entire  range  of  legal  au- 
thority, buc  also  with  the  code  Napo- 
leon, to  th.  effect  that  on  this  subject 
no  man  co  aid  contract  himself  out  of 
law,  In  short  that  contracts  for  money 
were  equitable,  dischargeable  in  the 
current  money  of  the  day  of  T>ayment.

No— the  Amerlc^-n  government  would 
never  cons  'nt  to  that,  because  It  would 
oblige  them  to  pay  In  silver  dollars, 
which  undi-r  the  operation  of  their  own 
laws  as  influenced  by  our  law,  are 
worth  3  p*  r  cent  more  than  gold  ones. 
Therefore  let  us  en<leavor  to  demone- 
tize silver  To  us  it  makes  no  differ- 
ence; to  tl  e  Americans  it  is  a  gain  of 
3  per  cent  let  us  bribe  them  with  the 
3  per  cent  to  surrender  their  option  of 
the  metal; .  All  doubt  as  to  kind  of 
I)ayment  b?ing  then  removed,  our  Am- 
erican bonds  purchased  at  forty  cents 
will  rise  t<.  par  and  over.  At  that  timoi 
there  wen  1000  to  luOO  millions  of  Am- 
erican bonis  in  Europe  or  held  on  Euro- 
pean acco  int.  The  Inceptors  of  this 
prf)ject,  w  lich  soon  developed  into  an 
active  Inti  Igue.  therefore  stood  to  win 
600  to  1000  million  dollars.

The 
original  p  "opijsltlon  emanated  In  Bel- 
gium, it  was  grafted  4jpon  that  move- 
ment for  the  utilization  of  weights  and 
measures,  the  dissemination  of  met- 
rical and  decimal  system  and  other 
"fads"  wllch  were  urged  throughout 
F":urope  I  y  numerous  societies  with 
respectable  and  influential  followings. 
The  moi  etary  uni(m  of  186i»  was  the 
beginning  of  that  scheme  of  reckless 
avidity  an  3  dark  intrigue  which  in  tlie 
course  of  a  few  years  destroyed  one 
half  of  the  metallic  basis  of  money, 
plunged  tl  e  commercial  world  in  bank- 
ruptcy ai  d  pledged  it  to  conditions 
commercii  Uy  impr>sslble  to  fulfill  and 
politically  dangerous  to  endure.

'"Wllhin  a  fortnight  aft.'r  its  enact- 
ment in  Kngland,  this  mint  bill  wiiieh 
it  was  ;iIleK»"d  eontained  iu>  innovations 
and  no  new  i>riiiclples  was  in  the  hand^* 
of  the  eoniptndler  of  pa|>»'r  currency 
at  Wiisliington.  a  young  man  and  a 
new  man,  entirely  ignorant  of  coinage, 
and  one  whose  ntllee  had  no  connection 
with  coinage  or  the  mints.  There  it 
t)eeame  the  ba.'<is  of  a  bill  which  pur- 
portetl.  like  Its  prototype,  to  be  merely 
a  eodilleation  of  Ihe  existing  laws  re- 
lating to  the  coinage.  Init  which,  al,so 
like  its  pmlotype.  really  curtailed  and 
destroyeil  the  ancient  prerogative  of 
the  state  with  respect  to  the  i-oinage 
and  the  making  of  silver  coin,  (national 
or  foreign),  legal  tenders  for  the  pay- 
ment of  debts.

It  gaverise  to  the  l^:itin  mone- 
tary imiou.  It  precipitated  the  demone- 
tization of  silver  in  (^lermany  and  other 
states.  It  surreptitiously  altered  the 
British  mint  code  and  in  a  similar  man- 
ner and  by  similar  means  it  scandali>us- 
ly  allied  the  .Vmerican  code.  It  munifi- 
cently rewarded  all  those  who  i>ronioted 
Its  objects.  Tt  mercilessly  attacked  all 
who  opposed  them.  It  has  grown  rich 
enough  to  lend  n.">.OW,tX)0  to  the  T.ank 
of  England.  [SO.OOO.dOO  to  Italy  and  i"200,- 
000,000  each  to  Austria  and  the  United 
States.  It  contnds  our  foreign  ex- 
changes.

In  rtauti- 
cal  phrasiH)lugy.  each  of  you  Is  hence- 
forth captain  of  his  own  ship.  In  the 
first  place  let  me  advise  you  to  carry 
with  you  into  the  world  and  cheri.sh 
in  your  heart  the  friendships  you  have 
made  at  college.  But  young  gentle- 
men, beautiful  and  helpful  fus  friend- 
ship is,  you  cannot  in  tliis  world  rely 
for  your  success  on  the  help  of  friends, 
you  must  count  on  your.selves. 

"Conditions  have  been  rajiidly  chang- 
ing in  our  country  during  the  whole  of 
the  century  that  is  now  drawing  to 
its  close.  Never  did  there  open  up  be- 
fore any  portion  of  mankind  such  op- 
portunities as  our  fathers  enjoyed,  and 
never  in  the  history  of  the  world  did 
men  achieve  such  results  as  have  been 
accomplished  within  these  hundred 
year.s.  Forests  have  yielded  up  their 
treasures;  great  cities  have  arisen  by 
the  .seashore,  by  lake  and  river;  towns, 
villages,  homes,  churches  and  schools 
everywhere  on  the  face  of  the  earth, 
and  67,000,000  of  active,  energetic  thrifty 
people  occupy  the  land. 

"Mighty  among  the  nations  of  the 
eartli,  rejoicing  In  the  proven  prowess 
of  Its  soldiers  and  sailoi-s,  ready,  will- 
ing and  able  to  defend  the  rights  of 
the  humblest  of  its  citizens  in  any 
portion  of  the  globe.  Its  flag  floating  in 
all  waters  as  the  emblem  of  liberty, 
regulated  by  law,  and  yet  pursuing,  as 
It  does,  under  Grover  Cleveland,  the 
paths  of  peace  with  its  motto  'equal 
and  exact  justice  to  every  American 
citizen  under  whatever  flag  he  may  be' 
and  'equal  and  exact  justic  from  this 
nation  to  all  nations  of  the  earth,  great 
and  small'—  this  is  the  government  that 
is  to  protect  you  and  all  other  of  our 
citizens,  while.  In  the  centuiT  that  Is 
dawning  upon  us.  you  work  out  the 
great  problems  of  the  future."

Wheat  was  weak  and  lower  today. 
The  soaking  rains  of  last  night  had 
dampened  the  ardor  of  the  bulls  and 
crop  reports  were  of  a  more  favorable 
tone.  Cables,  too,  were  weak  and  do- 
mestic markets  were  lower.  Liverpool 
market  was  quoted  easier  and  i^d  low- 
er. Paris  unchanged  for  wheat,  but  a 
trifle  higher  for  flour  and  Berlin  up 
from  l'/2  to  2Vi  marks.  The  Northwest- 
ern receipts  were  161  cars  at  Minne- 
apolis and  Duluth.  compared  with  22(; 
cars  on  the  corresponding  day  last 
year.  The  exports  of  wheat  and  flour 
from  the  four  principal  Atlantic  ports 
were  small.  17,000  bushels  and  11,400  bar- 
rels of  flour.  Baltimore  claimed  to  be 
within  working  limits  on  some  wheat 
for  export.  Reports  from  Missouri  and 
Ohio  continue  to  reduce  previous  esti- 
mates of  the  expected  yields;  fields 
which  ten  days  ago  promised  eight  to 
ten  bushels  per  acre  are  now  consid- 
ered either  valueless  or  promising  not 
over  five  bushels  per  acre. 

Trading  In  futures  on  the  Duluth 
board  was  not  large,  but  there  was 
heavy  buslnes  In  cash  stuff.  About 
125,000  bus  of  cash  wheat  were  sold  for 
shipment— 65,000  bus  of  it  for  export 
and  the  remainder  to  a  winter  wheat 
miller.  The  local  mills  paid  %c  over 
July  for  No.  1  hard  to  arrive  In  round 
lots.  July  opened  %c  lower  at  80%c,  ad- 
vanced to  81c  and  then  became  weak 
and  declined  to  8c  by  noon.  After  that 
hour  It  sold  down  to  the  split  79V4C®^c. 
September  started  late  Vgc  off  at  79c  and 
sold  down  to  77%c.  The  close  was  2c 
lower  all  round  than  yesterday  except 
July  No.  1  hard  which  declined  21,4c.

A  TOTTERING  MINISTRY. 

The  British  parliament  Is  in  session 
again,  and  the  troubles  of  the  Rosebery 
nnnistry  have  recommenced.  There  is 
only  a  government  majority  of  six  at 
present.  The  seals  for  Inverness  and 
Cork  are  vacant,  and  It  is  considered 
probably  that  the  I/iberal-lTnlonists 
will  win  In  Inverness  and  the  Parnell- 
Ites  will  be  victorious  in  Cork.  If  this 
should  prove  correct,  the  ministry  will 
have  a  majority  of  only  twcv  or  three. 
It  is  manifestly  impossible  for  the  gov- 
ernment to  carry  <m  its  business  with 
such  a  narn>w  margin  of  supjMirt  in  thtj 
house  of  commons.  Two  or  three  ma- 
jority cannot  be  called  a  working  ma- 
jority. The  minlstrj-  will  be  in  con- 
stant danger  of  defeat  upon  Important 
divisions.  There  are  several  measures 
I'cfore  parliament  of  great  importance, 
such  as  the  Welsh  church  disestablish- 
ment bill,  the  local  veto  measure,  the 
Irish  land  bill  and  the  one-man-one- 
vote  proposal.  The  session  will  last 
only  alKiut  six  weeks,  and  if  the  govern- 
ment Intends  to  pass  these  measures 
through  the  house  It  will  subject  its 
supporters  to  a  severe  strain  by  being 
in  constant  attendance  watching  eveir 
movement  of  the  Tory-Unionist  oppo- 
sition in  order  to  avert  defeat. 

The  opposition  have  not  yet  decided 
upon  the  form  which  a  motion  of  want 
of  confidence  in  the  government  shall 
take.  Lord  Salisbury  wants  to  assail 
Lord  Rosebery's  foreign  policy,  es- 
pecially in  regard  to  British  interests 
in  Turkey  with  respect  to  the  Armenian 
outrages,  but  Mr.  Balfour  and  Mr. 
Chamberlain  favor  watching  the  course 
of  events  for  a  little  while  longer  before 
taking  action  in  the  house  of  commons 
towards  censuring  the  government's 
policy.  It  Is  only  a  question  of  time, 
however,  when  the  Rosebery  cabinet 
must  fall.  It  is  now  tottering,  and  Its 
fall  is  certain.  There  is  little  prospect 
either  that  it  can  win  in  the  elections 
which  will  follow  the  present  session 
of  parliament.  The  outlook  is  that  the 
Con.servatives  and  Liberal-Unionists 
will  be  returned  to  power  and  that  Mr. 
Balfour  will  head  the  coalition  min- 
istry as  premier.

The  gold  standard  organs  frequently 
talk  of  this  country  being  Mexican- 
ized  if  it  should  adt)pt  the  free  coinage 
of  gf)ld  and  sih  er  at  the  ratio  of  16  to  1 
To  be  Mexicaniiced  Is  considered  by  them 
to  be  awful  cilamity,  and  there  ar^ 
thousands  yf  p  -ople  who  have  been  ac- 
quainted with  the  wretched  financial 
condition  of  th  it  country  in  past  years 
who  are  pn.»ba!ily  scared  by  this  scare- 
crow of  the  gold  monometallists. 

But  there  ha:i  been  a  great  change  in 
recent   years   li    Mexico.     In   the   June 
number  of  the   Review  of   Reviews,   it 
is  stated  that  the  Mexican  silver  mines 
are  working  qi  ite  pr<>sperously  and  the 
various    national    and    state    mints    are 
busy  coining  t!ie  Mexican  standard  sil- 
ver  dollars.     Ihe  ordinary    purchasing 
power  of  the  .Mexican  silver  dollar,  so 
far  as  the  Review  can  ascertain  by  con- 
siderable recei  t  inquiry,   has  not  been 
sharply  affecti  d   by    the   divergence   in 
the  value  of  g  dd  and  silver  bullion  in 
the  world's  m  irkets.     In  the  ordinary 
tran.sactions     of   the     Mexican     people 
there  "has  been  no'  disturbance  in  valu^^s, 
and  the  silver  dollar  will  bu.v  as  much 
labor  on  the  one  hand,  or  as  much  food 
or  house   rent  or  common    clothing  on 
the  other  banc,  as  It  ever  would.     It  is 
obvifous   that    .his   condition   of   things, 
however,  couhi  not  be  favorable  to  the 
importation  of  foreign  goods;  inasmuch 
as  the  Mexica  n  silver  dollar  when   ap- 
plied ti>  the  pv  re  base  of  comm)f>dlties  in 
goM  .standaird  countries  has  lost  almost 
or  quite  half   of  its  purc-hasing  r>ower. 
Conseciuently,    the    monetary    situation 
ha.^  acted  as  i.  protection  and  st!mulu.=t 
to   Mexican   h  >me   industry,   and   ma.ny 
things  which   were  formerly  purchased 
In    the   Uniteti    States   and    Europe   are 
now  being  produced  on  Mexican  soil.    .

Yesterday  afternoon  the  defense  was 
all  In  In  the  Merrltt-Ri>ckefeller  case 
and  the  i>lalntiff  then  announced  that 
the  rebuttal  would  take  only  about  «ine 
hour.  The  ruling  on  the  vaulations 
made  by  Judge  Rlner  about  3  o'clock 
yesterday  and  given  in  last  evening's 
Herald  was  reganled  by  the  plaintilTs 
attorneys  as  a  telling  point  in  their  fa- 
vor. Under  it  the  jury  in  determining 
damages    is    to    take      the      valuations 

given  the  properties  in  the  contract  of 
Aug.  I's.  ISi*,-!,  as  a  basis. 

At  the  hour  tif  going  to  press  yester- 
day C.  E.  Bailey,  of  Virginia,  was  on 
the  stand.  Mr.  Bailey  was  questloneil 
as  to  the  value  of  the  deposits  ami 
character  of  the  (Jreat  Northern  lands 
and  saiil  In  August,  1893.  they  had  only 
a  speculative  mining  value.  He  also 
testified  as  to  the  value  of  the  Great 
Westtrn  lands.  A  mine  worth  prob- 
ably Sl.'iO.OOO  had  been  shown  up. 

Charles  E.  Schelde,  of  Montclalr.  N. 
J.,  was  next  called.  He  Is  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Consolidated  com- 
pany. He  said  no  stock  of  the  Great 
Western  I'r  Great  Northern  companiis 
was  ac«iulred  by  the  Lake  Superior 
i'onsolidated  Iron  mines  under  the  con- 
tract of  Aug.  2.S.  1893.  It  was  acquired 
under  two  later  contracts. 

E.  S.  Kempton.  of  Duluth.  acting 
treasurer  of  the  Missabe  road,  was 
called.  He  .said  the  bonded  indebted- 
ness of  the  Missabe  roail  in  August, 
1SH3,  was  $3.1'00,000  at  6  per  cent  and 
tlie  outstaniling  fioatlng  debt  about  $1.- 
"oO.OOO.  The  character  of  the  debt  was 
then  gone  into.  There  was  no  cross- 
examination. 

William  E.  Newberry,  bookkeeper  for 
the  Consolidated  company,  was  then 
called.  He  Is  also  bookkeeper  of  all  thi* 
former  Merrltt  Iron  companies  now  in 
the  Consolidated.  He  was  a.sked  what 
the  outstanding  debts  of  these  com- 
panies In  August,  1893,  were.  The 
plaintiff  obJecte<l  to  all  except  tln' 
Great  Western  and  Great  Northern 
companies  and  was  sustained f.  He  then 
gave  the  debt  of  these  comnanles.  On 
(•ros.'j-examln.atlon  he  admlit.-d  that  he 
knew  little  about  the  credit  side  of  the 
bix>ks. 

S.  E.  Smith  was  called.  He  gave  his 
occupation  as  a  broker  in  mining 
stocks.  He  was  asked  as  to  the  value 
of  the  stocks  of  the  Great  Western  and 
Great  Northern  companies.  He  gave 
the  value  of  \he  Great  Northern  com- 
pany stock  as  $2  per  share-  In  August, 
1«93,  and  of  the  Great  Western  $1.1'.") 
per  share. 

I).  W.  Scott  waa  the  next  witness.  H" 
was  called  to  give  testimony  as  to  the 
value  of  these  stocks.  His  testlm  n\ 
was  practically  the  same  as  that  l 
Mr.  Smith. 

William  Kaiser  was  called  and  tesii- 
fie<l  to  the  same  effect  as  the  previous 
witnesses  in  regard  to  the  stocks  of 
the  two  mining  companies,  but  placed 
C.r.  at  Western  at  $1.10  Instead  of  $l.J,->. 

Lewis  J.  Merrltt  was  then  called.  His 
testimony  was  In  relation  to  the  stocks 
of  the  two  mining  comi)anies  and  was 
the  same  as  that  of  the  three  previous 
witnesses.  He  said  the  value  of  the 
railroad  stock  in  August.  1S93.  was  .'iO 
cents  t)n  the  dollar.  On  cross-examin- 
ation he  said  this  was  paid  for  th,» 
Grant-Chase  stock.  He  knew  of  no 
other  sah'S  at  that  figure.  He  had  paid 
par  for  some  stock  a  short  time  later. 

Mr.  Merrltt  al.so  said  he  wished  It 
undei-stood  that  he  was  an  unwilling 
witness  In  the  case,  the  plaintiff  being 
his  brother. 

•leorge  U.  Rogers  waa  recalled  to  the 
stand.  He  gave  some  testimony  as  to 
the  schedules  In  the  contract  showing 
the  cost  to  Mr.  Rockefeller  of  his 
properties  which  went  into  the  consoli- 
dation. I 

The  defense  then  made  a  few  offers 
in  writing  which  were  ruled  out  by  the 
court. 

H.  V.  Wlnchell  was  called  and  asked 
the  amount  of  ore  on  some  of  the 
j>roperttes.  The  i^laintiff  objected  be- 
cause the  defense  had  exhausted  the 
agreed  number  of  witnesses  to  prove 
the  value  of  the  properties.  The 
court  sustained  the  fdjjectlon. 

W.  J.  Olcott  was  then  called  and 
an  offer  made  and  the  same  ruling 
given. 

The  contract  of  Sept.  6  and  Sept.  8, 
ls93,  providing  for  the  transfer  nt  the 
(;rea.t  Northern  and  Great  Western 
mining  rompanles  to  the  Consolidated 
were  introduced  in  evidence. 

A  motion  to  strike  out  the  claim  for 
damages  as  concerning  the  Great 
Northern  properties  was  granted. 

Motions  to  strike  out  of  the  evidence 
references  to  the  Penokee  &  Gogebic 
and  other  properties  as  "dividend  pay- 
l.Tg"  because  that  had  not  been  al- 
l«»ged  In  the  complaint  was  denied.  The 
defense  then  re.sted. 

Court  was  adjourned  until  9:30  o'clock 
this  morning. 

THE    REBUTTAL. 

At  the  opening  of  court  this  morning 
Lon  Merrltt  was  the  first  witness  placed 
on  the  Btand  In  rebuttal.  Referring  to 
tht>    meetings    of    the    Consolidated    di- 
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reetors  at  which  nocktf.Her  offered  to 
take  baek  the  Penokie  and  Gog*^)^' 
and  SpanUh-Ami'rlcan  projnrtles  and 
'lie  steel  plant  bontls  hf  s!ii<|  they  were 
ii-ld  on  J«in.  .^  land  .s.  At  tlie  fii-st  meet- 
.  lug  Mr.  Murray  offeretl  a  resolution  for 
the  converting  of  the  Penoket'  and  Go- 
gebic and  S|«inlsh-Amerlean  bonds  into 
stocks  and  also  for  taking  out  the  steel 
plant  bontls.  Witness  said  he  objected 
to  hiasty  actum  and  was  anxious  to 
keep  the  steel  plant  ill.  Mr.  Murray 
s,i.i(|  \iniler  the  law  Mr.  Rockofeller 
eould  force  thi-un  to  yield.  Witness  still 
obJtHited  and  Mr.  Murray  said  Mr. 
Kockefeller  might  witlnlraw  altogcthei' 
and  leave  the  M*'iritts  to  take  the  con- 
sequences. He  piN>nilsed  if  the  action 
v\~as  taken  he  wiould  give  an  opinion 
which  would  exonerate  the  directors. 
Witness  declared  th.it  .Alfred  Merrltt 
wias  nirt  in  N^w  Yiork  at  that  time. 

On  Jan.  S,  another  meeting,  an  opin- 
ion was  presented  in  fAvor  of  taking 
out  the  steel  )>lant  and  Penokee  and 
G<>gt>blc  and  converting  the  Cuban 
bonds  into  stt»ck.  "Mr.  Murray  made  the 
i-^tatement  then  that  the  Penokee  ami 
Gogebic  property  waB  bankrupt.  Wit- 
ness was  afraid  of  a  conspiracy  and 
thought  the  pn>pei'ties  mu.-<t  have  been 
found  to  be  more  valuable  than  they 
were  supposeil  to  be  when  they  wen- 
put  In.  The  resolution  was  eventually 
carried. 

The  cross-examination  waa  devottnl 
to  showing  that  I^on  Merrltt  had  emi- 
nent counsel  in  Judge  DilK)n  and  his 
partner  and  had  proceeded  on  their  ad- 
vice and  not  «>n  Mr.  Murr;iy's. 

A.  R.  MERRITT  CALLED. 

A.  R.  Merrltt  was  then  put  on  the 
.^tand  and  testified  as  to  the  meetings 
in  Januarj'.  He  said  at  the  first  meet- 
ing Mr.  Murray  demanded  that  they 
pass  the  resolution  giving  Rockefeller 
stock  foi-  his  bonds  because  they  were 
l>ound  4>y  solemn  contract  to  do  so. 
Witness  t.iM  Mr.  Murniy  if  he  would 
as  counsel  of  the  Consolidated  give  an 
opinion  assuming  all  responsibilities 
himself  he  would  agree. 

A  later  meeting  was  held  on  Jan.  S 
and  Mr.  Murray  told  them  Rockefeller 
had  learned  the  Penokee  and  Gogebic 
company  was  insolvent.  I^m  expressetl 
his  astonishment  at  this  to  Mr.  Gates 
in  view  of  the  represent<itlons  that  had 
been  made.  He  asked  for  a  report  and 
(Jates  said  he  had  had  a  statement  in 
his  possession  for  thirty  days  showing 
that  the  j>roperty  was  absolutely  bank- 

lUpt. 

Witnes«  at  the  meeting  on  Jan.  IS 
voted  In  favor  of  the  withdrawal  of  the 
Rockefeller  properties. 

On  cross-examination  witness  said  he 
and  Lon  consulted  Judge  Dillon  and  his 
partner  at  Judge  Dillon's  office  but 
could  recollect  no  meeting  at  Mr.  Mur- 
ray's office. 

Alfred  was  next  called.  He  denied 
having  anything  to  do  with  the  or- 
ganization of  the  New  York  and  Mis- 
sabe Iron  citmpany  or  of  the  Lake  Su- 
perior Conj»<iUdatcd  Iron  Mines.  He  also 
denied  being  present  at  any  of  the  Jan- 
uary. 1S94.  meetings  of  the  directors  of 
the  Lake  Superior  Consolidated  Iron 
Mines. 

The  plaintiff  here  rested. 

Th*>  defendant  called  Charles  E. 
Scheide.  He  said  no  meeting  of  the 
Consolidated  Iron  Mines'  directors  was 
held  on  Jan.  5,  according  to  the  record. 
The  fii-st  resolution  relating  to  the 
withdrawal  of  the  R<x;kefeller  interests 
was  pre«?ente<l  f>n  Jan.  8. 

When  asked  if  there  were  any  threats 
made  by  Mr.  Murray,  witness  said 
there  was  some  warm  conversation  but 
he  was  quite  certain  no  threats  were 
made  by  anybody. 

The  resolutions  introduced  at  the 
meeting  were  read  to  the  jury. 

On  cross-examination  Mr.  Scheide 
said  it  was  his  custom  to  take  the  re- 
ports of  the  meetings  of  the  road  on 
scratch  paper,  read  them  to  the  board 
later  and  when  approved,  copied  them 
into  the  minute  book. 

At  11:15  o'clock  the  entire  testimony 
was  in. 

MOVED  FOR  A  VERDICT. 

Mr.  Murray  then  moved  the  court  to 
direct  a  verdict  for  the  defendant.  He 
maintained  that  the  burden  was  on  the 
plaintiff  ti>  prove  fraud  and  his  reli- 
ance on  the  representations  he  claimed 
were  made  to  him  and  that  he  had  not 
•  lone  so.  \ 

Mr.  Murray  contended  that  the  con- 
tract of  July  1  Is  the  plaintiff's  con- 
tract. The  telegram  to  Leonldas  au- 
thorising him  to  execute  any  contract 
he  wlsh«>d  to  was  cited  to  prove  this; 
also  the  agreement  of  July  13  and  the 
power  of  attorney  In  which  the  agree- 
ment of  July  1  waa  ratified  and  con- 
firmed. The  proposition  then  is  that 
the  contract  of  July  1  Is  Alfred  Mer- 
rltfs  c(jntracf.  No  allegation  or  proof 
of  fraud  as  Inducing  the  coritracts  of 
any  other  date  than  Aug.  28  have  been 
made.  He  claimed  the  representations 
alleged  to  have  been  made  before  the 
July  1  contract  cannot  be  considered 
as  Inducing  the  Aug.  2S  contract.  Fur- 
ther he  said  the  plaintiff  had  failed  to 
prove  damage  thereby. 

The  plaintiff  must  ]>rove  representa- 
tion, falsity  and  damage.  Even  admit- 
ting that  representation  was  made  Mr. 
Murray  contended  that  falsity  and 
damage  had  not  been  proven.  The  bur- 
den of  proving  the  properties  not 
worth  what  they  were  represented  rests 
on  the  plaintiff  and  this  Mr.  Murray 
maintained  they  had  failed  to  do 
and  that  the  defendant  had  provtd 
them  worth  all  they  were  represented. 

O.  W.  Raldwln  replied.  He  said  the 
planitiff  could  allege  no  damage  under 
the  July  1  contract  because  It  was 
abandoned.  It  was  never  carrle<l  out. 
He  maintained  that  the  Penokee  &  Go- 
gebic and  Spanish-American  were  not 
prosperous  and  had  bei-n  shown  to  have 
less  assets  than  represented.  When  a 
corporation  Is  shown  to  have  less  assets 
than  represented  he  insisted  it  was  a 
material  damage  to  the  stockholder. 
THE   MOTION    DENIED. 

Judge  Rlner  denied  the  motion,  but 
wanted  to  give  no  reason  at  present. 

Court  was  then  adjourned  to  2 
o'clock  at  which  tlm<'  the  arguments 
in  the  ca.se  were  begun.  Judge  Shaw 
f)pened  the  defendant-s  argument.  Each 
side  la  allowed  three  hours.  After 
Judge  Shaw  concludes  Mr.  Washburn 
will  take  an  hour.  This  will  occupy 
the  afternoon.  Tomorrow  morning  Mr. 
Murray  will  speak  and  then  Col.  Harris 
will  close  the  argument  taking  two 
hours.

On  examination  It  was  found  to  be  a 
very  clumsy  forgery,  an  attempt  having 
l>een  made  to  imitate  tlie  signature  of 
tt'.e  firm.  -Vcross  the  face  in  purpli' 
letters  was  stamped  the  words  Mitchell 
v'li  McOlure  Lumber  company.  The  cor- 
rect name  .>t  the  firm  is  Mitchell  & 
.McClure  and  they  have  an  oftlce  at  S2J 
I^yceiim    building. 

The  amount.  $16,  was  stamped  in 
the  corner  in  ink  similar  to  the  words 
acrus;^  the  face  of  the  check.  The 
man  Thompson  is  from  Oshkosh.  Wis., 
and  claims  to  be  detective  in  the  em- 
pli>y  of  the  Merchants'  Protective 
union.  He  says  he  received  the  check  fr'nn 
a  stranger  giving  his  name  as  Henry 
Burke,  with  whom  he  exch.anged 
watches  while  in  Duluth  live  weeks  ago. 
S:ime  $16  was  due  from  Burke  for  boot 
and  while  in  Abbotsford  yesterday  the 
(heck  was  received  by  mail.  He  im- 
nieciiately  came  to  Diiluth  with  the 
eheck.  arriving  this  morning.

A  BAD  FORGERY. 

The  manager  for  Mitchell  &  McClure 
says  the  forgery  is  a  very  clumsy  one. 
The  regular  firm  account  is  with  the 
First  National  bank  and  they  keep 
only  a  payroll  account  with  the  West 
Duluth  'oank.  All  cheeks  have  the  firm 
name  ininted  upon  them. 

The  r.oliec  are  satisfied  that  there  is 
an  organized  scheme  on  foot  to  victim- 
ize the  great  lumber  companies  by 
means  nf  forged  checks.  One  precisely 
similar  in  handwriting  and  appearance 
and  for  the  same  amount  purporting  to 
have  been  signed  by  the  Scott  and  Hol- 
ston  Lumber  company  was  cashed  May 
20  by  C.  Mickelson,  a  dry  goods  mer- 
chant at  2023  West  Superior  street.  It 
was  payable  to  .J  H.  Jordan  who  ex- 
changed it  for  a  small  hill  of  merchan- 
ilise  and  secured  the  balance  in  cash. 
P.urke  has  never  been  captured  and 
the  check  was  not  suspected  until  it 
failed  to  pass  the  clearing  house.  De- 
tectives Benson  and  Hayden  are  work- 
ing on  the  case  and  Chief  Armstrong 
i.-i  confident  of  the  capture  of  the  for- 
gers. 

UNKNOWN   IN   OSHKOSH.

It  Occupied  Judge  Lewis'  Court 
all  the  Forenoon. 

The  case  of  Robert  and  Annie  Crow- 
ley was  still  on  in  Judge  Lewis'  court 
at  noon  today,  and  It  was  exciting 
muoh  Interest  on  account  of  tlu- 
amount  involved.  Yesterday  afternoon 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Crowley  were  placed  on 
the  stand  and  told  their  story  practi- 
cally as  stated  in  The  Herald  yester- 
day. 

Crowley  denied  ever  having  deeded 
his  pre-emption  to  Dan  Mcintosh,  as 
claimed  hy  tbe  defendants.  This  morn- 
ing W.  G.  LaRue,  the  mining  expert, 
testified  that  when  he  examined  the 
pn^perty  in  controversy,  in  December. 
1S93,  he  judged  it  to  be  worth  $400,000. 
The  timber  was  not  burned  off. 

A  princii)al  \*nvt  of  the  defense's  case 
is  the  claim  that  Cri>wley  sold  his  pre- 
emption to  Dan  Mcintosh  in  1882  for 
$r>00.  As  to  that  claim  J.ames  Murphy, 
who  was  usupposed  to  have  witnes.sed 
the  deed,  testified  that  he  did  not  do 
so,  and  that  he  never  witnessed  a  dtK»d 
from  Crowley  at  any  time.  Further- 
more, he  was  not  in  Duluth  on  Feb.  20. 
1882,  when  the  deed  is  alleged  to  have 
been  executetl. 

He  remembered  signing  a  paper  of 
some  kind  for  Crxjwlcy  in  the  lan<l 
olhoe  in  1882,  but  he  did  not  know  what 
It  was,  or  wht^ther  it  was  a  deini  or  not. 
When  asked  whether  he  could  tell  a 
deed  from  «  side  of  sole  leather  he  al- 
lowed he  could  If  he  saw  them  both  to- 
gether. 

AsBodated  wltli  H.  H.  Hoyt  In  the 
plaintiff's  case  is  T.  E.  Tarsney,  of  De- 
troit, formerly  congressman  from  that 
state.

This  morning  Judge  M(»er  heard  the 
divorce  case  of  Charles  W.  Daniel.son 
against  Ma  Danielson.

Notorious     Trust     Knocked 

Out  by  Illinois  Supreme 

Court. 


Decided     That     the     Trust 

Usurped  its  Powers  and 

Was  illegal. 


Reorganization     Committee 

Claim  the   Decision  Is 

What  They  Wanted. 


Springfield,  III.,  June  13.— The  supreme 
court  of  Illinnis  today  filed  its  opinion 
in  the  case  of  the  People  vs.  the  Dis- 
tilling and  Cattle  Feeding  company. 
The  judgment  of  custer  entered  by  the 
lower  court  is  affirmed.  The  effect  of 
this  decision  will  be  to  break  up  the 
wMsky  trust. 

In  the  course  of  th-e  opinion  the  courl 
says:  "No  one  who  intelligently,  con- 
siders the  scheme  of  this  trust,  as  de- 
tailed in  the  information.  c:in  for  a  mo- 
ment doubt  that  it  was  designed  to  be. 
and  was  in  fact,  a  combination  in  re- 
straint of  trade,  and  that  it  was  or- 
ganized for  the  purpose  of  getting  con- 
trol of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  all 
distillery  products  so  as  to  stifle  com- 
petition and  to  be  able  to  diotate  the 
amount  manufactured,  and  the  prices 
at  which  the  same  should  be  sold,  and 
that  Its  effect  is  to  create  a  virtual 
monopoly  in  the  manufacture  and  in 
the  sale  of  products  of  that  character. 

"Xo  rational  purpose  for  such  an  or- 
ganization can  be  shown  consistent  with 
un  intcTitlon  to  allow  the  business  to 
run  in  its  normal  cihannels,  to  give  com- 
pttiti.>n  its  legitimate  operation,  and 
to  allow  bath  production  and  prices  to 
be  controlled  by  the  natural  influence 
of  supply  and  demand,  and  the  results, 
as  shown  by  the  information,  were  such 
as  might  be  anticipated.  The  trust  ob- 
tained possession  -of  nearly  all  the  dis- 
tilleries and  nearly  the  entire  distillerv 
product  of  the  United  States,  thus  en- 
abling it  to  dictate  prices  and  the  amount 
of  production,  and  thus  draw  to  it  sub- 
stantially the  control  of  the  distillery 
business  of  the  country. 

"But  it  is  ursed  that  the  defendant, 
by  iits  charter,  is*  authorized  to  purchase 
and  own  distillery  property,  but  that 
there  is  no  limit  placed  on  the  amount 
of  property  which  it  may  thus  acquire. 
By  its  certificate  of  organization  it  is 
authorized  to  engage  in  general  distil- 
lery business  in  Illinois  and  elsewhere 
and  to  own  property  necessary  for  that 
purpose.  It  should  be  remembered  th.Tt 
all  powers  to  incorporate  charters  are 
to  be  c"onstrued  strictly,  and  that  what 
is  not  clearly  given  is  by  implication  de- 
nied. The  defendanit  is  authorized  to 
own  such  property  as  is  necess.'iry  for* 
o-H'rying  on  its  distillery  business  and 
no  more. 

"Its  iiower  to  acquire  and  hold  prop- 
erty is  limfted  to  that  purpose  and  it 
has  no  power  by  its  charter  to  enter 
upon  a  scheme  of  getting  into  its  hands 
and  under  its  contrf)l  all  or  substatial- 
ly  all  the  distilling  plants  and  dis- 
tillery business  of  the  country  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  production  and 
prices,  or  crushing  out  competition,  and 
of  establishing  a  virtual  monopoly  in 
that  business.  Such  jiurposes  are  for- 
eign to  the  powers  entailed  by  chartci-. 
The  acquisition  of  property  to  such  an 
evtent  and  for  such  purposes  does  mU 
come  within  the  authority  to  own  proj)- 
erty  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a 
general  distillery  business.  In  acquir- 
ing distillery  properties,  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purpose  shown  in  the  in- 
formation, the  defendant  has  not  only 
misused  and  abused  the  powers  grant'  d 
it  by  this  charter,  but  has  usurped  and 
exercised  powers  not  implied  by  it  and 
which  are  wholly  foreign  to  that  in- 
strument." 

Attorney  General  Maloney.  speaking 
of  the  decision,  said:  "The  supreme 
court  practically  holds  that  the  Dis- 
tilling and  Cattle  Feeding  company  is 
a  trust,  and  that,  as  such.  Judge  Gib- 
bons, of  Chicago,  did  right  in  pronoun- 
cing a  judgment  of  civil  death  against 
it.  The  supreme  court  decides  against 
it.  The  supreme  court,  also  decided 
that  the  attorney  general  was  right  in 
his  views  regarding  the  matter,  that 
the  Distilling  and  Cattle  Feeding  com- 
pany is  no  more  than  a  continuation  of 
the  old  Distillers  Cattle  Feeding  trust. 
The  decision,"  he  continued,  "is  one 
of  the  ablest  opinions  ever  delivered  by 
the  supreme  court  of  this  state.  In  no 
uncertain  language  it  sounds  the  death 
knell  of  the  trust  in  the  state  forever. 
On  every  point  on  which  I  made  a  flghi 
I  was  sustained." 

Attorney  Levy  Mayer,  representing 
the  r^'organization  committee,  regarded 
the  dfcisiun  as  a  victory.  "We  have 
been  anxiously  waiting  for  this  de- 
cision," he  said,  "and  are  highly  pleased 
that  it  has  come  and  come  in  the  way 
of  an  affirmation.  It  removes  all  ob- 
stacles from  the  way  of  the  reorganiza- 
tion, now  a  matter  of  l)ut  a  few  days. 
Attorney  General  Maloney  has  done 
most  excellent  work.  We  were  asso- 
ciated with  him  in  the  preparation  of 
the  information  and  took  part  in  the 
early  stages  of  the  arguments  before 
Judge  Tuley.  We  saw  In  the  proceed- 
ing the  only  opportunity  at  the  time  of 
getting  rid  of  the  management  of  the 
officers  in  power.  The  supreme  court 
decision  affirms  the  judgmenot  of  ous- 
ter rendered  l)y  Judge  Gibbons. 

"The  effect  of  the  decision  is  to  de- 
prive the  company  of  the  right  to  con- 
tinue business.  The  statute  of  this 
state  makes  provision  for  just  such  a 
ca.se  as  this.  It  provides  that  the  cor- 
poration shall  continue  its  corporate 
capacity  during  the  term  of  two  years, 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  debts 
and  claims  due  the  corporation,  and 
selling  and  conveying  the  property  and 
effects  thereof.  The  law  also  provides 
that  the  corporation  shall  have  the 
right  to  use  Its  corporate  name  for  the 
above  purposes  and  that  it  shall  be 
capable  of  pro.secuting  and  defending 
all  suits  at  law  or  in  equity.  Receiver 
McNulta  has  the  right  to  temporarily 
continue  the  business  until  an  advan- 
tageous sale  can  be  made  of  the  prop- 
erties. 

"The  supreme  court  decision  makes 
a  sale  of  the  pTo^^erty  which  is  now  in 
the  ha'iids  of  the  federal  crmrt  receiver 
in\itahle.  It  is  this  sale  for  which  the 
reorgsuiizatton  has  been  striving  might 
'  and  main  ever  since  President  Green- 


hut  wns  removed  from  the  receivership. 
There  can  be  now  no  successful  fili- 
bustering or  obstacles  Intenmsed  to 
the  sale  of  the  property,  for  which  our 
petition  is  and  has  been  ready  for  sev- 
eral'wee^ks.  We  know  of  nothing  which 
more  siutlsHactorily  facilitates  the  pur- 
po.ses  of  the  reorganization  commltt€H' 
than  the  decli»ion  ju«t  announced  by  the 
supreme  court.  This  is  the  greatest  trl- 
umjxh  thus  far  of  the  plans  of  the  com- 
mittee." 

The  representatives  of  the  reorganl- 
zatlf>n  committee  and  the  receiver  de- 
clared that  any  attempt  on  the  part  of 
the  former  owners  of  the  tru.st  distil- 
leries to  repossess  themselves  of  the 
property  would  be  usek^s.  Despite  this, 
however,  a  force  of  thirty  deputy  mar- 
shals was  held  at  the  United  States 
mai'shal's  office  in  readiness  to  prevent 
any  such  action.  The  old  Shuffeldt  dis- 
tillery was  the  plant  at  which  trouble 
WTas  expected,  ass  Thomas  Lynch,  Jr., 
'me  of  the  former  owners,  was  reported 
to  have  expressed  the  d'Ctermlnatlon  to 
regain  control  of  the  property. 


WHAT  GREENHUT  THINKS. 

Peoria.  III.,  June  13.— J.  B.  Greenhut 
seemed  to  be  very  well  pleased  this 
morning  wirth  the  decision  of  the  su- 
preme court.  He  said  it  was  only  what 
had  been  expected  and  that  legal  pro- 
ceedings would  be  commenced  by  the 
owners  of  the  property  leased  to  the 
trust  to  regain  possesision.  He  claimed 
that  all  leiases  are  by  decision  null  and 
void  and  sh^iuld  the  stockholders  seek 
to  regain  possession  of  the  property, 
suits  of  ejectment  would  be  brought 
against  them.  Leases  were  for  twenty- 
flv.'  years  and  were  assigned  by  the 
old  trust  to  the  Distillimg  and  Cattle 
Feeding  company.  The  clause  in  the 
leases  providing  for  removal  or  better- 
ments at  the  explrati()n  of  the  life  there- 
of, and  lessees  will  be  apt  to  demand 
all  they  are  entitled  to. 

There  Ls  «  question  as  to  the  right  of 
lessees  to  remove  machin'er>'  from  dis- 
tilleries and  on  that  the  fight  will  be 
marie.  None  of  the  distillers  are  in- 
terested in  the  reorganization  of  the 
trusts  says  Mr.  Greenhut  unless  it  be 
Walter  Barker,  who  is  manager  of  Pe- 
oria distlllei-ies,  appoimted  by  the  i-e- 
celver.  Mr.  Greenhut  .says  the  reor- 
ganization now  has  notM||g  to  reor- 
ganize. He  says  the  control  of  the 
plant.s  will  pass  to  owners  of  fee  and 
litigation  will  tie  up  other  property. 
He  says  independent  houses  are  doing 
all  the  business  and  are  in  shape  to 
hold  <  n  to  the  trade  in  the  face  of  the 
keenest  competition.  Only  two  trust 
houses  are  now  being  operated  in  Pe- 
oria and  Mr.  Greenhut  says  they  will 
be  both  closed  in  a  few  days.  He  does 
not  think  another  combine  like  the  old 
truit  is  possible,  because  opposition  has 
grown  too  great. 

Waiter  Barker  says  the  property  is  in 
the  hands  of  the  court  and  it  will  pro- 
tect and  prevent  any  one  from  taking 
possession  of  any  of  It  until  it  de- 
termines who  it  belongs  to. 


EFFECT  OF  THE  DECISION. 


Receiver  McNulta  Will  Remain 
in  Control. 

Chicago,  June  13.— Receiver  Mc»-' 
Nulla  was  not  inclined  to  discuss  the 
whisky  trust  decision  but  asserted  his 
intention  to  hold  the  trust's  property 
at  any  cost.  The  opinion  had  been  ex- 
pressed that  In  the  event  of  a  decision 
such  as  was  rendered  today  the  trust 
stock  would  revert  to  the  original  own- 
ers, some"  of  whom  had  expressed  the 
Intention  of  seizing  the  plants. 

"I  do  not  think  the  decision  will  re- 
sult in  any  immediate  change  of  hands 
for  the  properties."  Receiver  McNulta 
said,  "for  I  intend  to  hold  to  all  that  I 
have  in  charge  as  an  officer  of  the 
court."  Deputy  United  States  Marshals 
have  been  on  guard  at  the  various  dis- 
tilleries for  some  time  and  sturdy  re- 
sistance will  no  doubt-  be  made  to  any 
attempt  to  seize  the  plants.

ECUADOR  GOVERNMENT. 


Present  Regime  About  on  Its 
Last  Legs. 

New  York,  June  13. — A  special  from 
Panama  says:  There  is  little  confi- 
dence that  the  Ecuador  government  at 
Quito  will  last  a  great  while  longer. 
The  patriots  are  intrenched  securely  at 
Guayaquil  and  nearly  all  the  provin- 
cial soldiers  are  only  waiting  for  Al- 
faro's  arrival  to  continue  their  victo- 
ries. 

Gen.  Ramon  Ulloa  is  persuaded,  at 
least  he  acts  as  if  he  were  persuaded, 
that  Quito  will  fall  soon.  He  received 
an  official  cable  dispatch  from  Bogota 
signed  by  Suarez,  the  minister  of  for- 
eign affairs  of  Colombia,  notifying  him 
f)f  his  nomination,  as  Colombian  resi- 
dent minister  at  Quito,  and  instructing 
him  to  await  advices  at  Buenaven- 
tura. Gen.  Ulloa  replied  by  cable  im- 
mediately, declining  the  honor  conferred 
upon  him. 

Unless  Colombian  diplomatic  services 
at  Ecuador  become  urgently  necessary 
it  is  believed  that  the  Colombian  lega- 
tion will  be  resumed  there  only  after  a 
long  period  of  suspense.  The  radical 
change  in  the  government  which  is 
expected  renders  measures  of  precau- 
tion imperative,  and  so  the  troops  which 
arrived  three  months  ago  under  Gen. 
Ulloa,  and  are  to  return  homeward  Sat- 
urday by  the  steamer  Arequipa  are 
instructed  to  make  a  special  call  at 
Buenaventura.  Gen.  Ulloa  in  the 
meantime  awaits  advices  from  Bogota. 
In  all  this  one  detects  a  cause  for  sus- 
pecting that  Colombia  may  have  an  in- 
tention  to   intervene   in   Ecuador. 


UNDER  GUARD.

Buzzards  Bay,  June  13.— The  steam  yacht 
Oneida,  which  was  delayed  in  the  hay  on 
account  of  thick  fog,  has  arrived  here, 
having  on  hoard  the  Benedicts,  who  will 
remain  a  few  days  as  the  guests  of  Mrs.

St.  Paul,  June  13.— At  the  diocesan 
council  of  the  Episcopal  church  of  Min- 
nesota, held  at  Faribault  last  week, 
it  was  agreed  to  ask  for  a  division  of 
the  diocese  when  the  general  conven- 
tion of  the  church  is  held  next  fall. 
As  noted  at  the  time  the  proposal  met 
with  the  approval  of  Bishop  Whipple 
and  Assistant  Bishop  Gilbert,  and  there 
is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  general 
convention  will  deny  the  application. 

It  is  proposed  to  make  a  new  diocese 
of  that  portion  of  the  state  lying  north 
of  Steams  county,  with  headquarters 
at  Duiuth.  A  committee  was  appointed 
to  prepare  a  statement  of  the  reasons 
for         the  change  for  pres- 

entation to  the  general  convention. 
That  committee  consists  of  Very  Rev. 
Archdeacon  Appleby,  M.A.,  Rev.  A. 
W.  Ryan,  D.C.L.;  C.  C.  Rollitt,  B.A.: 
George  Gilfillan.  B.A.;  Rev.  William 
Wilkinson  and  W.  C.  Sargent. 

The  committee  has  decided  to  at- 
tempt to  raise  an  endowment  fund  for 
the  new  diocese,  and  with  this  end  In 
view  Rev.  William  Wilkinson  called  on 
J.  J.  Hill  yesterday  and  laid  the  matter? 
before  him,  with  the  result  that  Mr. 
Hill  at  once  subscribed  $5000.  This  gen- 
erous pledge,  so  characteristic  of  him, 
makes  It  practically  certain  that  the 
fund  will  be  raised.  The  committee 
intends  to  raise  $30,000. 

The  general  convention  which  meets 
in  Gathsemane  hcurch  in  Minneapolis, 
in  October,  will  finally  dispose  of  the 
matter.  This  council  is  the  supreme 
law-making  body  of  the  Anglican 
church  in  this  country.  It  meets  but 
once  In  three  years  and  consists  of  a 
house  of  bishops  and  a  house  of 
deputies.

ALMOST  A  MURDER. 

A  St.   Paul    Family    Quarrel 
Leads  to  Shooting. 

St.  Paul,  June  13.— Bartholmew  Hayes, 
who  barely  escaped  being  the  murderer 
of  his  step-son,  Michael  McLean,*  last 
night,  was  charged  with  assault  with 
a  dangerous  weapon  ia  tihe  police  court 
this  morning.  The  court  waS  informed 
that,  while  the  young  man  would  prob- 
ably recover,  he  was  still  in  a  precari- 
ous condition,  and,  acting  on  this  in- 
formation, the  hearing  was  postponed 
until  next  Monday  morning.  Hayes 
claims  the  wfhole  affair  was  an  acci- 
<lent  and  will  fight  the  case.  The  shoot- 
ing was  at  Hayes'  home  last  night 
atjout  10  o'clock  and  was  the  result  of 
a  family  quarrel  between  Hayes  and 
his  wife. 

Some  years  ago  Hayes  was  left  a 
widower  wltth  one  son  who  now  lives  a/t 
Two  Harbors.  A  year  ago  he  married 
Mrs.  McLean,  the  mother  of  the  young 
man  shot.  The  son  Is  a  fireman  on  the 
Omaha  road  and  was  married  but  a  few 
weeks  ago  to  Mis.s  Dineen.  with  them 
lives  a  sister  of  the  bride. 

According  to  neighborhood  gossip 
Hayes  and  his  wif^have  not  lived  ha.p- 
pily  for  some  time  and  the  latter  has 
threatened  to  leave  him  and  live  with 
her  son.  The  old  gentleman  secured  a 
revolver  and  this.  It  seems,  made  the 
wife  more  determiined  than  ever  to 
leave.  She  finally  began  to  pack  her 
few  belongings  and  last  night  her  son, 
his  wife  and  wife's  sister  went  over  to 
.assis.t  her  in  getting  them.  When  Mc- 
Lean arrived,  Mrs.  Hayes  went  up 
stairs.  There  were  some  ihot  words  be- 
tween the  two  men,  and  the  older  drew 
his  revolver  at  the  same  time  advanc- 
ing up  stairs  to  stop  his  wife  in  her 
packing. 

The  young  man  interfered  and  at- 
tempted to  prevent  his  step-father  from 
going  up  after  her.  The  second  time  he 
stopped  Hayes  the  latter,  at  a  distance 
of  not  more  than  fhree  feet,  fired,  the 
bullet  struck  near  the  heart,  glanced 
on  the  .seventh  rib  and  lodged  near  the 
surface  over  the  breast  bone.  Two 
younger  women  fied  In  great  haste  fol- 
lowed by  the  boy's  mother.  The  en- 
raged husband  followed  with  revolver 
in  hand.  He  had  not  gone  far  before 
he  was  overtaken  by  the  wounded  man, 
McLean.  There  was  another  desperate 
struggle  and  the  younger  man,  although 
bleeding  threw  Hayes  into  the  gutter. 
It  is  said  that  Hayes  again  attempted 
to  -slhoot.  Officer  Moran,  hearing  the 
noise,  hastened  to  the  scene  of  the  dis- 
turbance. He  soon  overtook  Hayes  who 
was  attempting  to  escape. 

McLean  will  undoubtedly  recover. 
Hayes  claiims  that  his  wife's  people 
came  there  to  carry  away  everything 
in  the  house  and  that  McLean  struck 
him  in  the  face.  He  says  he  drew  his 
revolver  and  that  it  went  off  accident- 
ally. The  affair,  he  .says,  was  only  an 
accident,  as  he  intended  to  scare  bis 
step-son.

NOT  SURPRISED. 


Stanley    Expects    Happenings 
Like  Ching  Tu  Affair. 

Washington,  June  13.— F.  J.  Stanley,  who 
has  spent  several  years  In  the  Orient,  a 
large  part  of  the  time  being  occupied  as 
a  professor  in  one  of  the  native  colleges 
in  Japan,  is  at  present  in  Washington.  He 
says  he  is  not  surprised  at  the  reports  of 
an  uprising  in  China  against  the  mission- 
aries. The  Chinese,  he  says,  regard  the 
Europeans  and  Americans  as  the  insti- 
gators of  the  Japanese  war,  and  there- 
fore hold  them  to  be  largely  responsible 
for  the  degradation  of  the  Chinese  as  a 
nation. 

Many  of  the  Chinese  in  the  Interior  are 
ignorant  of  the  requirements  of  the  Chris- 
tian civilization,  and  Mr.  Stanley  says  he 
will  not  be  surprised  to  hear  of  more  or 
Ic-'s  trouble  of  the  character  reported 
from  Ching  Tu  In  the  immediate  future. 
He.  however,  expects  the  ultimate  efTect 
of  ihe  late  war  to  be  the  rapid  growth  of 
civilization  in  China.  He  predicts  an  era 
of  railroad  and  telegraph  building,  with 
ihe  growth  of  outside  commercial  rela- 
tions, as  the  result  of  the  war.

The  Canadian  Canal  at  the 

Sault  Was  Formally 

Opened  Today. 


Ministers   and  Members   of 

Canadian  Parliament  Did 

Not  Attend. 


Only  an  Available  Draft  of 

Fourteen  Feet  Owing 

to  Boulders. 


Sault  Ste  Marie.  Mich.,  June  13.— (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.)— The  new  Sault 
Ste.  Marie  canal  on  the  Canadian  side 
has  been  practically  completed  and  Is 
being  opened  to  navigation  with  formal 
ceremonies  today. 

It  was  expected  that  a  large  delega- 
tion of  ministers  and  members  of  the 
Canadian  parliament  would  be  here  to 
join  in  celebrating  the  opening  of  the 
canal,  but  as  the  members  of  both 
sides  of  the  house  were  opposed  to 
breaking  In  on  the  time  of  parliament 
when  so  many  were  anxious  to  get 
home,  the  idea  was  abandoned. 

The  new  canal  runs  though  St. 
Mary's  Island,  on  the  north  side  of  the 
rapids  of  the  St.  Mary's  river,  and, 
with  that  river,  gives  Canada  com- 
munication between  Lakes  Huron  and 
Superior.  At  ordinary  stages  of  the 
river  there  Is  a  difference  of  eighteen 
feet  in  the  levels  of  the  water  above 
and  below  this  island.  The  length  of 
the  canal  across  the  island  is  3500  feet. 
-A-  considerable  amount  of  excavation 
was  required  to  form  channels  of  ap- 
proach both  at  the  upper  and  at  the 
lower  entrances.  The  total  length  of 
this  canal  and  Its  approaches  is  about 
18,100  feet.  The  canal  proper  has  a 
width  at  low  water  level  of  152  feet, 
and  a  bottom  width  of  145  feet.  The 
depth  has  been  made  suitable  to  navi- 
gation at  extreme  low  water  level  by 
vessels  drawing  twenty  feet. 

Accommodation  is  afforded  to  three 
vessels  to  -lie  in  the  lock,  one  behind  th4 
other  one;  one  of  the  lake  type  320  feet 
long,  with  ready  means  of  entrance  and 
exit  on  a  course  through  the  gates  and 
lock  straight  with  the  line  of  the  canal. 
W^.  G.  Thompson  was  the  superintend- 
ing engineer.  A  contract  for  the  swing 
bridge  to  carry  the  line  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  railway  over  the  Sault  Ste. 
Marie  canal  was  also  let,  and  has  been 
about  completed. 

Commencing  on  the  Cana^dian  side, 
the  approach  to  the  bridge  Is  a  timber 
trestle  1500  feet  In  length,  with  two 
spans  of  iron  crossing  a  small  branch 
of  the  river;  then  1900  feet  more  of 
trestle  to  the  main  bridge,  consisting 
of  ten  spans  of  242  feet  each,  pin  con- 
nection through  girders;  then  350  feet 
of  l)ank.  which  reaches  the  north  abut- 
ment of  the  swing  bridge  over  the  Sault 
Ste.  Marie  canal.  The  swing  has  a  total 
length  of  396  feet,  crossing  the  canal  at 
an  angle  of  about  60  degrees:  then  an-: 
other  bank  of  200  feet,  and  a  plate  gir- 
der over  Canal  street  reaches  the 
southerly  limit  of  the  bridge  com- 
pany's property. 

The  new  canal  at  present  has  not  an 
available  draft  of  more  than  fourteen 
feet  <  n  account  of  the  large  boulders  in 
the  channels,  which  are  to  l)e  removed 
at  once.  The  full  depth  of  water  will 
not  be  found  until  about  July  15-

LOW  LAKE  LEVELS. 


How  Carrying  Capacity  Would 
be  Affected  by  It. 

Milwaukee,  {June  13. — A  si>e(cial  to 
the  Wisconsin  from  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  says: 
Secretary  Keep,  of  the  Lake  Carriers' 

association,  has  submitted  to  A.  J.  H. 
Ruffner.  United  States  engineer,  at  the 
request  of  the  latter,  a  rejwrt  on  the 
estimated  decrease  in  the  carrying  ca- 
pacity of  the  lake  fleet  under  a  three, 
six  or  nine  inch  fall  In  the  mean  level 
of  the  lakes  by  drainage  through  the 
Chicago  canal. 

He  figures  that  a  lowering  of  the  lake 
levels  by  three  inches  would  diminish 
the  carrying  capacity  of  the  lake  fleet 
1.142,370  tons  and  reduce  Its  earnings 
$.'J71,1S5.  A  lowering  nf  six  inches  would 
cut  the  capacity  2.2S4.740  terns  and  di- 
minish its  earnings  $1,142,370.  A  low- 
ering of  nine  inches  wotild  affect  the 
capacity  to  the  extent  of  3,427,110  tons 
and   'wipe    out    $1,723,550    In    earnings. 

The  earnings  of  lake  vessels  are  es- 
timated at  30  cents  per  ton  of  carg»> 
carried  over  and  above  cost  of  li>ading 
and  unloading.  Mr.  Keep  estimates  the 
capacity  of  the  lake  fleet,  figuring  on  a 
basis  of  twenty-five  loads  for  steamers 
per  season  and  fifteen  loads  for  schoon- 
ers, at  33,000,000  tons.  The  estimate 
does  not  include  Canadian  vessels.  Mr. 
Keep  concludes  as  follows: 

"The  change  which  is  going  on  In  the 
lake  fleet  is  extremely  rapid  the 
smaller  vessels  disappearing  and  the 
larger  vessels  taking  their  places.  This 
process  in  the  natural  growth  In  the 
traffic  will  tend  to  grally  increase  the 
effect  of  the  fall  of  t.-ie  Take  levels  in 
capacity  of  carrying  as  time  goes  on."

Could  Not  Bear  to  See  Her 

Speaking  to  Anyone 

Else. 


San  Jose.  Cal..  June  13. — A  stranjre 
ease  of  suicide  came  to  the  attention 
of  the  coroner  late  last  nl^ht,  the  young 
lady  taking  her  life  being  Amelia  Rein- 
halt,  an  Austrian  girl,  about  22  years 
.  icf.  employed  as  a  waitress  in  the 
Hureka  hotel.  The  cause  for  the  deed 
was  despondency,  resulting  from  pro- 
spective separation  from  her  room 
mate.  Miss  Oussie  Mtinson,  another 
employe  at  the  hotel.  She  flred  two 
bullets  into  her  right  temple  and  died 
ins'tantly.  Either  wound  would  have 
been  fatal. 

The  woman  had  prepared  herself  for 
death  by  dressing  herself  neatly  and 
then  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  floor 
i>f  her  sleeping  room  she  pulled  the 
trigger  of  an  old  fashioned  German 
self-cix'king  revolver,  falling  dead  to 
the  floor.  She  had  come  from  Austria 
with  her  parents  and  a  brother  a  year 
ago.  The  father  and  mother  are  now 
farming  near  Capitola.  She  had  been 
in  the  hotel  about  Ave  months.  Short- 
ly after  coming  to  work,  she  took  a 
fancy  to  Miss  Munson.  This  feeling 
grew  upon  her.  and  she  soon  declared 
that  she  loved  her  friend. 

When  Miss  Munson  told  the  girl  on 
Monday  that  she  intended  leaving  the 
house,  she  became  despondent.  She 
grew  more  morose  and  last  night  was 
heart  broken.  Her  looks  betrayed  her 
feelings,  and  it  was  only  an  hour  after 
Miss  Munson  left  the  house  that  the 
girl  committed  the  act. 

"The  girl  was  really  in  love  with  me. 
Her  affection  grew  to  that  extent  that 
she  became  jealous  of  my  sister  and 
other  members  of  the  family,""  said 
Miss  Munson.  "When  I  indicated  that 
I  intended  calling  upon  my  sister,  even 
though  she  was  Invited,  she  protested 
and  thought  I  was  unkind  to  her.  She 
was  constantly  at  my  side,  and  never 
cared  to  enter  upon  her  duties  and  be 
apart  from  me.  She  often  told  me 
that  she  could  not  live  without  me. 

"We  were  room  mates,  and  that  is 
how  we  became  Intimate.  She  was  of 
a  gentle  and  pleasing  disposition,  but 
her  jealousy  was  so  marked  that  it  wa-« 
the  subject  of  much  comment.  When  I 
would  talk  to  others  in  the  house  the 
poor  girl  would  think  that  she  had  been 
slighted,  and  often  called  my  attention 
to  the  fact  that  I  should  not  have 
talked  to  any  one  out  of  her  presence." 

The  proprietor  of  the  hotel  states  that 
the  young  woman  was  dutiful,  and  re- 
ceived no  company.  The  coroner  took 
charge  of  the  body,  but  he  excluded 
the  curious  crowd,  and  word  was  sent 
to  her  parents.  The  suicide  left  no 
message. 


MESS  BOY'S  STORY. 


Additional  Description  of  Hor- 
rors of  Colima  Wreck. 

San  Francisco,  June  13. — Robert  Gonz- 
sales,  a  mess  boy  of  t^e  lost  Colima. 
who  arrived  here  this  morning  in  com- 
pany with  Frederick  Johnson,  a  sailor, 
gives  a  vivid  description  of  the  flght 
made  by  the  helpless  women  and  child- 
ren when  the  ship  went  down.  When 
the  boat  began  to  rock  and  roll  the 
passengers  In  the  steerage  did  not  seem 
to  thing  that  much  was  the  matter. 
•  The  rolling  of  the  ship  became  more 
violent,"  said  he,  "and, after  a  while  the 
boatswain  came  to  the  companionway 
and  told  us  to  get  out.  Even  then  the 
passengers  did  not  appear  to  under- 
stand that  anything  was  serious  and 
went  out  slowly. 

"I  saw  most  of  them  go  to  the  com- 
panionway and  come  back,  but  I  did  not 
know  why  at  the  time.  I  ran  to  the 
ladder  leading  to  the  deck,  and  started 
to  go  up.  Before  I  had  reached  the 
middle  of  the  ladder  I  saw  why  the 
others  had  come  back.  They  could  not 
get  out.  The  lumber  and  other  stuff 
on  the  deck  had  shifted  and  the  com- 
panionway hatches  were  covered  up. 
They  were  like  rats  in  a  barrel.  They 
could  not  get  out  and  had  to  wait  until 
the   water  came  in  on  them. 

"Being  familiar  with  the  ship,  I  ran 
through  the  hold  and  crawled  up  the 
dummy  waiter  to  the  pantry  above.   I

"That  itjodorn  collosus,  the  Roths- 
childs combination.  Is  the  greatest 
brokerage  establishment  the  world  has 
ever  seen.  It  deals  with  corporations 
and  nations  which  force  from  the  peo- 
ple their  earnings  either  by  monopoliz- 
ing the  necessaries  of  life,  'or  through 
sovereign  power  of  taxation.

How 
could  the  Uothschlld.s'  combiuialon  per- 
form such  a  contract  and  stop  the  ship- 
ment of  gold  from  America  to  Europe 
unless  they  had  control  of  the  gt)l(l. 
The  goldites  proclaim  that  the  people 
of  this  countr.v  are  entitled  to  the  best 
money  with  the  greatest  purchasing 
power  of  any  n.atlon  In  the  world.  What 
right  liavf  the  people  to  the  gold  which 
thf  combination  own  and  controls'.' 
The  people  now  know  where  the  gold 
is  which  they  are  told  is  the  only  money 
tht'y  can  have. 

"As  long  as  the  standard  money  of 
the  Western  world  is  in  the  hands  of 
this  colossal  combination  just  so  long 
will  the  purchasing  power  of  gold  In- 
ctease  and  the  price  of  property  de- 
cline. The  American  people  have  been 
betrayed  with  a  kiss  for  the  last  time. 
They  now  know  that  every  one  who 
(lualitles  his  determination  to  fight  for 
the  free  and  unlimited  coinage  of  silver, 
at  the  ratio  of  16  to  1.  by  the  United 
States  alone,  is  an  enemy  of  the  cause. 
All  we  demand  is  the  16  to  1  law  of  1834 
and  1S37.  There  were  no  "ifs"  and 
"ands"  about  those  statutes.  There 
are  none  In  the  creed  of  a  true  bimetal- 
list.  One  more  gold  president  might 
do  the  work  and  destroy  the  founda- 
tions of  Republican  institutions,  which 
Is  Independence  and  prosperity  of  the 
people. 

"Thanks  to  Mr.  Cleveland,  the  pur- 
poses of  the  enemy  are  disclosed.  If 
the  people  submit  to  financial  bondage 
and  lose  their  liberty,  they  will  have 
been  warned  in  time.  The  gold  stand- 
ard, falling  prices  and  hard  times  are 
as  much  the  policy  of  Sherman,  Harri- 
son and  the  great  mass  of  leading  Re- 
publicans as  it  is  of  Cleveland  himself. 
The  only  difference  is  that  Cleveland 
proclaims  openly  what  the  hypocrites 
do  secretly." 


IRON  MARKET. 


Iron  Trade  Review  Reports  Im- 
, proved  Conditions. 

Cleveland.    Ohio,    June    13.— The    Iron 

Trade  Review  this  week  will  say:  The 

week  has  brought  the  regular  quota 
of  advances  In  prices  and  In  wages  to 
the  iron  and  steel  industry.  Mahon- 
ing valley  furnaces  have  granted  their 
employes  a  second  increase  of  10  per 
cent,  following  the  pace  set  in  Shenan- 
doah valley  a  few  weeks  ago  and  East- 
ern steel  works  have  announced  higher 
rates  effective  with  July.  In  pig  Jron, 
under  continued  buying,  Bessemer  has 
risen  to  $11. SO  in  the  valley,  and  $12  is 
expected  by  sellers  as  the  next  stage 
In  the  advance,  making  the  Pittsburg 
price  $12.65. 

The  most  important  development  is 
the  renewed  effort  to  make  effective, 
what  has  been  discussed  at  intervals 
for  several  years  in  connection  with 
the  leading  pig  iron  producers  of  the 
South— the  establishment  of  a  selling 
agency,  and  the  allotment  of  output, 
with  an  agreed  basis  of  prices  for  the 
different  grades.  'It  is  reported  that 
$7.50  for  gray  forge  at  Alabama  fur- 
naces is  the  figure  talked  of.  The  Ten- 
nessee Coal.  Iron  and  Railroad  com- 
pany, and  the  St.  Louis  Iron  and  Steel 
company,  are  the  chief  figures  In  the  ar- 
rangement, and  It  Is  believed  their  di- 
rectors have  sanctioned  a  year's  ar- 
rangement. 

The  steady  advance  in  Southern  iron, 
amounting  now  to  $1,  has  been  support- 
ed by  the  well  sold  condition  of  the 
leading  furnaces  and  this  condition 
opens  the  way  to  still  higher  prices  so 
that  the  difficulties  such  a  move  would 
have  encountered  at  any  time  in.  the 
past  two  years  .ire  largely  removed. 
With  the  proposed  advance  in  Southern 
iron  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  hold- 
ing current  prices  on  Northern  foundry 
and  forge  irons  and  giving  a  margin 
besides  for  still  higher  prices,  especially 
if  Southern  roads  should  put  their  rates 
up  correspi>ndingly.

A  NEGATIVE  REPLY- 

Manitoba  Refuses  to  Enforce 
the  Remedial  Order. 

Wininlpeg.  June  j;!.— Monltoba  will  to- 
day reply  In  the  negative  to  the  de- 
mand of  the  Ottawa  government  that 
sepatiate  schools  be  i^tablished  in  the 
prlvlnce  as  commandeil  by  the  order 
presented  to  the  legislature  last  April. 
This  reply  will  be  presentt^d  to  the  leg- 
islature this  afternoon  and  states  In 
effect: 

"We  are  compelled  to  respectfully 
staite  to  your  excellency  in  council  that 
we  cajinot  accept  the  responsibility  of 
carrj'lng  into  effect  the  terms  of  the 
remedial  order.  Objections  upon  prin- 
ciple may  be  taken  to  amy  modification 
of  edu«itional  statues  which  would  re- 
sult In  (the  establishment  of  one  or  moiv 
sets  of  separate  s^'.hoi>ls.  Apjart  even 
from  u*.jectlons  uiK)n  principle,  there 
are  serious  objections  from  a  purely 
educational  standjjolnt.  We  labor  un- 
der great  difflculties  in  maintaining  an 
etfident  system  of  primary  education. 
The  school  taxes  bear  heavily  ui>on  our 
people,  the  large  amount  of  land  which 
is  free  from  school  taxes  and  the  great 
extent  of  country  over  which  our  small 
poimlatlon  is  scattennl  pre.«ent  ol>stacles 
to  efficiency  and  priDgress.  The  reforms 
effected  in  1S90  have  given  an  impetus 
to  educational  work,  but  the  difficulties 
which  we  inherit  in  <iur  circumstances 
have  constantly  to  be  met. 

"It  will  be  obvious  that  establishment 
of  a  set  of  Roman  Catholic  schools, 
followed  by  a  set  df  Anglican  schools, 
ant^  possibly  Mennonlte  and  Icelandic 
schools,  would  sii  emaj^culate  our  pre- 
sent system  that  any  approach  to  even 
our  present  general  standard  of  effi- 
ciency would  be  f|uite  impossible.  We 
have  no  hesitation  in  .saying  there  can- 
not be  suggested  any  measure  which  in 
t>ur  minds  would  more  seriously  im- 
peril the  development  of  our  province." 

It  Is  held  that  any  action  of  the  par- 
liament of  Canada  looking  to  the  res- 
toration of  Roman  Catholic  privileges 
must,  to  be  of  substantial  benefit,  be 
supplemented  by  the  voluntary  action 
of  the  provincial  legislature. 

The  reply  will  express  wlllingmess  to 
reimburse  Catholics  if  any  Injustice  has 
been  done  in  the  matter  of  private 
church  funds  invested.

AGAINST  THE  GOVERNOR. 
Indianapolis,  June  13.— The  supreme 
court  today  affirmed  the  prison  direc- 
tors' case.  It  came  up  from  La  Porte 
county  where  the  circuit  court  decided 
against  the  governor  in  the  cimten- 
tiim  over  the  appointing  power  In  the 
matter  of  the  selection  of  trustees  for 
the  state  prison.  The  law  of  the  last 
legislature  ilelegated  to  a  board  of  of- 
flcers the  right  to  appoint  directors  for 
the  prisoners.  The  governor  attacked 
the  constitutionality  of  the  law.  hold- 
ing that  the  legislature  might  create  an 
office  but  had  no  power  to  fill  it.  claim- 
ing the  appointing  power  was  lodged  in 
him.  and  could  not  otherwise  be  dele- 
gated.

ALLAYING  THEIR  FEARS. 

Decision   of  Bicycle  National 
Racing  Board. 

St.  Louis,  June  13.— Ever  since  John 
S.  Johnson,  the  crack  bicyclist,  was  re- 
cently declared  a  professional  by  the 
national  racing  board  of  the  American 
Lt  ague  of  Wheelmen,  rumors  have  been 
given  wide  circulation  to  the  effect  that 
Sanger.  Titus,  Zlegler.  Cabanno  and 
other  Class  U  men  were  being  investi- 
gated and  would  be  dealt  with  in  a 
similar  manner.  This  has  caused  much 
uneasiness  among  racing  bicyclists  who 
feared  that  they  might  suffer  the  fate 
of  Johnson.  To  relieve  this  suspense  a 
bulletin  has  been  issued  by  the  nation- 
al racing  board,  of  which  the  following 
Is  a  part : 

"To  relieve  racing  men  of  their  un- 
just suspicions,  caused  by  unauthorized 
announcements  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  racing  board.  It  may  be  stated  that 
the  invariable  intent  of  this  board  Is 
to  fully  enforce  the  rules,  and  discip- 
line all  riders,  who  by  violation  of  the 
rules  render  themselves  liable  to  pen- 
alty. The  fact  that  no  penalization  of 
Clafi3  B  men  appears  in  this  week's 
bulletin  is  evidence  that  the  board  has 
so  far  no  grounds  for  discipline  in  any 
of  them."

Quite  a  number  of  Eastern 
dKilers  an<l  their  buyoRs  have  been  her.- 
and;  IfMikiMl  over  s'toeka  and  sized  up  tJie 
situation  In  this  vicinity,  without,  how- 
ever, taking  inucli  lumber.  The  dumnnd 
has  sh<rwn  a  little  falling  off,  as  is  na- 
tural lor  this  .Season  of  the  year.  The 
news  from  Eastern  markets  is  all  of  a 
more  favorable  chuiracler.  Dealers  are 
doing  more  business  in  I'.ulT.ilo,  Ton;i- 
wan<la,  AH>any  and  New  York  city  than 
a  month  ago,  and  the  total  saks  aver- 
age Uli   Well. 

The  news  from  the  farming  districts 
of  the  West  remains  encouraging,  und 
there  Is  every  piMspec>t  that  the  de- 
mand for  lumber  by  farmers  will  take 
care  of  any  sui-i)lus  there  may  be  in 
Minnesota  milKs.  Stix^ks  here  are  again 
becoming  well  assorted,  through  the 
new  cut.  In  Duluth  there  Is  very  little 
of  last  year's  lumlK-r  left,  prolmblv  n>  t 
over  3.0U0,000  fe.-t  all  tr>ld,  that  i.s  un- 
sold. Moest  of  the  old  lumber  sold  hvis 
iK'cn  already  moved  out.  I'p  to  date 
mills  here  have  sawn  about  7,">,000.noo 
feet,  a  very  fair  portion  of  which  has 
been  sold  to  Chicago  and  the  Ea.m. 
Some  of  the  millf^are  sidd  ahead  of  the 
saw  on  s<ime  grades  of  lumber.  One 
tlrm  which  is  making  ah.iut  160.000  feet 
a  day  has  sold  over  7.000,000  feiH  of  this 
season's  cut.  of  course  a  good  part  <.r 
this  lumber  S(dd  Is  yet  to  be  cut.  so 
that  there  is  lumber  of  some  grades  on 
hand.

Judge  Shaw  made  the  opening  ad- 
dress in  the  Merritt-Rockefeller  case 
yesterday  afternoon.  His  argument 
was  clear  and  logical  and  he  airaycd 
the  facts  in  the  light  of  the  defendant's 
evidence  in  a  strong  manner.  His  ad- 
dress was  not  marked  by  any  great 
eloquence. 

He  dwelt  in  opening  on  the  impor- 
tance of  the  case  and  the  responsi- 
bility (if  the  jury.  It  is  a  case  which  dt- 
n\an«is  co'.d,  dl.-«passionate  reasoning. 
}{i'  did  not  enter  into  a  histork-al  review 
init  went  at  once  to  the  argument.  He 
said  it  is  an  action  for  deceit  and  the 
plaintiff  must  prove  that  representa- 
ilous  were  made,  that  they  were  false, 
that  he  was  ueceived  by  them,  that  he 
was  damaged  by  acting  upon  them  and 
that  the  action  was  so  induced  by  the.^u 
representations.  The  burden  is  on 
the  plaintiff  to  prove  all  these 
facts  by  a  preponderance  of  evidence. 

The  contract  of  Aug.  28,  1S93,  was 
then  taken  up  and  its  various  provi- 
ions  and  features  discussed.  The  only 
properties  remaining  in  the  case  in 
which  false  representations  are  alleged 
are  the  Penokee  &  Gogebic  and  Span- 
ish-American. The  utmost  extent  the 
Consolidated  mines  could  be  damaged 
is  the  amount  they  paid  for  them.  The 
total  amount  they  cost  Rockefeller  was 
$1,-^20,866.27.  In  round  numbers  they 
cost  the  Consolidated  $1,700,000.  That 
is  the  utmost  amount  the  Consolidated 
could  have  been  damaged.  The  plain- 
tiff could  be  damaged  no  more  by  this 
than  the  nortlon  which  would  fall  to 
his  share  of  the  stock.  The  plaintiff 
claims  this  caused  the  depreciation  of 
Consolldate.1  stock  from  50  cents  to  10 
e^nts  on  the  dollar.  Before  speaking 
of  the  absurdity  of  this  he  said  he 
would  comment  on  the  evidence. 
INCEPTION  OF  THE  SCHEME. 

The  first  thing  is  the  inception  of  the 
scheme  of  consolidation.  Lon  Merritt 
he  said,  tried  to  convey  the  impression 
that  the  scheme  originated  in  the  mind 
of  the  defendant  Rockefeller.  Lon  Mer- 
ritt it  was  apparent  acted  for  all  the 
brothers.  He  would  assume,  therefore, 
wliatever  Lon  did  as  what  his  brother 
did.  He  cited  the  organization  of  the 
New  York  and  Missabe  Iron  company, 
referred  to  Merrltt's  letters  and  quoted 
the  contract  of  July  1.  1893.  to  prove 
that  the  consolidation  idea  originated 
with  Lon  Merritt  and  Wetmore.  The 
idea  in  taking  in  Rockefeller  was  that 
hewould  give  them  credit  and  stand- 
ing-. 

What  are  the  representations.  Judge 
Shaw  asked.  Only  two,  one  that  these 
companies  were  insolvent,  the  other 
that  they  owed  some  money  outside  of 
their  funded  indebtedness.  These  were 
made,  it  is  claimed,  in  August.  The 
talk  with  Rockefeller  was  referred  to 
and  the  speaker  left  it  to  the  jury  to 
consider  all  the  evidence  in  regard  to 
this  and  draw  its  conclusion.  If  the 
jury  finds  that  the  representations 
were  made  it  is  only  one  step.  It  must 
next  be  found  that  they  were  false, 
that  the  person  making  them  knew  the 
defendant  rolled  upon  them  as  true. 

Assuming  that  the  representations 
were  true  he  passed  to  the  question  of 
insolvency.  The  properties  cf>uld  not 
be  considered  insolvent  in  August.  189:!, 
becau.se  they  were  technically  insol- 
vent in  1S94.  By  technically  insolvent 
he  meant  that  they  had  plenty  of  assets 
but,  owing  to  the  depression  of  the 
times,  they  were  unable  to  pay  some  of 
their  debts.  No  evidence  of  even 
technical  insolvency  had  been  produced 
in  the  case  of  the  Spanish-American 
company.  The  properties  of  both  this 
and  the  Penokee  &  Gogebic  were  shown 
to  be  worth  several  millions,  then  can 
you  say  those  representations  were  un- 
true he  asked. 

GOOD    FAITH    OF    DEFENDANT. 

The  good  faith  of  the  defendant  is 
most  important  of  all.  Judge  Shaw  said. 
If  he  had  reason  to  believe  what  he  said 
there  was  no  false  representation  in 
the  meaning  of  the  Law.  There  is  no 
evidence  to  show  that  he  did  not  believe 
his  representations  to  be  true.  When 
the  element  of  good  faith  appears  in  a 
tran.saction  all  fraud  disappears  and 
if  the  jury  finds  that  the  defendant  had 
reason  to  believe  his  representations 
to  be  true  then  there  can  be  no  fraud. 
Look  at  the  contracts  made  all  through 
July  and  see  if  they  do  not  show  that 
lie  was  not  relying  solely  on  represen- 
tations made  to  him  in  New  York. 

Outside  of  all  these  questions  there 
arises  that  of  cause  and  effect.  The 
plaintiff  must  show  that  his  damage 
was  effected  by  the  cause  which  he 
says  produced  it.  The  cause  he  al- 
leges is  the  beating  of  the  Consolidated 
mines  out  of  $1,700,000;  he  charges  that 
this  reduced  his  stock  from  $.'>0  to  $10. 
His  stock  was  only  a  fraction  of  the 
whole.  Me  lik'-ned  the  figuring  of  the 
plaintiff  to  that  of  Col.  Sellers — he  sees 
millions  in  it.  The  financial  distress 
of  the  whole  country  caused  the  great 
depreciation  of  the  stock.  Is  John  I>. 
Rockefeller  to  be  charged  with  the  fin- 
ancial stringH-ncy  of  the  country?  Hut 
these  properties  he  declared  are  worth 
today  six  or  seven  million  dollars,  ac- 
cording to  the  evidence. 

The  re-trade  was  next  referred  to 
and  the  fart  that  Rockefeller  took 
back  his  properties  was  dwelt  upon. 
He  took  stock  at  par  although  it  was 
then  worth  only  10  cents.  This  he  said 
.seemed  to  him  to  have  been  a  gift  of 
!K>  cents  on  the  dollar  and  Rockefeller's 
sole  Intention  was  to  undo  the  trade 
because  the  properties  were  In  financial 
trouble,     r  . 

"I  simply  demand  fair  treatment  for 
J.  I).  Rockefeller.  '  said  he.  "When 
he  goes  into  a  deal  honestly  and  shows 
all  through  it  a  desire  to  be  honest  he 
is  entitled  to  the  same  treatment  as  any 
other  man.  He  is  entitled  to  fair  treat- 
mont  at  your  hands  even  If  he  is  John 
D.  Rockef*  Her.  He  Is  a  wealthy  man, 
hut  we  are  not  hen-  to  Inquire  how  be- 
got it.  We  are  not  here  to  determine 
whether  or  not  there  Is  a  just  claim 
against  him." 

It  was  3:.^iO  o'clock  when  Judge  Shaw 
concluded  his  address,  having  occupied 
an  hour  and  three  quarters. 

MR.    WASHBURN'S   ARGTTMENT. 

Mr.  Washburn  then  began  his  argu- 
ment and  spoke  for  an  hour.  It  was  h 
great  effort  and;  several  sensational 
points  were  brought  out.  He  held  the 
attention  of  the  jurors  closely  and  two 


or  three  limes  tiie  crowd  had  to  be 
lalled  to  order,  the  judge  once  remind- 
ing the  spectators  that  the  court  was 
not  a  place  of  amusement. 

Mr.  WasJhbuni  liegan  his  argument  at 
4  o'cliK-k.  This  is  an  action  in  deceit, 
he  said.  Briefly  stated  the  plaintilT 
owned  certain  pn>-perties  worth  ovf-r 
$1,000,000  before  he  went  into  his  deal- 
ings with  the  defendant.  He  said  he 
wanted  it  undei-stood  'that  they  weie 
not  asking  for  any  of  John  D.  Rocke- 
fellers money,  they  were  only  asking 
for  what  Hglitfully  belongs  to  Alfred 
.MerHtt.  A  f*w  words  as  <o  Alfred  Mer- 
rill's {x-rsionality  iind  career  were  given. 
The  discovery  of  the  inn  range  by  the 
Merritts  and  the  acquirements  of  the'.r 
properties  were  referred  to.  He  was 
induced  to  pari  witih  tl.ese  through 
John  D.  Rockefeller  ()r  his  agent.  F.  T. 
Gates.  The  que.-5tion  <of  agency,  he 
thought,  had  been  clearly  established  to 
thje  sajtisfactioii    if  the  jury. 

The  proposition,  he  said,  is  that  Mr. 
Merritt  put  '.lis  holding;?  into  oth»  r 
properties  thai  were  not  worth  what 
tliey  were  represented  to  be.  One  of 
the  vital  points  made  by  the  defense- 
is  that  there  was  a  previous  Idea  of 
consolidation  Testing  in  the  minds  of 
Lon  Merritt  and  associates.  It  will  be 
necessary  to  ilnd  who  has  told  the  truth 
on  the  stand  l-.eie.  Somebody  has  not. 
"If  H  were  outside  this  court  I  would 
say  they  lied  but  here  in  this  court 
n^om  I  will  say  they  are  mistaken." 
WETMORK  .\  STOOL  PIGEON. 
They  introduced  Ic-'tters.  he  .«aid,  let- 
ters from  Lcn  to  his  brothers.  These 
cemented  the  truth  of  the  plaintiffs 
case.  Every  tne  of  them  was  written 
after  Lon  Mti-rltt's  conference  witii 
Rockefeller  and  Gates  and  they  dis- 
closed Lon's  absolute  reliance  on  their 
representations.  Wetmore.  he  said,  W3'5 
the  stool  pigeon  of  Rockefeller  and  in 
the  first  contract  was  found  provision.^, 
which  would  prive  this.  Rockefeller 
claimed  he  wias  not  interested  in  Wet- 
niore's  contract  but  It  was  through  Mr. 
Wetmore  that  the  Merrills  got  ste-ereJ 
into  Rockefellers  camp. 

Ev^ry  conitraict,  Mr.  Washburn  con- 
tinued, was  drawn  by  Rcckefeller  .s 
side.  The  Fame  fine  Italian  hand  np- 
I  ears  in  all.  Everywhere  in  the  cor- 
tra.^ts  Wetmore  is  placed  with  the  Mer- 
rills. Whose  partner  was  he?  Was  h^- 
the  Merritts".' 

Now,  c  jme  to  consolidation.  Lon  Fald 
Wetmore  and  Colby  were  pushing  him 
into  consoliviat'.nn.  Did  they  aslt  Colby 
about  that  v.hen  he  was  on  the  stand.' 
Gates  told  Lon  Merritt  Rockefeller  ha-1 
heard  of  His  rt-fusal  to  go  Into  con- 
solidation and  approved  of  it.  How  did 
Rockefeller  Hnd  it  out?  Tliey  do  not 
tell  us.  Like  Roarers,  he  simply  knew  it. 
THE  INTERVIEW. 
The  conference  between  Rockefeller 
and  Merritt  was  referred  to.  The  Idta 
that  Rockefeller  met  Merritt  simply  lo 
talk  weather  y.nd  air  was  ridiculed. 
Gates  and  Rogers  were  brouglit  here  to 
break  down  Lon's  testimony.  The  first 
thing  to  do  was  to  c'nange  the  date.  It 
had  to  be  made  sub-sequent  to  the  sign- 
ing of  the  July  1  contract.  The  evi- 
dence concerning  the  inter\iew  was 
gone  into.  He  referred  to  Rogers  briefly 
and  thens'aid  Mr.  Gates  had  Impeached 
himself.  If  his  dates  are  not  right  then 
his  version  of  the  Interview  must  go 
down.  Why  do  sucli  men  as  Gates  and 
Rogers,  shrewd  as  they  axe,  fall  down 
and  such  men  as  the  Merritts  who  have 
not  even  their  private  correspondence 
to  refresh  their  memory  stand  un- 
shaki-n?  The  Merrit:s  tell  the  truth, 
that  Is  why. 

Gates'  le.stimony  was  picked  to  pieces 
in  a  caustic  manner.  He  reminded  the 
jury  of  the  way  he  "preacJied"  at  them, 
(^ates,  he  said,  was  as  good  a  witness 
as  the  plaintiff  had. 

From  this  he  dropped  to  the  consider- 
ation of  the  January  meetings  when 
Rockefeller  handed  back  some  of  his 
spoils.  After  he  had  plastered  bonis 
all  in-er  the  properties  he  found  one  at 
least  was  no  good.  Who  did  he  hand 
back  the  properties  to,  to  Alfred  Mer- 
rill? No,  he  did  the  ma«nanimf>us  act 
of  handing  it  tack  to  John  D.  Rocke- 
f.-ihr.  The  Merritts  told  what  was  in 
the  rc'olu'Jons  Intr  »duc?d  at  those 
meetings  wiTnout  havinj;  seen  them  for 
nearly  two  years  and  vol  they  told  ju.^^t 
what  was  in  those.  Does  that  not  tell 
you  that  they  have  been  telling  the 
trufh  all  the  time? 

Rockefrller  did  not  c<ime  here  to  be 
cross-examined  but  he  could  bring  m.on 
all  th?  way  from  San  Francisco  to  put 
on  the  stand.  He  said  in  conclusion  he 
would  not  tell  the  jury  'how  satisfied 
he  would  be  with  the  verfiict.  He  would 
not  be  satisfied  unless  they  gave  Alfred 
Merritt  what  is  rightfully  his. 

Court  adjourned  to  9  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing. 

ATTORNEY  COTTON  ARGUED. 
This  morning  Attorney  J.  B.  Cotton 
took  up  the  argument  for  the  defense. 
The  court  room  was  filled  all  morning, 
a  large  number  of  ladies  being  present. 
The  addresses  were  listened  to  with 
great  interest  and  attention. 

He  claimed  no  misrepresentations 
were  made  as  to  the  properties.  The 
Penokee  &  Gogebic  had  300.000  tons  of 
ore  on  the  docks  at  Cleveland,  had  over 
a  million  tons  on  the  stock  pile.  They 
do  not  charge  mere  technical  insolvency 
but  with  actual  Insolvency.  They  say 
Rockefeller  is  an  associate  of  Wetmore. 
but  where  does  the  evidence  show  that? 
Not  in  a  single  spot.  He  was  the  part- 
ner in  all  the  deals  with  the  Merrills. 
He  failed  under  the  awful  load  on  his 
shimlders  when  the  terrible  panic  came. 
Hut  for  that  he  believed  Wetmore  and 
the  Merritts  would  have  succeeded  in 
their  ventures. 

The  question  of  who  cau.sed  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Consolidated  mines 
was  the  brought  up  and  it 
was  maintained  that  the  ccm- 
.solldation  was  the  work  of  the  Merritts. 
Letters  of  the  Merritts  were  cited  to 
prove  this. 

ARF:    FURTHER    ISSUES. 
Conc€Hiing    that    the    representations 
alleged  to  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Gates 
were   false   they    must   prove    that    the 
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plaintiff  lost  by  reason  of  them.  They 
must  do  more  than  talk  of  fraud,  there 
are  further  Issues  in  the  case.  The  con- 
dition of  the  Penokee  &  Gogebic  com- 
pany in  .August,  1S93,  was  diseussed 
figaln.  He  declared  the  Penokee  & 
(!ogebi(-  liad  paid  dividends  and  there 
is  ore  to  the  amount  of  several  million 
tons  in  sight.  As  to  the  Sr)anish-AMi- 
erican  mines  he  said  there  was  really 
no  evidence  necessary  to  prove  it  a  val- 
uable projjerty.  It  was  (mly  a  business 
proposition  and  the  >irorH  could  flgure 
it  as  well  as  he.  They  were  all  busi- 
ness men,  some  were  farmers— he  had 
l)een  a  farmer  himself  in  his  boyhood- 
tiut  any  one  of  them  could  figure  it  out 
for  himself. 

Turning  to  the  railroad  he  said  if  Mr. 
Rockefeller  had  .so  desired  he  could 
have  allowed  it  to  go  Into  the  hands  fif 
a  receiver  instead  of  loaning  it  money 
and  then  have  taken  it.  If  it  had  gone 
Into  the  hands  of  a  receiver  the  stock 
instead  of  being  worth  par  value  would 
have  been  worthless.  The  Merritts  in- 
creased all  the  valuations  on  their 
properties.  Rockefeller  saved  the  credit 
and  financial  standing  of  the  city  of 
Duluth  by  paying  the  railroad  debts. 
Every  change  in  the  contract  of  August 
28  from  that  of  July  1,  Is  in  favor  of  thu 
MeiTilts. 

He  claimed  that  the  plaintiff  can  only 
have  been  damaged  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  he  put  in  the  Consolidated. 
The  claim  practically  is  that  the  slock 
was  depreciated  from  twelve  to  three 
million  dollars,  a  damage  of  $9,000,- 
000.  When  reminded  that  his  time  had 
expired  Mr.  Cotton  closed  by  asking 
only  fair  treatment  from  the  jury  and 
careful  and  earnest  consideration  of 
the  case. 

It  was  10:15  o'clock  when  Col.  Harris 
began  the  concluding  argument  for  the 
plaintiff. 

COL.  HARRIS*  ADDRESS. 
In  opening  Col.  Harris  expressed  his 
pleasure  and  thanks  to  Judge  Riner 
tor  his  foibearance  in  the  trial  of  the 
case.  The  case  Is  momentous,  such  a 
one  as  has  rarely  been  known  in  the 
annals  of  litigation.  He  expressed  his 
confidence  in  the  result  and  spoke  for 
some  moments  on  the  jury  system. 

He  spoke  of  Alfred  Merritt,  the  plain- 
tiff, in  high  terms.  He  comes  before 
the  jury  stripped  of  his  belongings  and 
appeared  in  his  cause.  "The  defendant 
is  John  D.  Rockefeller?  Where  is  he? 
1  would  give  my  right  arm-to  have  him 
on  the  stand  one  hour. 

Where  is  he  and  ech<i  answers  where. 
"Why  did  he  not  come  here?  Why  did 
he  send  his  depositi(jn?  There  ie  a  stat- 
ute against  perjury  and  Rockefeller 
dared  not  come  to  Duluth  and  tell  the 
same  story  he  did  in  that  deposition. 
He  is  afraid  to  come,  a  cringing 
cowardly  cur  afraid  to  face  twelve  hon- 
est men.  He  sends  his  sycophants,  the 
men  who  bend  their  knee  before  him. 
He  tries  to  hide  himself  behind  the  sly, 
oily,  greasy  Gates." 

Some  figures  as  to  the  possessions  of 
Alfred  Merritt  as  shown  in  the  contract 
were  then  given  together  with  the 
slocks  he  received  in  exchange  and  the 
amount  of  damage  claimed  by  the 
plaintiff,  being  the  difference  between 
he  put  in  and  what  he  took  out.  He 
wante<l  no  verdict  on  technical 
grounds.  If  the  jury  did  not  believe  any 
raise  representations  had  been  made 
no  plaintiff  .could  get  no  verdict.  The 
man  who  drew  the  contract,  he  said, 
was  loo  smart  to  live.  Rockefeller 
would  give  a  good  deal  if  they  had  not 
put  those  valuations  in  there. 

THE  INTERVIEW  DISCUSSED. 
Lon  Merrill's  interview  with  Ro'^ite- 
feller  was  then  taken  up  and  the  idea 
of  their  meeting  to  talk  about  the 
weather  was  indiculed.  The  Standard 
Oil  building  where  they  met  is  gloomy 
and  peculiar.  It  ought  to  be  labeled 
"he  who  enters  here  leaves  all  hope  be- 
hind. "  When  Lon  entered  there  he  was 
doomed  and  all  his  family  was  doomed. 
He  surrendered  to  Rockefeller  and 
Gates.  Gates  came  In  for  another  roast 
and  Col.  Harris  congratulated  the  Bap- 
tist church  that  he  is  no  longer  one  of 
its  ministers. 

They  had  our  letters,  said  Col.  Harris, 
where  did  they  get  them?  When  they 
found  our  pri-vate  letters  why  did  they 
not  like  men  turn  them  back.  Lon  Mer- 
ritt trustful  and  confiding  wrote  to 
Gates  and  others,  in  the  fall  of  1893 
when  the  colls  were  even  then  being 
wound  about  him,  and  if  there  were 
ever  doubts  as  to  his  confidence  in  Gates 
and  Rockefeller  do  these  not  prove  his 
entire  belief  in  them.  In  the  letter  lo 
Gats  he  refers  to  in  a  natural  way  to 
the  meeting  with   Rockefeller. 

The  history  of  the  contract  of  Aug. 
28,  1893,  beginning  with  the  bringing  by 
Satterlee  of  the  first  contract  to  Du- 
luth was  gone  into. 

The  Rockefeller  properties  were  at- 
tacked. No  evidence  as  to  what  he 
actually  paid  for  them  was  given  ex- 
cept by  the  dapper  Rogers,  who  has 
"the  honor  to  be  confidential  secretary 
to  Mr.  Rockefeller  since  1877,  "  and  Col. 
Harris  said  he  left  the  stand  the  most 
used  up  man  he  evtr  saw.  The  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Penokee  &  Go- 
gebic he  then  went  into  and  claimed 
that  Rockefeller  was  a  heavy  creditor 
outside  of  the  funded  indebtedness. 
Why  did  they  not  ask  Colby  on  the 
stand  about  the  loan  to  the  Penokee  & 
(}ogebic  properly.  They  said  not  one 
word  to  him  about  it.  In  the  hands  of 
a  receiver  the  Penokee  &  Gogebic 
stock  would  have  gone  to  pieces  just 
as  Mr.  Cotton  claimed  would  have  been 
the  case  with  the  Missabe  road. 
RAN  AT  A  LOSS. 
The  claim  is  made  that  the  Penokee 
&  Gogebic  was  prosperous.  It  was  run- 
ning from  1890  to  1893  when  ore  was 
worth  $4  a  ton  and  yet  it  was  $600,000 
in  debt.  It  had  paid  no  dividends. 
It  was  worUiless.  Rockefellers  scheme 
was  lo  unload  It  on  the  Merritts. 

Col.  Sellers'  story  referred  to  by 
Judge  Shaw  was  characterized  by  Col. 
Harris  as  exactly  the  same  as  Mr.  Col- 
by's story  of  the  Spanish-American 
and  Penokee  &  Gogebic  properties.  They 
were  going  to  sell  their  ore  and  make 
big  money,  but  why  did  they  never  do 
it? 

Col.  Harris  spoke  of  the  great  respon- 
sibility he  felt  resting  upon  him  in 
conducting  this  case.  Seldom  is  there 
sucha  ca.se.  It  is  collossal  in  the 
amount  asked,  but  it  is  the  most  col- 
lossal transaction  ever  enacted.  The 
contract  of  Aug.  28.  transferred  the 
ownership  of  the  greatest  ore  bodies 
the  world  has  known. 

THE   JURY   CHARGED. 
It  was  12:4.'>  o'clock  when  Judge  Riner 
began  the  delivery  of  his  charge  to  the 
jury  and  he  occupied  half  an  hour. 

Judge  Riner  stated  the  ease  briefly,  to 
the  jury  In  opening  his  charge.  The 
claims  in  the  complaint  and  the  denials 
of  the  defendant  were  recited.  The 
issues  on  which  thry  were  to  pass  were 
then  commented  on.  The  jury  was  re- 
minded that  the  Great  Northern  and 
Great  Western  stocks  are  out  of  the 
case;  also  that  the  Ipaintiffs  claims 
as  against  the  Aurora  Mining  company 
were  withdrawn,  leaving  only  the  Pe- 
nokee and  Ciogebic  and  Spanish  Amer- 
ican  i)rop(-rties. 

The  burden  of  proof  is  on  the  plain- 
tiff to  prove  by  a  preponderance  of  evi- 
dence. It  is  necessary* to  sh<»w  whether 
(tales  was  Rockefellers  agent,  author- 
ized to  execute  the  transaction  or  that 
Rockefelleii  afterwards  ratified  it.  a 
subsequent  ratification  knowing  all  the 
facts  binding  him.  If  it  is  found  Gates 
was  not  the  agent  the  finding  will  have 
to  l)e  for  the  defendant. 

If  it  is  found  that  Gates  was  his  agent 
then  other  questions  must  be  consid- 
ered. The  representation  as  to  "dividend 
paying"  companies  is  not  complained 
of  and  can  <mly  be  considered  as  throw- , 
ing  light  on  the  .solvency  or  insolvency" 
of  the  companies  in  question.  If  it  is 
found  that  Gates  was  «gent  and  made 
!  these  representations  then  il  mtist 
i  next  be  found  that  they  were  false  and

Washington.  June  14.— Public  Printer 
Benedict  refused  to  treat  dire<-tly  with 
th«'  grievance  committee  of  the  local 
Bookbinders'  union  who  insisted  that 
an  alhtwance  of  ten  books  should  be 
tAade  on  a  days  stint  of  sixty  books 
for  head  l>in<llng.  Threats  of  "a  strike 
in  the  government  printing  offlce  have 
bten  made  if  the  demand  was  not  ac- 
ceded to.  The  public  printer  referred 
the    whole    matter    to    Foreman    H.    C. 

The  letter  said  In  part:  "f  know  of  no 
siale  or  price  for  piece  work  In  con- 
nection with  this  work,  and  1  cannot 
fa\or  any  task  allotment  of  work  in 
tills  odlce.  for  f  fear  thait  such  a  method 
would  sacrillce  (juality  for  quantity. 
But  I  would  not  have  you  understand 
that  I  desire  you  to  demand  of  any 
employe  any  other  than  a  fair  day's 
work  and  in  this  particular  ca.se  at 
issue  I  ask  you  not  to  require  more 
than  industrious,  careful  application  to 
duty  during  the  hours  of  employment, 
keeping  in  mind  at  all  tini'-s  the  urgen- 
cy of  the  work  and  the  necessity  of 
good  Work— work  creditable  to  the  em- 
ployes and  to  the  ofHce." 

Acting  on  this  letter  Foreman  Espey 
this  morning  gave  the  thirty-one  bind- 
ers i-ngaged  on  the  job  eight  hours  for 
a  day's  work.  Within  an  hour  two  men 
wen-  suspended  for  "loafing."  as  Fore- 
m;iii  E.«pey  ex|)lained.  and  .soon  after- 
ward the  grievance  committee,  headed 
by  President  Hyde,  of  the  local  union, 
left  the  ofTlce  to  dwide  wh«ther  their 
ultimatum  to  strike  would  be  carried 
out.  At  noon  they  had  nr)t  returned. 
Both  Mr.  Benedict  and  Mr.  Espey  ex- 
pressed the  (►pinion  that  there  would 
be  no  strike.  Mr.  Benedict  now  has  one 
binding  off  machine  in  the  office  which 
does  the  work  of  ten  men.  and  if  a 
stiike  is  precipitated,  he  would  un- 
doubtetlly  put  in  more  machines.

This  scar- 
city It  is  believed  Is  due  to  the  indis- 
criminate slaughter  of  the  last  two  or 
three  years. 

While  patrolling  the  waters  of  the 
North  Pacific  Capt.  Hooper  has  board- 
ed and  searched  a  number  of  sealers 
both  Canadian  and  American  but  there 
were  no  evidences  of  Illegal  killing  and 
hence  they  were  allowed  to  proceed. 

In  case  Capt.  Hooper's  observations 
in  the  open  sea  hold  gfwd  at  the  islands 
it  is  very  probable  that  the  maximum 
catch  of  the  Nf>rth  American  Commer- 
cial company  will  be  materially  reduced 
even  from  last  yar  when  it  reached 
only  about  IS.OoO  skins.

Winds  up  His  Career  With 

Three  Murders. 

He  is  Shot  Dead  by  a  Rela- 
tive of  One  of  the 
Victims. 


Bloody  Ending  of  a  Very  Un- 
desirable Kind  of 
Neighbor. 


Natchez.  Miss..  June  14.— At  Natchez 
Island  plantation  about  two  miles  be- 
low this  city  this  morning  R.  W.  Daw- 
son, a  shanty  boat  fisherman  and  all 
round  tough  character,  shot  and  killed 
Frank  Macklln,  manager  of  the  planta- 
tion and  severely  wounded  a  negro  boy. 
Daw.son  has  gained  much  not<triety  on 
account  of  his  connection  with  a  black 
female    denizen    of    doubtful    notoriety. 

The  negress  left  him  and  went  to  work 
on  the  island  plantation,  whereupon 
Dawson  moved  big  ^oat  to  the  island 
and  opened  a  gambling  house  and  be- 
came such  a  nuisance  that  he  was  or- 
dered away.  He  refused  togoandinthe 
altercation  that  followed  Dawson  used 
a  Winchester  and  killed  Macklln  and 
the  woman  and  wounded  the  boy,  then 
making  his  escape  carrying  the  rifle. 

Macklln  was  highly  connected  in  this 
and  the  feeling  against  Daw.son  runs 
high.  Officers  are  searching  for  him 
and  there  are  fears  of  further  blood- 
.shed  when  he  Is  overtaken. 

A  later  report  from  the  island  stat<'S 
that  the  boy  died  and  that  Macklin's 
brother-in-law  had  come  upon  Dawson 
and  before  the  latter  could  use  his  gun, 
shot    him    dead. 

A  tug  brought  the  bodies  here  and 
an  Inquest  Is  now  being  held.

The  firemen 
rushed  to  the  scene  and  exerted  hervUc 
efforts  in  their  endeavor  to  rescue 
the  imi»risoned  work  people.  Shrleka 
from  the  girls  in  the  ruins  were  min- 
gled with  the  cries  of  their  friends  who 
had  hurried  to  the  scene  when  the  first 
news  of  the  calamity  spread.  Ambulance 
calls  were  sent  out  hurriedly  and  every 
physician  who  could  l)e  reached  was 
sent  at  once  to  the  scene.  The  offices 
and  houses  in  the  vicinity  were  turned 
into  hospitals.

He  says  the  boiler  was 
five  years  old  and  had  not  been  In- 
spected for  a  long  time.  He  claims  to 
have  been  near  at  hand  when  it  explod- 
ed and  cannot  explain  why  It  did  so. 
He  says  he  put  water  In  the  boiler 
some   time   befr^re   it   exploded. 

The  building  was  a  3-story  affair  of 
wo..d,  IW  by  36  feet.  Mr.  Langley  says 
he  valued  the  building  at  $5000  and  his 
strwk  and  machinery  at  $10,(KJ0.  The 
property  is  in.sure<l  for  $10,000.  Mr. 
Langley  has  no  theory  as  to  the  cause 
of  the  explosion.  He  says -the  boiler  has 
b- eii  inspected  every  year.

"To  the  Cuban  people;  Maximo  Go- 
mez is  In  i^>mmand  with  2i>00  men.  The 
marquis  of  Santa  Lucia,  with  the  cry 
of  "Cuba  Libre*  has  joined  himself  with 
l.'OO  men.  Twenty  of  the  most  noted 
gentlemen  of  Puerto  Principe  accom- 
pany the  worthy  son  of  Camaguey. 
There  Is  nt>  hope  for  Spain.  Remldos 
has  protected  the  landing  of  Roloff  and 
his  280  men.  He  brings  munitions  o'f 
war  and  10.000  pounda  of  dynamite.  The 
landing  of  Yero  and  Seraphine  Sanchez 
is  confirmed.  They  bring  American 
pyrotechnics.  Santa  Spirte  has  already 
seven  armed  bands.  Gen.  Maceo  witli 
his  6000  men  is  destroying  and  burning 
everything  he  finds  in  his  way.  Lib- 
eral Spanlai-ds  have  nothing  to  fear. 
Lives  and  property  will  be  respected 
while  assistance  is  not  rendered  to  the 
government. 

"If  Spain  had  hunted  for  a  general 
whose  mission  was  to  annihilate  the 
Spanish  army  no  one  could  have  been 
found  better  suited  than  Campos,  who 
does  nivt  let  the  poor  and  tired  soldiers 
have  any  re.>«t.  They  die  of  hunger  for 
thej"  are  without  food  or  clothes  under  a 
burning  sun  In  this  deadly  climate. 
The  autonomist  party  .says  that  Insur- 
rection In  arms  Is  necessary  to  force 
the  government  to  favor  them.  Shame 
to  these  false  spirits  who  live  on  ml.s- 
erable  bread  that  the  despot  throws  to 
them.  S<ddlers  from  a  Spanish  prov- 
ince have  gone  over  to  the  Insurgent 
ranks.

Nearly  all 
the  prominent  paper  men  are  here,  and 
a  meeftlng  will  be  hold  Saturday  for  the 
purTK)Se  of  mapinng  out  a  plan  of  ca/m- 
palgn.  Among  the  principal  members 
of  the  trust  are  Messrs.  Colidge,  of  the 
St.  George  Paper  company;  F.  G.  Parks, 
of  Glen  Falls;  George  G.  Jerome,  of 
Bangor;  R.  M.  Burbank.  of  the  Burbank 
Paper  company,  and  Hugh  J.  Chlsfholm. 

They  are  extremeily  reticent  concern- 
ing their  plan  though  they  admit  they 
Intemd  to  combine  and  obtain  control 
of  the  paper  business.  It  Is  claimed 
that  a  combination  of  Interests  will  en- 
able makers  to  manufacture  paper  with 
greater  economy  and  consequently  more 
profit,  although  not  raising  prices.

Some  Natty  Styles  for  Pretty 
Girls'  Use. 

The  Parisienne  is  never  at  a  loss  to 
devise  some  new  arrangement  of  cos- 
tume that  will  reveal  a  hitherto  con- 
coaled  charm  of  per.son,  which,  like 
Katlsha's  left — or  was  it  the  right?— 
shoulder-blade,  is  of  surpassing  loveli- 
ness, says  'the  Chicago  Dispatch. 

Now,  the  delicate  pink  ear  is  hidden 
under  kHjped  bands  of  hair;  now,  it  is 
unblushlngly  exposed  and  framed  in 
tiny  curls.

The  stalstlcs  show  that  women 
and  girls  are  Invading  nearly  every 
field  of  labor  which  was  formerly 
thought  to  be  nans  exclusive  p<isses- 
sion.

Kith  male  and  fe- 
male, engaged  In  gainful  occupations 
in  1890  for  the  c  ountry  at  large  was  22.-

of  the  Rocky  mountain  states,  it  would 
cause  a  decreas-e  in  the  number  of  fires 
and  result  in  annually  saving  many 
lives.     Why  not   include  Minnesota? 

The  Times-Ierald  did  not  include 
Minnesota  for  t  le  very  good  reason  that 
this  state  has  t  tken  steps  to  deal  in  an 
effective  mann  r  with  the  subject.  At 
the  recent  session  of  the  legislature  a 
law  was  passet  under  which  numerous 
forestry  wardens  are  appointed  to  pre- 
vent the  fires  which  have  caused  such 
h'-avy  destruction  of  timber  and  1<ksh 
of  life  in  past  years.  Special  efforts 
are  being  made  lo  convince  these  ward- 
ens of  the  nee  'ssity  of  constant  vigil- 
ance, and  it  Is  confidently  expected 
that  there  will  be  a  large  decrease  in 
the  number  of  fires.

About  TiM  o'clock  they  announce<l  that 
they  had  aKTee<i  and  Jud^e  Kiner.  wh.. 
had  just  gone  to  the  .S|BildinK.  was 
.sent  for.  as  were  also  Judge  Shaw.  J 
K.  CottMU  and  (J.  \V.  Murray.  Kocke- 
fellers  attorney.s.  Col.  Harris  had  been 
amund  the  court  i>uom  all  aftermmn. 
cc.nlident  as  to  the  result  and  yet  anx- 
ious to  hear  it. 

In  a  few  momenta  the  judge  and  at- 
torneys weie  there  and  the  jury  filed 
m.  There  were  only  a  few  si>ectators 
l>resent  wh€>n  the  roll  was  called  and 
each  juror  responded  to  his  name.  The 
foreman  s;Ud  they  had  agree<l  and 
handed  Judge  Riner  the  verdict.  He

COL.  HARRIS  JUBILANT. 
The  news  spread  like  wildfire  and 
seeme<l  to  give  great  satisfaction.

"By  that  time".  July  1S98,  "it  Is  not 
wholly  unreasonable  to  hope  that  the 
prospects  of  International  blmettalUsm 
may  become  much  brighter  than  they 
seem   to  be  at  the  present  moment." 

As  an  advocate  of  International  ag- 
reement for  blmettalUsm  as  the  soluti<m 
of  the  silver  iiuestion  of  the  United 
Stales  the  Review  of  Reviews  Is.  per- 
haps, remarkable  for  the  stlctultlve- 
ness  rather  than  the  conslstancy  (»f 
its  r>plnlons  expressed,  under  its  state- 
ment of  facts,  and  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  periodical,  at  least,  the  discussion, 
of  the  method  proposed  Is  sufficiently 
remote  from  the  i.ssue  In  this  country 
at  the  present  time.

The  matter  of  obtaining  city  control 
of  the  water-works  is  being  thoroughly 
dlscus.sed  and  will  come  up  at  the  coun- 
cil meeting  a  week  Troin  next  Monday.

St.  Louis.  June  14.— A  special  to  the 
Globe  Democrat  from  Santa  Fe.  X.  M., 
says:  James  Addison  Peralta  Reavis. 
who  has  for  some  days  been  on  the 
stand  in  the  fam<nis  Peralta  land  claim 
case,  has  made  aiimlssionjs  most  dam- 
agingr  to  the  Southern  Pacific  railroad 
manajjement.  His  story  is  that  he  had 
abandoned  the  Peralta  ^runt  until  the 
row  arose  between  Tom  Scott  of  the 
Texas  I'acific  and  the  Southern  Pacific. 
Huntingrton.  Croclter  and  others.  When 
the  railroad  fight  developed  and  Scott 
beat  the  Southern  Pacific  out  of  its 
land  grant,  Reavis  thought  his  papers 
in  the  Peralta  grant  might  be  of  some 
value  to  the  Southern  Pacific.  He  got 
them  out  uf  his  trunk  for  the  first  timt*. 
in  several  years.  He  showed  them 
first  to  W.  W.  Stowe.  the  well  itnawn 
politician  and  lawyer  of  the  Pacific 
slope.  Stowe  confirmed  his  impression 
that  he  had  something  the  Southern 
Pacific  would  like  to  gefhtild  of.  Stowe 
pr'>vided  a  way  whereby  Reavis  and 
the  papers  reached  the  Inner  circles  of 
the  Southern  Pacific  management. 

The  Southern  Pacific  made  a  contract 
to  furnish  all  the  money  necessary  for 
the  prosecution  nf  the  Peralta  claim,  in 
return  for  which  the  Southern  Pacific 
was  to  have  half  the  grant.  From  that 
time  Rt-avis  acted,  he  said,  under  di- 
rection of  the  Southern  Paicific  consel. 
He  discovered  in  June.  1S.S2,  that  the 
Willing  deed  was  spurious,  yet  in  March 
l.ss;i  under  advice  of  counsel,  he  filed  be- 
fore the  surveyor  general  of  Arizona, 
the  claim  of  the  grant,  based  on  the 
Willing  deed,  and  this  counsel  was  that 
of  the  Southern   Pacific. 

Reavis  said  that  he  did  not  tell  the 
Southern  Pacific  lawyer  that  he  wa.« 
satisfied  the  deed  was  spurious,  but  did 
give  him  the  name  of  Miguel  Peralta 
as  one  who  knew  more  about  the  deed 
than  any  living  man.  He  urged  the 
Southern  Pacific  lawyer  to  send  for 
Miguel  Peralta  and  get  his  statement. 
The  lawyer  did  not  take  his  advice  and 
so  the  claim  was  filed  and  pushed  on 
the   basis   of  the  Willing  deed. 

Reavis  said  he  came  to  believe  that 
D.  W.  (_;itt.  of  St.  Louis,  could  tell  mnrt 
than  any  one  else  about  the  fabrication 
of  the.  Willing  papers.  Elaborating  his 
testimony  of  the  Interest  of  the  South- 
ern Pacific  in  pushing  the  grant  und«-r 
the  Willing  deed.  Reavis  said:  "When 
I  pressed  for  a  decision  on  the  claim 
by  the  surveyor  general  of  Arizona.  I 
did  so  because  I  was  acting  under  the 
direction  of  counsel.

He  was 
grandee  of  Spain,  knight  of  the  red- 
lands,  baron  of  Arizona,  gentleman  of 
the  king's  chamber  with  privileged  en- 
trance, captain  of  dragoons,  aide-de- 
camp and  ensign  of  t'he  royal  house, 
knight  of  the  military  orders  of  the 
Golden  Fleece,  of  St.  Mary,  of  Montesa 
and  of  the  royal  and  distinguished 
order  of  Carlos  HI.  and  of  the  insignia 
and  fellow.ship  of  the  royal  college  of 
Our  Lady  of  Guadalupe. 

Let  no  one  sui»pose  that  these  titles 
have  no  bearing  on  the  pending  liti- 
gation. They  are  part  of  the  case. 
They  help  to  show  why  the  king  of 
Spain  was  so  ready  to  bestow  on  this 
noble  individual  as  a  free  gift  the 
best  part  of  what  Is  now  the  territory 
and  Soon  to  be  the  sovereign  state  of 
Arizona.  If  "La  Haronia  de  Arizonac" 
is  all  right  in  the  original  title  and

and  ordi'ix'd  to  be  pictured  on  said 
rock  the  dlseno  of  the  said  bjirony  of 
Arizona,  and  it  was  so  pK-tured.  antl 
with  ceremonies  appropriate  for  the 
puriH)se  of  the  consecration  of  It  to  iU\ 
destiny;  wherefore  It  is  named  'Inlclal 
Mountain."  " 

Could  anything  be  more  wonderful 
than  this".'  Where  Is  the  old  Spanish 
grant  for  which  nature  has  supplied 
such  a  point  of  beginning?  Did  any 
other  mejisurers  ever  think  to  have  en- 
graven upon  granite  a  map  of  their 
work  for  the  benefit  of  the  sixth  gen- 
eration? 

Fn>m  the  monument  the  measurers 
ran  the  line  <lue  north  and  due  south, 
thirty-seven  and  a  half  miles  each  way. 
Then  they  ran  the  northern  and  south- 
ern boundaries  due  east  225  miles,  and 
this  tract  seventy-five  miles  wide  by 
225  miles  long  they  declared  to  be  the 
Harony  of  Arizona.  At  least  that  is 
what  the  government  today  Is  asked 
to  believe  and  confirm.  By  a  remark- 
able coincidence  this  measurement  oi" 
the  barony,  made  in  175S,  includes  what 
is  now  the  most  populous  and  the  rich- 
est part  of  Arizona  territory.  So  much 
for  these  wonderful  records.  Now  for 
the  chain  of  Inheritance  by  which  the 
one-time  country  storekeeper  of  Mis- 
souri considers  himself  entitled  to  the 
possession  of  this  vast  claim. 

On  Nov.  14,  1770 — for  almost  every- 
thing Is  explicit  In  regard  to  the  Pe- 
ralta case — this  baron,  favored  of  three 
Spanish  kings,  married  Dona  Sofia  Ava 
Maria  Sanchez  de  Bonilla  y  Amaya. 
The  marriage  took  place  in  Eitzatlan 
of  the  province  of  Jalisco  of  Mexico. 
A  son.  Jesus  Miguel,  was  born  of  this 
union  on  Jan.  1.  1781.  Two  years  later. 
on  Jan.  3,  ns."?.  the  baron  made  a  wili 
In  the  City  of  Mexico.  On  Jan.  13.  17SS, 
he  added  a  codicil  to  the  will,  bequeath- 
ing to  Jesus  Miguel  the  bar)ny  of  Ari- 
zona. The  ban  in  died  on  Feb.  1.  1S24. 
at  Guadalajara,  and  on  the  following 
day  he  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  of 
San  Helen.  The  dates  are  interesting. 
By  reference  to  the  history  of  Ithe  baron 
given  above  it  will  be  noted  that  as 
early  as  1742  this  Don  Miguel  had  served 
In  the  wars  of  Spain,  had  acquired  a 
long  string  of  titles,  and  had  won  the 
confidence  of  the  king  to  such  a  de- 
gree that  he  was  sent  on  a  delicate 
mission  to  Mexico  and  was  slated  for 
the  barony  and  given  the  greatest  grant 
in  the  history  of  Spain's  lavish  favors 
conferred  on  favorite  subjtx-ts.  Yet 
after  rising  to  this  height  in  royal  esti- 
mation. Don  Miguel  Nemeclo,  etc.,  lived 
eighty-two  years.  If  the  baron  was  40 
years  old  when  his  sover>?lgn  picked 
him  out  for  such  distinction,  he  was  70 
when  he  married,  80  when  Jesus  Miguel 
was  born,  tK)  when  he  bequeathed  the 
barony  to  his  son  and  12ft  when  he  died. 
Still  it  Is  no  more  difficult  to  accept 
these  than  many  other  things  about 
the  case. 

Copies  of  the  will,  the  codicil  and  of 
the  probate  proceedings  are  forthcom- 
ing. Affidavits  are  offered  to  show  that 
the  documents  were  copied  from  arch- 
ives at  CSuadalajara. 

Don  Jesus  Miguel,  etc.,  the  heir,  mar- 
ried In  Guadalajara  on  May  1.  1822,  be- 
ing then  41  years  of  age.  His  wife  was 
Dona  Juana  Laura  Ybarra  y  Esco- 
beda.  Of  this  marriage  one  child  was 
born,  a  daughter,  who  was  christened 
Sofia  Laura  Mlcaela  Sllva  de  Peralta 
de  la  CordfKla,  de  Sanchez  e  Ybarra 
de  Escobeda.  This  daughter  was  born 
In  1832.  The  reader  will  observe  that  to 
this  point  the  chain  of  descent  was  not 
cr-nfused  by  a  multitude  of  heirf.  From 
this  point  on  the  chain  Is  not  so  defi- 
nite. Dona  Sofia  was  born  in  18.32.  day 
not  given.  The  place  \v«s  Cumpas,  in 
the  state  of  Sonora.  In  1860,  or  there- 
abf)Ut.  the  record  says,  she  was  mar- 
ried to  Don  Jose  Ramon  Carmen  Masoy 
Castillo,  of  the  city  of  Cadiz,  Spain. 
Twins  were  born  of  this  marriage  on 
March  4,  1862.  The  boy  and  mother 
died.  The  girl  twin  lived.  She  was 
Dona  Sofia  Loreta  Micaela,  the  only 
lineal  descendant  of  the  original  baron 
of  Arizona,  Miguel  Sllva  de  Peralta. 
The  son  of  the  baron's  ripe  old  ag<- 
lived.  It  should  be  stated,  until  1865.  and 
was  therefore  past  the  three  score  and 
ten.  But  he  had  no  other  heirs  con- 
lently  for  the  Peralta  claim.  This  Don 
Jesus  Miguel  made  a  will  on  Jan.  2.  1862. 
at  San  Francisco,  and  added  a  codicil 
at  Madrid.  Spain,  in  1865.  by  which  he 
handed  down  hte  barony  to  his  grand- 
daughter. Dona  Sofia  Loreta  Micaela. 

Hut  it  does  not  appear  that  the  Pe- 
raltas  were  ever  in  actual  pos.sesslon  of 
the  barony,  or  that  they  did  more  than 
presei'Ve,  with  fidelity,  a  most  accu- 
rate and  admirable  record  of  th*lr  claim 
until  a  few  yeai's  ago.  A  plain  Missouri 
storekeeper,  known  at  home  as  Jim 
Keavls,  but  now  the  claimant  James 
.\ddison  Reavis.  whose  English  is  not 
always  Addisonian,  went  West  to  seek 
his  fortune.  He  found  it  in  the  form  off 
the  Peralta  claim.  He  man-led  I>ona 
Sofia,  and  proceeded  to  make  It  his 
business  to  get  possession.  He  intro- 
duced an  element  of  the  plctures«iue  by 
having  his  name  changed  to  Peralta- 
reavis. 

The  array,  of  attorrwys  and  counsel  in 
the  case  Is  something  formidable,  as 
much  so  as  the  dor-uments  offered. 
James  O,  Bi-oadhead,  minister  to 
Switzerland;  ex-Congressman  Phil 
Thompson,  of  Kentucky,  and  John 
Knaebel,  of  Denver,  are  named  as  the 
attorneys  In  the  petition.  As  counsel 
Mr.  Peraltareavis  mentions  Robert  G. 
Ingersoll.  ex-Congressman  Bourke 
Cockran,  William  R.  Martin,  of  Nev/ 
York  city.  Congressman  Hernando  De 
Soto  Money,  of  Mississippi.  Andrew 
Squire,  of  Cleveland,  A.  Thomas,  of 
Washington.  Llcenciado  HeracUo  Gar- 
ciadiego.  of  Ouadalajara,  Thomas.  B. 
Catron,  the  delegate  to  congress  from 
the  territory  of  New  Mexico,  I.  N. 
Alexander,  of  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  Lloyd  and 
Wood,  H.  M.  Delmas  and  H.  S.  Brown, 
of  San  Francisco. 

This  Is  the  case  which  a  surveyor 
general  of  Arizona  branded  as  "a  for- 
gery fraud  ihnmgh  an<l  through."  At 
the  same  time  he  "'recommended  the 
rirosecution  of  the  fabricators  of  the 
fraud." 

Two  commissioners  of  the  general 
land  office.  l)efoi-e  whom  the  claim  was 
faken.  held  "that  the  essential  frninda- 
tii>n  of  a  recognizable  claim  under  the 
laws  of  Spain  and  Mexico  <lo  not  ap- 
pear." He  "ordered  the  claims  stricken 
from  the  docket." 

"Suspl«ion  .-surrounds  this  case  as  pre- 
sented at  every  step  from  Its  inception 
to  the  present  time,  '  says  the  general 
land  office. 

And  now  thi-  case  comes  beff»re  the 
private  lands  claim  court  for  final  dis- 
|K»sltlon.  The  result  will  be  of  vital 
concern  to  Arizona.

The  North  Land,  the  new  passenger 
boat  of  the  Northern  Steamship  com- 
pany, arrived  in  Duluth  this  afternoon. 
She  is  practically  a  duplicate  of  the 
North  West  and  is  a  Vtrltable  floating 
palace,  having  cost  her  owners  some- 
thing like  $750,000.  The  two  are  the 
larijest  combination  boats  afloat  on  the 
great  lakes;  steel-ribbed  and  braced, 
hitgh-prowed,  and  with  the  weather 
capacity  of  an  ot^dan  'steamer.  The 
North  Land  is  compartment  built  for 
both  water  and  air,  and  her  architec- 
tural lines  are  drawn  on  the  basis  of 
what  is  called  the  Clyde  designs.  She 
was  built  with  an  eye  to  th^  future 
po.s.siblIity  <.f  her  traveling  between 
Duluth  and  England,  should  American 
waterways  ever  exist  with  sufficient 
caro'ing  capacity  to  bring  the  com- 
merce of  the  seas  Inland. 

Including  seamen  and  all  other 
classes  of  workmen  the  North  Land 
carries  about  167  men.  Over  all  she  is 
386>i  feet,  keel  360  feet,  beam  44^.  feet 
depth  ;;4  feet.  She  is  4229  tons  displace- 
ment. Her  boilers  number  28,  of  ;joo 
horse  power  each,  and  her  engines  are 
quadruple  expansion  of  7400  horse 
I>ower  each.  Both  hard  and  soft  coal 
were  burned  under  her  rtspectlve  sets 
of  boilers,  the  same  as  was  done  with 
the  North  West  on  her  trial  trip  out  of 
Buffalo.  The  maximum  of  revolutl/ons 
was  KM)  and  It  was  estimated  the  maxii. 
mum  speed  attained  was  20  miles  an 
hour.  The  North  Land  gives  promise 
of  better  speed  than  was  made  by  the 
North   West  last  year. 

Every  detail  of  the  boat  shows  care- 
ful planning  and  execution.  Three  dy- 
namos furnish  light  for  1200  burnei-s 
and  power  for  electric  call  and  signal 
service.  Ammonia  refrigerating  ma- 
chines furnish  water  of  freezing  tem- 
perature. An  automatic  pump  in  the 
pressure  tank  in  the  ship's  hold  forces 
a  steady  running  stream  of  water  in 
the  lavatories  and  elsewhere  about 
the  boat.  When  one  faucet  Is  opened 
tM  pump  gives  one  stroke  and  when  all 
are  opened  It  runs  full  force.  Hot  and 
cold  water  are  supplied  to  bathrooms 
connecting  with  eight  suites  of  rooms 
on  the  upper  deck. 

The  dining  room  for  first-class  pas- 
sengers is  on  the  lower  deck.  It  is  fin- 
ished In  white  and  gold  on  the  empire 
style.  The  waln.scoating.  sideboards 
and  mantel  pieces  are  of  cherry  and 
the  railing  and  ornamental  figures  are 
of  mahogany.  The  ceiling  is  in  con- 
cave panels,  hand  painted.  The  walls 
are  also  in  hand-painted  panels,  the  de- 
signs being  fruits  and  flowers.  Mess 
rrK)ms  for  the  officers  and  crew  are  In 
the  forward  part  of  the  boat  on  this 
deck  and  the  .second  class  passengers' 
di'nlng  room  Is  abaft  on  the  same  deck. 
The.se  latter  lare  finished  In  cherry. 

The  "grand  entrance."  on  the  lower 
deck,  is  flni.shed  in  solid  mahogany  and 
the  floor  laid  with  fancy  rubber  tiles. 
The  smoking  room  for  second  class 
passengers  is  in  birch,  the  seats  being 
upholstered  with  morocco  leather. 
The  state  rooms  for  fii-st-da.ss  |>as- 
sengersare  on  the  upper  deck,  the  wood 
finish  being  (^uba  mahogany.  The 
floor  Is  fancy  tiling.  The  ladles'  grand 
saloon  is  on  the  hurricane  deck,  ma- 
hogany finush  and  richly  upholstered, 
with  hand-painted  panels  on  the  walls 
and  celling.  Most  of  the  staterooms 
open  on  a  gallery. 

On  the  forward  part  of  the  hurri- 
cane deck  are  a  smoker  and  several 
large  staterooms  finished  in  white  ma- 
hogany and  parquotry-  flooring.  An  In- 
teresting feature  of  the  main  deck  is 
the  large  open  space  over  the  engines, 
which  has  been  fitted  with  hand-rails 
all  around,  so  that  the  passengers,  if 
they  desire,  may  study  the  working  of 
the  ponderous  machinery  without  the 
discomfort  of  going  down  into  a  close 
engine    room.

St.    Paul,    June    15.— Ethelbert    Stew- 
art, special  agent  of  the  United  States 
labor  department  at   Washington,   who 
Is   looking   up   labor  strikes   from   1S87 
down   to   and   Including  the  American 
Railway   union   strike  of  last   summer, 
in  an  interview  with   the  Dispatch   to- 
day said:     "You  talk  about  the  sweat 
shops  and  holes  in  the  big  cities  of  the 
East,   but   I   have   seen   places   over   in 
villages  of  Wisconsin  that  are  Just  as 
bad   in  every  particular.   Places  where 
the    ventilation    is    miserable    and    the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  very  worst. 
I  was  amazed  in  the  first  place  to  learn 
of  the  immen.se  number  of  factories  in 
Wisconsin.      They    had    every    kind    of 
factory  which  I  know  anything  about 
and  the  number  of  persons  employed  is 
somethmg   wonderful. 

"In  the  city  of  Oshkosh.  they  had 
more  children  employed  In  proportion 
to  the  population  than  In  any  city  I 
have  visited  In  the  East,  and  in  many 
factories  the  condition  is  simply  awful. 
The  match  factories  are  the  worst.  The 
children  are  crowded  into  poorly  venti- 
lated and  unsanitary  rooms  and  the 
long  and  short  of  it  is  that  their  lives 
are  turned  into  dividends  for  the  ecm- 
panies  that  employ  them. 

"Then  come  the  cotton  mills,  where 
they  employ  little  children  and  compel 
them  to  work  eleven  hours  a  day — a 
custom  which  has  been  abolished  years 
ago  in  ever>-  other  community.  The 
factory  inspection  law  of  that  state  is 
a  howling  farce.  The  alleged  attempts 
at  enforcing  the  law  are  the  merest 
baby  work.  I  am  to  get  both  sides  of 
a  stoo'  when  a  complaint  is  made — that 
of  the  employer  as  well  as  of  the  em- 
ploye— and,  besides.  I  ma,ke  some  per- 
.sonal  obsei-vations  and  the  conditions 
were  worse  in  the  Wisconsin  factories 
than  anywhere  else  I  'liave  been. 

"At  the  big  bottling  works  in  Mil- 
waukee they  have  900  boys  and  girls, 
ranging  in  age  from  11  to  19  years  of 
age,  employed,  and  that  is  the  toughest 
sight  of  all,  for  the  roughness  comes 
right  on  the  surface.  The  children  are 
employed  at  bottling  beer,  and  there 
is  no  limit  to  the  amount  they  are 
allowed  to  drink.  The  language  the 
boys  and  girls  use  in  shouting  at  each 
other,  and  the  familiarity  between  the 
•  sexes  shows  that  these  are  merely 
prostitution  factories  and  nothing  more 
or  less.  To  talk  about  virtue  and  pur- 
ity in  such   a  place  is  simply  silly."

Secretary  Herbert  Names  the 
Different  Vessel  Decks. 

Washington,  June  15.— The  result  of 
tile  radical  changes  In  naval  arelil- 
tecture,  In  recent  years,  has  been  to 
render  confusing  and  Inadequate  the 
nomenclature  which  has  ruled  aboard 
ship  since  the  birth  of  the  first  navy. 
I'arlleulaily  misleading  wt-re  the  terms 
ajiplied  to  designate  the  different  deeks 
f>f  a  ship.  A  modern  ship  has  deeks 
nevi-r  known  to  visits  of  the  old  navy; 
whole  decks  solely  for  protection 
against  gun  fire;  partial  decks  that 
wouKl  not  have  been  possible  to  sail- 
ing craft,  and  bridges  expanding  in^o 
till'  dimensions  of  actual  decks  in  parts 
of  ships. 

They  have  been  christened  haphaz- 
ard by  the  builders,  the  sailors  and  the 
officers,  and  the  result  has  been  a  de- 
gree of  confusion  that  Is  scarcely  cred- 
ible, making  it  very  difHcult  for  the 
bureau  officers  of  the  navy  department 
to  know  just  what  part  of  the  shij)  is 
referred  to  in  the  rep<jrt  which  comes 
tn  the  department.  To  correct  this  in 
a  measure.  Secretary  Herbert  has  is- 
sued a  circular  prescribing  in  great 
detail  the  names  to  be  applied  to  every 
deck  in  the  ship,  and  copies  of  this 
circular  have  been  sent  to  every  ship 
in  the  service  and  every  constructor, 
with  Instructions  hereafter  to  use  only 
the  prescribed  names  on  all  occasions.

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Brazil  is   Building  a  New  and 
Large  One. 

Washington,  June  15. — Consul  Mc- 
Daniel,  of  Bahla,  Brazil,  has  sent  to 
the  department  of  state  a  report  upon 
the  cotton  factories  of  Bahla.  He  says 
tliat  a  factory  is  now  building  in 
jilace  which  will  bo  the  largest  In 
zil.  being  900  by  275  feet,  with 
looms,  1200  for  weaving  calico 
eight  for  heavj  cottons.  The  machinery 
was  all  iiurchased  in  Eui^ipe.  mostly  in 
England.  There  is  no  spinning,  the 
yarn   being  imported  from   England. 

The  mills  at  present  employ  about 
450  hands  who  earn  from  $2  to  $9  per 
week  each,  working  from  7  a.  m.  to  6 
p.  m..  with  an  hour  off  at  noon.  The 
present  production  is  alK)Ut  150.000  yards 
of  cloth  per  week.  The  company  has 
built  about  300  dwellings.  The  foi«e- 
men  engineers  and  machinists  are  for- 
eigners, English.  German*  and  French 
and  receive  more  wages  than  natives. 

Six  cotton  factories  in  operation  were 
until  a  few  years  ago  <iwned  separate- 
1>'.  but  have  been  consolidated  with  a 
capital  of  ,'5888.000.  Dast  year  these 
consumed  2,'22S.000  pounds  of  raw  cr>t- 
ton.  producing  282,000  jiMiunds  of  cotton 
thread  and  6631  meters  of  cloth.  An- 
other company  with  a  caiiital  of  $140.- 
000  <iperates  two  factories  v.dth  200 
spindles  and  200  looms.

Texas  Bulls  Put  the  Forest 
Sneaks   to   Ignomin- 
ious  Flight. 


"We  pulled  out  from  Hermosina 
among  the  foothills  at  9  o'clock  in  the 
morning  on  a  clear  cold  February  day," 
said  Albert  Bragdon,  in  the  New  York 
Sun,  just  returned  from  wintering  in 
Colorado.  "The  wind  blew  strong  and 
stiff  across  the  heavy  snowfall  left  on 
the  ground  after  the  blizzard  storms. 
The  gulches  were  packed  full  of  snow, 

and  we  turned  from  the  road  time  and 
again  to  circle  around  some  large  drift. 
I  was  the  only  passenger,  and  I  sat  be-» 
side  Hank  Benedict,  the  overland 
driver,  now  reduced  in  these  railroad 
days  from  his  high  seat  on  the  box  t' 
llie  driving  of  a  pair  of  horses  over  the 
dashboard  of  a  buckboard  on  a  star 
route  mall  line.  We  were  protected 
from  cold  by  heavy  overcoats,  caps  that 
pulletl  down  over  the  eai*s,  mufflers 
about  the  neck,  and  thick  fur-lined 
gloves.  About  our  legs  were  wrapped 
several  blankets,  with  a  buffalo  skin 
outside  of  all.  It  was  not  easy  to  dis- 
tinguish the  smoke  of  our  cigars  from 
our  frosty  breaths  as  we  rode  in  silence 
the  first  hour,  the  buckboard  wheels 
creaking  and  crashing  along  through 
the  frozen  snow.  Twice  we  passed 
wagons  fast  in  the  snow  where  the 
teamsters  had  left  them  as  they  tried 
to  save  their  animals  and  themselves 
by  seeking  .shelter  on  horseback.  At 
one  place  the  road  for  a  long  distance 
was  buried  in  a  heavy  drift  fully  ten 
feet  deep. 

"  "There's  a  reminder  of  the  stonn,' 
said  the  driver,  pointing  to  the  drift. 

"Out  of  the  white  expanse  of  snow, 
stark  and  frozen,  protruded  the  heads 
of  two  horses,  side  by  side,  as  if  the 
buried  animals  had  been  hitched  to- 
gether when  over^N'helmed,  but  had 
plunged  different  ways  ,  in  trying  to 
emerge  from  the  snow.  Upon  them 
were  bridles  showing  that  they  were 
in  harness.  Somewhere  behind  them 
beneath  the  snow  was  probably  a 
wagon — perhaps  a  driver  with  it — for 
which  there  had  not  as  yet  been  time 
to  search  on  this  lonely  snowbound 
route. 

"Along  among  the  foothills  we 
worked,  our  wagon  wheels  forced 
through  the  frosty  snow  which  in  places 
was  up  to  the  hubs,  and,  again,  thinly 
covered  the  frozen  ground  over  which 
sweeping  winds  had  blown.  We  met 
no  one  all  that  morning,  and  saw  onlj 
two  or  three  ranches,  which  came  into 
view  in  the  distance.  An  hour  after 
noon  we  came  to  a  little  stage  and 
freighting  station,  whose  leading  feat- 
ure was  a  large  saloon  and  small  hotel 
combined.  Here  we  had  a  chance  tr 
get  warm  and  to  eat  a  dinner  of  fried 
beef,  bacon,  and  coffee,  which  went  not 
badly  in  the  hunger  that  followed  our 
cold  m<irnlng's  ride. 

"Off  again  in  a  half  hour  through  a 
country  more  open,  where  drifts  were 
the  exception.  '  Hank  Benedict  had 
taken  a  drink  or  two  at  the  stage  sta- 
tion, and  he  was  more  sociable -than  he 
had  been  during  the  morning's  drive. 
He  talked  of  old  overland  experiences, 
and  then  of  the  late  snow  stonn,  whicb 
led  to  the  topic  of  the  plague  of  wolves 
which  had  come  to  devour  the  ranch- 
men's stock. 

"  'I've  heard  them  howling  whenever 
I've  been  driving  after  dark  for  the  last 
month.'  .«aid  Hank.  'They're  getting 
sassier  and  sassier.  They've  crossed 
the  trail  just  in  front  of  me  time  and 
again,  and  I  expect  any  time  a  band  of 
em  may  take  a  notion  to  hold  me  up. 
There's  one  of  the  murdering  brutes 
now."  And  he  pointed  to  a  gray  timber 
wolf  sneaking  along  parallel  to  our 
course,  a  hundred  and  fifty  yards  away. 

"  "There's  a  Winchester  in  the  buck- 
board  behind  you  that  I've  taken  along 
with  me  every  trip  since  the  last  snow- 
fall. You  can  try  a  shot  at  him  if  you 
want  to.' 

"I  got  out  of  the  buckboard  and  took 
the  Winchester  rifle  from  the  bottom, 
where  it  lay  wrapped  in  a  rubber 
blanket.  It  was  cold  and  frosty  lo 
handle,  but  I  was  glad  of  a  chance  to 
stretch  my  limbs  and  try  what  I  could 
do  at  long  ran.ge.  At  each  of  my  first 
two  shots  the  animal  dodged  and  then 
looked  an)und  as  if  wondering  what 
was  up.  The  third  shot  knocked  the 
snow  about  him  and  quickened  his 
pace.  1  fired  two  more  shots  as  he  ran, 
and  the  sixth  time  the  hammer  fell  on 
an  empty  barrel.  There  were  no  more 
cartridges  in  the  magazine. 

"There  was  no  more  ammuniticm  along 
and  I  put  the  ride  back  with  a  i>roinis*' 
to  Hank  to  buy  him  a  box  of  cartridges 
at  Battensberg.  We  would  have  liked 
very  mu<di  to  have  had  the  cartridges 
with  us  a  few  minutes  later  when,  on 
turning  the  slope  of  a  hill  we  saw  a 
strange  and  thrilling  sight.  Within  rifle 
shot  to  one  side  seven  gray  wtdves 
were  attackln.g  two  cows,  one  a  long- 
horned  Texan,  the  other  a  graded  heifer 
almost  grown.  The  cattle,  when  we 
flrst  ::aw  them  were  running  away, 
but  they  were  quickly  overhauled. 
They  turned  at  bay  to  face  the  wolves 
and  began  a  flght  which  must  be  fought 
to  a  finish,  with  their  lives  as  the  stake. 
The  cows  kept  together,  wheeling  to 
meet  thi>  w(dves  with  their  horns  as  an 
attack  was  threatened  from  one  side  or 
the  other.  The  wolves  didn't  like  the 
looks  of  the  Texan's  horns  and  the  alert 
wav  she  handled  them,  and  they  devot- 
ed "tlK  Ir  principal  attention  to  trying  to 
separate  the  heifer  from  her.  They 
worked  in  concert  very  cunningly  to  do 
this.  While  one  or  two  made  feints  of 
attacking  the  old  cow,  so  as  to  induce 
her  tt>  chase  them,  the  others  kept 
about  the  heifer,  three  t>f  them  drawing 
her  attention  in  front  while  two  kept 
in  her  rear  waiting  for  a  chance  to 
spring  at  her  gambrels  and  hamstring 
her.  But  the  war.v  cow  was  not  to  be 
temntc<l  so  far  away  that  she  could  not 
return  in  time  Ho  drive  away  the  wolves 
at  the  heifer's  tlank  before  they  began 
their  work.  The  ultimate  ch  inees  of 
the  battle  seemed  to  be  against  the 
cattle,  for  the-  wolves,  .all  the  time 
closing  in  upon  them,  were  growing 
bolder,  and  attacked  more  flercO'ly. 

"But  there  came  a  timely  divei-sion  in 
Aid  of  the  cattle.  A  bellowing  from 
among  some  pinon  clumps  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  away  was  followed  by  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  large  bull  which  came 
running  towards  the  combatants.     He

was  of  the  polled  Angus  breed,  and  his 
hornless  head  did  not  seem  quite  to 
meet  the  case  of  wolves,  but  he  was  bi^ 
and  full  of  fight.  He  put  hims<df  at 
once  in  front  of  the  cows  and  charged 
determinedly  upon  the  wolves,  which 
fell  back  a  little  before  him.  but.  finally 
aware  tha,t  he  had  no  horns  to  toss 
them,  they  gave  no  more  ground  than 
they  had  lo,  and  returned  to  close  in 
about  the  group  of  cattle,  still  trying 
to  cut  out  the  heifer,  which  all  the  time 
was  their  real  object  of  attack.

JOKE  ON  THE  JUDGE. 

How  Judge  Irving  Signed  His 
Own  Death  Warrant. 

A  prominent  lawyer  of  New  Jersey, 
who  has  an  office  on  lower  Broadway, 
tells  a  story  about  New  York  city 
Judges  of  forty  years  ago  that  always 
fetches  a  smile,  says  the  New  York 
I»ress.  Judge  John  T.  Irving,  the  up- 
right and  conscientious  brother  of 
Washington  Irving.  Is  the  hero  of  the 
alleged  Incident.  Lt  occurred  In  the 
days  when  judges  received  a  fee  of  $1 
for  every  paper  they  .signed. 

One  day  two  prominent  New  York 
lawyers,  so  the  story  runs,  were  in 
Judge  Irving's  court  when  he  was  busily 
engaged  In  signing  jvaiH-rs.  There  was 
a  long  line  of  lawyers  filing  slowly  In 
front  of  the  desk,  and  as  each  passed 
up  his  papers  he  at  the  same  time  laid 
down  a  corresponding  number  of  dol- 
lars. The  judge  would  glance  at  the 
papers,  make  a  scrawl  on  t"ach,  and 
take  up  the  next  j>ackage,  the  pile  of 
greenbacks  growing  steadily  as  the  line 
of  lawyer.-*  thinned  out.  One  of  the  two 
lawyers  looked  on  and  said  to  his  com- 
panion: 

•I  have  the  highest  respect  for  tbe 
Judge's  Integrity,  but  I'm  satisfied  he 
doesn't  know  half  the  time  what  he  Is 
signing.  Why,  watch  him.  It  Is  Im- 
iwikssibie  for  him  to  pet  half  an  idea  of 
what  is  on  the  paper.  If  he  examined 
each  one  cl(  sely  he'd  never  get  done; 
but  he  .should  be  mere  careful,  never- 
theless." The  other  lawyer  declared  the 
Judge  caught  at  a  glance  the  Important 
sentence  or  phrase  of  each. 

"Well,  I  don's  believe  It."  exclaimed 
the  other.  "I  feel  sure  In  spite  of  better 
intentions  that  that  $1  fee  acts  as  an 
incentive  and  causes  his  hrmor  to  slight 
his  work,  and  I'm  going  to  prove  what 
I  siy."  With  that  he  atrmle  out  of  the 
ro<im.  and  presently  returned  with  a 
legal  form  signed  by  the  sheriff,  and 
which  set  forth  that  on  such  and  .such 
a  day,  and  at  a  certain  hour  and  In  a 
cert.itn  place  Judge  Irving  was  to  be 
hanged  by  the  neck  until  he  should  be 
dead.  The  lawyer  then  took  his  place 
In  .  the  line  filing  before  the  judge's 
desk.  When  It  came  his  turn  he  held 
up  the  |<aper,  frdded  between  his  fingers 
In  a  nnnchalant  manner,  and  laid  down 
the  $1  wlch  the  other  hand. 

His  honor  unfolded  the  paper  and 
hurriedly  plunged  his  pen  In  the  Ink. 
There  was  a  splutter  and  a  scrawl,  and 
Judge  Irving  had  signed  his  own  death 
warrant.  That  night  the  lawyer  went 
to  a  S'Klal  gathering,  which  Judge  Irv- 
ing was  to  attend,  with  the  death  war- 
rant In  his  pocket.  When  be  found  him- 
self In  a  corner  with  the  Judge  he  said. 
"Judge.  I  was  watching  you  signing  pa- 
pers today,  and  I  couldn't  for  the  life 
of  me  understand  h<>w  you  can  read 
them  all.     Do  you  really  read  them?" 

••U"hy.  certainly.  It's  a  matter  of 
habit,  you  know.  I  have  acquired  it  by 
years  of  practice.  I  can  at  a  glance  de- 
tect the  really  Important  sentence  or 
wfrrd." 

"Well."  said  tbe  lawyer,  producing 
the  de<ath  warrant,  and  folding  It  in 
such  a  manner  that  the  name  of  Judge 
Irving  only  was  visible.  "Is  that  your 
signature?" 

The  judge  put  on  his  glasses,  stared 
at  the  r>aper  an  instant,  and  then  de- 
clared dt  was  his  signature.  The  lawyer 
then  unfolded  the  paper  and  handed  It 
to  the  judge.  The  latter  read  It  and 
lumel  crimson. 

.After  that  the  signing  of  the  papers 
in  Judge  Irving's  court  was  as  long  and 
tedious  a  process  as  It  had  been  rapid 
and  carelesp  before.  '

THE  LEGAL  TENDER    QUALITY. 

J.  Laurence  Laug-hlin,  who  is  profes- 
sor of  p.ditical  economy  in  the  I'ni- 
\  :  -  :>  -t  Chicaijo  and  is  writing  a  series 
of  flnamial  articles  for  the  Chic-.ifr«« 
Times-Herald,  is  one  of  the  most  ex-

It  is  ;ist'  nishins  that  any  man  who 
chiii)  s  ;  .  o  •  posted  upon  the  currency 
question — who  actually  poses  as  an  au- 
t;ioTiiy  on  the  subject — should  deny 
that  tl:  !•  tral  tender  quality  is  one  of 
the  turces  that  determine  what  shall  b? 
the  commercial  value  of  a  money  metal 
in  the  markets  of  the  world.  When 
Professor  Laughlin  denies  this,  he  de- 
nies what  many  of  the  most  prominent 
gold  nionometallists  admit.  They  have 
not  the  hard'hood  to  deny  it,  because 
experience  has  demonstrated  that  by 
making  an\  money  a  legal  tender  for 
all  debts,  public  and  private,  the  gov- 
ernment exercises  a  powerful  influence 
upon  the  value  of  that  money.  This 
i3  not  only  admitted  by  leading  gold 
monom-tallists  but  they  have  explic- 
it 1  it.  The  influence  of  the  legal 
lenu  r  iualiiy  on  the  value  of  silver  as 
money  was  recognized  by  the  British 
royal  .  .>mm!S8i<>n  of  1888.  Six  members 
of  this  ii.mmissirtn,  all  gold  monometal- 
lists  and  ?i>me  of  them  conceded  to  be 
•  mirien;  authorities  on  linanfc.  gave 
unqualified  recognition  to  the  fa^t.  They 
were  Lord  Herschel,  tord  Farrar,  Sir 
Charles  Fremantle,  Sir  John  Lubbock, 
J.  W.  [Uirc-h  and  Leonard  H.  Courtney. 
I'roie.Msor  Laughlin  will  hardly  claim 
ti  at  there  i.s  anything  unsound  about 
their  tinanciftl  vi*'ws  or  that  they  are 
not  regardfi  ,.s  high  authorities  on 
every  pertaining  to  the  subject 
of  fu.  1...  ,  and  yet  they  acknowledge 
the  jowr  of  the  legal  tender  quality. 

In  the  re{K>rt  of  the  royal  commission, 
signed  by  tl-<^>m.  they  also  say:  "We 
think  that,  in  .i:iy  (  onditions  fairly  to  be 
contemplated  in  the  future,  so  far  as  we 
can  foreca.st  them  from  the  experience 
of  the  past,  a  stable  ratio  might  be  main- 
tained if  the  United  Kingdom.  Oermany, 
Fr:<r,f..  ,i,id  the  Latin  union  were  to 
ji  ri'l   strictly  adhere   to   bimetal- 

lism at  the  suggested  ratio.  We  think 
that  if,  in  all  these  countries,  «rdd  and 
siiv.  r  could  be  freely  coined,  and  thus 
become  cxchangreable  against  commod- 
ities at  a  fixed  ratio,  the  m:»r,ket  value 
of  siht  r  as  nteasurcd  by  gold  would 
(  onf  «rm  to  that  ratio,  and  not  vary  to 
any  material  extent."  This  opini<m. 
tl  •  y  say,  is  based  upon  "the  experience 
of  the  past."  I'pon  what  does  Profes- 
sor Laughlin  base  his  opinion?  Upon 
experience?  Not  at  all.  He  can  pro- 
duce nothing  to  support  his  view.  He 
says;  "Where  silvtr  is  the  only  legal 
tender  money  ita  va^ue  rests  upon  its 
own  intrinsic  worth."  But  it  is  not 
propos»d  by  bimetallists  to  make  silver 
tl;-  inly  legal  tender  money.  They 
would  coin  both  gold  and  silver  freely 
at  a  ratio  of  say  16  to  1  and  make  both 
legal  tender  money.  Is  it  not  reason- 
able to  expect  from  past  experience  that 
the  market  value  of  silver  as  measured 
by   gold    would   conform   to   ttat   ratio

Prosperity  s  steadily  miking  prog- 
ress thnmgho  it  the  land.

The  most  potent  Influence  has 
been  receipts  of  more  favorable  advices 
regarding  gro:  'ing  crops.  Labor  troubles 
are  getting  oU  of  the  way.  wages  In 
many  establi  hments  are  rising,  and 
with  the  iron  ndustry  just  now  leading 
there  is  gener.il  Improvement  In  manu- 
factures. The  monetary  condition  also 
helps.  The  time  draws  near  when  with 
good  crops  exports  will  bring  gold 
hither,  and  though  foreign  operations 
in  stocks  and  bonds  have  been  insig- 
nificant this  week  the  effect  of  the  pre- 
vious tran^aetlons  has  not  been  ex- 
hausted. 

Bradstreet's  also  comments  on  the 
remarkable  e.\hibition  of  strength  by 
Iron  and  stet  !.  which  without  special 
orders  from  railroads  and  other  large 
consumers  have  again  .advanced  all 
rlong  the  lint.

:?.?  per  cent  foe  this  month  and  1^.3  per 
cent  from  the  lowest  point  in  February. 
This  has  a  be  leficlal  effect  on  the  Iron 
<»re  trade.  In  which  Duluth  is  vitally 
interested.  L.ist  month  the  shipments 
of  ore  from  Litke  Superior  were  l.O.il.OfiT 
tons  against  !'44.967  tons  in  both  April 
and  May  of  ast  year.  Early  in  the 
year  it  wa.'^  predlctetl  that  only 
about  S.OOO.(X)t  tons  would  be  shipped 
from  Lake  Superior  this  season,  but 
the  shipments  reached  nearly  these  fig- 
ures last  year  when  the  conditions  of 
the  trade  wer-'  very  unfavorable.  It  is 
quite  certain  that  the  output  this  year 
will  be  much  larger.  About  .=500.000  tons 
of  Bessemer  o  e  have  been  sold  already 
this  month,  which  makes  about  all  the 
Bessemer  ore  in  sight  from  the  old 
ranges,  so  th  it  it  is  the  expectation 
that  the  Mesal>a  range  will  be  looked  to 
for  a  larger  t  uantity  of  Bessemer  ore 
than  it  has  already  sold.  With  the  In- 
creased demand  and  consumption  and 
the  better  pr  ces  prevailing,  the  iron 
ore  industry  oertalnly  has  a  ver>'  fa- 
vorable prosp.  ct.  All  of  which  cannot 
fail  to  exert  a  powerful  influence  in 
bettering  the  «  ondition  of  things  in  and 
around  Dulutl . 

There  is  another  feature  that  prom- 
ises well  so  tar  as  the  Northwest  is 
concerned.  Tl  e  crop  reports  show  that 
great  damage  has  been  done  to  the 
wheat  in  the  >Vest  and  Southwest,  and 
a  heavy  shoriage  may  be  .safely  pre- 
dicted. This  n-ill  without  doubt  result 
in  higher  prir  es  for  wheat.  In  the 
Northwest  the  crop  prospects  are  gor)d, 
and  a  bountiful  crop  Is  promised.  The 
recent  bulletin  concerning  the  Minne- 
sota crops  was  extremely  favorable. 
With  good  cr(  ps  in  the  Northwest  this 
year  and  the  >robability  of  a  shortage 
elsewhere  and  con.sequently  higher 
values,  the  larmers  of  this  section 
would  experience  a  l»igh  degree  of  pros- 
perity, which  would  be  shared  to  a 
large  extent  hv  the  people  of  the  cities 
as  well.

MUNICIPAL  OWNERSHIP. 

The  policy  of  municipal  ownership  of 
waterworks  v  as  endorsed  last  week  in 
a  most  signifi.  ant  and  emphatic  manner 
by  the  peopl  ■  of  Kansas  City.  They 
voted  at  a  sp  K-ial  election  on  the  ques- 
tion of  Issui  ig  bonds  to  acquire  the 
waterworks  in  that  city,  and  out  of  a 
total  of  mor  ■  than  ]2,0(WJ  votes  there 
were  less  than  500  casit  against  the 
proposition.  The  water  compiuiy  anfl 
other  sympat  leti-c  corponitions  made  a 
strong  fight  against  the  proposition, 
but  the   peujile   refused    t<5    be   swerved 


from  thi>  proper  course,  and  the  bimdlt- 
whloh  the  corporations  put  Into  the  can- 
vaa.s  prvived  powerless  to  defeat  the 
proposition. 

The  Kansas  City  Star,  In  an  article 
c(mgi\itulatlng  the  citizens  upon  the 
victory,  which  shows  that  the  i>atiio<- 
Isni  of  the  i^H)ple  is  Inllnitely  stronger 
than  any  force  which  could  be  empli>yeil 
to  corrupt  it.  says:  "The  Idea  that  the 
city  ought  to  contixd  its  natural  mon 
opolles  has  been  rapidly  growing  In 
favor  here  for  the  i>ast  few  years.  To 
what  extent  that  sentiment  prevails 
was  illustrated  at  the  polls  yesterday. 
The  theory  that  tht'  frsmchisos  vested  in 
the  city  should  afford  a  source  of  In- 
come to  the  municipality  has  been 
affirmeil  by  no  uni'ertaln  sound.  By 
way  of  inaugurating  this  sensible  busi- 
ness policy,  the  waterwork.s  vr\\l  pass 
into  the  hands  of  the  city  without  fur- 
ther delay.  This  will  prepare  the  way 
for  the  acquisition,  in  due  season,  of 
other  properties  and  institutions  which 
are  maintained  tlirough  the  use  of  fran- 
chises granted  by  the  city.  Kansas  City 
has  taken  the  first  great  step  toward 
casting  off  the  yoke  .if  the  monopolies, 
and  Its  complete  emancipation  will  fol- 
low as  a  matter  of  course." 


GEN.  GORDON  TO  RETIRE, 
Gen.  John  B.  Gordon  has  announced 
that  he  will  not  be  a  candidate  for  re- 
t  lection  to  th^  senate  from  Oeorglf. 
His  departure  from  the  senate  will  Ik> 
a  serious  loss  to  that  body,  because  he 
is  one  of  Its  strong  men  ancl  stands 
.high  in  the  estimation  of  his  colleagues 
and  of  the  public  generally.  A  man 
of  great  ability  and  an  excellent  speak- 
er, as  those  who  heard  him  in  Duluth 
last  winter  will  agree,  he  has  been  an 
honor  to  the  state  which  he  represented. 
In  the  war  of  the  rebellion.  Gen.  Gor- 
don was  one  of  the  moat  prominent 
commanders  of  the  Southern  forces  and 
was  a  good  general  and  a  brave  sol- 
dier. He  fought  gallantly  for  what  he 
considered  the  right,  and  when  he  met 
dei'eat  and  the  war  ended  lie  bowed  his 
head  to  the  result  and  accepted  the  sit- 
uation with  the  best  of  grace.  Since 
that  time  he  has  been  a  true  Ameri- 
can and  the  Union  has  had  no  staunch- 
er  friend.  Were  this  country  in  danger 
of  f.)reign  invasion  today,  Gen.  John 
B.  Gordon  would  be  among  the  first  to 
tender  his  services  to  the  president.  His 
loyalty  is  unquestioned  and  intenst 
and  he  is  a  splendid  example  of  the 
"reconstructed  rebel." 

There  will  be  a  lively  fight  by  a  host 
of  candidates  to  succeed  him.  Speaker 
Crisp  is  said  to  be  anxious  to  secure  the 
.senatorshlp,  and  Hoke  Smith  is  ready 
to  retire  from  the  Interior  department 
if  he  can  get  the  place  in  the  senate. 
Then  there  is  Patrick  Walsh,  who 
served  a  brief  term  by  appointment  of 
the  governor.  And  there  are  other:-- 
who  eagerly  aspire  to  fill  Gen.  Gor- 
don's shoes.  It  is  very  prolinble  that 
Speaker  Crisp  will  carry  oft'  the  prize. 
Hoke  Smith  will  take  the  administra- 
tion's position  In  regard  to  the  money 
question,  and  thi^  will  be  sufficient  to 
defeat  Mm.  because  the  Georgians  are 
generaHy  in  favor  of  the  complete  re- 
storation of  silver  ti>  Its  old  place  in 
our  currency  system.  .  Mr.  Crisp  is  a 
silver  man  and  this,  in  addition  to  his 
personal  popularity,  will  give  him  great 
strength. 


THE  PEOPLE  ASK  IT. 

The  common  council  should  not  hesi- 
tate to  make  a  favorable  reply  to  the 
business  men  who  have  reque:-;ted  an 
appropriation  of  $500  by  the  city  to- 
wards the  expense  of  preparing  a 
Fourth  of  July  celebration.  Nor  should 
the  appropriation  be  delayed  beyond 
the  next  meeting  of  the  council.  The 
time  Is  short  In  which  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  a  celebration  of  a  fitting 
character,  and  the  aldermen  should 
make  the  grant  at  once.  They  need 
not  fear  that  their  action  will  not  meet 
with  public  approval.  This  Is  a  re- 
quest that  comes  from  the  people,  and 
they  will  generally  approve  of  the  set- 
ting aside  of  $500  for  this  patriotic  pur- 
pose. 

The  benefit  which  the  city  will  derive 
from  a  celebration  of  the  character 
proposetl  by  the  committee  which  has 
the  matter  In  charge  will  be  very 
great.  This  is  admitted  by  all.  The 
business  men  are  ready  to  contribute 
liberally  towards  the  fund  that  must 
be  raised,  and  It  Is  but  right  that  the 
city  as  a  municipal  corporation  should 
share  part  of  the  expense.  The  Herald 
trusts  that  the  council  will  unanimously 
grant  the  appropriation  next  Mond>iy 
evening.

It  Is  a  singular 
facM  that  Increasing  prosperity  de- 
creases the  fire  loss. 


Postmaster  General  Wllsim  told  the 
students  of  a  college  the  other  day 
that  "the  need  of  today  and  the  need 
of  the  future  Is  statesmen."  Mr.  Wil- 
son is  a  resident  of  Washington  and 
ought  to  know  what  exists  there  today*, 
but  he  need  not  worry  about  the  fu- 
ture. There  will  be  a  change  in  1896, 
and  then  the  people  will  send  a  few 
statesmen  to  Washington. 


Duluth  Is  becoming  a  favorite  point 
ft)r  excursions.  The  train  dispatchers 
who  were  here  yesterday  were  delighted 
with  their  experience.  Next  week  the 
Danish  and  Norwegian  editors  of  the 
state  will  come  here  on  a  visit.  The 
State  Medical  association  will  hold  its 
annual  gathering  here  soon,  and  there 
will  be  many  others  from  the  outside.

Ney  related  to  lilm  the  circumstances  of 
his  escape,  as  follows:  "Much  6i  his- 
tory, "  said  he.  "Is  false.  History  says 
that  Marshal  Key  was  executed,  but  it 
Is  not  true.  I  \^as  sentenced  to  be  exe- 
cuted, and  wa  <  marched  out  for  that 
purpose,  but  the  soldiers  detailed  to  do 
the  work  were  veterans,  and"— I  think 
he  said— "belon  fed  to  my  old  command. 
As  I  walked  ly  the  file  of  soldiers  I 
whispered.  'Aim  high."  My  old  com- 
mand in  war  had  always  been.  Aim 
low— at  the  hei  rt."  As  I  took  my  posi- 
tion In  front  of  the  file,  refusing  to  have 
my  eyes  bandi  ged.  I  raised  my  hand 
and  gave  the  command.  'Fire!'  They 
fired.  I  was  pi  onounced  dead,  and  my 
body  was  delU  ered  to  my  friends  for 
interment.  I  w  as  secretly  conveyed  to 
Bordeaux,  fron  which  place  I  sailed  to 
America,  landing  in  Charleston,  S.  C," 
—I  think  he  sa  d— "Jan.  9,  1816." 

Mrs.  Mar>-  C.  Dalton  confirms 
statement  made  by  her  brother, 
Houston.  She  says  she  knew  Mr.  Ney 
intimately.  He  avoided  atrangers,  and. 
though  he  was-  as  brave  and  intrepid 
as  any  one  possibly  could  be.  he  was  in 
constant  fear  of  assassination.  She  had 
often  heard  him  speak  of  his  wife  and 
children,  and  :iaid  his  wife  had  dark 
eyes  and  long  black  hair;  and  when 
asked  why  he  did  not  bring  his  wife  to 
America,  he  si  Id  he  had  several  rea- 
son*; one  was  that  It  would  then  be 
found  out  where  he  was.  and  it  would 
be  dangerous  for  his  wife  to  come  over 
to  thl.'?  country.  After  the  death  of  Na- 
poleon's son.  however,  he  seldom  spoke 
of  going  back  t  >  France,  and  In  1836  he 
.seemed  to  have  lost  all  hope  of  ever  re- 
turning to  his  native  country.  Dr. 
Adams,  of  Stat>sville,  N.  C,  writes:  "1 
have  been  entirely  satisfied  in  my  own 
mind  since  1842  that  Peter  Stuart  Ney, 
who  taught  s(  hool  within  a  hundred 
yards  of  my  r -sldence  In  Third  Creek 
Churchyard,  w.is  the  veritable  Marshal 
Ney.  I  met  him  often  and  I  observed 
him  closely." 

Gen.  Harllee.  of  Florence,  S.  C.  says 
that  "on  one  ot  casion  the  governor  of 
South  Carolina  attended  a  military  re- 
view of  the  Slate  troops  and  invited 
Peter  Ney  to  set  as  his  aide-de-camp. 
Mr.  Ney  accept'd  the  invttatlon  and  ap- 
peared with  th»  governor  at  the  review, 
mounted  on  j  magnificent  charger 
which  had  beer  procured  for  him.  His 
military  bearl  ig  was  superb.  His 
easy,  graceful  horsemanship  and  his 
commanding  presence  attracted  every 
one's    attentlor." 

Archie  Foan  was  the  colored  man 
who  attended  Jlr.  Ney  during  his  last 
Illness.  Foard  says:  "I  nursed  Peter 
Ney  while  he  w  as  sick.  He  was  sick,  I 
think,  about  tvo  weeks.  He  was  very 
thankful  for  w  hat  I  did  for  him.  He 
said  to  me.  "Yi  u  are  very  good  to  me, 
Archie,  and  I  \/lIl  reward  you  when  I 
get  well."  Som  itimes  he  would  hug  his 
pillow  and  say,  "Oh!  my  wife!  my  wife!' 
I  felt  so  sorry  'or  hlra.  for  he  was  just 
as  good  to  me  a  id  the  other  colored  peo- 
ple as  any  man  could  be.  One  day  he 
said,  'Oh!  I  ca  I't  stand  It  any  longer. 
If  I  get  well,  1  must  go  back  and  see 
my  wife  and  cl  Udren.'  I  heard  him  say 
two  or  three  tir  les  that  he  was  Marshal 
Ney,  but  I  dkn't  know  who  Marshal 
Neyt  was.  He  1  ad  wounds  all  over  him. 
I  don't  know  how  many  he  had." 

Thomas  D.  ( Graham  helped  to  nurse 
Mr.  Ney  In  hii  last  illness.  One  day 
Peter  Ney  desc  'Ibed  to  Mr.  Graham  the 
battle  of  Waterloo.  He  drew  a  plan  of 
it  and  marked  off  the  position  of  the 
army.  During  his  last  illness  Mr. 
Graham  frequeitly  heard  him  say  that 
he  was  Marshal  Ney. 

Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  testi- 
mony In  the  whole  book  Is  that  of  R. 
A.  Henderson,  attorney  at  law,  Topeka, 
Kan.  Mr.  Henderson's  grand-father. 
Robert  Laird,  was  one  of  the  persons 
representing  tie  English  anny  ap- 
pointed to  wi  nesR  the  execution  of 
Marshal  Ney  (  n  Dec.  7.  1815,  and  Mr. 
Henderson  stales:  "I  have  heard  him 
s&y  often  that  Ney  was  not  executed; 
that  he  saw  tie  muskets  discharged, 
saw  Ney  fall,  "'iewed  the  body,  saw  It 
taken  up  and  'arrled  away,  saw  it  In 
the  hospital,  hut  that  Ney  was  not 
hurt;  that  the  so-called  execution  was 
a  farce.  He  j.lways  affirmed  this  In 
the  most  posl  ive  manner.  He  said 
Marshal  Ney's  fall  was  unnatural,  and 
that  the  supp<  sed  bullet  marks  upon 
his  person  wen  artificial.  He  said  the 
guns  contained  blank  cartridges.  Mar- 
shal Ney  was  not  shot."  W*ille  In  the 
army  Sergt.  Laird  kept  a  private  dairy, 
and  this  dairy  Is  now  In  Mr.  Hender- 
son's possession,  and  it  confirms  his 
statement  as  t  »  the  alleged  execution. 

It  is  said  thai  the  duke  of  Wellington 
connived  at  Mi  rshal  Ney's  escape,  and 
Mr.  Weston  ha  i  It  on  the  testlmo#y  of 
John  Jf.  Hend'rson,  of  Salisbury,  N. 
C.  that  Peter  i.  Ney  was  a  Free  Ma- 
son. The  duke  of  Wellington  was  also 
a  Free  Mason,  and  the  Rev.  Basil  G. 
Jones,  Klng3tr«e,  S.  C,  who  was  a  pu- 
pil of  Mr.  Nev,  says  that  Peter  Ney 
once  told  him  how  he  escaped.  He 
said  the  French  people  thought  Marshal 
Ney  was  dead  but  he  was  not.  He 
f^U  by  preconc'-rted  arrangement,  as  if 
he  were  dead;  vas  taken  up,  disguised, 
•ind  finally  escaped  to  the  United  States 
the  "ancient  fraternity"  aiding  in  his 
escape. 

When  we  refor  to  the  account.'*  given 
of  Marshal  Nt^'s  execution  in  Paris 
on  Df?c.  7,  1815,  we  ai'e  Impres.sed  with 
thf  circumstances  of  the  event.  The 
fXicutlon  was  ] •tactically  private.  In  an 
unfrequented  fipot  at  the  back  of  the 
Luxemburg  gjirdens.  Very  few  per- 
.sons  were  presf  nt,  for  the  populace  had 
gone  out  to  th--  Place  Grenelle  to  wit- 
ness the  execution,  and  had  been  de- 
ceived as  to  thf  place.  The  firing  party 
was  composed  if  veterans — idd  soidlers 
whom  Ney  harl  often  l^d  to  battle  and 
to  victory.  Contrary  to  the  practice  In 
military  executions  the  soldiers  loaded 
their  own  guat.     Ney  walked  several 


paces   toward    the   wall,    turned   round, 
I  and  faced  the  soldiers.     The  officer  ad- 
fvancetl  to  bandage  his  eyes.    Ney  stops 
I  hiiti  with  a  "proud  interrogation."  The 
•  officer  is  confused,  stammers,  stumbles, 
faliers.      Ney    speaks,    declares    before 
Gtxl   and   man   that   he   has   never   be- 
trayed his  country,  protests  against  the 
iniquity    of    his    sentence,    appeals    to 
man,  to  posterity,  to  God.    The  soldiers 
are     unnerved,     they     hesitate,     they 
waver. 

The  commandant  of  Paris  exhorts 
the  officer  to  do  his  duty.  Ney  ad- 
vances a  few  paces,  addresses  the  sol- 
diers, cautions  them  not  to  fire  until 
he  puts  his  hand  on  his  heart.  He 
raises  his  hand,  gives  a  loud,  slow, 
measured,  deliberate  command.  The 
men  fire.  Ney  falls  on  his  face  "with- 
out a  movement  or  a  sigh."  No  ex- 
amination Is  made  by  any  surgeon.  No 
coup  de  grace  is  given.  The  soldiers 
immediately  leave.  They  do  not  march 
past  the  dead  body,  but  "turn  their 
eyes  as  from  the  evidence  of  a  crime." 
The  body  is  Instantly  placed  on  a  lit- 
ter, covered  with  a  cloth,  and  carried 
by  the  veterans  to  the  coach  which  had 
brought  Ney  from  the  Luxemburg  pri- 
son. Mr.  Quentln  Dix  Dick,  M.P.,  was 
present  at  the  execution  and  told  Sir 
"William  Fraser  that  "the  whole  trans- 
action did  not  occupy  three  minutes." 
Mr.  Weston,  the  author  of  the  present 
work,  saw  Sir  William  Fraser,  author 
of  "Words  on  Wellington,"  in  London 
In  189L  and  Sir  William  said  that  he 
fiad  doubts  as  to  the  execution  of  Mar- 
shal Ney,  and  thought  It  probable  that 
Wellington  had  spared  Ney's  life. 

Under  ordinary  circumstances  it  would 
seem  highly  unprobable  that  a  man 
of  the  character  of  the  iron  duke  would 
connive  at  the  escape  of  Ney,  but  it 
must  be  remembered  that  Wellington 
did  everything  he  possibly  could  to 
save  the  life  of  the  French  marshal, 
and  he  thoroughly  despised  Louis 
XVIII  for  ordering  the  execution  of 
Ney. 

The  body  of  Marshal  Ney  was  given 
to  Mme.  Ney  for  interment  in  the  ceme- 
tery of  Pere  la  Chaise,  and  It  is  a  curi- 
ous circumstance  that  up  to  the  pre- 
sent time  no  tomb  or  monument  marks 
the  spot,  and  that,  although  she  loved 
the  marshal  with  deathless  affection. 
Mme.  Ney  left  no  instructions  to  be  In- 
terred in  or  near  his  grave.  In  1848 
Louis  Napoleon  came  Into  power,  and 
then  certainly  Mme.  Ney  could  have 
erected  the  most  costly  monument.  But 
she  did  nothing  of  the  kind.  She  paid 
no  attention  to  the  grave  of  her  hus- 
band. In  1853  the  French  government 
erected  a  statue  of  the  marshal  on  the 
spot  where  he  was  supposed  to  be  ex- 
ecuted. But  his  grave  was  neglected 
alike  by  the  government  and  his  fam- 
ily. 

Mr.  Weston  very  justly  feels  that  in 
the  carefully  compiled  volume  entitled 
"Historic  Doubts  as  to  the  Execution 
of  Marshal  Ney"  he  has  established  a 
case  of  very  great  probability  as  to 
Ney's  escape,  and  he  maintains  that 
those  who  do  not  agree  with  him  must 
prove  that  Marshal  Ney  was  executed. 
The  onus  probandl.  he  says.  Is  trans- 
ferred to  history.

Camllle  Flammarlon,  the  distinguish- 
ed French  astronomer,  after  long  obser- 
vation of  Mars  and  patient  Investiga- 
tion of  the  work  of  others  In  the  same 
field,  appears,  from  an  article  which 
has  come  from  his  pen,  entitled  "An 
Hour  With  Mars,"  to  have  reached  the 
conclusion  that  the  planet  is  Inhabited 
and  that  the  canals  so  numerous  upon 
its  surface  are  the  work  of  a  \highly 
civilized  race  of  beings,  says  the  New 
York  World. 

It  Is  gra(tifying  to  know  from  this 
latest  work  from  the  pen  of  M.  Flam- 
marlon 'that  he  recognizes  the  work  of 
an  American,  Pr*)feasor  Perclval  Low- 
ell, of  Cambridge,  as  among  the  most 
important  thus  far  performed  in  the 
obsei-\atW>n  of  Mars.  Professor  LowelKs 
observations  were  made  last  year  at 
Flagstaff.  Ariz.  Mars  was  at  the  same 
time  under  observation  by  Professor 
Schiaparelll  at  Milan. 

It  is  the  elaborate  system  of  canals, 
which  the  recent  perfection  of  astrono- 
mical Instruments  has  made  more  and 
more  apparent,  that  M.  Flammarlon 
discusses  in  the  light  of  the  recent  ob- 
servations. He  advances  certain  views 
as  to  the  question  of  the  planet  being 
inhabited  that  are  new  and  startling. 

.\mong  the  most  important  of  these 
Is  one  concerning  the  atmosphere  of 
Mars.  Flammarlon  shows  that  Mars 
has  an  atmosphere  of  its  own,  which 
has  been  denied  by  some  of  the  as- 
tronomers at  the  Lick  observatory.  If 
the  planet  had  no  atmosphere,  as  these 
gentlemen  sought  to  malce  out,  he  asks 
how  the.  snow  caps  of  Mars,  so  apparent 
In  the  telescope  during  the  Martian 
winter,  could  be  found? 

These  snow  caps,  one  upon  either  pole 
of  Mars,  appear  as  large  white  sur- 
faces, whldh  gradually'  recede  as  sum- 
mer follows  spring  upon  the  planet, 
and,  simultaneously  with  their  disap- 
pearance, the  famous  canals  discovered 
by  Professor  Schiaparelll  begin  to  come 
into  view.  To  any  student  of  physics 
it  is  apparent  that  no  snow  could  form 
where  there  was  m)  atmosphere,  and  the 
moon,  as  M.  Flammarlooi  points  out, 
never  jjathers  snow  or  Ice,  nor  are  these 
substances  to  be  observed  on  any  other 
of  the  planets.  He  assumes  that  the 
snow  caps  of  Mars  are  formed  through 
dew,  which  carries  the  moisture  of  'bhe 
Martian  atmosphere  from  its  tropic  to 
its  aix?tlc  zone. 

IT  NEVER  RAINS. 

And  right  here  Is  'the  most  curious 
point  -Which  M.  Flammarlon  has  dis- 
covered, viz..  that  Mars  has  no  rain.  In 
all  of  the  long  observations  of  Mars 
made  here  and  in  Europe  during  re- 
cent years,  there  is  no  record  of  Mar- 
tian clouds  having  obscured  the  view 
of  the  planet  for  any  length  of  time. 

The  MlaiTtlaji  air  is  singularly  clear 
and  pure.  There  is  considerable  doubt 
whether  a  cloud  was  ever  observed  up- 
on Its  surface.  Upon  t?he  other  hand, 
as  M.  Flammarlon  has  pointed  out.  a 
Martian  astronomer  observing  the  earth 
would  for  days  at  a  time  be  unable  to 
see  any  pant  of  this  planet  for  the  rea- 
son that  clouds  in  the  terrestrial  at- 
mosphere would  intervene.  Even  our 
own  moon  It  Is  impossilble  to  see  a 
large  part  of  the  year  because  of  mois- 
ture in  the  atmosphere,  while  the  two 
satellites  o-f  Mars  are  always  in  view 
when  not  hidden  by  the  body  of  the 
planet. 

It  ds  the  singularly  clear  and  pure 
atmosplhere  of  Mars  that  has  made  re- 
cent efforts  Itn  photif)graphing  the  canals 
upon  tts  surface  so  highly  successful. 
For  weeks  at  a  time,  as  M.  Flammarlon 
p<rints  out.  Mars  wa.s  under  observa- 
tion last  summer  here  and  in  Europe, 
when  there  was  not  even  the  faintest 
suggestion  of  a  cloud  In  its  atmos- 
phere, and  "itt  was  this  absence  of  clouds 
that  first  gave  rise  to  the  mistaken  no- 
tion that  it  had  no  atmosphere  at  all. 

It  Is  right  here  In  this  consideration 
of  the  atmosphere  of  Mars  that  M. 
Flammarlon  finds  the  explanation  of 
the  canals.  There  being  rK>  rain  upon 
Mars,  it  is,  of  course,  obvious  that  wa- 
ter must  ibe  of  the  highest  value  to  Its 
Inhabitants,  and  that  it  should  be  pre- 
•served,  collected  and  distributed  with 
the  utmost  care.  The  maps  of  Mars, 
moreover,  s'how  that  it  has  no  rivers. 
Without  a  rainfall  such  as  that  which 
occurs  in  all  parts  of  the  earth,  H  Is 
difficult  to  see  how  rivers  or  streams 
would  form.  Lakes  are  likewise  scarce 
upon  the  surface  of  Mars,  except  at 
times  when  ithe  polar  Ice  caps  are  melt- 
ing, and  then  they  are  filled  through 
the  canals  leading  from  its  poliar  seas. 

Here,  then,  is  the  most  reasonable 
explanation  thus  far  offered  by  a  dis- 
tinguished astronomer  of  the  elaborate 
canal  system  of  Mars  which  has  so 
long  puzzled  the  scientific  world.  With- 
out rain,  the  inhabitants  of  that  plahet 
depend  solely  upon  their  canals  for  the 
irrigation  of  their  fields.  These  fields 
appear  to  dry  up  and  the  canals  to  dis- 
appear while  the  polar  caps  are  form- 
ing. Then,  when  summer  commences, 
the  fields  of  Mars  become  green,  the 
canals  appear  in  the  telescopes  of  as- 
tronomers, and  the  snow^  caps  melt  &b 
the  water  Is  distributed  over  the  sur- 
face of  the  planet. 

AN   ANNUAL   OVERFLOW. 

"One  thing  Is  certain,"'  says  M.  Flam- 
marlon, "and  that  is  that  the  circula- 
tion of  the  atmospheric  waters  are  not 
effected,  as  with  us,  by  the  evaporation 
of  seas,  clouds,  rains,  rivers,  brooks 
and  streams  bringing  water  to  Mhe 
ocean.  Hardly  ever  any  clouds,  hardly 
ever  any  rains,  tempests,  storms  or 
cyclones!  The  dew,  which  is  generally 
transparent  and  invisible,  condenses 
itself  Into  snow  during  the  winter  In 
the  cold  polar  regions,  and  the  con- 
tinents remain  dry.  Summer  comes  and 
the  snow  melts  and  empties  Itself  lA 
an  Immense  Inundation  Into  the  can- 
als. 

"It  is  like  a  gigantic  overflc>wlng  of 
the  Nile!  The  canals  and  the  lakes  fill 
up  with  water  and  become  larger,  car- 
rying this  abundance  across  the  con- 
tlncntfi  Into  the  smaller  seas  with  which 
they  communicate.  Summer  Is  passed, 
and  the  waters  cvaponite,  and  once 
more  these  vapors  become  condensed 
into  snow  far  from  the  cqtiatorlal  and 
temperate  zones.  It  is.  In  fact,  an  hy- 
draulic regime,  entirely  different  from 
that  which  governs  terrestrial  climates. 


Different,  but  no  less  active.  Itls  Im- 
possible to  doubt  that  this  system  of 
Martian  waters  regulates  a  life  appro- 
priate to  this  climatic  organization, 
strange  as  it  may  seem  to  us." 
A  LONG   YEAR. 

M.  Flammarlon  then  considers  the 
main  facts  which  bear  upon  Martian 
seasons,  and  the  reasons  for  such  care- 
ful distribution  of  the  waters. 

"We  know,"  he  says,  "that  Mars's 
years  are  nearly  twice  as  long  as  ours, 
and  are  composed  of  686  days  23  hours, 
30  minutes,  and  41  seconds.  Nothing 
could  be  clearer  than  that.  We  also 
know  that  the  duration  of  day  and 
night,  or  to  speak  more  exactly,  of  its 
dally  rotation,  is  24  hours  and  37  min- 
utes. We  know,  too,  that  the  inclina- 
tion of  its  rotary  axis  and  Its  seasons 
are  about  the  same  as  ours.  We  can 
see  besides  with  our  own  eyes  the  polar 
snows  melt  away  during  the  summer 
to  reappear  during  the  winter,  and  es- 
pecially last  year,  at  the  observatory 
of  Juvlsy,  we  could  easily  follow  day 
by  day  the  gradual  fusion  of  these 
snows  from  the  month  of  May  to  No- 
vember.   ,,' 

"Let  us  first  study  the  polar  snows. 
As  on  the  earth,  these  snows  are  not 
centered  on  the  geographical  pole. 
Where  the  polar  cap  Is  reduced  to  its 
minimum  after  summer  has  passed. 
Mar's  south  pole  is  no  longer  coverea 
with  Ice,  and  can  thus  be  more  easily 
reached  by  Mar's  navigators  than  our 
poles  by  our  sailors.  The  southern 
snow  is  in  the  middle  of  a  great  black 
spot,  which  occupies  the  third  of  th% 
surface  of  Mars,  and  which  is  supposed 
to  represent  its  principal  ocean.  The 
anology  between  our  Arctic  and  Antarc- 
tic poles  is,  therefore,  complete,  so  far 
as  Mar's  south  pole  Is  conceraed. 

"The  cap  of  the  north  pole  of  this 
planet  has  its  center  exactly  at  the  pole. 
Its  atmosphere  is  yellowish  in  tone,  a 
hue  which  dominates  the  continents  of 
the  planet.  Here  a  singular  pheno- 
menon Is  seen  which  has  no  analogy 
with  our  earth.  At  the  melting  of  the 
snows  at  this  pole  accumulated  dur- 
ing the  long  nights  of  at  least  ten 
months,  the  liquid  mass  spreads  itself 
all  around  the  frozen  region  and  con- 
verts a  vast  expanse  of  ground  Into  a 
temporary  sea,  which  covers  the  lower 
regions.  It  is  a  gigantic  inundation, 
which  has  given  rise  to  the  supposi- 
tion of  the  existence  of  another  ocean 
in  these  regions.  But  such  can  not  be 
the  case,  as  there  is  no  permanent  sea 
at  this  spot. 

WHAT   SCHIAPARELLI  SAYS. 

"The  snowy  spot  Is  thus  seen  sur- 
rounded by  a  somber  zone  which  fol- 
lows its  contour,  diminishing  progres- 
sively and  forming  a  narrower  and  nar- 
rower crown.  The  exterior  part  of  this 
zone  is  divided  by  dark  hues,  which 
cover  all  the  surrounding  space  and 
resemble  distributing  canals.  It  is  veir 
probable  that  the  flowing  of  the  melted 
snow  Is  the  principal  cause  of  the  hy- 
drographlc  condition  of  the  planet  and 
the  periodical  variations  which  we  ob- 
serve. As  M.  Schiaparelll  writes:  'We 
can  imagine  something  of  the  same  na- 
ture on  our  own  globe  if  our  ijoles  were' 
suddenly  placed  in  the  cen%'  of  Asia 
or  Africa,  and  we  also  have  a  minia- 
ture picture  of  what  takes  place  in 
Mars  in  the  melting  of  the  snow  on  our 
own  Alps.'  " 

M.  Flammarlon  then  points  out  tha/t 
If  we  on  the  earth  enjoyed  a  summer 
twice  as  long  as  that  to  whicn  we  are 
accusitomed.  as  happens  on  Mars,  then 
all  the  snow  and  dee  of  the  Arctic  and 
Antarctic  would  melt  and  inundate  the 
earth.  The  spectroscope,  he  says,  has 
demonstrated  that  the  atmosphere  of 
Mars  differs  but  little  from  that  of  the 
earth.  Some  savants  having  contended 
that  the  temperature  of  the  planet  was 
60  degrees  below  zero,  he  shows  that  it 
would  be  impossible  for  the  dew  to  ploy 
Bo  Important  a  part  as  *t  does,  as  is 
i^own  by  the  formation  of  the  Martian 
polar  caps,  while  the  water,  instead  of 
flowing  through  canals,  would  freeze  up. 

The  climate  of  Mars,  says  M.  Flam- 
marlon, "very  much  resembles  a  clear 
day  on  a  high  mountain."  The  condi- 
tion of  the  planet,  'he  thinks,  more 
nearly  resembles  that  of  the  earth  than 
any  other  of  the  heavenly  bodies. 
A  SIGN  ON  MARS. 

The  Hebrew  word  "Shadai,"  meaning 
God,  may  be  definitely  traced  on  the 
crust  of  the  planet  Mars,  the  char- 
acters being  imprinted  there  by  means 
of  canals,  sayS  the  New  York  Herald. 

A  few  evenings  ago  a  student  of  the 
Martian  phenomena  In  Washington  was 
reading  an  abstract  of  Lowell's  Boston 
lecture  on  Mars.  With  the  lecture  he 
had  a  map  of  the  planet,  on  which  the 
canals  and  the  artificial  lakes  had  been 
printed  somewftiat  darker  than  they  or- 
dinarily appear  through  the  telescope. 
Remembering  the  episode  of  the  tri- 
angular lights,  he  was  led  to  examine 
more  carefully  the  evidently  artificial 
outlines  of  the  network  of  waterways 
on  the  planet.  If  an  attempt  had  been 
made  to  communicate  by  three  monster 
lights,  which  had  been  too  tran-sltory 
to  evoke  a  response,  might  there  not 
be  some  more  lasting  effort  at  com- 
munication? Might  It  not  be  possible 
to  trace  out  in  the  canals  some  quaint 
cipher  that  could  be  seen  and  read  on 
earth?  The  suggesition  of  some  letter  or 
cipher  had  hardly  occurred  when  with 
It  came  the  answer.  He  was  an  able 
Orientalist,  and  the  first  glance  of  his 
eye,  trained  to  the  curious  characters 
of  the  Oriental  languages,  showed  him 
the  letters  "daleth"  and  "yodh"  of  the 
Hebrew  alphabet.  Before  the  "daleth" 
he  saw  at  the  edge  of  the  hemisphere 
map  what  appeared  to  him  to  be  ipart 
of  the  letter  "sheen." 

AN    ASTONISHING    DISCOVERY. 

A  sWlled  draughtsman,  it  was  for 
him  the  work  of  no  diflficulty  to  draw  a 
Mercartor's  projection  of  Mars,  taking 
in  the  adjacent  surroundings  froiji  the 
other  hemisphere.  To  his  amazement 
and  joy.  there  appeared,  plainly  traced 
out  in  the  artificial  canals  of  the  sister 
planet,  the  word  signifying  God,  the 
self-same  word  ordered  to  be  written  on 
the  door-posts  of  every  Israelite.  There 
it  stood  in  bold  letters,  traced  beyond 
a  question  by  intelligent  beings,  and 
traced  there,  too.  beyond  a  question,  by 
those  beings  as  a  greeting  and  an  over- 
ture to  the  people  of  cnir  earth  for 
mutual  study  and  friendship. 

This  observer  was  not  a  devout  be- 
liever. He  was  a  frank  agnostic,  and 
his  observation  was  therefore  unbiased 
by  any  religious  zeal.  But  this  dis- 
covery, which  subsequent  examination 
only  confirmed.  Impressed  him  as  most 
remarkable,  supporting,  as  it  did,  the 
generally  accepted  theory  that  intelli- 
gent beings  have  perhaps  for  ages  been 
seeking  to  give  us  some  sign  of  rec-og- 
nitlon. 

There  is  a  wide  ^Id  for  thought  and 
speculation  in  thi^appearance  of  the 
name  of  God  standing; out  unmistakably 
on  the  surflace  of  a  sister  planet. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  of 
the  observer's  accuracy.  The  first  let- 
ter (sheen)  is  not  as  sharply  defined  as 
are  the  two  others,  but  washings  by 
the  ocean  have  undoubtedly  taken 
place,  as  Is  proved  by  a  glance  at  the 
original  maps,  where  partly  submerged 
portions  of  the  orange-hued  land  are 
lndlcate<l.  True,  the  magnitude  of  the 
work  of  cutting  the  canals  Into  the 
shape  of  the  name  of  God  Is  at  first 
thouglit  appalling,  but  there  are  ter- 
restrial work.'^  which  to  us  today  seem 
no  le«s  Impossible.  Besides,  it  Is  known 
that  the  difference  In  gravitation  be- 
tween Mai-s  and  the  earth  would  make 
It  easily  possible  to  do  far  more  work 
with  far  less  energy  on  Mars  than  on 
the  earth.

Meanderers  Toward  Mecca 

Who  Threaten  the  Health 

of  the  World. 


Peculiarities  of  the  Travel- 
ers Described  by  One 
Who  Knows  Them. 


Reli({ious     Observance 
That  Calls  for  Many 
Discomforts. 


Thomas  P.  Hughes,  an  oriental  and 
occidental  traveler  of  note,  writes  to 
the  New  York  Sun  in  the  following  in- 
teresting manner  about  the  Meccan 
pilgrims: 

One  hundred  thousand  pilgrims  are 
now  assembled  in  the  city  of  Mecca, 
and  as  cholera  has  appeared  among 
them  they  threaten  the  health  of  the 
world.  In  a  very  short  time  these  chol- 
era-infected pilgrims  will  return  to  their 
respective  countries  to  implant  the 
seeds  of  a  direful  plague  among  the  na- 
tions of  the  earth.  According  to  the 
statistics  obtained  at  Jedda,  the  sea- 
port for  Mecca,  the  nationalities  of  thd 
pilgrims  may  be  estimated  as  follows: 
Ottoman  subjects,  including  pil- 
grims from  Syria 10.000 

Egyptians    6,000 

Arabic-speaking      Moslems    from 

the  northern  states  of  Africa 6,000 

Arabians    5,500 

Natives  of  the  city  of  Mecca 22,000 

From  the  east  coast  of  Africa 3.500 

Persians    9.000 

British  subjects  from  India 15.000 

Malays  from  Java 12,000 

Moslem   Chinese 100 

From  the  tribes  of  Central  Asia..*.  5.000 

Russian  Moslem  subjects 2.000 

Other  nationalities,  estimated 4,000 

These  figures,  making  a  total  of  100,- 
100  are  taken  principally  from  an  offi- 
cial record  kept  for  some  years  past  at 
Jedda,  and  may  be  considered  correct. 

The  Mohammedan  pilgrimage  to 
Mecca  is  an  unique  custom  in  the  re- 
ligious history  of  the  world.  Notwith- 
standing the  inroads  of  civilization 
upon  the  Orient,  100,000  human  beings 
still  undergo  the  greatest  privations  In 
order  to  kiss  the  famous  black  stone 
which  forms  part  of  the  sharp  angle  of 
the  Meccan  temple.  The  benefits  of  the 
pilgrimage  are  great,  for  the  sins  of 
every  pilgrim,  no  matter  how  dark 
they  may  have  been,  are  forgiven  by 
the  Almighty,  and  the  supplications  of 
the  pilgrim  on  behalf  of  others  are  ac- 
cepted by  God.  Such  was  the  teaching 
of  the  prophet. 

As  soon  as  the  pilgrim  reaches  the 
last  stage  near  the  sacred  city  he 
makes  two  prostrations  in  prayer,  and 
divests  himself  of  his  worldly  raiments. 
Then  he  assumes  the  pilgrim's  sacred 
robe,  and  sets  his  heart  on  Mecca. 

The  sacred  garment  called  the  Ihram 
consists  of  two  seamless  wrappers;  one 
is  wrapped  round  the  waist  and  the 
other  is  thrown  loosely  over  the  shoul- 
ders. The  pilgrim's  head  is  left  un- 
covered. After  he  has  assumed  the 
pilgrim's  garb  he  must  not  anoint  his 
head,  or  shave  any  part  of  his  body,  or 
pare  his  nails.  Having  entered  upon 
the  pilgrimage  he  faces  Mecca  with  the 
devout  intention  of  making  the  journey 
to  the  sacred  shrine.  Lifting  his  hands 
heavenward  he  cries:  "O  God,  I  pur- 
pose making  this  pilgrimage.  May  the 
service  be  easy  to  me.  Accept  it  from 
me!"  Then,  as  he  proceeds  on  his  jour- 
ney, he  sings  the  sacred  pilgrim  song, 
known  as  the  Talbya,  which  begins 
with  the  pilgrim's  cry,  "Labbaika!"  It 
runs  thus: 

I  stand  up  for  Thy  service,  O  God,  I 
stand  up! 

I  stand  up!  There  is  no  partner  with 
Thee!    I  stand  up! 

Verily  Thine  is  the  praise!  The  bless- 
ing!   And   the   Kingdom! 

There  is  no  partner  with  Thee,  O  ray 
God! 

W'hen  he  reaches  Mecca  he  bathes 
himself  and  then  proceeds  to  the  temple 
and  kisses  the  black  stone.  He  then 
encompasses  the  temple  seven  times; 
three  times  at  a  quick  step  or  run,  four 
times  at  a  slow  pace.  And  each  time 
as  he  passes  around  he  touches  the 
comer  of  the  temple  and  kisses  the 
black  stone.  Being  spiritually  re- 
freshed, he  runs  to  the  top  of  the  little 
Mount  Safa,  and,  on  reaching  the  sum- 
mit of  the  mount,  he  turns  toward  the 
temple  at  a  distance  and  cries:  "Surely 
God  hath  aided  His  servant  the  prophet 
and  hath  put  to  flight  the  armies  of  the 
infidel  with  His  own  power!"  He  then 
runs  from  the  top  of  Safa  to  the  sum- 
mit of  the  Mount  Marwah,  and  this  he 
does  seven  times.  It  is  an  exercise 
which  tries  the  energy  of  even  the 
youthful  pilgrim,  while  the  white- 
haired  pilgrim  puffs  and  blows  beneath 
the  excessive  weight  of  his  religious  de- 
votions. 

UBDn  the  seventh  day  of  the  pilgrim- 
age the  crowd  of  pilgrims  assemble  in 
the  great  mosque,  and  at  2  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  listen  to  an  Arabic  sermon 
which  sets  forth  the  excellencies  of  the 
"Hajj,"  as  thel  pilgrimage  Is  called. 

On  the  following  day  he  visits  the 
little  valley  of  Mina,  or  the  "wished-for" 
valley,  wlhich  Adam  longed  for  when  he 
was  turned  out  of  Eden.  The  next  day, 
after  morning  prayer,  the  pilgrim  as- 
cends Mount  Arafat,  or  the  "Mount  of 
Recognition,'  about  twelve  miles  from 
Mecca.  It  was  in  this  place  that  our 
first  parents,  Adam  and  Eve,  forfeited 
heaven  and  were  deprived  of  their 
primeval  purity  for  eating  wiieat.  The 
temptation  over,  the  serpent  escaped  to 
IspaJian,  the  devil  to  Selstan  and  Adam 
to  Ceylon.  Mother  Eve  remained  In 
Arafat,  hut  after  wandering  many  years 
Adam  found  his  wife  on  this  "Mountain 
of  Mercy,"  and  hence  It  became  known 
as  "Arafat,"  or  the  "Mount  of  Recogni- 
tion." 

The  next  day  Is  the  tenth  and  is 
known  as  the  "Day  of  Sacrifice,"  and 
as  such  it  Is  celehrated  throughout  the 
whole  Mohammedan  world.  The  histor- 
ian Gibbon  wrote  of  Islam  as  a  religion 
without  a  priest  and  without  a  sacrifice, 
a  strange  error  for  so  accurate  a  writer. 
Throughout  the  whole  world  this  day  of 
sacrifice  is  ob«cr\'ed,  and  especially  at , 
Mecca. 

Ri.slng  oa)-ly  in  the  morning  the  pil- 
giim  says  his  prayers  and  then  casts 
stones  at  three  pillars  known  as  the 
three  devils,  the  first  of  which  is  the 
"great  devil."  Holding  the  pebble  be- 
tweeti  the  thumb  and  fourth  linger  of 
the  right  hand,  he  throws  if  at  a  dis- 
tance of  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  and 
cries.  "Thia  I  do  in  hatred- of  the  devil." 
It  is  said  this  ceremony  was  performed 
by  Father  Abraham. 

Having  stoned  the  devil,  the  pilgrim 
then  proceeds  to  perform  the  sacrifice. 


The  victim  may  be  a  sheep,  or  a  goat,  or 
a  cow.  or  a  camel,  according  to  "the 
means  of  the  pilgrim.  Placing  its  head 
toward  the  sacred  stone,  its  fore  legs 
being  bandaged  together,  the  pilgrim 
stands  on  the  right  side  of  his  victim 
and  plunges  the  knife  into  its  throat 
with  great  force  and  cries  with  a  loud 
voice.  "Allahu  akbar"— "God  Is  most 
great!"  Ajccept  of  this  aacrlfice,  O 
God!" 

The  ceremony  of  sacrifice  concludes 
the  Meccan  pilgrimage,  and  the  pilgrim 
then  gets  himself  shaved  and  his  nails 
pared,  and  the  pilgrim  robe  Is  removed. 
The  three  days  following  ^re  well- 
earned  days  of  rest.  They  are  known  as 
the  "days  of  drying  up  of  the  blood  of 
the  sacrifice."  Before  he  leaves  Mecca 
the  devout  pilgrim  should  once  more 
kiss  the  black  stone  and  throw  stones 
at  the  devil.  He  ^ould  also  drink  a 
cup  of  water  from  the  Zamzam  well, 
the  very  well  from  which  Hagar  drank 
when  she  ran  away  from  home  with  her 
son  Ishmael. 

The  pilgrimage  to  Mecca  Is  known  as 
the  "Hajj"  and  the  pilgrim  ae  a  Haajl. 
A  visit  to  Mecca  at  any  other  time  is 
called  the  Umrah.  If  a  Moslem  pos- 
sesses the  means  of  performing  the  pil- 
grimage jnce  in  his  lifetime  and  omits 
to  do  so,  it  Is  a  mortal  sin.  and  he  places 
himself  beyond  the  possibility  of  re- 
demption. This  doubtless  accounts  for 
the  popularity  of  the  undertaking. 

"He  who  makes  a  pilgrimage  for  God's 
sake  shall  return  as  pure  from  sin  as 
the  day  on  which  he  was  born.  Verily 
the  pilgrimage  doth  put  away  poverty 
and  sin  just  as  the  fires  of  a  forge  re- 
moves dross.  The  reward  of  a  pilgrim- 
age of  Paradise."  Such  are  the  words  of 
the  Prophet  of  Arabia. 

The  first  account  In  English  of  the 
visit  of  a  European  to  Mecca  is  that  of 
Lodovlco  Bartema,  an  Italian  gentle- 
man, who  Ynade  the  pilgrimage  In  1503. 
Only  five  Englishmen  are  known  to 
have  witnessed  the  ceremony  at  Mecca: 
Joseph  Pitts,  of  Exeter,  in  1678;  Burck- 
hardt,  the  Oriental  traveler,  in  1814; 
Richard  Burton,  of  the  Bombay  army. 
In  1853;  Dr  Blcknell,  in  1862.  and  Mr. 
Keane,  a  petty  officer  of  a  steamship.  In 
1880.  The  narratives  of  each  of  these 
pilgrims  have  been  published. 

The  Meccan  pilgrimage  was  a  com- 
promise with  Arabian  Idolatry,  and  no 
Moslem  writer  has  ever  yet  attempted 
to  give  a  spiritual  explanation  of  Its 
ceremonies.  It  is  one  of  the  most  curi- 
ous circumsrtances  in  the  history  of  re- 
ligion that  the  superstitious  and  silly 
custom  of  the  Meccan  pllgrrimage  should 
be  grafted  on  to  a  religion  which  is 
monotheistic  in  its  principles  and  icon- 
oclastic In  its  practices.  The  spectacle 
of  a  M<wlem  world  bowing  in  the  direc- 
tion of  a  black  stone  while  it  worships 
the  one  true  God  stamps  the  religion  of 
the  Prophet  of  Arabia  as  one  of  com- 
promise.

Metropolitan  Klevated  PMectric 
railway  occupies  a  unique  posltifm 
among  elevated  railroads.  The  track 
is  carried  uj^rm  an  elevated  structure  of 
steel,  and  is  built  over  land,  which  th« 
company  has  bought  outright,  with  the 
exception,  of  course,  of  the  public 
streets  which  it  crosses.  This  has  al- 
lowed it  to  construct  the  mad  in  an  ex- 
ceptionally substantial  manner,  and 
frees  the  company  from  the  disagree- 
able necessity  of  contesting  suits  from 
damages  to  property.  which  have 
proved  so  embarrassing  to  elevated 
roads  built  along  the  public  streets.

session of  the  people,  figures  have  been 
collected  setting  forth  the  extent  oC 
electrical  railroad  construction  In  the 
Southern  states.  These  show  that  there 
has  already  been  Invested  In  electric 
railroad  and  electric  light  companies 
in  that  section  over  $100,000,000.  Up 
to  January  1  last  296  electric  power 
stations  for  motor  and  lighting  pur- 
poses have  been  built  in  the  South  by 
companies  whose  aggregate  capital  was 
$19,891,000.  Since  that  time,  and  des- 
pite the  prevailing  depression.  166  ad- 
ditional plants  have  been  completed  or 
are  in  course  of  construction,  and  the 
construction  of  (luite  a  large  number 
of  others  Is  now  under  consideration. 

Sixty-two  cities  of  the  South  are 
equipped  with  rapid  transit  in  the  form 
of  electric  roads.  In  most  of  these  the 
systems  adopted  and  the  methods  and 
manner  of  construction  and  operation 
are  of  the  best.  The  quality  of  the 
roadbeds  and  the  style  and  finish  of  the 
equipment  will  compare  favorably  with 
that  f)f  any  city  in  the  country. 

TEMPERATURE  ALARM. 
Among  the  late  patents  are  many  de- 
vices for  giving  warning  electrically  to 
any  appointed  spot  of  an  abnormal  rlsei 
In  temperature  In  any  apartment  where 
such  device  Is  placed.  Several  of  these 
appliances  are  so  effective  that  their 
general  Introduction  must  result  In 
limiting  the  number  of  accidental  fires 
of  such  magnitude  as  to  need  the  ser- 
vices of  the  fire  brigade.  In  one  of 
these  alarms  the  maximum  simplicity, 
promptitude  of  action  and  cheapness 
seem  to  have  been  reached.  It  has  a 
compartment  which  is  divided  into 
two  unequal  parts  by  means  of  a  flexi- 
ble division.  These  are  filled  with  two 
gases  of  different  expansion,  and  If  the 
temperature  rises  the  circuit  is  closed 
and  an  alarm  is  given.  This  alarm  Is 
said  to  be  extremely  responsive  to  the 
slightest  change  in  temperature,  and 
it  can  be  adjusted  accurately  to  indi- 
cate any  degree  of  heat.  It  is,  In  fact, 
so  sensitive  that  It  Is  only  necessary 
to  touch  the  compartment  with  the 
palm  of  the  hand  or  to  breathe  on  it  in 
order  to  set  the  alarm  bell  In  motion. 
It  would  certainly  seem  that  with  a  de- 
vice so  effective  and  so  little  liable  to 
get  out  of  order  as  this  a  fire  should 
have  no  chance  of  making  any  head- 
way, especially  where  connection  with 
the  system  of  sprinklers  can  be  estab- 
lished. There  is  an  excellent  field  for 
such  a  contrivance  In  steamers  or  sail- 
ing vessels  with  inflammable  cargoes, 
and  it  has  already  been  employed  to 
good  purposf  in  factories  for  giving 
warning  in  case  of  the  heating  of  ma- 
chinery, etc.  ' 

LIGHT    AND    WATER. 


An  ingenious  combination  of  an  elec- 
tric lighting  station  and  a  city  water 
works  is  operating  successfully  in  a 
small  German  town.  During  the  day, 
when  the  consumption  of  water  is 
greatest,  the  station  accumulators  are 
charged  and  the  water  supply  worked 
by  the  steam  pump.  When  the  accumu- 
lators are  charged,  and  in  the  morn- 
ing before  the  boilers  are  heated  up, 
the  electrlcally-drlven  pump  Is  worked 
from  the  accumulators,  in  case  of  a 
large  demand  for  water.  In  the  even- 
ing, when  the  lamps  are  turned  on.  thi- 
current  is  taken  direct  from  the  dyna- 
m(».  and  at  11  o'clock,  when  the  street 
arc  lamps  are  cut  out.  whatever  fur- 
ther supply  of  current  is  necessary  Is 
taken  from  the  accumulator.s.  If  a  fire 
.should  occur  In  the  night,  a  full  supply 
of  water  is  instantly  available.  On 
the  sounding  of  the  alarm,  th<'  attend- 
ant at  the  station  starts  the  eloctric 
pump  and  on<?  compressor.  The  per- 
fect "success  of  this  plan  has;  been 
proved  on  several  occasions,  and  the 
inhabitants  of  the  little  town  are  proud: 
of  their  compact  and  efficient  plant, 
which  gives  them  good  and  cheap  light- 
ing-, good  drinking  water,  and  a  suffl- 
new  South  is  making  and  of  cient  supply  of  water  for  all  the  pur- 


poses of  fire  extinction.  The  station  is 
operated  at  a  very  low  cost,  but  by 
employing  automatic  current  regula- 
tors, automatic  oiling  devices  on  all 
the  moving  parts  of  the  steam  engine 
and  on  the  dynamos  and  motors,  the 
working  of  the  plant  is  to  be  so  slrp- 
pllfled  that  one  engine  driver  and  a 
stoker  can  look  after  the  whole  insti- 
tution, even  when  some  proposed  ex- 
tensions are  completed. 

riectilcty  put  up  in  storage  bat- 
teries of  all  sizes,  like  milk  In  jars,  if. 
to  be  prepared  for  delivery  at  the  doors 
of  consumers  In  New  York,  just  as 
milk  Is  now.  A  company  has  been 
formed  for  the  purpose  and  also  to 
push  the  electric  storage  battery  mto 
general  use. 

Isaac  L.  Rich,  one  of  the  officers  of 
the  new  company,  who  has  done  a 
great  deal  to  perfect  the  electric  stor- 
age battery,  says: 

•"There  is  no  reason  why  electricltj; 
should  not  be  perfectly  portable.  There 
seems  to  be  a  general  Idea  that  In  order 
to  have  a  current  on  tap  one  must 
have  a  dynamo  and  a  steam  engine  to 
run  It.  and  thus  incur  a  large  expen- 
diture at  the  start.  Nothing  could  be 
more  erroneous.  There  are  thousands 
of  persons  who  would  like  to  run  sew- 
ing machines  or  coffee  giinders  by  elec- 
tricity, or  to  burn  one  or  two  electric 
lights,  but  who  have  no  use  for  the 
current  In  large  quantities.  They  can 
now  be  accommodated.  Storage  cells 
are  now  made  In  all  sizes.  The  small- 
est weigh  four  ounces  and  furnish  cur- 
rent enough  for  one  lamp.  We  intend  to 
sell  electricity  exactly  as  the  milk  man 
sells  milk.  We  first  supply  the  cells. 
When  the  current  Is  used  up  the  maid 
will  put  the  empty  or  exhausted  cells 
in  the  hallway  or  beside  the  basement 
dfKir.  and  our  man.  as  he  makes  his 
morning  rounds,  will  collect  them  and 
leave  freshly  charged  ones  in  their 
place.  The  same  cells,  of  course,  are 
used  over  and  over  again  a  great  manj- 
times. 

Plumbers  have  been  helpea  out  of  one 
of  the     greatest     dlfflcultles     of     their 
calling    by    a    new   electrolytic    method 
of  joining  metal   to  earthenware.   The 
making  of  a  true  connection   between 
lea<l  pipt^  and  earthenware  closet  pans 
and  lavatory  basins  has  always  l)een  a 
source  of  trouble,  but  the  new  process 
is  said  to  make  a  perfect  and  perma- 
nent   junction    of    the    surfaces.      The 
earthenware  should   have  an   unglazed 
■5urface.   but  if  otherwise,   the  glaze  is 
removed,    and    the    surface    is    coated 
with   plumbago,  and  placed  in  an  elec- 
trolytic bath,  thus  obtaining  a  metallic 
coating.     To  this  coating  the  lead  pipe 
can  be  s<ildered  in  the  ordinary  way  by 
means   of   a    plumbers    "wiped"    joint. 
This  process  will  probably  entirely  su- 
perstMle  the  use  of  rubber  sleeves,  wash- 
ers  and    putty,   with    which    Imperfeit 
Joints  are  but  too  often  associate<l. 
PRESERVING  TELEGRAPH  POLES. 
The  weak  place  In  a  telegraph  pole  Is 
usually  the  ten  or  twelve  inches  below 
the  surface  of  the  ground.     A   French 
engineer  proposes  to  make  this  part  of 
the  pole  proof  against  both  damp  and 
wear  and  tear,  even  after  the  process 
of  decay  has  set  In,  by  clearing  away 
the   earth    around    the    pole,    removing 
from    It    all    trace   of   soil    or    decayed 
wood,  and  giving  It  a  coat  of  hot  tar. 
The  seml-cyllndrlcal  halves  of  a  glazed 
earthenware  sleeve  are  then  closed  In 
position  around  the  part  to  be  strength- 
ened.    The  annular  space  between  this 
sleeve  and  the  pole  Is  filled  with  a  liberal 
layer  of  asphalt  or  some  similar  mate- 
rial.    By  this  prtK-ess  the  life  of  poles 
which  would  otherwise  have  to  be  con- 
demned can  br  greatly  extended. 

Many  city  fire  departments  are  now- 
adding  telephones  to  their  brigade  out- 
fit with  the  effect  of  vastly  increasing 
tht  efllciency  (5£  the  department.  When 
the  engine  arrives  at  the  Are  one  of  thes 
firemen  connects  the  telephone  outfit 


which  weighs  only  a  pound,  with  the 
fire  alarm  line.  This  give;;  a  means  of 
communicating  immediately  with  head- 
quarters. It  is  no  slight  advantage  to 
be  able  to  transmit  a  verbal  report  of 
the  progress  of  the  fire  and  order  up 
additional  engines  where  the  occasion 
does  not  Justify  calling  out  an  entire 
relay  of  apparatus,  and  thus  uncover- 
ing additional  territory.  In  point  of 
fact,  the  use  of  the  telephone  transfers 
the  active  management  of  the  whole  fire 
department  to  the  scene  of  the  fire  at 
which  the  department  Is  at  work.

A  Tramp's  Luck  With  a  Jack

The  police  of  the  tenderloin  station 
raided  some  saloons  where  seductive 
nickel-ln-the-slot  machines  were  kept 
the  other  night,  says  the  New  York 
Sun.

Each  one  of  the  three  pots  in  the  ma- 
chine was  Jajn  full  of  nickels.  The  ma- 
chine was  constructed  so  that  one 
nickel  in  the  right  slot  would  send  the 
money  rolling  out.  It  was  In  the  hope 
of  sending  a  coin  Into  the  proper  place 
that  the  young  men  had  been  rolling 
their  good  money  Into  the  machine  all 
the  evening.  Up  to  the  time  the  police 
entered  they  had  succeeded  only  in  ad- 
ding to  the  stock  of  nickels,  and  the 
interference  of  the  police  and  the  seiz- 
ure of  the  machine  caused  a  howl  of 
Indignation. 

With  a  dozen  or  more  other  nickel- 
catching  machines  the  three-Jack-pot 
affair  was  carried  around  to  the  station 
house  and  put  up  on  a  counter  behind 
the  sergeant's  desk.  For  two  weeks  it 
lay  there.  The  other  machines  had 
been  sent  to  the  property  clerk's  office 
or  otherwise  disposed  of,  so  that  on 
Monday  last  it  was  alone  on  the  coun- 
ter. Every  policeman  in  the  house 
longed  to  take  a  chance  at  the  machine 
from  the  first  night  It  was  brought  In, 
and  rumor  has  It  that  some  of  them  suc- 
ceeded In  getting  near  enough  to  drop 
In  a  nickel.

Dan    Mcintosh  Gives   Some 

Sensational  Testimony 

in  Crowley  Case. 


He    Says  He  Never  Signed 

the  Deed  That  Bears 

His  Name. 


Never  Owned    the    Land   in 

Question  Nor  Claimed 

to  Own  It. 


The  Crowley  case  against  the  C.  N, 
Nelson  Lumber  company  and  others 
was  continued  before  Judge  Lewis  In 
district  court  this  morning,  and  there 
was  an  Interested  crowd  of  spectators. 
Among  the  latter  were  a  number  of  at- 
torneys, and  they  expressed  a  good 
deal  of  admiration  for  T.  E.  Tarsney's 
cross-examination. 

The  defense  concluded  Its  case  this 
morning,  and  the  plaintiffs  called  Dan 
Mcintosh  in  rebuttal.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  the  C.  N.  Nelson  Lum- 
ber company  claims  that  the  property 
in  question  was  sold  by  Crowley  to 
Dan  Mcintosh  In  1S82,  aiid  that  Mcin- 
tosh in  turn  sold  It  to  the  C.  N.  Nel- 
scn  Lumber  company. 

Mcintosh  testified  that  he  met  Crow- 
ley but  once,  and  that  but  for  a  mo- 
ment, in  1881.  In  April,  1882,  he  re- 
moved to  Stillwater,  and  in  1890  he  went 
to  the  state  of  Washington.  He  never 
bought  any  land  of  Crowley,  and  he 
never  authorized  anyone  to  buy  for 
him.  The  first  he  had  heard  of  the  mat- 
ter was  In  January,  1S95,  when  An- 
drew Gowan,  agent  for  the  lumber 
company,  found  him  In  the  woods  In 
Washington  and  told  him  of  It. 
M'INTOSH    DENIES. 

"I  show  exhibit  3,"  said  Mr.  Tai-s- 
ney,  "being  the  deed  from  Crowley  to 
Mcintosh.  Did  you  ever  have  that  pa- 
per before?" 

"No,  sir.  I  did  not." 

"I  show  you  exhibit  13,  the  deed  from 
Dan  Mcintosh  to  the  C.  N.  Nelson 
Lumber  company.  When  did  you  first 
see   that   deed?" 

"About  three  weeks  ago,  in  the 
clerk's  office." 

"Will  you  examine  the  signature  of 
Dan  Mcintosh  on  that  deed?  Did  you 
write   that  signature?" 

"No,  sir,  I  did  not." 

"Did  you  authorize  anyone  to  write 
it?"

Did  you  ever 
own  that  land  or  claim  to  own  It?" 

"No.  sir." 

"Did  you  ever  go  before  a  notary 
public  and  acknowledge  the  signature 
on  exhibit  13  to  be  your  signature?"

IRON  ORE  PRICES. 

The  Wise  Course  Pursued  by 
the  Producers. 

In  connection  with  the  various  ef- 
forts made  in  the  past  three  months, 
and  with  almost  uniform  success,  to  lift 
Irori  and  steel  manufactures  out  of  the 

slough,  it  is  pnn>er  now  to  point  to  the 
wise  initiative  taken  by  the  producers 
of  Lake  Superior  Bessemer  ores,  says 
the  Iron  Trade  Review.  When  it  was 
proposed  last  winter  to  take  some  con- 
certed action  to  prevent  a  repetition  of 
the  disasters  of  1893  and  1894  In  Lake  Su- 
perior iron  mining,  there  were  those 
pessimistic  enough  to  assert  that  no 
relief  could  be  secured  In  the  way  pro- 
posed. They  seemed  to  see  nothing 
ahead  but  a  ruinous  competition  that 
would  soon  tire  out  smaller  produc- 
ers, meantime  depleting  the  resources 
of  the  strong  companies  and  keeping  up 
the  pace  of  demoralization  that  had  in- 
volved blast  furnace  and  other  Inter- 
ests all  along  the  line. 

Others  had  the  faith  and  the  courage 
to  believe  that,  no  matter  what  the 
jMipular  judgment  might  be  about  a 
plan  that  Involved  an  agreement  to 
maintain  a  price,  such  prejudice  could 
not  possibly  harm  the  iron  companies 
as  much  as  the  foolish  policy  of  pro- 
ducing ore  at  a  loss.  It  is  easy  to  see 
that  had  the  management  of  the  agree- 
ment been  In  the  hands  of  less  conser- 
vative, less  judicious  or  less  courage- 
ous men,  mistakes  might  have  been 
made  from  which  the  entire  Iron  trade 
would  have  suffered.  And  after  prelim- 
inaries had  been  disposed  of,  and  the 
possibility  of  some  sort  of  agreement 
was  demonstratetl,  the  same  wisdom 
that  prompted  the  movement  was  pres- 
ent to  restrain  an.v  disposition  to  use 
the  power  to  advance  prices  in  any  way 
that  would  not  commend  itself  to  the 
judgment  of  fair  minded  buyers. 

Every  step  was  taken  in  this  spirit 
and  when  the  test  came,  there  was  no 
long  struggle  between  buyer  and  seller, 
the  former  being  convinced  that  his 
share  In  the  benefit  of  the  arrangement 
would  not  be  long  coming.  It  was  not 
long  before  the  coke  Interest  made 
a  similar  move,  and  Its  .iustlftcation 
was  found  likewise  in  the  fact  that  an^ 
time  is  a  fit  time  to  stop  selling  at  a 
loss.  The  demurrer  that  came  up  here 
and  there,  that  conditions  were  not 
ripe  for  such  a  step,  had  this  for  Its 
answer.  An  advance  in  wages  came 
at  the  same  time  and  that  helped  to 
popularize  the  move.  From  that  time 
on  higher  prices  and  higher  wages  be- 
came a  matter  of  almost  weekly  rec- 
ord. 

There  were  skeptics — many  who  re- 
fused to  believe  that  the  new  prices 
were  anything  more  than  an  asking 
figure  that  would  soon  be  battered 
down.  But  no  decline  came;  Instead 
there  was  a  steady  ascent,  with  no 
indication  anywhere  today  that  the 
movement  Is  to  be  Intemipted.  It  has 
been  attended  by  no  speculative  fever- 
ishness,  though  in  the  last  week  or  two 
a  caution  has  been  sounded  here  and 
there;  and  there  Is  good  ground  for  the 
belief  that  the  trade  will  hold  its  head 
and  not  Imperil  anything  that  has  been 
gained.  Looking  over  the  ground  that 
has  been  traversed,  and  canvassing  all 
the  movements  and  conferences  that 
have  been  making  the  history  of  the 
past  ten  weeks,  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  conservatism  that  has  marked  the 
advances  in  all  lines  is  attributable 
largely  to  the  wisdom  and  foresight  of 
the  primary  producers.

It  comprises 
all  of  Lake  Huron  and  a  part  of  I.,ake 
Superior.  In  a  few  days  a  chart  of  Lake 
Superior  will  be  i.ssued.  and  during  the 
summer  charts  of  the  other  lakes  will 
follow.  Naval  officers  who  have  been 
stationed  on  the  lakes  say  that  the  new 
charts  will  be  very  valuable  to  navi- 
g.itors  and  superior  to  anything  that 
has  ever  before  been  published.  The 
depth  of  the  water  In  every  portion  of 
Lake  Huron  is  given,  as  well  as  the 
jKiints  which  ships  on  the  lake  can  use.

A  Shrewd  Move  Which  Was 

Carefully  Planned  But 

Was  Defeated. 


How  the  First  Step  Toward 

the  Final  Struggle  Was 

Taken. 


(By  a  Duluth  Veteran.) 
"Turn  out  ^'our  men  here.  Hell  has 
broke  loose  again."  Such  was  tlie  ordor 
I  heard  about  3  o'clock  In  the  morning  of 
March  '£>,  1805.  in  front  of  Pt-tersburg,  Va. 
I  hai.1  already,  on  the  first  soimd  of  tho 
long  roll,  sprang  from  bed.  and  running 
out.  my  coat,  sword  and  belt  in  hand,  had 
my  men  in  line  waiting  orders,  while  the 
roar  of  the  artillery  fairly  shook  the 
ground,  and  the  sharp  rattle  of  musketry, 

the  hissing  and  shrieking  of  shell  were 
almost  deafening,  while  the  sky  seemed 
to  be  so  full  of  tiying  shell,  each  showing 
brightly  the  light  of  its  burning  fuse,  tJuxt 
there  could  scarcely  be  room  for  them  to 
pass.  About  a  mile  and  a  lialf  away,  at 
Fort  Stedman.  the  fight  was  fully  on,  hot 
and  heavy. 

For  a    long   time   a   practice    had    pre- 


or  his  8ul>ordtnate8  could  have  no  poa- 
»lble  knowledge  and  partially  because  of 
the  reversed  state  of  the  fighting.  Hither- 
to the  rebel  forces  had  been  oil  the  de- 
fen.>ilve,  behind  forllflcHtloiiH,  where  one 
man  on  the  defensive  is  supposed  to 
eijuai  three  of  the  attacking  force.  Now 
they,  with  the  smallur  and  more  poorly 
e(iul|»ped  and  provided  force,  were  attaik- 
liig  a  greatly  larger  one.  fully  equipped 
and  provided.  And  inside  our  outer  or 
llrat  line  rorilfleationu.  back  ahoiit  u  half 
mile,  on  the  crest  of  u  sliglii  ridge,  we 
had  a  second  line,  mounting  heavy  guns, 
and  Just  ut  this  point,  still  farther  In  the 
rear,  lay  the  Third  division  of  the  corps 
(Ninth)  in  re!<erve.  The  fire  of  these 
heavy  guns  was  terribly  destructive, 
llterall.v  mowing  them  down  in  ranks  and 
winnows  as  they  pushed  on  from  Fort 
."^ledmaii  across  tht>  open  Intervening 
space.  And  the  reserve  Third  division, 
under  Gen.  Haitranft,  poured  almost  Into 
their  faces  a  heavy  and  well  directed  tire. 
The  First  division,  under  Oen.  O.  B.  Wil- 
co.\.  was  at  the  .same  time  raining  lead 
upon  their  left  flank,  and  a  portion  of  the 
Second  division,  under  Gen.  O.  B.  Pot- 
ters, upon  their  right.  The  slaughter  be- 
came fearful,  and  more  than  man  could 
stand,  and  the  attack  soon  became  a  re- 
treat and  soon  a  rout,  aiwl  the  tight  was 
over,  with  about  liMW  rebel  dead  and 
wounded  left  on  the  field  and  2700  prison- 
ers in  our  hands.  The  hoped  for  brilliant 
success  had  become  a  disastrous  defeat. 

And  not  at  this  point  alone  was  the 
result  disastrous  to  Lee.  The  Sixth 
corps,  under  Gen.  H.  G.  Wright,  always 
ready  and  alert,  had  under  cover  of  the 
attack  upon  the  Ninth  corps'  front, 
pushed  the  pickets  forward  over  half  a 
mile,  obtained  a  far  better  position  and 
taken  quite  a  large  number  of  prisoners, 
and  the  coll  about  Petersburg  was  drawn 
tighter  and  made  stronger.  The  llrst 
step  toward  the  final  struggle  of  a  week 
later  was  accomplished  and  the  advant- 
age was  greatly  in  our  favor.

vailed  and  come  to  be  recognized  and 
accepted  by  our  pickets,  that  when  men 
were  about  to  desert  the  rebel  forces  and 
come  over  to  our  lines,  bullets  would  be 
hollowed  out  at  their  base  and  the  cavity 
so  made  packed  with  damp  powder.  Then 
they  would  be  fired  at  quite  an  elevated 
range,  with  a  light  charge,  and  as  they 
came  arching  over,  the  damp  powder 
burned  slowly  with  a  bluish  light,  and 
this  being  seen  by  our  pickets,  was  recog- 
nized as  a  signal  not  to  fire  upon  those 
coming  across  to  our  line.  On  this  morn- 
ing, a  goodly  number  of  these  signals 
having  been  noticed,  our  pickets  were 
looking  for  deserters  to  come  in,  and 
when  they  heard,  through  the  hazy,  misty 
darkness,  voices  calling  out,  "Don't  shoot, 
Yanks;  we  are  coming  over,"  they  were 
entirely  thrown  off  their  guard.  And  they 
did  come  over,  about  12,000  of  them,  picked 
men  of  Lee's  army,  mostly  of  Gen  J.  B. 
Gordon  (the  same  who  lectured  here  a  few 
months  a^o).  And  before  the  astonished 
pickets  could  make  any  resistance  or  give 
any  alarm,  they  were  made  prisoners, 
and  the  attacking  force  rushed  on  and 
into  Fort  Stedman,  which  was  garrisoned 
by  a  portion  of  the  Fourteenth  New  York 
Heavy  artillery,  surprising  and  making 
prisoners  of  most  of  them  before  all  were 
fully  awake. 

But  the  alarm  was  quickly  given,  the 
long  roll  beat  the  whole  length  of  the 
line  and  the  entire  Union  army  was 
under  arms  and  in  line  in  a  very  few 
moments.  The  rebel  troops  had  turned 
the  guns  of  Fort  Stedman  upon  Fort  Has-, 
call  and  Fort  Morton,  on  either  side,  and 
all  three  and  a  battery  of  Cohorn  mortarsJ 
between  were  fairly  ablaze  with  the 
flashes  of  artillery  fire.  But  the  struggle 
was  of  short  duration  and  the  attack 
was  soon  turned  Into  a  retreat.  The  move, 
was  very  shrewdly  planned  and  carefully 
put  Into  execution  in  all  of  its  details, 
even  the  assaulting  Infantry  carrying  in 
their  cartridge  boxes  friction  primers  for 
use  In  firing  the  captured  guns.  The  con- 
dition of  Lee's  forces  and  of  his  supplies 
of  food,  clothing  and  munitions  of  war, 
as  we  can  now  see.  made  this  attack  a 
necessity.  In  fact  Lee.s  a  also  many  of  his 
subordinates,  clearly  saw  that  with  their 
failing  supplies  and  heavy  losses,  with 
Shermaji  slowly  but  steadily  approaching 
their  rear,  and  Grant's  forces  In  front 
steadily  Increasing  in  number  and  effi- 
ciency, the  beginning  of  the  end  was  closo 
at  hand,  and  that  unless  a  successful  at- 
tack coidd  be  made  at  some  point  and  th^ 
Union  lines  broken  and  the  investing  urmv 
divided  or  driven  back,  the  near  future 
would  present  the  alternative  of  surren- 
der or  flight. 

So  the  scheme  was  devised  of  a  night 
attack  in  force,  hoping  to  break  through 
our  line  of  Investment,  divide  our  forces, 
and  In  the  rear  of  one  position  sweep  down 
upon  City  Point,  ten  miles  only  away,  and 
capture  all  the  millions  of  dollars'  wort  of 
supplies  of  food,  forage,  clothing,  arms, 
•  ammunition,  and  all  the  munitions  and 
I  appliances  of  war.  As  I  have  said,  the 
movp  was  carefully  and  skillfully  planned 
and  its  execution  could  not  have  been  en- 
trusted to  mora  cunable  command  and  di- 
rection than  that  of  Gordon,  who  at  thiit 
time  had  come  tu  be  Lee's  right  hand 
and  second  in  command.  But  the  move 
was  a  failure,  partially  because  of  clr- 
J  cumstances  and  conditions  of  which  Lee,

There  Is  a  curious  unanimity  of  modesty 
about  poker,  especially  among  those  who 
know  something  of  its  fascinations.  I 
never  saw  an  old  poker  player  who 
claimed  to  be  familiar  with  the  game, 
says  a  writer  in  the  New  York  Herald. 
Poker  Is  something  like  a  woman— the 
longer  you  knowher  the  less  you  know  her 
and  understand  her.

WHY  THP:  NOVICE  IS  DREADED. 

It  is  only  the  young  and  inexperienced 
who  know  all  about  women;  it  is  only  the 
fresh  young  amateur  who  knows  all  about 
poker.  And,  like  the  man  who  staggers 
up  against  a  roulette  wheel  for  the  first 
time,  this  sort  of  daring  not  unfrequently 
wins  where  riper  experience  and  caution 
quit  the  loser.  Everybody  has  heard  of 
the  Innocent  who  steps  up  and  plants  a 
dollar  or  so  on  the  winning  double  UO  and 
calls  the  turn  on  the  last  cards  out  of  the 
box  on  the  first  deal— while  the  expert, 
with  or  without  a  system,  is  content  with 
odd  or  even  or  plays  the  seven  open  and 
unostentatiously  coppers  the  ace.  .So  the 
same  inexperienced  player  will  sit  down 
at  poker  and  for  a  lime  baffle  the  wit  ol 
the  keenest  card  sharp.  His  very  ignor- 
ance of  the  rules  of  the  game  protects 
him. 

The  great  American  game  has  wonder- 
ful attractions  for  statesmen  and  politi- 
cians at  the  national  capital.  The  United 
States  senate  is  now,  and  has  been  for 
several  years,  virtually  dominated  and 
controlled  liy  a  little  poker  clique  com- 
posed of  members  of  both  great  political 
parties.  If  anything  in  which  any  part- 
ticular  one  of  this  convivial  crew  is  per- 
sonally interested  the  senate  may  be 
counted  upon  to  act  favorably.  T'pon  all 
of  the  leading  national  issues,  even,  the 
poker  influences  have  been  plainly  and 
unmistakably  exhibited.  With  a  slender 
majority  of  two  or  three  votes,  or  less,  at 
times,  it  was  easy  for  a  senatorial  poker 
party  to  make  jackjiots  of  legislation  and 
decide  grave  issues  by  a  draw.  Enough 
has  been  told  of  Washington  poker  stories 
to  fill  volumes.  Some  of  these  stories  are 
true. 

THREB:  PRIME  REQUISITES. 
There  are  three  things  of  importance  be- 
sides knowing  the  game — cards,  courage 
and  judgment  of  human  nature.  The  last 
is  the  greatest  of  all.  The  ability  to  read 
the  human  countenance— to  cast  the  prob- 
able value  of  a  flutter  of  an  eyelid,  to  de- 
tect the  slightest  tremor  of  a  muscle,  to 
accurately  gauge  the  intonation  of  the 
voice— these  are  acquirements;  and  to  be 
able  to  do  all  of  these  with  each  and 
every  new  opponent  would  be  perfection. 
Men  are  very  different,  and  no  two  men 
at  poker  can  be  measured  by  the  same 
standard.  If  to  study  man  is  the  proper 
study  of  mankind,  poker  is  the  greatest 
school  ever  Invented. 

Theoretically  four  aces  beat  any  lesser 
hand  held  against  them.  As  an  interest- 
ing fact,  perfectly  familiar  to  every  lover 
of  the  game,  no  hand  at  all  is  necessarily 
winner,  the  outcome  largely  depending 
upon  the  nerve  and  judgment  of  the  play- 
er. A  pair  of  deuces  and  a  royal  flush  of 
nerve  have  been  known  to  work  wonders. 
There  is  where  the  fun  comes  in.  You  can 
count  safely  on  nothing — except,  of  course, 
that  the  other  fellow  will  "do"  you  if  he 
gels  an  opening.  Just  keep  your  eyes  on 
him.  If  you  have  an  eye  In  the  Viack  par? 
of  your  head,  too,  it  will  lie  of  great  as- 
sistance. 

Never  presume  on  human  honesty  in  a 
game  of  poker.  It  will  save  hard  feelings, 
if  not  money.  The  man  who  is  the  soul  of 
integrity  In  ordinary  business  will  turn 
you  down  in  a  horse  trade  and  do  you  up 
at  poker  without  a  twinge  of  conscience. 
The  essence  of  poker  skill  lies  in  deceit— 
and  the  more  deceitful  you  are  the  more 
likely  you  will  be  to  come  out  ahead. 

Women  make  good  poker  players,  but 
never  play  any  game  with  money  In  il 
with  a  woman.  She  can't  help  cheating, 
and  when  you  catch  her  at  it  you  can'i 
punch  her  in  the  nose  or  kick  her  out. 

When  a  man  can  draw  one  card,  with 
fours  in  hand,  with  exactly  the  .same  im- 
passive countenance  or  expression  of  diffi- 
dence, he  will  wear  in  drawing  to  a  bob- 
tailed  flush,  he  will  have  almost  mastered 
the  art  of  poker.  There  is  but  one  higher 
step,  and  that  is  to  be  able  to  read  such  a 
face  correctly. 

A  popular  form  of  poker  out  West  is 
known  as  "freeze  out."  It  is  a  duel  to  the 
death— that  Is,  the  players  agree  In  the 
beginning  to  play  until  one  man  has  all 
the  money.  This  sort  of  a  game  some- 
times lasts  only  an  hour  or  so— sometimes 
for  two  days  and  nights.  It  originated, 
probably,  in  the  disgust  always  mani- 
fested around  the  tjiBle  when  a  winner 
quits  ahead.  Such  a  man  Is  called  "a 
quitter."  As  soon  as  he  gets  ahead  on 
some  lucky  turn  he  gets  up  and  leaves, 
giving  the  rest  no  chance  of  getting  their 
money  back.  It  is  better  not  to  begin 
than  to  be  "a  quitter."  Some  men  are  so 
sensitive  about  this  that  they  frequently 
miss  church  on  Sunday  morning.  Thcj 
don't  like  to  be  considered  quitters.     ' 

Another  plan  to  obviate  this  is  to  fix  an 
hour  for  closing  the  game,  say  13  o'clock 
sharp— win  or  lose.  This  not  only  circum- 
vents the  "quitter,"  but  relieves  the 
"stayer"  and  keeps  the  peace  at  home.  It 
is  sometimes  better  to  be  a  "quitter"  ths'i 
to  have  your  wife  playing  "freeae  out" 
with  you  for  the  next  week.  A  "qullt(,-r" 
may  become  popular  with  poker  plavers 
only  when  he  begins  to  put  up  paper  in- 
stead of  cash. 

In  poker  checks  or  any  other  promises 
don't  go;  it  is  £.  o.  n.— t-ash  on  the  nail. 
Nobody  with  eftierlence  of  the  game  will 
trust  anybody  who  plays  it.  That  is  an- 
other beauty  of  the  institution.  You  just 
shake  off  all  moral  obligations  and  meet 
every  man  on  the  dead  level  of  a  common 
humanity.  A  mans  check  or  word  of 
honor  may  go  for  thousands  in  Wall 
street  and  be  no  good  at  poker.  Ca.sh  is  i\ 
necessary  rule  of  the  game.  If  you 
haven't  cash,  and  cash  to  spare,  you'<i 
better  stay  out  of  it.  Better  to  stay  out, 
anyhow. 

SCHEME   FOR    A   CONVENTION. 

There  is  to  be  a  poker  convention  short- 
ly. I  don't  know  whether  It  is  to  be  dele- 
gates elected  In  the  conventional  style 
known  to  pollticsor  whether  It  Is  to  be 
a  cut-and-aried  affair  made  up  of  iioker 
sharps  from  the  ranks  of  commercial 
drummers  and  that  ilk.  It  appears  mat 
there  are  some  people  not  wholly  satisfied 
with  the  game  as  It  Is  played  in  various 
sections  of  the  country,  and  they  want  to 
harmonine  things.  We  get  along  with 
diverse  divorce  laws  incidental  to  forty- 
four  different  kinds  of  legislation  by  as 
many  legislative  bodies,  after  a  fashion.

The  interstate  commerce 
law  has  been  generously  construed  and 
utilized,  and  has  taken  the  place  of  that 
time-worn  phrase  of  the  constitution, 
"the  general  welfare.",  under  the  protec- 
tion of  which,  according  to  some  states- 
men, red-headed  women  and  white  horses 
might  be  regulated  and  everythin.t?  set 
right.  There  seems  to  be  no  reason  in  the 
world  why  congre.ss  shouldn't  deal  poker 
for  the  country  generally,  with  the  same 
spirit  of  fairness  and  acute  judgment  its 
members  display  across  the  committee 
table.

the  Boulevard  and  Park 

System. 


Central,  Greenwood,  Lester 

and  Other  Parks  Are  all 

Beautiful  Spots. 


c>nf  half  the  world  does  not  know  how 
the  other  half  lives,  and  one  half  of  Du- 
luth  is  unconscious  of  htr  magnificent 
driveways  and  parks  with  their  wealth 
of  natural  beauties  and  picturesque 
views.  In  the  city  there  are  three  parks 
">f  large  area  which  nature  has  done  her 
best  tu  adorn  and  nearly  twenty  miles 
of  absolutely  unsurpassed  driveways. 
The  park  commission,  composed  of 
Ma;.  .[■  Lewis.  L.  Mendenhall.  15.  Silber- 
siein.  A.  li.  Chapin  and  Henry  C.  Helny 
have  accomplished  wonders,  and  yet 
the  work  is  but  begun.  Thousands  of 
trees  have  been  planted  and  miles  of 
roadways  built,  and  yet  there  is  room 
for  more. 

It  was  with  a  view  of  irivlng  the  pub-. 
lie  a  clearer  understanding-  of  the  work 
accomplished  for  their  benefit  that  Sec- 
TMtary  Helm  extended  an  Invitation  to 
a  Herald  representative  to  drive  over 
the  entire  park  and  b.»ulevard  system. 
The  start  was  made  early  In  the  even- 
ing behind  Mr.  Helm's  span  harnessed 
to  Alderman  Kerch's  new  Buffalo  trap. 
Rogers  boulevard  is  sevt-n  and  a  half 
miles  long  and  runs  through  a  wealth 
of  picturesque  scenery,  abounding  in 
rocky  gorges,  rippling  streams  and 
headlong  falls. 

VIEW  IS  MARVELOUS. 

All  along  the  route  the  view  is  mar- 
velous. To  look  from  the  top  of  the 
hills,  green  with  foliage,  down  to  the 
tops  of  the  houses  and  sTTioky  chimneys, 
gives  one  a  vivid  impression  of  the  dif- 
ference between  dreamy  Arcadia  and 
hustling,  every  day  life.  At  the 
Twenty-fifth  avenue  entrance  to  Lin- 
coln park.  Miller's  creek  comes  dash- 
ing over  the  rocks  at  the  lower  falls  to 
meet  the  visitor  and  displays  its  moun- 
tain charms  for  nearly  a  mile,  running 
beside  the  boulevard,  which  it  crosses 
several  times  under  rustic  bridges.  The 
total  fall  of  the  stream  within  the  park 
limits  is  about  200  feet.  There  are  sev- 
eral miniature  cataracts  Chicago  would 
give  thousands  for  If  she  could  get 
them. 

The  foliage  beside  the  roadbed  is 
thick  and  green,  and  the  pleasant  odor 
of  the  balm  of  Gllead  trees,  aided  by 
the  bracing  air.  act  like  a  nerve  tonic 
upon  the  visitor.  Beside  the  stream  at 
one  point  Is  a  ruined  mill.  One  of  the 
real  old  deserted  structures  seen  In  the 
melodramas.  The  water  wheel  is  con- 
stantly turning  and  churning  the  water 
into  a  creamy  foam.  From  the  crest  of 
the  hill  the  bright  lights  of  Superior 
can  be  plainly  seen,  and  the  heavy 
ships  seem  like  chips  upon  the  water. 
The  bay  appears  so  calm  and  reflective, 
it  is  hard  to  Imagine  rolling  waves  and 
driving    storms. 

THE   GEM     LAKES. 

At  Thirteenth  avenue  west  are  the 
Gem  lakes,  two  artificial  pools,  of  tran- 
sparent water.  One  Is  upon  each  side 
of  the  road.  The  drive  here  is  of  great 
natural  beauty.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  park  commissioners  eventually  to 
widen  the  whole  of  Rogers  boulevard 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  hundred  feet 
belonging  to  the  park  system. 

Central  park  runs  from  Fourteenth 
avenue  west  to  Seventeenth  avenue 
west  embracing  a  tract  of  about  100 
acres.  The  roadbed  here  is  ,500  feet 
above  the  lake  level.  It  Is  as  yet  com- 
paratively unimproved  but  the  board 
is  working  all  the  time  at  the  task  of 
beautiflcation. 

Greenwood  park  is  a  garden  spot. 
Here  is  a  thick  undergrowth  of  shrub- 
bery and  a  heavy  thicket  of  poplars 
and  birches.  Between  them  and  below 
the  road  level  another  stream  is  encoun- 
tered dashing  down  a  precipitous  rocky 
bed  In  three  cascades,  the  upper,  mid- 
dle and  lower  falls.  Following  the 
boulevard  to  Its  turn  down  the  hill  at 
about  where  Fifteenth  avenue  east 
would  be  the  visitor  pauses  to  take  a 
good  long  sniff  of  the  refreshingly 
fragrant  mountain  air.  At  the  sides  of 
the  boulevard  at  this  point  settees  have 
been  placed  and  here  were  encountered 
the  gentle  lovers  communing  with  na- 
ture and  with  each  other.  The  seats 
are  the  result  of  Mrs.  Helm's  sugges- 
tion. 

PORTLAND  SQUARE. 

There  is  Portland  square.  Ever>-one 
is  familiar  with  Its  fountain,  its  flowers 
and  its  asphalt  walks.  W.  H.  Helm, 
who  is  in  charge  is  a  brother  of  Com- 
missioner Helm  and  takes  a  great  deal 
of  interest  in  his  tulips  and  pansles. 
An  order  has  been  sent  to  New  York 
for  seashells  of  evert  description  to  put 
in  the  bottom  of  the  basin  of  the  faua- 
tain.  Within  a  week  the  pool  will  be 
stocked  with  wriggling  fish  from  the 
government  hatchery.  Mr.  Helm  says 
the  shells  will  make  good  hiding  places 
for  the  fish.  The  seats  in  the  square 
are  always  liberally  patronized. 

On  tearing  one's  self  from  »he  pop- 
ular little  piece  of  ground  Lakeside  is 
the  next  destination.  London  road  is 
the  course  to  be  taken  and  it  is  a  mag- 
nificent level  driveway.  The  omni- 
present bicyclists  have  dlsovered  this 
fact  and  are  out  every  evening  In  full 
force  scorching  and  racing  to  their 
htearfs  contertt,  the  new  woman 
against  the  old  man.  In  the  vicinity  of 
Fourteenth  avenue  east  is  a  little  tri- 
angular plat  of  land  belonging  to  the 
park  system  and  named  Sargent  trian- 
gle In  honor  of  the  late  Gen.  George 
H.  Sargent. 

LESTER  PARK. 

All  along  London  road  a  good  view 
can  be  obtained  of  the  lake  which  at 
times  is  quite  near.  There  are  some  six 
miles  of  the  road  before  Lester  Park  at 
Lakeside  is  reached.  The  cascades,  the 
islands,  the  luxuriant  foliage  and  the 
majestic  trees  are  beyond  description 
and  suffice  it  to  say  that  The  Herald 
man  would  have  been  willing  to  spend 
the  night  there  had  not  the  air  grown 
chilly  and  the  treetoads  whistled  In  an 
uncanny  manner.  The  government  fish 
hatchery  Is  out  here  and  Is  well  worth 
a  visit.  The  drive  back  to  the  city  was 
a  pleasant  one  and  the  party  re- 
turned by  10  o'clock  having  consumetl 
about  three  hours  In  the  trip. 

The  policy  of  the  park  board  Is  to 
Improve  the  present  holdings  rather 
than  to  obtain  more  land  but  there  are

When  one  first  arrives  In  St.  John's, 
.Newfoundland,  and  takt's  a.  stroll  ai>out 
the  city  with  the  critical  eye  of  an  out- 
sider, he  would  perhaps  not  be  favorabl.v 
impres.sid  with  what  he  could  see.  says 
ttert^rude  M.  Hogan  In  the  Boston  Tran- 
script. The  streets  are  narrow  and  hilly, 
and  stony  to  such  a  degree  that  It  neces- 
sitates a  continuous  blasting  in  order  to 
lay  pipes  for  any  pui-pose  whatever.  This 

fact  led  to  an  amusing  Incident  on  the 
hotel  piazza  on  one  of  the  early  days  of 
our  visit. 

We  heard  the  most  annoying  sound— the 
blowing  of  a  horn  in  the  street  below, 
wh»-re  H  lot  of  m»'n  were  .it  work  digging 
a  trt-neh;  we  had  the  curiosity  to  look  be- 
low, and  as  we  expected,  there  was  a 
small  boy  who  was  the  root  of  the  evil. 
Someone  remarked  on  the  universal  apti- 
tude for  mischief  of  the  universal  small 
boy;  but  it  had  struck  me  that  he  was 
not  doing  this  for  fun;  there  was  a  steady, 
business-like  air  al)out  him.  and  a  lack 
of  Interest,  and  a  bored  look,  that  from 
my  previous  knowledge  of  the  "boy"  did 
not  tally  with  his  methods  of  having  fun! 
When  the  explosion  came  and  the  men 
beckoned  on  the  pedestrians  and  teams, 
we  found  that  It  was  his  business  to  warn 
people  of  the  Impending  blast. 

This  aspect  of  the  streets,  together  with 
the  dull  frame  houses  and  total  absence 
of  lawns  and  shad<?  trees,  really  gives  the 
fity  a  barren  and  desolate  look.  However, 
after  one  knows  the  people  and  sees  some- 
thing of  the  home-life  in  St.  John's,  he 
sees  beyond  the  exterior  and  changes  his 
views  accordingly. 

There  Is  nothing  gloomy  about  the  In- 
habitant of  this  jdace;  <'ven  his  voice  in 
its  greeting  to  you  is  full  and  round  and 
hearty;  and  no  matter  in  what  one  of  the 
thrt-e  accents  he  speaks,  you  Immediately 
feel  that  he  is  genial,  whole-souled  and 
hospitable,  and  makes  you  feel  at  home  in 
two  days. 

The  three  accents  belonged  to  the  Eng- 
lish, the  Scotch  and  the  native  Newfound- 
lander respectively,  and  are  all  easily  dis- 
cernible. The  English  language  Is  .spoken 
much  more  purely  there  than  in  the 
States.  We  have  so  much  slang,  so  many 
localisms,  that  when  we  hear  the  best 
English  we  notice  It  at  once.  Naturally 
they  have  localisms  also,  but  not  Inele- 
gant ones.  For  examf)le.  they  refer  to 
Canada  or  the  .States  as  "up  along;"  the 
difTereiit  stories  of  their  houses  as  the  sec- 
ond or  third  "llat." 

Nearly  all  of  the  houses  are  built  direct- 
ly on  the  street  and  have  no  .yards  at  all 
in  front.  They  are  built  with  a  square 
porch  at  the  front  entrance,  enclosed  by 
Klass  on  two  sides,  and  these  windows  arei 
rilled  with  very  tlourishing  blooming 
plants.  There  are  no  pul>llc  cotiserva- 
tories  in  St.  John's,  so  that  every  lover  of 
flowers  must  cultivate  his  own.  Some  of 
the  summer  houses  a  little  out  of  the  city* 
have  Hower  gardens  and  conservatories. 
There  was  a  summer  place  that  we  ad- 
mired especially,  for  Its  beautifully  ker)t 
grounds.  The  trees  and  shrubs  were  so 
carefully  prune<l,  and  the  hedges  were 
beautiful.  The  drive  up  to  the  house  was 
Ix'tween  maKnitieent  trees  that  arched 
overhead,  and  the  curves  In  the  roa<l, 
with  the  sunlight  stealing  across,  made  a 
perfectly  enchanting  jdcture.  It  seemed 
a  pity  that  so  charming  a  home  could  be 
occupied  for  .so  short  a  time  as  the  sum- 
mer lasts  in  that  climate. 

Many  of  the  families  live  In  the  city  in 
the  winter,  and  have  their  summer  places 
perhaps  not  more  than  a  mile  out  of  town. 
They  have  an  arrangement  that  seemed 
queer  to  us;  having  a  "breakfast  room" 
separate  from  the  dining  room,  even  when 
the  house  was  far  from  large.  In  one  I 
remember  that  there  was  no  drawing 
room,  but  the  two  large  rooms  on  the 
ground  floor  were  used,  one  as  a  dining 
room  and  the  other  as  a  breakfast  room. 
There  were  sidehoards  In  each  and  large 
tables,  although  In  the  front  room  was 
the  piano  and  books  and  couch.  There 
were  several  small  children  in  the  family, 
who  were  too  young  to  come  to  the  table, 
and  they  deemed  It  necessary  to  have  this 
extra  room.  The  families  are  usually 
large,  six  or  eight  children  at  the  least, 
and  in  many  ten  and  eleven;  and  such 
jolly,  curly-haired  witches  as  they  are, 
always  Interested  In  going  Ashing  or 
berrying. 

The  younger  children  would  be  ordered 
out  for  Inspection,  as  troops  are,  and 
then  ordered  back  again;  and  the  older 
ones  are  courteous  and  unobtrusive,  quite 
unlike  the  pert  American  child,  who  mon- 
opolizes the  conversation,  and  corrects 
any  statement  that  does  not  coincide  with 
his  opinion.  It  was  amusing  to  see  with 
how  little  deference  the  children's  state- 
ments were  treated,  and  also  how  little 
importance  they  seemed  to  feel.  It  must 
be  a  good  tr.iinlng.for  we  .saw  no  over- 
dressed little  prigs,  liut  well-mannered 
little  boys  and  girls,  dressed  as  becomes 
children. 

The  schools  In  St.  John's  are  very  poor, 
so  when  the  young  people  get  to  be  1'^  or 
16  they  are  sent  "home"  to  England  or 
Scotland  for  their  higher  education.  I 
think  we  did  not  know  of  an  Instance 
where  a  child  was  sent  to  the  States  for 
education.  Very  many  of  the  young  men 
come  here  to  go  Into  business,  and  I  think 
seldom  return  except  to  visit  their  par- 
ents. The  merchants  buy  neariy  all 
their  goods  In  England,  and  when  their 
families  take  an  outing  they  usually  go 
"home"  instead  of  coming  to  the  States; 
so  that  practically  few  of  the  people  of 
St.  John's  have  ever  been  In  the  States, 
although  they  express  a  desire  to  come 
"some  time." 

They  are  the  most  hospitable  people  I 
ever  saw,  never  seeming  to  tire  of  having 
strangers  with  them,  and  turning  the 
imlvef.se  upside  down  to  have  you  see 
everything  there  is  to  see.  Although  that 
Is  hardly  fair,  either,  for  they  all  have 
plenty  of  time,  apparently,  and  always 
seem  to  do  things  very  easily. 

They  are  never  hurried,  and  never  seem 
to  be  doing  a  lot  of  extra  things  If  you  arq 
Invited  to  the  house.  They  live  sparingly, 
but  with  an  air  of  comfort  and  leisure 
that  Is  restful.  They  always  have  some 
friend  that  they  want  you  to  meet,  and 
you  do  not  wait  to  be  called  on,  but  are 
taken  out  to  make  the  call  yourself.  Then 
he.  In  turn,  makes  it  his  pleasure  to  do 
something  to  entertain  you.  They  are  the 
most  delightful  people  In  the  world  to 
meet,  and  when  you  come  away  you  feel 
as  though  you  were  leaving  dear  friends. 

The  chief  summer  amusement  Is  tennis, 
and  one  could  see  young  men  and  pretty 
girls  with  peach-blossom  complexions 
going  and  coming  In  every  direction  with 
their  racquets.  There  are  beautifully 
kept  tennis  grounds,  owned  by  clubs,  a 
most  attractive  place  to  spend  an  after- 
noon. 

There  are  about  half  a  dozen  courts, 
and  a  little  pavilion  where  the  ladles  serve 
tea  and  rest  in  the  shade,  and  I  am  con- 
fident that  many  go  there  as  much  for  the 
refreshing  slgtit  of  the  green  grass,  and 
possibly  a  flirtation,  as  for  the  game  of 
tennis. 

Theatricals  have  their  full  share  of 
popularity,  and  no  wonder,  for  It  Is  an 
exceptional  treat  to  have  a  professional 
theater  company  there.  The  trip  is  such 
an  uncertain  one  that  It  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  meet  their  next  engagements,  if 
they  should  go  to  Newfoundland,  and 
there  are  not  enough  places  to  go  there 
to  really  pay  them.  They  have  a  theater, 
a  modest  one,  where  wo  saw  an  entertain- 
ment given  by  the  young  people  of  St. 
John's  that  .showed  a  good  deal  of  talent.

custom  in  every  Rritish  province.  At  the 
close  of  every  entertainment  the  entire 
audience  rise  and  sing  "God  Save  the 
Queen."  It  is  a  beautiful  custom,  and 
must  keep  the  feeling  of  loyalty  green  In 
the  heart.  The  dancing  parties  are  num- 
erous and  are  enhanced  In  Interest  by  the 
presence  of  the  offlcors  of  the  battle  shlp.^^ 
alwavs  stationed  in  the  harbor.  While  we 
were"  In  St.  Johns  there  was  a  review,  in 
the  grounds  of  the  college,  which  was  a 
fine  affair,  and  afforded  us  an  o|>portunity 
of  seeing  Hriti.«h  military  discipline. 
There  was  a  sham  battle,  charges  were 
made,  guns  fired,  the  marines  discharged 
the  artillery,  and  there  was  as  much  noise 
and  smoke  as  thoiii;h  tholr  beautiful  little 
harbor  was  being  attacked. 

The  men  have  their  club.s,  I  think  there 
are  no  less  than  three,  and  attend  with 
much  enthusiasm.  We  heard  much  of  a 
game  at  cards  that  Is  peculiar  to  this 
country,    called     Kive-and-forty.  It    is 

nearly  as  complicated  as  "whist,"  and 
wa.«)  played  quite  ay  much. 

The  ladies  of  St.  John's  were  much  ad- 
mired by  the  men  in  our  party:  there  is 
none  of  the  "new-woman"  nonsense  about 
them;  they  are  plainly  su|)ordlnate  to 
their  lords," and  arc  quite  content  to  watch 
them  play  their  game  of  cards,  visit 
among  themselves  and  knit,  i)ick  up  the 
cards  tliat  hajjpen  to  lall,  and  keep  out  of 
the  discussions  in  progress.  They  have  a 
daintv  little  supper  served  up.  when  the 
men  "tire  of  their  game,  and  are  then 
amiable  and  entertaining,  and  receive  the 
compliments  of  the  other  sex,  and  are 
voted  admirable  by  all. 

In  the  winter  the  sports  are  sleigh- 
rides  and  curling  on  the  Ice,  which  latter 
Is  done  with  as  much  skill  as  enthusiasm. 
The  summers  are  so  short  that  .some  of 
our  staples,  like  corn  and  melons,  do  not 
have  time  to  mature.  One  who  had  lived 
In  the  States  and  depended  on  fresh 
vegetables  and  the  salad  of  crisp  lettuce 
would  miss  them  at  first;  and  It  would 
seem  as  thouKli  the  crates  of  vegetables 
coming  from  Halifax  could  not  be  fresh. 
Their  potatoes  and  cabbages  are  not 
only  larger  than  ours,  but  much  more  de- 
licious, and  the  small  fruits  are  abundant 
and  Hue  in  flavor.  Our  especial  delight 
was  the  gooseberries,  regular  English 
ones,  and  as  large  as  plums.  The  rasp- 
berries are  mon?  fruity/  and  luscious 
than  ours,  and  the  "hurtrf"  (hucklel)errle.s) 
grow  In  profusion  all  over  the  country. 
Tfiere  is  another  berry,  that  1  am  sure 
grows  nowhere  in  the  States,  that  has  to 
be  hunteil  for  carefully,  for  It  hides  under 
the  moss  In  the  same  way  our  arbutus 
grows,  and  is  well  worth  taking  pains  to 
find.  It  is  called  the  "maiden-hair"  berry, 
is  small  and  white,  and  when  preserved 
and  eaten  with  Devonshire  cream  is  al- 
most indescribable.  There  is,  besides  the 
berry  flavor,  a  taste  like  honey. 

The  vehicles  used,  owing  to  the  hills 
and  the  very  stony  roads,  have  to  be  built! 
with  special  reference  to  these  conditions, 
and  the  most  satisfactory  ones  are  made 
in  their  own  factories. 

The  public  carriages  are  a  kind  of  phae-i 
ton,  low  and  heavy,  with  the  front  wheels 
quite  small  and  broad.  Nearly  all  have 
adjustable  front  seats,  a  little  higher  than 
the  back  seat,  and  one  facing  it.  To  thost> 
heavy-looking  carriages  they  never  har- 
ness two  horses,  and  the  one  that  does 
draw  them  looks  tired  and  jaded  out,  but 
is  capable  of  long  jaunts  Into  the  coun- 
try, at  a  very  brisk  pace,  too.  The  prlvatd 
carriages  we  once  or  twice  saw  drawn  by 
two  horses,  and  were  usually  the  wagon- 
ette style.  ' 

The  scenery  about  St.  John's  Is  grand 
and  rugged.  The  Irregular  coast  is  broken 
by  little  coves,  which  cut  in  deeply  to  the 
great  red-brown  rock,  and  in  many  of 
these  nestles  a  little  fishing  village,  which 
is  exceedingly  picturesque.  The  little 
cottages  of  the  fishermen  are  un- 
palnted  and  gray,  and  with  the  flakes— 
which  are  sheds  of  bark  for  the  drying 
of  the  codfish— make  a  really  rustic 
scene. 

The  drives  to  some  of  these  coves  are 
perfectly  beautiful,  hard  roads,  between 
rocky  stretches  of  country,  or  perhaps 
roads  with  tall  waving  pines  overhead, 
and  a  brook  tumbling  along  over  rocks 
and  stones  until  it  comes  to  a  basin, 
wnere  it  rests  a  while  and  forms  a  lovely 
little  lake.  ^   , 

One  of  these  drives,  a  very  beautiful 
one.  Is  along  the  banks  of  Lake  "Iniddy 
Viddy"  (Inldl  Vldi>  out  to  the  village  of 
the  same  name.  The  road  has  recently 
been  widened,  for  the  purpo.sc  of  giving 
numerous  unemployed  men  work,  and  Is 
now  a  charming  boulevard.  After  the  road 
makes  the  last  turn,  going  out  on  the 
right  bank,  one  suddenly  comes  on  a 
slight  elevation,  from  which  one  gets  a 
glimpse  of  the  blue,  blue  sea,  above  the 
tiny  gray  cottages,  and  the  mountains  of 
rock  on  each  side. 

One  cannot  continue  the  drive  without 
leaving  the  carriage  and  walking  along 
the  path,  under  the  flakes,  out  to  the 
rocks  beyond  the  cottages.  Here  we  stood 
and  looked  down  Into  the  pools  and  eddies 
and  thought  of  the  danger  these  men  are 
constantly  In,  getting  Into  the  cove,  on 
days  when  the  wind  Is  blowing  In  from 
the  sea;  the  opening  to  the  cove  Is  so  nar- 
row that  it  must  take  great  skill  and 
strength  to  bring  the  boat  between  the 
rocks. 

As  we  stood  there  drinking  in  the  beauty 
before  us.  and  gathering  the  hare-bells, 
two  or  three  little  dories  came  stealing 
around  the  base  of  the  rocks,  and  then 
two  or  three  more,  which  reminded  us 
that  the  wind  was  growing  strong  enough 
to  warn  the  provident  that  it  was  time  to 
leave  the  fishing  and  seek  a  safe  haven. 
The  drive  back  to  the  city  is  on  the  oppo- 
site side  of  the  lake  from  which  we  came, 
which  makes  a  circuit  of  charming  views. 

Lake  "Iniddy  Virldy"  is  the  scene  of  the 
annual  regatta,  when  the  grassy  slopes 
are  animated  by  the  many  spectators, 
and  the  bright  gowns  of  the  women  and 
the  boating  suits  of  the  oarsmen  add  a 
touch  of  color  to  this  beautiful  spot  that 
is  in  striking  contra.st  to  the  gray  tone  of 
the  life  along  the  banks. 

We  had  some  difficulty  in  finding  some- 
thing that  would  be  characteristic  of  St. 
John  to  bring  away  with  us;  although  the 
shops  had  nice  things  of  different  kinds, 
we  could  find  nothing  that  we  thought 
we  could  not  find  elsewhere  also. 

But  when  we  saw  the  women  on  their 
queer  little  carts,  and  their  queerer  little 
ponies  from  "Toritay,"  we  made  up  our 
minds  that  if  we  could  get  anything  that 
belonged  to  them  it  would  fulfil  all  the  re- 
quirements. 

These  hard-featured,  care-worn  and 
w««ather-beaten  Iwomien  drive  into  St. 
John's  with  the  dried  fish  and  do  the  buyn 
ing  for  their  households,  taking  their 
carts  back  to  Torbay  loaded  down,  and 
themselves  sitting  on  top  of  the  load.  The 
men  spend  their  time  fishing  and  curing 
the  fish.  ' 

The  village  looks  much  like  Iniddy 
Vlddy,  except  that  It  Is  much  larger,  and 
extends  from  the  water  back  on  to  the 
slopes  of  the  hills. 

To  our  delight,  we  noticed  the  baskets 
that  they  carried  to  town  full  of  berries; 
they  were  such  a  pretty  shape,  nearly 
round,  woven,  and  all  sizes;  so  we  made 
friends  with  some  of  the  women  and  pro- 
cured a  most  characteristic  souvenir. 

I  do  not  know  what  nationality  these 
people  are,  but  they  correspond  more 
nearly  to  the  peasant  classes  of  Europe 
than  any  other  people  I  ever  saw.  The 
little  village  of  Topsail  is  located  In  a 
charming  spot,   and   has  a  small   pebbly 


beach,    which    would    commend    it   as   a 
summer  resort  In  this  country. 

For  charming  scenery  and  delightful 
people,  I  know  of  no  place  where  one 
could  spend  a  happier  summer  than  at  Mt.< 
John's,  and  one  Is  very  sincere  in  his 
promises  to  return  at  the  first  opportun- 
ity, as  the  ship  leaves  the  wharf  and 
your  new-found  friends  are  waving  you  a 
regretful  good-bye. 


EMBALMING  A  WHALE. 


An  Undertaking  in  Which  Bos- 
ton is  Interested. 

If  a  whale  should  suddenly  appear  in 
the    middle    of    Haymarket    square    it 

would  probably  be  of  much  surprise  to 
the  citizens  of  Boston,  says  the  Boston 
Transcript,  yet  that  is  just  exactly 
what  is  going  to  happen  before  long, 
unless  somebody's  plans  are  materially 
chan^jed.  The  whale  is  a  big  50-foot 
finback,  and  he  is  now  on  board  a 
lighter  at  the  foot  of  Flske's  wharf, 
undergoing  the  process  of  embalming.* 
When  this  is  flnlshed  he  will  be  taken  to 
the  old  station  and  shown  there  until 
Boston  people  get  tired  of  seeing  him. 
after  which  he  will  go  on  a  tour  of  the 
country. 

The  whale  is  now  Just  about  half  em- 
balmed, and  will  probably  be  ready 
by  about  next  Tuesday.  The  process 
of  embalming  such  a  huge  creature  Is 
an  Interesting  one,  and  takes  quite  a 
long  tlme.»  It  Is  done  principally  by 
the  injection  of  embalming  fluid.  The 
men  stand  about  him  with  pails  filled 
with  the  fluid,  and  with  small  hand 
pumps,  such  as  are  used  in  the  garden 
for  spraying  rose  bushes.  Little  holes 
are  punched  In  him  just  large  enough 
to  take  the  nozzle  of  the  pump,  and 
then  the  fluid  is  injected  and  the  hole 
corked  up  again.  After  a  while  the 
flesh  of  the  whale  soaks  up  the  fluid, 
and  In  this  way  his  whole  body  becomes 
permeated  with  it.  The  whale  has  liad 
twelve  barrels  of  the  fluid  squirted  Into 
him  so  far,  and  he  will  probably  use 
up  about  ten  more. 

Everything  inside  of  him  has  been 
taken  out,  and  a  solid  frame  of  wood 
built  between  hla  ribs.  In  order  to  give 
the  necessary  roundnessi  to  his  form,  he 
Is  then  filled  out  with  sawdust,  so  as  to 
conceal  the  line  of  the  framework;  then 
the  whole  Is  sewed  up.  which  is  the 
part  of  the  work  which  Is  being  done  at 
present.  He  Is  not  a  stuffed  whale,  by 
any  means,  for  his  flesh  i.s  all  there, 
and  the  sawdust  Is  only  to  keep  the 
framework  from  forcing  his  sides  out 
in  an  ungainly  manner.  As  soon  as 
he  is  thoroughly  embalmed  he  will  be 
placed  right  side  up  and  prepared  for 
his  Introduction  to  the  Boston  public. 
He  will  be  shown  with  his  mouth  wide 
open,  and  this  will  be  one  of  the  feat- 
ures of  the  exhibition,  as  he  has  a 
sufficient  spread  of  jaw  to  allow  two 
persons  to  sit  inside  of  his  mouth,  and 
a  table  and  two  chairs  will  be  placed 
there  in  order  to  alloW  them  to  do  so  if 
they  wish. 

In  speaking  of  the  whale's  mouth,  Mr. 
Bennlson,  who  has  charge  of  the  work 
for  the  National  Embalming  company, 
.says  that  he  puts  no  faith  in  Jonah  or 
anyone  else  having  been  swallowed  by 
a  whale.  He  points  to  this  whale  as  an 
illustration,  and  indeed,  although  he 
has  a  mouth  big  enough  to  swallow  a 
flsh  storv,  his  throat  is  so  small  that  it 
would  be  difficult  to  get  one's  hand 
down  It. 

It  is  expected  that  the  co.st  of  em- 
balming will  be  about  $1500,  and  when 
the  work  Is  completed  there  will  not  be 
the  slightest  itdnr,  bey<jnd  a  slight  one 
of  whale  oil.  which  cannot  be  prevent- 
ed. There  is  a  whale  now  on  exhibition 
in  St.  Louis  which  was  embalmed  by 
this  same  process  .seven  years  ago,  and 
is  in  perfect  condition  now. 

Perhaps  the  most  difficult  part  of  the 
whole  affair  will  be  the  transfer  of  the 
whale  to  the  station.  This  will  be  done 
by  running  It  across  to  Ea.st  Boston  on 
board  a  lighter  and  taking  it  around 
from  there.  A  special  car  Is  to  be  built 
for  it,  and  this  will  be  placed  on  board 
one  of  the  large  lighters  which  are 
used  for  changing  cars  from  the  New 
York  &  New  England  to  the  Boston  & 
Maine.  The  difficult  part  of  the  work 
will  come  in  raising  the  animal  from  the 
lighter,  where  It  now  is,  to  the  car  on 
board  the  large  lighter,  as  It  weighs 
about  forty-three  tons,  and  is  very  Um- 
ber and  difficult  to  handle.  There  Is  a 
very  large  pair  of  shears  on  the  end 
of  the  wharf,  used  for  hoisting  mar- 
ble, and  It  Is  thought  that  with  the  aid 
of  these  the  whale  can  be  handled  all 
right.  Once  on  board  the  car  there  will 
be  no  difficulty,  as  the  car  can  be  run 
round  through  East  Boston  and  Into 
the  old  station  without  any  trouble.  The 
station  has  been  secured  ^rom  the  tran- 
sit commissioners,  and  will  make  a  flne 
show  place.  The  whale  will  be  exhibit- 
ed there  as  long  as  there  is  any  interest 
In  him,  and  then  he  will  be  taken  on 
board  the  car  throughout  the  country, 
visiting  Philadelphia  and  Washington 
among  other  places,  and  also  all  the 
large  Western  cities  which  are  far  from 
the  seacoast. 

HELPED  HIM  OUT. 


Incident    of     the     Financial 
Squeeze  of  1893. 

As  the  season  of  stress  and  storm 
which  began  In  '93  Is  passing  away,  the 
financiers  who  were  in  peril  at  tixAt 
time  are  beginning  to  exchange  con- 
fidences, and  these  anecdotes  show  how 
great  the  peril  was,  and  how  often  It 
happened  that  great  business  and  finan- 
cial houses  stood  on  the  verge  of  a 
precipice  leaning  over,  and  were  only 
'  saved  by  mutual  fk>rbearance,  kindne.s.«i 
'  and  the  stretching  of  business  customs 
to  meet  the  unusual  emergency,  says  a 
contributor  to  the  Philadelphia  Press. 

I    heard   of  one  of  these  anecdotes   a 

'  day  or  two  ago.     Right  In  the  midst  of 

the  panic  of  '93,  a  financier  and  a  great 

power    in    the    world    of    trade,    whose 

name  is   known   all   over   this   conutr>' 

and  Europe,  went  to  a  friend  and  said; 

'  "I  am  so  near  ruin  as  this,  that   while 

,  I    have    millions    in    securities,    I    have 

scarcely    a    thousand    dollars    In    cash, 

and   must   have  $25,000   today,   or  I   am 

done  for." 

He  had  thrown  himself  languidly  into 
a  cttialr,  as  thxough  almost  ready  to  give 
up  the  battle.  He  knew  well  enoug'h 
what  the  annoimcement  of  his  failure 
meant  for  the  conunerclal  world.  It 
probably  would  have  pulled  down  a 
score  or  more  of  Important  Institutions, 
and  very  likely  would  have  precipi- 
tated general  diea.ster.  He  had  been 
everywhere  with  securities  in  his  pocket 
valued  'at  hundred*  of  thousands  of  dol- 
lars, pronounced  good  then,  but  he  was 
told  In  every  place,  "your  securities  are 
good,  but  we  cannot  lend  money  nf»w." 
His  i>osition  was  like  that  of  the  ca.st- 
away  upon  the  ocean  with  "water,  wa- 
ter everywhere,  nor  any  drop  to  drink." 
His  securities  at  their  normal  value 
were  probably  worth  as  much  as  $10,- 
000,000,  perhaps  more,  but  It  was  Im- 
IKwslble  for  him  to  borrow  $10  upon 
them. 

The  friend  to  whom  he  went  knew  as 
well  as  he  wlhat  his  failure  involved; 
knew  that  he  was  worth  at  least  ten 
millions  In  securities,  although  he  could 
not  command  the  $25,000  which  stood 
between  him  and  the  protesting  of  his 
paper. 

The  friend  said,  "Well,  I'll  try  to  help 
you.  What  collateral  have  you  got?" 
He  took  from  his  p<5cket  securities 
which  before  the  panic  would  have 
commanded  easily  $50,000,  and  said,  "I 
can  offer  these." 
"They    are    good,"     said    the    friend

Le't  me  see  what  I  can 
do." 

He  went  out  to  the  financial  Institu- 
tion of  which  he  had  long  been  a  custo- 
mer, and  ,he  said  to  the  officers:  "I 
want  to  borrow  $25,000  on  this  collateral, 
which  is  worth  $50,000.  I  will  guarantee 
the  paper,  provided  I  have  recf>urse  to 
to  the  collateral  in  case  it  is  not  paid."

The  caixltallst  is  now  one  of  the  con- 
spicuous Influences  inducing  a  return 
of  prosperity.  He  is  esteemed  to  be 
worth  not  far  from  $20,000,000,  and  he 
can  borrow  upon  hl.s  securities  millions 
of  money  with  perfect  ease.  He  does 
not  like  to  think  of  the  day  in  '93  when 
$25,000  stood  between  him  and  ruin.

Reports  From  the    Various 

Unions  on  the  Condition 

of  Business. 


Committee  Named  to  Take 

Charge  of  Preparations 

for  Labor  Day. 


When  Prrt»id«»nt  Mi-Calluni  rappfd  for 

>r  !t'r  a:  thi>  Fedonitf^l  Trades  assembly 
!  -:  last  night  nearly  every  dele- 
tfai.'  was  in  his  plaio.  New  delegates 
fn>m  the  Amalsramated  Iron  and  Steel 
Workers,  lathers,  plasterers.  wood- 
workers and  painters  and  decoi-ators 
were  admitted.  Mre.  IX  C.  Aitkin  was 
admitted  as  a  delegate  from  the  Wait- 
ers" lYotective  union.  The  new  addi- 
tions to  the  assembly  make  a  total  of 
twenty-nine  organizations  represented. 
Reports  of  unions  were  as  follows: 
Butchers  are  all  working  and  the  car- 
penters are  nearly  all  employed.  The 
c'igannakei-s  reported  business  exceed- 
ingly dull.  There  is  no  change  in  the 
situation  as  reg-ards  the  electrical  work- 
ers, business,  however,  is  a  little  slack. 
Both  the  horsesht>ers  and  ■longshore- 
men are  busy.  The  stonecutters  re- 
IH*rted  work  very  dull  while  for  the 
coopers  it  was  said  every  union  man  ex- 
cept one  is  working.  This  announce- 
ment was  applauded. 

The  street  car  employes  are  at  work 
with  one  exception.  Karly  in  the  win- 
ter the  company  originated  a  i>ay-roll 
contract  which  every  man  signed  when 
he  received  his  pay.  agreeing  to  be  re- 
sponsible for  damages  incurreil  to 
pioperty  under  his  charge.  The  men 
protested  t"  the  manager  and  president 
without  avail.  Meanwhile  an  accident 
»>ccurred  and  the  man  refused  to  pay 
for  it.  The  matter  is  under  considera- 
tion. 

With  the  tinners  there  is  no  change 
while  everything  is  lovely  with  the  typo- 
graphical union.  Only  two  of  the  Du- 
luth  and  Superior  pressmen  are  out  of 
employment.  Some    difficulties    have 

arisen  at  the  Swedish  Tribune  office. 
The  men  were  behind  in  their  wages 
and  on  demanding  them  were  locked 
out.  Men  were  brought  from  St.  Paul 
to  lake  the  places  of  the  union  men. 
All  the  theatrical  mechanics  but  one 
are  working.  The  waiters  have  all  they 
can  do.  There  is  a  demand  f>r  more 
men  than  the  union  can  furnish  al- 
though it  has  received  some  new  mem- 
bers. A  union  card  has  been  gotten 
out  to  hang  in  restaurants  and  hotels 
employing  union  labor  and  union  men 
are  requested  to  patronize  only  places 
displaying  the  card.  The  painters  and 
dec<jrators  reported  trade  dull.  Trade 
is  better  with  the  plumbers  and  all  are 
at  work  with  one  or  two  exceptions. 
When  the  delegate  from  the  plasterers 
arose  to  re^xirt  he  was  loudly  appl-audeil 
for  saying  the  plasterers  are  doing  well 
on  a  $3  per  day  and  eight  hours  per  day 
basis.  The  woodworkers  are  having 
considerable  success  in  bringing  in  new- 
members.  With  the  ironV  and  steel 
workers  business  is  moderately  fair. 
The  lathers  report  work  improving. 

The  committee  on  organization  re- 
ported that  the  painters  were  meeting 
with  flattering  success.  Old  organiza- 
tions are  taking  on  new  life.  The  com- 
mittee to  visit  unions  on  behalf  of  the 
ciM->pers  reported.  The  grievances  of 
the  steamfitters  have  been  amicably 
settled.  Carrington  is  still  under  boy- 
cott so  the  tailors  reported.  He  claimed 
to  be  unable  to  meet  his  competitors  if 
the  union  scale  was  paid.  The  commit- 
tee appointed  to  visit  the  Warfield 
ElectrJc  company  reported  that  a  non- 
union man  was  working  at  the  place 
and  insulted  the  committee. 

E.  R.  Cobb  read  the  minutes  of  the 
two  last  meetings*  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce.  Messrs.  Matthews.  Baker 
and  McDougall  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  charge  made 
by  the  St.  Louis  Building  Trades  coun- 
cil that  marble  quarried  by  non-union 
men  is  being  used  on  a  Duluth  build- 
ing. 

A  l»»tter  from  Henry  G.  Lloyd  in  re- 
spon.se  to  an  invitation  to  lecture  here 
was  read.  In  it  the  writer  deplored 
his  inability  to  accept.  He  was  about 
to  start  for  the  East.  ' 

The  salary  of  the  paid  organizer  for 
two  months  was  fixed  at  $65  per  month 
and  incidental  expenses.  It  was  de- 
cided to  boycott  the  Warfield  Electri- 
cal company.  Mrs.  Aitkin  was  elected 
a  delegate  at  large  to  the  State  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  and  bowed  her  thanks. 
Messrs.  Meaghar.  Haire  and  McCallum 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  take 
charge  of  Labor  Day  preparations. 

The  butchers  reported  they  had  suc- 
ceeded in  closing  nearly  all  the  markets 
on  Sunday. 

The  name  of  ex-Secretary  Charles 
Ijeytze  was  placed  on  the  honorary 
roll  of  the  assembly.  Messrs.  Berg, 
Fin  ley  and  Jf)hnson  were  appointed  to 
assist  the  Scandinavian  Typographical 
union  in  their  grievance.  A  commit- 
tee was  appointed  to  arrange  for  a 
ma.sa  meeting  the  night  of  Saturday. 
June  22.  and  it  was  decided  to  hold 
two.  one  at  Great  Eastern  hall.  West 
Duluth.  and  the  other  at  the  Bethel. 
They  will  be  addressed  by  Twin  City 
and  local  speakers.

The  writer  uses  the  stock  arguments 
and  illustrations  that  are  familiar  to 
those  who  have  made  a  study  of  so- 
cialism. These  things  are  not.  how- 
ever, a  matter  of  common  know^ledge 
with  the  masses,  and  it  is  well  to  put 
them  simply  and  plainly,  rather  than  to 
strain    after    new    effects.      The    writer 
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WAGES  TH&  WORLD  OVER. 

It  is  popularly  supposed  that  the  im- 
mutable lav/  of  supply  and  demand 
operating  throughout  a  country  makes 
the  wages  for  the  same  labor  uniform 
in  every  part  of  it,  as  a  dearth  of  labor 
in  any  one  jlace  cannot  be  of  long  dura- 
tion while  n  en  are  employed  elsewhere. 
A  recent  su  iplementary  bulletin  of  the 
manufaoturis  of  the  United  Slates, 
however,  sb<>ws  this  general  view  to  be 
false. 

In  Colorado  the  average  yearly  earn- 
ings of  an  employee  of  a  manufacturing 
company  wsis  $720:  in  Montana,  $722;  in 
Nevada,  $718.  and  in  Wyoming,  $76S. 
In  the  Stat  ss  where  colored  labor  is 
abundant  t  le  total  average  earnings 
are  much  lei-s.  In  Alabama  the  average 
is  $:}76;  in  Mississippi,  $310;  in  North 
Carolina.  $2  6;  in  Georgia.  $307.  and  in 
South  Carol  na,  $267.  In  New  York  the 
average  is  ?550:  in  Pennsylvania,  $492: 
in  Ohio,  $4*9,  and  in  Massachusetts, 
$494.  W'hen  it  is  considered  to  what  ex- 
tent the  female  and  child  labor  enters 
into  the  fad  iry  operations  in  New^  York 
the  figures  .ire  surprisingly  high.  The 
total  wages  paid  in  New  York  manu- 
facturing enterprises  amount  in  ordi- 
nary year^  to  $500,000,000. 

England  si  ands  at  the  head  in  Europe 
as  the  best  narket  for  labor.  Scotland 
and  France  are  a  little  behind  her. 
Then  there  s  a  heavy  drop  until  Aus- 
tria, the  Ne  herlands.  and  Belgium  are 
reached;  thi'  scale  goes  still  low^er  in 
Germany,  where  the  rate  is  ihe  same 
as  in  Ireland.  Spain,  Sweden,  Russia 
and  Italy  i  allow  here  in  the  order 
given.  Acci  rding  to  the  table  of  Bodio. 
an  Itaiian  Jiithority,  glassblowers  are 
the  best  paid  mechanics  in  Italy,  and 
papermaken  the  poorest.  The  rate  of 
wages  in  It  ily,  low  as  it  is  now,  was 
still  lower  wenty-five  years  ago.  In 
England  th  •  increase  in  the  rate  of 
wages  has  oeen  about  20  per  cent  in 
twenty-five  years.  A  French  brick- 
layer now  g  -Is  50  per  cent  more  wages 
than  were  p  lid  for  his  work  in  France 
forty  years  ^tgo. 
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till-    llgure   paid    b.  I'ore   the   10   per   cent 
cut  in  « titoli.i,  IS1I3. 

The  national  convention  of  miners  at 
Columl>us  reHol\e<l  not  to  call  a  gen- 
eral strlk<'.  Tile  differential  rate  be- 
tween c»hio  and  IVnnsylvanla  has  been 
the  means  t>f  irealing  conslileral)le 
strife  in  the  ranks  of  the  workers. 

Cincinnati  is  going  to  have  a  mam- 
moth Labor  day  celebration  this  year, 
all  of  the  quarreling  organizations  of 
previous  yeai-s  having  declared  in  fa- 
vor of  joining  hamls.  Local  unions 
in  large  numlters  «ire  affiliating  with 
central  boilles. 

The  Amalgamated  a.ssodation  liu- 
ished  the  consideration  of  the  wage 
scale  at  CU-veland.  The  structural 
iron,  wire  drawing  and  turning  pio- 
visions  of  the  scale  were  adopted  and 
a  $4  puddling  rate  was  decided  on. 

Two  unions  of  working  women  em- 
ployed at  the  Putnam  Nail  works,  at 
Neponset,  Mas.s.,  have  been  formally 
organized  under  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor.  These  unions  are  Nail 
I'ointers'  I'nion.  6510,  and  Nail  Assort- 
ei-s'  union,  6511,  and  are  composed  of 
abt>ut  20(»  female  workers. 

The  receivers  of  the  Erie  railroad 
have  issued  an  order  for  the  resum|»- 
tion  of  work  at  tlie  shops  in  ilnrnells- 
ville  and  some  other  points  on  full  time. 
This  order  affects  about  700  men  who 
have  been  on  reduced  time  for  over  two 
yeai-s.    4 

From  every  indication  the  Amalga- 
maleil  association  will  soon  be  the 
powerful  orgauizatii>n  it  was  before  the 
slashing  of  wages  Jaegan  two  years  ago. 
New  lodges  are  being  organized  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  country,  and  a  uni- 
form rate,  particularly  for  puddling,  is 
among  the  pndiabilities. 

A  special  committee  of  the  Michigan 
legislature,  after  a  lengthy  Investiga- 
tion of  the  prison  labor  question,  has 
recommended  that  the  pris<mers  at 
Ionia  reformatory  be  employed  in  rais- 
ing flowers  for  market,  manufactur- 
ing children's  toys,  raising  such  agri- 
cultural products  and  as  far  as  possi- 
ble manufacturing  all  such  articles  as 
can  be  consumed  and  used  in  the  vari- 
ous state  Institutions.  It  also  recom- 
mended that  all  state  printing  and 
binding  be  done  in  Jackson  prison,  and 
also  that  text  books  for  the  public 
schools  be  printed  there. 

There  are  50,000  women  and  children 
in  New  York  city  working  from  ten  to 
sixteen  hours  a  day.  In  the  far  East 
and  West  side  stores  women  and  chil- 
dren are  often  employed  until  9  or  10 
o'clock  at  night,  until  after  midnight 
on  Saturday  and  occasionally  half  a 
day  on  Sunday.  There  are  20.000  chil- 
dren under  16  employed  frequently  six- 
teen hours  a  day.  The  average  wages 
of  cash  girls  is  $1.50  a  week,  and  they 
are  fined  for  absence,  tardiness  and 
mistakes.  As  a  rule,  merchants  do  not 
allow  the  wages  of  saleswomen  to  ex- 
ceed 1  per  cent  of  their  sales. — Alice  L. 
Woodbridge. 

According  to  the  figures  of  Joseph 
Gruenhut.the  city's  statistician,  there 
are  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  clo- 
thing in  Chicago  at  present  about  15.- 
000  persons,  two-thirds  of  whom  are 
women  and  girls.  There  are  in  the  city- 
about  SOO  sweatshops.  Of  these  330  are 
in  the  southwest  section  of  the  city, 
and  are  filled  with  Bohemian  work- 
men. On  the  northwest  side  there  are 
350  shops,  where  the  work  is  done  main- 
ly by  Poles  and  Norwegians.  On  the 
North  and  South  sides  there  are  prob- 
ably 100  more,  and  in  these  the  few  Am- 
ericans, Germans  and  Irish  are  em- 
pdoyed.  The  800  shops  are  owned  by 
not  more  than  500  men.  * 

Pennsylvania  textile  workers  are  vot- 
ing on  a  proposition  to  inaugurate  the 
benefit  system  in  vogue  in  other  un- 
ions. 

According  to  the  twelfth  annual  re- 
port of  the  New  York  staVc  bureau  of 
labor  statistics,  the  percentage  of  work- 
men replaced  by  machinery  in  the  dif- 
ferent trades  Is  as  follows:  Carpen- 
ters, 15  per  cent;  garment  workers.  50 
per  cent;  shirtmakers,  :J0  per  cent;  sus- 
pender makers,  33.50  per  cent;  bakers, 
20  per  cent;  mat  makers,  60  per  cent; 
furniture  workers,  35  per  cent;  hatters, 
50  per  cent;  boilermakers  and  iron 
shipbuilders,  43.50  per  cent;  shoemak- 
ers, 37  per  cent;  horseshoers,  33.33  per 
cent;  seamen,  50  per  cent;  bookbinders, 
31.50  per  cent;  sailmakers,  30  per  cent; 
printers,  41.33  per  cent;  typefounders, 
50  per  cent;  brownstone  cutters,/  50 
per  cent;  silk  ribbon  weavers,  40  per 
cent;  coopers,  60.50  percent.

John  Gilpin — no  relation  to  the  one  of 
great  renown — was  an  honest  clerking 
toiler  in  a  Pennsylvania  town;  his  home 
was  nearly  paid  for  and  the  worthy  wife 
therein  was  as  fair  a  matrimonial  prize 
as  any  man  may  win. 

Now  it  chanced  that  in  the  city  where 
this  worthy  twain  abode  was  a  certain 
institution  where  the  tide  of  fortune 
flowed;  sometimes  the  tide  was  boom- 
ing, sometimes  exceeding  low,  and  it 
caught  all  kinds  of  people  in  its  shift- 
ing ebb  and  flow. 

Sometimes  it  lift^^d  poor  folks  and 
quickly  <made  them  rich;  sometimes 
caught  up  the  wealthy  and  dropped 
them  into  the  ditch;  for  a  certain  fas- 
cination, indiscriminate  and  strange, 
hung  about  this  institution  which  was 
called  the  oil  exchange.

When  we  had 
passed  around  the  base  of  the  hill  we 
discovered,  much  to  our  astonishment, 
that  the  corral  and  over  10.000  head  of 
cattle  had  disappeared.  It  seems  the 
earth  had  opened  in  an  immense  crevice 
and  swallowed  them.  The  strangest 
thln.g,"  continued  the  colonel,  ••was 
this:  Right  where  the  crevice  had 
closed,  but  was  well  defined,  we  dis-

truth,  the  symptoms  told  the  story  like 
the  blushing  love  of  youth. 

At  last  the  bogus  secret  no  more  was 
deemed  disguised — pell  mell  into  the 
hopper  went  advisers  and  advised:

Vanished  the  scanty  savings  and  the 
sudden  gains  they  brought;  vanished 
the  money  borrowed  on  the  mort- 
gaged house  and  lot:  vanished  prospec- 
tive earnings  for  a  lengthy  stretch  to 
come — no  wonder  poor  John  Gilpin  was 
fairly  stricken  dumb.

After  the 
laundry  scene  the  lights  were  ex- 
tinguished and  there  came  from  the 
stage  sot  nds  of  quick  preparation  of  a 
"heavy  s>t;"  much  crashing  and  hoarse 
exclamal  Ions.  When  the  lights  went 
up  not  a  thing  had  been  chiuiged.  The 
laundry  was  still  there,  with  all  Its 
tubs. 

the  text  of  "Thrllby"  itself  is  plain 
prose.  There  Is  a  large  chorus  of 
artists  and  models  and  spectators  In 
the  theacer.  As  in  Mr.  Potter's  play. 
Svengali  is  the  central  figure.  He  is  a 
terrible  jiersonage.

This  he  does 
by  bring  ng  forward  Mrs.  Svengali  and 
a  young  Svengali  to  claim  the  erring 
husband  and  father.  Svengali  then 
dies  all  over  a  table,  in  the  Lackaye 
manner,  but  recovers  and  flies  up  the 
side  of  the  proscenium  arch  of  the 
make-believe  stage,  ami  presently,  from 
one  of  the  upper  boxes,  he  caricatures 
one  of  du  Mauriers  well  remembered 
pictures:  "Hast  Thou  Found  Me.  Oh. 
Mine  Enemy!"  In  the  hands  of  Alex- 
ander Clark,  a  nimble  and  droll  com- 
edian, the  burlesque  Svengali  is  irre- 
sistible. Mr.  Charles  Puerner's  music 
is  tunef  il  and  pleasing.  One  or  two 
airs,  such  as  Zou-Zou's  song,  "I..a,  la.  la, 
lou.  "  rendered  with  spirit  by  Margaret 
McDonald,  may  become  popular.

MEIVIOIRSOEDUSE. 

The  Great  Italian  Artist  Tells 
Her  Story. 

Duse  Is  dying:  her  theatrical  troupe 
disbanded  the  other  day  and  its  star 
is  said  to  be  past  recovery,  says  a  Rome 
correspondent.  Like  her  great  contem- 
porary. Tomasso  Salvlnl.  she  has  writ- 
ten her  memoirs,  but  unlike  those  of 
the  hero  t>f  the  tragic  muse  her  remin- 
iscences lack  directness,  self-posses- 
sion, stamina.  They  are,  however,  an 
excellent  mirror  of  Duse's  traits  and 
whims. 

Signora  Matilda  Serrao,  Italy's  great- 
est woman  writer,  will  publish  Duse's 
memoirs,  which  came  to  her  in  the 
shape  of  letters  written  by  the  great 
artist.  The  signora  tells  your  cor- 
reirpondent  that  she  has  preserved  the 
Identity  of  the  letters  throughout;  her 
duties  as  editor,  she  says,  consisted 
principally  in  a  methodical  arrange- 
ment of  the  material  placeii  at  her  dis- 
posal. Here  follows  the  opening  chap- 
ter of  the  memoirs  exactly  as  Duse 
wrote  It: 

Reminiscences?  No,  I  don't  want  to 
remember.  I  am  what  I  am,  what  I 
have  been  is  past.  Ah,  if  I  only  could 
forget  my  disappointments,  my  strug- 
gles,  my  abasements. 

No.  I  must  not  forget  the  battles  I 
fought,  not  these — but  everything  else, 
everything.  Still  can  it  be  done?  Time 
and  again  our  thoughts  have  traveled 
back  to  things  and  events  that  have 
happened.  One  cannot  help  remember- 
ing what  has,  at  one  period  in  life,  torn 
our  heart,  made  it  bleed  and  tremble, 
made  it  cower  and  suffer;  we  cannot 
escape  the  thoughts  of  what  has  been 
and  does  exist  in  spite  of  us.  They  are 
like  mildew  on  the  leaves  of  our  mental 
dtarj'. 

And  then  come  men  and  women,  peo- 
ple you  have  never  seen,  strangers  for 
whom  you  care  not  and  who  do  not  care 
for  you.  to  inquire  who  you  are  and 
what  are  you.  what  you  feel,  what 
you  think.  They  want  to  know  all 
about  your  past.  And  when  you  refuse 
to  receive  them,  when  you  do  not 
answer  their  questions,  they  call  you 
proud,    full   of   pretensions,    arrogant. 

Arrogant,  and  why?  Because  you 
will  not  tell  them  what  you  are  afraid 
to  tell  yourself,  what  frightens  you. 
what  you  mean  to  keep  a  secret  from 
your  (iwn  heart. 

Events  of  my  life?  There  are  many 
of  them — but  what  louks  to  me  an  event, 
an  occurrence  that,  perhaps,  forced 
upon  me  the  part  I  am  playing  in  the 
world,  the  markstones  in  my  life,  in 
short— to  another  they  may  appear 
stale  and  empty  and  unprofitable  ac- 
cidents. 

Yes,  I  have  had  many  experiences, 
too  many,  but  they  were  not  experi- 
ences in  the  sense  which  the  sensation- 
hungry  mob  alone  recognizes;  they 
were  more  like  trials,   trials  thi'    'lave 


they  could  not  hear  and  the  other  half 
they  were  unable  to  understand.  The 
day  following  we  had  our  second  per- 
formance:    Denlse. 

The  theater — tlmit  inimen^^  barn — 
empty.  Only  three  <ir  four  rows  of 
seats  were  taken,  and  to  the  right  and 
left  two  or  three  boxes.  My  j>ooi'  De- 
nlse. so  simple,  HO  devoid  of  all  sensa- 
tional element.s— nt»  toilettes  to  speak 
of.  no  Jewels — the  audience  listened  to 
lu-r  ilurlng  the  first  act;  they  paid  her 
some  attention  In  the  second  act,  too, 
in  the  third  act  1  had  a  crying  scene 
and  I  cried  real  tears  and  the  audience 
cried   with   me. 

Mine  was  victory,  but  the  battle  was 
not  entirely  won  yet,  for  th«  part  of 
Fernando  was  essayed  by  another;  he 
who  had  been  my  Fernando  was  still 
battling  with  death.  And  the  thought 
of  him,  of  the  patient  sufferer,  would 
never  cea.se  to  agitate  me  that  even- 
ing; it  stood  between  me  and  the  part 
I  was  trying  to  play.  He  always  was 
before  me,  cold,  pallid,  shaking,  his 
features  distorted  and  his  eyes  glassy. 

In  vain  did  I  endeavor  to  throw  off 
this  feeling.  In  vain  did  I  argue  with 
myself  that  my  art  demanded  from  Its 
followers  the  sacrifice  of  self-negation. 
I  could  not  be  otherwi.se.  He  was  al- 
ways before  me — that  poor  man,  that 
good  man,  who  never  banned  anybody 
In  the  world.  He  was  to  die  among 
strangers  while  we,  his  friends,  played 
comedy. 

Comedy,  indeed.  Is  there  anything 
more  theatric  than  life?  And  there 
damned,  those  glo- 
ble.«sed  footlights,  I 
Madonna,  save  my 
him,  for  he  has  a 
and  a  mother  whose  only  hope 
he  is.    Save  him  and  take  me  In

his  stead.  I..et  me  die;  let  me  lose

Two  days  later  and  all  wart  at  an  end. 

Ah 
for  myself,  I  heaped  success  upon  suc- 
cess, and  every  triumph  I  earned  in- 
creased my  sorrow,  made  me  more 
wretched.  Why  had  Heaven  refused 
the  offering  of  my   poor  self? 

On  the  evening  of  Diotti's  death  day 
I  played  Fernande.  And  then  and  there 
I  became  what  I  am.  Then  and  there 
I  felt  for  the  first  time  that  I  had  a 
heart,  that  I  had  sttul  and  blood  in  that 
heart.  Then  and  there  I  learned  that 
life  Is  not  base,  only  sorrowful  and 
hard  to  bear.    This  I  felt. 

Do  you  call  It  an  event?  I  don't  know

ELECTRICITY  EMPLOYED. 

Book  Distribution  in  the  Boston 
Public  Library. 

In   the  new  publie  lit>rary  of  Boston, 
recently  opened,  electricity  plays  a  new 
and    very    prominent    part    in    one    de- 
partment   for  almost    the    first    time   i:i 
the  history  of  art,  says   the  Electrical  : 
Engineer.     This  department   is   the  de- 
livery and  distribution  of  books  to  and 
from  the  various  h    )k  stacks  which  are  ' 
instalkv;!  on  differpiu  floors  and  at  vary-  j 
ing  distances   from    the   delivery    room. 
The  same  jKiwer  aKso  conveys  the  bor-  . 
rr>wer's  numerous  applica'tlon  cards  for  i 
books  that  &ve  desired.  j 

This  system  Is  operat<-d  by  a  lO-horse  i 
power    4-pole    motor      of    the    General  > 
Electric  type.    It  was  early  in  the  work  j 
of   building   the   library   that   the   prob-  ; 
lem    of    book    transportation    presented  i 
itself  for  solution.     In   the  old  library.  \ 
now  vacated,  a  score  or  more  of  boys  i 
were  employed,  'their  duty  being  to  run 
to    all    parts    of    the     building    for    the 
b<ioks  required.     Under   the   new   order 
of  things  a.boait  five  times   more  work 
would  have  to  be  done,  which  meant  an 
army  of  boys,  each  one  of  whom  might 
h,'ive  to  tramp  from  eight  to  ten  miles 
ev-ry  day.    The  impossibility,  therefore, 
!'f  "■ontinuing  such  a  sysitem  was  rea- 
ll2'.>d,  and  a  change  decided  upon. 

The  Lanison  Store  Service  company, 
of  lioston,  were  called  upon  to  design 
and  con.sltruct  a  mechanical  system 
suited  to  the  requirements  of  the  ser- 
vice. They  had  no  data  to  go  by,  and 
so  had  to  devise  sometuiing  entirely  new. 
by  means  of  which  th«*  attendants  wouhl 
be  able  to  secure  a  bo<^)k  from  any  part 
of  the  vast  building  with  Its  five  acres 
of  book  shelves,  and  that  with  a  mini- 
mum of  time  and  laibor.  They  designed 
a  system  by  which  an  attendant  on  the 
floor  has  fwily  to  pick  out  the  hook 
wanted,  put  it  in  a  railway  car  with  ;i 
cable  attachment,  push  It  off  the  side 
switch  to  the  main  line,  from  whcner 
it  runs  rouaid  at  a  rate  of  500  feet  i 
minute,  to  a  special  elevator,  which 
drops  automatically,  as  soon  as  the  cal- 
ls in  p,')sition.  down  to  the  delivery 
room,  waits  till  the  empty  car  rolKs 
ijack,  and  then  delivers  it  on  a  return 
tra<;k  to  the  switch  It  started  from. 

For  the  accoii.-iod'atlun  of  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  cT  volumes  there  are  six 
stories  or  stackr,  as  ti  -:y  are  technic- 
ally called,  of  V.'-iola).  ..^cording  to  this- 
arrangemeii.i  tiit  del!'  j -y  room,  which 
opens  on  to  '-.le  main  cading  room,  al- 
though on  the  secor-^  floor  front,  oc- 
cupies a  i^oaiticTi  b,- v  cen  the  fourth 
and  fifth  r/.&cks. 

The  aim  if  tine  desi-rncrs  was  to  focus 
all  the  boo:--.i  'or. --i.i  this  one  jjlace, 
and  as  a  flii?  .  :  they  constructed  an 
elevator  well,  .ong  and  narrow.  This 
pierced  the  entire  building,  from  base- 
ment to  roof,  running  by  the  stacks 
and  delivery  room.  In  this  they  set  ui 
shafts  for  tiiree  elevators,  one  for  each 
stack.  The  delivery  rxjom  being  be- 
tween the  fifth  and  sixth  stacks,  two 
distinct  elevator  motions  had  to  be 
provided  for,  the  one  from  the  fifth 
and  sixth  stacks  going  down  while  the 
ones  from  the  first,  second,  tliird  and 
fourth  went  up  to  the  room.  In  the 
basement  the  10-horse  ijower  motor  has 
been  Installed  to  haul  the  elevators, 
which  it  does  very  satisfactorily.  Then 
there  had  to  be  constructed  a  railway 
round  the  building.  A  mlnature  track 
with  an  S-inch  guajje  and  tfdlowlng  the 
lines  of  the  irrterl'ir  courtyard  was  built. 
This  track  Is  over  half  a  mile  long. 
The  cars  are  made  of  wire  and  travel 
500  feet  a  minute  with  ten  to  thirty 
pounds  weight  fif  bonks  In  them.  Al 
certain  points  are  switches  working 
automatically,  by  means  of  which  the 
cars  are  diverted  to  whatever  i)art  of 
the  building  or  different  floors  they  may 
be  required.  There  are  eighteen  sta- 
tions along  the  track,  so  arranged  that 
certain  cars  stop  at  their  own  assigned 
depots  and  at  no  other.  The  same  com- 
pany constructed  the  pneumatic  tube 
system  by  means  of  which  cards,  tick- 
ets and  other  missives  are  despatched 
to  any  desired  point  and  roturned  by 
the  samd  Tovite.  This  npiKiratus  is 
operated  by  the  .same  motor.

Two  French  Writers. 

Two  Paris  journalists  are  publishing 
a  paper  under  extraordinary  circum- 
stances, ,say.s  the  New  York  World.  It 
is  called  En  Route,  and  the  initial  num- 
ber appeared  at  Nice  last  month. 
Where  its  next  will  be  printed  is  im- 
possible to  say.  It  m||y  be  issued  in 
som4  Italian  town,  or  in  Caiix>,  or  in 
Constantinople.  Its  first  r»age  bears  in 
French  the  inscripti(m,  "Redaction  et 
Administration;  Dans  !<•  Monde,"  which 
may  be  renedered  into  P3nglish  by 
"Editorial  and'  Business  Office,  the 
World,"  which  is  worthy  to  rank  with 
another  famous  address,  "Victor  Hugo, 
Ocean." 

The  editors  of  this  little  four-page 
paper,  print'-d  this  time  half  in  Italian 
and  half  in  French,  are  Messrs.  lie  Roy 
and  Papillaud,  who,  up  to  three  monthsi 
ago,  were  rej>orters  on  the  Paris  press. 
Wishing  to  see  the  world,  and  having  a 
large  supply  of  talent  and  energy,  but 
no  cash,  they  concluded  that  the  latter 
was  not  only  unnecessary  but  would  be 
more  of  a  burden  than  a  help  to  them. 

The    plan    which    the    two    reporters 
outlined  to  th*lr  companions  was  that 
of  making  a  tour  of  the  v.orld,  starting 
from    Paris    without    a    sou    in    their  j 
pockets  and   with   a  determinatio.'i     to  j 
engage    in    no    menial    or    humiliaiinfr  j 
labor.        In     addition     to    a      thoroug  >.  ' 
krtowledge    of    GermaiT,     p]ngl'sii     and  ' 
Italian,    besides    thei)     native    longU", 
they  possessed  the  a<  ( cmplishments  lU 
being  fair  musicians  and  clever  artists 
with  the  pencil.     The  principal  baggage 
of  each  was  his  guitar. 

"Our  I'oute  will  be  a  zigzag  one,"  said 
Mr.  Papillaud,  in  his  speech  of  farewell, 
"and  far  from  the  itineraries  of  the 
tourists.  Fancy  will  be  our  companion, 
and  you  know  there  can  be  no  more 
charming  guide." 

The  first  number  of  iheir  newspaper. 
En  Route,  is  the  odyss<y  of  their  Jour- 
neyings  pp  to  the  time  of  Its  publica- 
tion. They  started  from  the  Figaro 
office  in  the  Rue  Drouot  at  5:30  in  the 
afternoon  of  Jan.  8,  wltli  I'mpty  pockelsi. 
The  flr.st  money  Lha:  they  e?r -ed. 
which  took  them  out  u;  I'aris.  was  at 
the  Bata-Clan,  a  l.imou.s  Parisian  cafe 
concert,  where  they  made  some 
sketches,  which  they  sold  for  5  iranct:. 
With  what  they  made  that  tveniny 
they  were  able  to  reach  Melun,  a  town 
near  Paris,  by  night  train.  From  there 
they  .sent  some  "copy"  to  the  papers, 
on  which  they  received  such  prompt, 
returns  that  they  were  able  t«>  procet  j 
on  their  journey  the  fo.lowincf  day. 

"Strictly  professional  work."  they  say 
In  their  narrative,  "enabled  ur  to  gain  j 
our  food  each  day  and  sufficient  to 
carry  us  (third  class,  of  course)  for- 
ward to  another  town  still  farther  re- 
moved from  Paris." 

At  Nice  they  foun^i  some  money 
awaiting  them  for  the  newspaper 
sketches  they  had  sent  to  Paris,  and 
this,  with  v.hat  they  had  gained  in 
other  ways,  amounted  to  considerably 
more  than  they  would  need  for  the  next 
stage  of  their  journe.-.  It  was  then 
that  the  idea  of  starting  a  newspaper 
came  to  them,  and  Er,  Route  was  the 
result.  For  its  printing  they  spent 
nearly  all  their  capital. 

Thus,  in  less  than  a  month,  they  had 
not  only  made  their  living,  but  had 
reached  Nice,  Instead  of  starving  to 
death  on  the  way,  as  had  been  pre- 
dicted. Furthermore,  they  were  the 
editors  and  proprietors  of  a  newspaper, 
copies  of  whiol  they  began  selling  at 
once.  They  also  obtained  some  sub- 
scribers al  tho  rate  of  5  francs  jier  year. 

At  Monaco,  which  Js  but  a  short  dis- 
;  tance  from  Nice,  Lo  Roy  won  two 
I  prizes  in  a  pigeon  sho«ling  match,  and 
during  the  time  they  were  in  these 
pleasure  resorts  they  rested  and  lived 
well,  deriving  most  of  their  Income 
from  their  literary  work  and  the  sale 
of  the  first  issue  of  their  paper. 

The  principal  club  of  Nice  gave  them 
a  banquet,  after  which  the  two  travel- 
ers lectured  upon  their  journey,  and 
concluded  their  entertainment  with 
songs  and  mci;  dogues  written  by  them- 
selves, whinh  were  full  of  "local  hits" 
and  were  as  enthusiastically  appreci- 
ated as  they  were  richly  rewardet'. 
They  found  themselves  possessed  of  so 
much  money,  in  fact,  that  they  pu'"- 
chased  two  bicycles,  and  on  tlie  even- 
ing of  their  departure  gave  a  cham- 
pagne supper  to  their  friends. 

They  reached  the  Italian  frontier  at 
last,  but  It  cost  nearly  100  francs  to 
cro.ss  the  boundary,  for  custrjins  offi- 
cers collected  a  heavy  duty  on  their 
bicycles,  to  pay  which  again  brought 
them  to  the  verge  of  penury,  Le  Roy 
was  an  expert  bicyclist,  but  his  com- 
panion wa*  a  beginner;  nevertheless 
they  speedily  wheeled  their  way  via 
Vlntlmllle,  Bordlghera,  ColderodI,  San 
Remo,  Porto  Maurlzio,  Alassio,  Sav- 
onna  and  Peffli,  to  Genoa. 

There  two  Genoese  papers,  the  Secolo 
Declmono  and  the  Cafforo.  ordered 
articles  from  them,  and  they  were  pre- 
sented by  the  editorial  gtarfs  of  the  twcf 
journals  to  tlip  students  of  tho  city 
university,  who  hired  them  to  give  a 
leoture  and  entertainment  at  llie  Jardln 
d'ltala.

In  drawers  tucks  are  coming  in- 
to greater  use  than  ever  and  the  quan- 
tity of  lace  used  is  growing  larger  and 
larger.  It  seems  to  be  impossible  to 
get  the  leg.s  to< '  wide. 

Among  the  very  fashionable  black 
satin  petticoats,  with  several  surah 
flounce.'?,  lined  with  muslin,  and  over 
them  flounces  of  black  silk  muslin 
edged  with  seven  or  eight  rows  of  satin 
bebe  ribbon.  The  silk  and  lace  flounces 
of  colored  silk  petticoats  are  secured 
here  and  there  with  carelessly  tied  bows 
of  little  narrow  ribbon,  producing  a 
charming  effect.  Moreen,  in  black,  blue 
or  gray,  i.s  quite  popular  for  petticoat 
«imff  and  is  sold  cheaply  by  the  yard. 
Some  of  the  readymade  skirts  of  this 
material  are  smartly  gored  and  have 
godet  backs.  Another  cheap  and  pretty 
petticoat  i.«!  made  of  variegated  per- 
cale, and  when  trimmed  with  a  flounce 
of  white  Persian  lawn,  headed  by  lace 
l>eading.  through  which  is  run  daisy 
ribbon,  tied  here  and  there  in  full  bows, 
it  looks  as  if  it  cost  fully  as  much  as 
far  more  expensive  ones.  Outing  flan- 
nel petticoats,  useful  for  the  Park  Point 
and  other  campers  can  be  bought  or 
made  for  about  50  cents  each,  and  they 
wash  well. 

iliss  Wanamaker.  of  Philadelphia, 
who  is  to  be  married  in  a  few  days, 
has  a  most  extensive  trousseau,  in 
which  are  a  great  many  old  style 
chemises,  so  many,  in  fact,  that  admir- 
ing friends  seeing  them  and  noting 
their  daintiness  fall  to  wondering  why 
in  the  world  these  were  ever  discarded 
for  the  tiny,  uncomfortable,  little 
thread  absurdities.

To  give  the  required  touch 
f  lightness  and  frivolity  to  cloth  bodices 
or  blouses,  ther?  is  nt^thing  more  worthy 
of  attention  than  this  same  muslin. 

Dresses  of  gras's-linen,  ecru,  batiste 
and  organdies,  with  the  Inevitable 
cream  or  saffron-tinted  guipure  or  Mil- 
anese points  on  th?  corsage  and  sleeveB, 
will  form  an  important  part  of  summer 
outfits  for  young  ladies.  They  are  made 
up  without  lining  to  wear  over  plain, 
chan.geable  taffetas,  which  now  come 
in  double  widths.  A  lovely  dress  is  of 
white  muslin  powdered  with  small  white 
embroidered  dots  and  woven  with 
a  tartan  design  in  pale  rose  silk.  This 
made  over  white  taffetas  lining  has  a 
simple   hem    turned    up   all    round    with 


ingly  painted  ,>i\  crepe  or  parchment, 
with  VVatteau-like  pictures,  spangled 
with  the  irrepressible,  all-pervading 
spangles,  and  niounted,  preferably, 
with  carved  ivory,  sometimes  gilded 
and  Inlaid. 

Favorite  summer  srubstttutes  for  the 
the  heavier  and  warmer  velvet  stock 
and  belt  are  those  of  the  chine-flgured 
ribbons  with  ground  of  light  tint  strewn 
with  blurred  flower  forms.  .\  set  of 
this  kind  has  the  collar  shirred  in  a 
i  single  heading  at  the  front,  and  a 
double  ime  at  the  back,  where  it  fastens 
aiul  In  flaring  double  loops  on  the  sides. 
The  belt  is  ornamented  with  two  jet 
slides  at  the  front,  and  fastened  under 
a  bow  at  the  hack.

SOME   REDFERN  GOWNS. 

Redfern  always  turns  out  something 
striking,  novel  and  elegant.  t)ne  of  his 
latest  is  a  tlainty  dress  c(miposed  of 
pale  silver  gray  crepon  wlih  spots  of 
white  silk,  an  ideal  fabric  for  dressy 
toilettes.  The  waist  is  of  Ivory  white 
silk  and  is  extremely  quaint  with  its 
box-pleat  down  the  center  of  the  front, 
iHirdered  on  cither  side  by  small  pin 
pleatings  of  pale  ixjse  pink  silk  edged 
with  narrow,  biscult-hued  Valenciennes 
lace.  The  back  Is  trimmed  In  the  same 
way  with  a  very  narrow  "emplecement" 
of  the  lace  edged  with  p'.eatlngs  of  silk, 
while  the  collar  is  made  In  a.  very  origi- 
nal fashion,  being  cut  in  tabs  all  round 
the  top.  A  drawn  band  of  mousseline 
de  sole  passes  round  th«>  under  part  of 
the  collar  and  is  tied  in  a  large  bow  at 
the  back.  The  enormously  full  sleeves 
are  gathered  in  three  rows  on  the 
shoulder  and  edged  with  valenclennes 
lace.  The  skirt  is  plain,  but  extrava- 
gantly flare,  l)elng  about  ten  yards  in 
circumference. 

From  the  same  noted  maker  comes 
an  "at  home"  dress,  which  is  as  ele- 
gant as  could  be  wished  for.  The  enor- 
mously full  skirt  of  delicately  spotted 
cream  silk  is  untrlmmed,  as  is  the 
fashl<<n  most  in  vogue  at  present,  while 
the  waists  are  so  profusely  trimmed 
and  made  in  sueh  complicated  ways. 
The  waist  in  this  case  only  matches 
the  skirt  in  the  sleeves,  which  are  of 
the  silk  and  are  very  much  puffed.

corn-colored  point  d'Argentine.  The 
corsage,  shirred  at  'the  neck,  disappears 
at  the  waist  beneath  a  sash  of  pale 
pink  satin,  ornamented  with  three  large 
rhineslone  buttons.  A  bow  and  two 
long  ends  of  satin  ribbons  neatly  tied 
fall  at  the  back.  The  full  sleeves  with 
square  shoulder  capes  of  the  lace  reach 
to  the  elbow  only,  a  flounce  of  lace  fin- 
ishing them  off  knotted  Into  a  pretty, 
square  torsade-shaped  bow. 

There  is  new  material  imported  now 
for  stiffenings.  In  these  days  of  full- 
gored  skirts,  the  question  of  what  to 
use  for  a  stiff  lining  is  a  somewhat 
vexed  one.  Silk  is  not  sufficient  in 
Itself;  canvas,  crinoline  or  horsehair, 
however  satisfactory  at  flrst,  either 
crack  or  lose  their  stiffness,  and  have 
to  be  renewed,  or  the  skirt  ceases  to 
"set  out"  fto  use  a  technical  term),  andi 
becomes  limp  and  dowdy  looking.  Mus- 
lin is  even  less  efficacious,  but  fibre 
chamois  is  a  new  invention  which  bids 
fair  to  be  the  dressmaker's  desidera- 
tum for  stiffening  both  skirts  and 
sleeves.  Used  as  an  Intermediate  lin- 
ing, it  supports  the  folds  of  a  gown  so 
well  that  they  will  stand  alone,  while 
at  the  same  time  It  Is  sufficiently  soft 
and  light  in  texture  to  bear  any  amount 
of  crushing  without  detriment.  It  may 
safely  be  exposed  to  wet,  or  to  the 
contingencies  of  close  packing,  from 
which  it  emerges  in  unimpaired  stiff- 
ness. It  is,  moreover,  free  from  that 
objectionable  "crackling,"  often  such 
a  disconcerting  feature  of  stiff  linings. 
Two  different  qualities  are  sold — one 
for  skirt,  the  other  for  sleeve  linings— 
and  capital  they  have  both  proved  for 
the  purpose.  It  is  already  being  much 
sought  for.  although  It  is  just  i)at-  ' 
ented. 

The  fan  has  resumed  Its  away  this 
season,  and  has  been  an  Indispensable 
adjunct  of  evening  dress.  This  fav-. 
orite  feminine  wear>on  has  been  some- 
what out  for  several  seasons  past,  the 
carrying  of  It  during  that  time  being 
entirely  a  matter  of  caprice.  In  size 
the  most  fashionable  £ans  are  either 
very  small  or  large  to  the  point  of  un- 
wieldlncss.  The  smartest  ostrl>ch 
feather  fans  can  scarcely  be  too  large 
for  the  fancy  of  the  season,  and  they 
are  usually  chosen  In  color  to  match 
the  gown;  they  are  most  regal  and 
stately  affairs,  and  properly  acompany 
sumptuous  gowns  of  velvet  and  bro- 
cade. Dainty  little  empire  fans  can 
hardly  be  too  small.    They  are  charm-

Tlie  newest  materials  for'  costumes  are 
alpaca  and  bareges  of  tiie  old  kind  re- 
vived. 

A  fetehlntr  cotton  fabric  showing  fancy 
stripes  on  Unrk  and  IlKht  blue  (grounds  is 
known  as  marine  twill. 

Patent  leather  shoes  with  black  stock- 
in.gs  and  tan  shoes  with  stockings  to 
match  are  the  relgrrlni;^  styles  of  the  sea- 
son. 

A  cotton  stocking  is  preferred  by  many 
womerr  to  a  lisle  thread,  as  tlie  twist  of 
the  thr'ead  In  the  lisle  ones  irritate  tli.' 
Ki>leH  of  tile  feet.  Dark  blue  and  Itlaek 
stockings  are  liked  for  street  wear,  ex- 
cept when  tan  shoes  are  worn,  and  then, 
of  course,  the  stockings  matih  the  shoes. 
The  navy  blue  stocking  Is  irsirally  chosen 
by  those  who  find  that  Ihe  dye  fr-oni  a 
black  slocking  affects  their  skin.  With 
Kr'ay  or  scarlet  shoes  or  slippe|•.^  the  stock- 
iriRS  ar-e  chosen  to  match,  ainl  these  may 
be  gotten  in  silk  at  a  much  lower  price 
than  is  jiiven  for  l)lack  ones. 

Sunshades  for  this  season  are  very  deli- 
cate and  pretty.  Those  for  ordinary  wear 
are  mostly  of  chine  silk  or  of  white  glace 
silk.  Kor'  dress  occasions  nothing  could 
be  prettier  than  one  of  white  silk,  with 
soft  ciiine  gauze  draped  over  it.  The  de- 
sign one  of  I'ose  on  a  White  ground,  and 
edged  with  satin  stripes  at  the  border. 
Very  smart  is  one  of  pale  pink  satin  with 
black  emliroidery  all  over  it  and  a  pretty 
rustic  handle.  Some  women  are  buying 
tartan  sunshades,  but  these  are  seldom 
pr-i-tity. 

As  a  last  V)lt  of  advice  about  your  sum- 
mer gowns,  be  careful  to  have  a  hat 
which  goes  well  with  all  of  them  for  best. 
Be  sure  to  have  two  pairs  of  gloves,  a 
white  and  a  black,  and  remember  that 
nothing  spoils  a  pretty  toilet  like  a  shabby 
or  torn  veil.  With  tliese  precautions  and 
a  good  carriage  you  may  iie  sure  of  al- 
ways looking  pretty,  be  your  wardrobe 
large  and  varied  or  limited  to  two  frocks. 

Ginghams  are  standard,  and  the  plaids 
are  lovely  this  year,  but  they  need  wash- 
ing frequently,  are  difficult  to  lit  closely, 
and  they  will  stretch,  whatever  you  do, 
evi'U  if  made  on  an  extra  strong  lining. 
They  are  wonderfully  pretty,  however. 
They  come  in  lovely  delicalt  shades,  and 
can  be  made  up  in  a  variety  of  ways. 
They  always  look  cool  and  summery,  too, 
however  they  may  feel,  and  that  is  a 
great  point  in  their  favor. 

Hats  of  combination  straw  and  satin 
braid  arc  trimmed  with  bands  and  ros- 
ettes or  standing  bows  of  the  same  pli- 
able fancy  braid. 

New  silk  waists  of  Rob  Roy  plaided 
taffeta  silk  are  made  with  pleated  fronts, 
bias  yoke  backs,  full  elbow  sleeves  and 
velvet  stock  collar. 

Among  silks  taffeta  has  the  preference 
for  spring  and  summer  wear,  as  it  is  of 
light  weave  and  is  produced  in  a  great 
variety  of  effects.
